The  Thirtieth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  convened  in  the  First 
English  Lutheran  church — Rev.  H.  Baker,  pastor — at  Altoona,  Pa., 
J une  8th,  1881. 

The  opening  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.  D.  Strobel,  D.  D., 
President  of  the  last  Convention,  from  the  words:  “  lam  the  light 
of  the  world,"  and  “  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world."

5.  On  page  35,  we  find  that  the  committee  appointed  on  the  Liturgy  and  the 
committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Hymn  and  Tune  Book,  were  instructed  to 
correspond  with  the  Liturgical  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  South,  and  to 
invite  their  co-operation  in  the  publication  of  a  Liturgy  and  a  Hymn  and  Tune 
Book,  with  a  view  that  both  these  general  bodies  may  adopt  these  books  of 
worship  in  their  churches. 

6.  On  page  40,  we  find  that  a  committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  and  practicability  of  making  the  Lutheran  Observer  and  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Evangelist  the  property  of  the  General  Synod. 

7.  On  page  43,  we  find  that  a  committee  was  appointed  to  report  at  this 
meeting  on  the  education  of  German  ministers.

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Lutheran  Observer  and 

Evangelist. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  inquire  into  the  ex¬ 
pediency  and  practicability  of  making  the  Lutheran  Observer  and  the  Lu- 
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therein  Evangelist  the  property  of  the  General  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report : 
that  we  have  given  the  subject  some  attention,  and  offer  the  following  state¬ 
ments  and  considerations : 

The  action  of  the  General  Synod,  while  naming  two  religious  papers,  was 
probably  prompted  by  an  impression  prevalent  to  some  extent,  that  it  would  be 
expedient  for  tire  General  Synod  to  own  and  control  the  weekly  press  of  the 
Church.  It  is  therefore  proper  to  consider  the  subject  with  reference  to  the 
general  principles  involved.  Would  it  be  the  best  policy  for  the  General  Synod 
to  own  her  church  papers  ?  It  is  well  known  that  many  of  the  leading  journals 
of  other  denominations  are  owned  and  published  by  ecclesiastical  bodies. 
Synods  and  conferences  publish  such  papers  as  the  Reformed  Messenger,  the 
New  York  Christian  Advocate,  and  the  Religious  Telescope.  In  some  churches 
nearly  the  entire  weekly  press  is  owned  and  controlled  by  those  churches  rep¬ 
resented  in  their  chief  councils.  Synods  in  our  Church  have  at  times  owned 
church  organs.  The  Lutheran  Intelligencer,  the  pioneer  periodical  of  the 
General  Synod,'  was  started  and  published  by  the  Synod  of  Maryland  for  five 
years,  at  a  loss  of  only  five  hundred  dollars.  Probably  no  individual  or  com¬ 
pany  could  at  that  day  have  established  a  church  journal,  and  continued  it  for 
five  years  with  so  small  a  loss  of  capital.  The  Lutheran  Observer  was  owned 
by  the  Synod  of  Maryland  from  January,  1853,  to  January,  1856.  Many  of  the 
most  influential  papers  of  the  German  Lutheran  synods,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Evangelical  Synod  of  the  West,  are  now  owned  by  synods.  Some  of  these 
papers  are  represented  as  yielding  good  profits  to  the  church.  In  some  other 
denominations,  church  journals  have  returned  substantial  revenues. 

Experiments  have  therefore  shown  that  a  synod  can  successfully  control  a 
church  paper.  No  one  will  doubt  that  the  General  Synod  possesses  the  requi¬ 
site  wisdom  and  discernment  to  select  competent  editors,  and  a  committee  that 
would  prudently  and  efficiently  manage  the  business  details  of  such  a  publica¬ 
tion. 

What  advantages  would  result  to  the  Church  from  the  ownership  of  her 
weekly  press?  The  general  impression  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  advo¬ 
cated  this  policy  seems  to  be,  that  in  church  papers,  as  in  missions  and  educa¬ 
tion,  individualism  should  yield  to  church  authority  ;  that  pastors  and  church- 
members  would  feel  a  deeper  interest  in  the  journals,  and  put  forth  more  earnest 
efforts  to  extend  their  circulation  ;  that  the  combined  wisdom  of  the  General 
Synod  would  be  the  best  guarantee  that  able  and  judicious  editors  would  always 
be  appointed;  that  the  profits  would  yield  a. substantial  revenue  to  the  Church  ; 
that  the  Church  through  her  highest  council  should  have  the  power  at  all  times 
to  give  shape  to  her  journals  in  the  principles  advocated,  and  that  this  may  be 
a  vital  matter  in  the  time  of  a  great  crisis  like  that  of  1866;  and  that  the 
ownership  of  her  journals  by  the  Church  would  call  forth  the  best  newspaper 
talent  of  her  clergy  and  laity  to  enrich  their  columns. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  remembered  that  some  of  the  best  and  most 
influential  religious  papers  are  published  and  controlled  by  individual  owners, 
or  companies.  The  advantages  in  favor  of  this  arrangement  lie  in  the  greater 
energy  and  stricter  adherence  to  established  business  principles  to  which  pro- 
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prietors  are  prompted  by  every  consideration  of  interest.  The  same  motive 
would  induce  them  to  make  a  church  paper  acceptable  to  it§  patrons  and  true 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Church. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  involved,  your  committee  have  come  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  the  Observer  and 
the  Evangelist. 

A  large  colloquium  held  at  Fort  Wayne,  during  the  sessions  of  the  General 
Synod  in  1S66,  recommended  the  formation  of  a  joint  stock  company  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Lutheran  Observer  from  the  firm  of  Diehl  &  Conrad,  the  then 
proprietors  and  editors.  The  recommendation  was  carried  into  effect,  and  a 
company  organized.  The  Observer  was  purchased  in  January,  1867.  The 
paper  has  been  ably  and  judiciously  conducted  by  the  Association.  It  has  been 
faithful  to  the  interests  of  the  Church.  The  editorial  and  business  management 
have  been  satisfactory  to  its  friends  and  subscribers.  Those  who  have  long  ex¬ 
ercised  a  controlling  influence  in  the  Association,  are  still  active  in  their  efforts 
to  give  the  Church  a  good  paper,  and  meet  all  reasonable  demands.  Your 
committee  therefore  deem  it  best  not  to  disturb  this  arrangement  at  this  time. 

The  Lutheran  Evangelist,  published  by  a  joint  stock  company,  has  been 
steadily  advancing  in  its  merits  and  extending  its  circulation.  It  seems  to  give 
satisfaction  to  its  friends,  and  meet  the  wants  of  the  Western  churches.  Your 
committee  know  of  no  reason  for  making  an  overture  for  the  purchase  of  this 
paper.

E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  offered  prayer 
for  their  recovery. 

Resolution  of  Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due,  and  are  hereby  offered,  to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them  ;  and  that  we  especially  appreciate  the  services  of  the  Secretary,  as  well 
as  the  admirable  report  which  he  has  given  of  the  affairs  of  our  missions  since 
our  last  synodical  convention. 

Publishing  Report  of  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Board  print  twenty  thousand 
copies  of  its  report  for  gratuitous  distribution. 
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Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Mr.  Oliver  F.  Lantz,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  presented  his  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  an 
auditing  committee. 

Summary  of  the  Report  to  be  Printed. 

Resolved,  That  only  the  summary  of  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  read  before  this  body  be  printed  in  the  Minutes •  and  that 
hereafter  he  be  required  to  present  in  writing  only  a  summarized  statement  of 
his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  that  his  books  be  presented  for  auditing. 

(See  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  under  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.) 

Committee  on  Papers  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Brodfuehrer. 

The  President  appointed  Rev.  J.  C.  Roller,  Rev.  G.  H.  Schnur, 
and  Mr.  Robt.  Weidensall,  a  committee  on  papers  of  Rev.  J.  C. 
Brodfiihrer. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Liturgy. 

The  committee  on  the  Liturgy  presented  the  following  report, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  the  committee  discharged : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  to  prepare  a  new  Liturgy  for  the  use 
of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  make  their  final  report. 

At  the  last  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Committee  reported  a  pro¬ 
visional  copy  of  the  Liturgy.  Upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  action  was  taken  : 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Liturgy  be  recommitted,  and  that  an  additional  committee 
of  seven  be  appointed,  who  may  have  six  months  to  offer  suggestions  and  addi¬ 
tions,  and  that  on  the  agreement  of  two-thirds  of  the  joint  committee,  they  be 
authorized  to  publish  the  book  for  the  use  of  the  Church.” 

It  was  further  directed  that  the  Liturgy  thus  compiled  “  shall  be  entitled 
*  The  Liturgy  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  prepared  and  published  by 
order  of  the  General  Synod.’  ” 

These  directions  have  been  fully  complied  with  ;  and  the  work  has  been  done 
in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  previous  directions  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  was  directed  to  correspond  with  a  similar  committee  of  the 
General  Synod  South,  looking  to  the  formation  of  a  Liturgy  that  would  be  suited 
to  the  wants  of  both  bodies.  Such  correspondence  has  been  had.  It  was, 
however,  found  to  be  too  late  for  practical  results,  if  the  work  was  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  this  meeting  of  the  Synod,  as  was  directed  to  be  done. 

Two  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown  and  Dr. 
Reinmund,  have,  the  one  by  sickness  and  the  other  by  death,  been  prevented 
from  co-operating  with  the  Committee.  The  other  members  of  it  are  agreed 
upon  the  present  form  of  the  Liturgy,  which  is  now  presented  to  this  body  as  the 
■result  of  their  labors. 
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With  prayers  for  the  Heavenly  Father’s  favor  and  blessing  upon  our  work  and 
upon  our  Church,  this,  our  final  report,  is  respectfully  submitted.

Advisory  Committee. 

Report  of  German  Publication  Beard. 

The  Committee  of  the  German  Publication  Board  presented  their 
report  which,  on  motion,  was  deferred  until  the  reports  of  com¬ 
mittees  on  correlative  subjects  should  be  presented. 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  by  the  last  convention,  to  have  charge  of 
the  German  publication  interests  of  the  General  Synod.  Representing  five  dif¬ 
ferent  Synods,  and  living  apart,  they  organized  by  circulating  and  signing  the 
following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  those  duties  en¬ 
trusted  to  us  by  the  General'  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Severinghaus,  of  Chicago,  be  appointed 
Editor  and  Publisher  of  the  Ltitherischer  Kirchenfreund,  and  the  Revs.  Dr. 
Wedekind,  Neumann,  Giese,  Kuhl  and  Stark  be  appointed  an  Editing  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  co-operate  with  him. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Severinghaus  &  Co.,  shall  have  the  entire  business  man¬ 
agement  of  the  paper  in  their  hands,  to  be  responsible  for  all  its  outlays,  and  to 
be  entitled  to  all  its  incomes. 

4.  Resolved,  That  after  the  present  year  it  be  published  as  a  Weekly,  at  the 
price  of  $1.50  a  year,  with  the  proviso  that  48  numbers  shall  constitute  a  vol¬ 
ume,  and  during  the  sumrt^er  there  may  be  published  a  single  sheet  for  some 
weeks,  if  found  necessary,  to  lessen  the  expenses. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  D.  Severinghaus  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  preparing  a  Catechism,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  General 
Synod,  found  on  page  40  of  last  Minutes,  using  the  Sunday-school  edition,, 
already  published,  as  a  guide. 

In  accordance  with  this  action  of  the  Committee,  the  Kirchenfreund  has  been 
published  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  Committee  has  been  entirely  har¬ 
monious  in  all  its  actions. 

The  income  of  the  paper  for  1879,  when  it  was  yet  a  semi-monthly,  was 
$1,305.00;  that  for  1880,  as  a  weekly,  $1,930.00;  showing  an  increase  of 
$64.70  over  the  previous  year  as  a  semi-monthly,  and  of  $625.00,  for  the  year  iS8o< 
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over  the  year  1879,  as  a  weekly.  According  to  the  resolutions  above  recorded, 
we  have  however  nothing  to  do  with  the  profits  or  losses  of  the  paper;  but  they 
do  concern  us  to  show  that  there  has  been  a  slight  progress  and  a  gain — that 
our  action  in  changing  the  paper  from  a  semi-monthly  to  a  weekly,  venture¬ 
some  as  it  was  on  the  basis  of  the  previous  report,  has  not  been  a  step  to  be 
retraced.  True  it  is  that,  estimating  the  paper  at  $40.00  a  number,  a  price  low 
enough  to  cover  all  the  expenses  connected  with  its  publication,  there  was  left 
for  1880  only  $10.00  for  editorial  services;  but  it  has  certainly  gained  in  effi¬ 
ciency  very  much,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  income  will  be  improved  from 
year  to  year,  so  as  to  be  not  entirely  unremunerative  to  the  editor  in  the  near 
future. 

Financially  the  paper  stands  the  same  as  it  did  at  the  last  two  conventions, 
for  which  see  Minutes  of  1877,  p.  45,  and  those  of  1S79,  p.  38.  The  whole 
indebtedness  amounts  to  $1,472.38,  with  assets  difficult  to  figure  up  and  collect, 
but  valued  at  several  thousand  dollars. 

In  the  month  of  February,  1881,  we  sanctioned  the  issue  of  a  second  edition 
of  the  Gerrtian  Catechism ,  prepared  by  Rev.  Severinghaus,  which  has  received 
a  very  general  endorsement. 

At  the  same  time  we  also  sanctioned  the  issue  of  a  Manual,  containing  all 
the  General  Synod’s  official  constitutions,  together  with  other  church  forms, 
and  also  the  publication  of  a  small  Sunday  school  Hymn-book,  called  “Jugend- 
Lieder.” 

There  are  in  addition  to  the  above-named  publications,  a  monthly  children’s 
paper  (Kindergarten),  a  Quarterly  Lesson  Journal  (Sonntagschul  Leitfaden), 
and  an  Annual  Kalender,  published  by  Severinghaus  &  Co.,  for  the  Germans 
of  the  General  Synod;  but  as  these  are  all  private  enterprises,  we  need  not  take 
any  further  notice  of  them  in  our  report. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  express  our  conviction  that  all  these  interests  have 
been  managed  as  successfully  as  can  be  done  under  present  circumstances. 
That,  our  paper  does  not  circulate  more  widely  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  there  are  many  very  excellent  and  large  secular  papers,  which  more 
and  more  dispute  the  field  with  the  church  papers,  and  that  nearly  all  German 
churches  are  still  struggling  for  existence.  We  recommend  that  the  paper  be 
continued  under  the  same  management  as  heretofore,  and  that  a  new  Publica¬ 
tion  Committee  be  appointed,  representing  the  different  sections  and  Synods  in 
which  the  German  element  of  the  General  Synoct  is  most  largely  represented.

Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  presented  their  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Your  Committee  appointed  on  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
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cieties  would  respectfully  report  that  the  work  is  moving  grandly  on.  Since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  13  synodical  societies  have  been  organ¬ 
ized,  making  the  total  number  of  synodical  organizations  at  this  time  17. 

Also  auxiliary  societies  have  been  organized  to  the  number  of  63,  making  a 
grand  total  of  auxiliary  societies  at  the  present  161,  with  a  membership  aggre¬ 
gating  4,000.  These  have  contributed  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
the  encouraging  sum  of  $7,069,93.  They  have  sent  into  the  foreign  field  one 
lady  missionary,  namely  Miss  Kate  M.  Boggs,  whom  they  support  at  an  annual 
expense  of  $500.  They  also  support  a  Home  Missionary  at  the  cost  annually 
of  $1000,  in  the  city  of  Freeport,  III.  In  addition  to  this  they  support  6  girls, 
schools  in  India,  and  one  Zenana  worker.  And  in  addition  to  all  this  they  are 
looking  about  to  increase  their  sphere  of  usefulness  with  the  means  yet  on 
hand. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  we  recognize  in  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  an  agency  of  God  for  great  good  in  the  Church,  which  meets  our  most 
hearty  approval,  and  shall  receive  our  prayers  and  earnest  co-operation,

Report  on  Hymn  and  Tune  Book. 

The  Committee  on  the  Hymn  and  Tune  Book  presented  their 
report,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  appointed  two  years  ago  by  the  General  Synod  "  to  prepare 
and  have  published  a  hymn  and  tune  book,  using  the  hymns  contained  in  the 
Book  of  Worship  in  their  present  order  and  numbers,  and  that  a  suitable  trans¬ 
lation  of  Luther’s  battle  hymn,  ‘  Ein  feste  Burg  ist  unser  Gott,’  be  added  to 
the  collection,”  hereby  report  that  they  attended  to  the  work  assigned  them, 
and  completed  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  As  their  work  is  already  in  the 
hands  of  the  Church,  its  character  is  generally  understood,  and.  thus  a  I'engthy 
report  is  unnecessary.  The  principles  which  your  Committee  adopted  in  the 
selection  and  adaptation  of  the  tunes  to  the  hymns  in  the  Book  of  Worship  are 
clearly  stated  in  the  preface,  and  it  is  not  deemed  needful  to  repeat  them  here. 

It  may,  however,  be  interesting  to  specify  a  few  things  connected  with  the 
method  of  preparation,  and  apcount  for  some  of  the  difficulties  encountered,  and 
the  consequent  delay  of  the  issue  of  the  work  far  beyond  the  time  of  its  hoped- 
for  appearance  both  by  the  Committee  and  the  Church. 

Immediately  upon  their  appointment,  and  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  the  Committee  had  resolved  upon  a  plan  of  procedure.  It  was 
agreed  among  ourselves  that  each  one  of  us  would  undertake  the  work  of 
selecting  and  adapting  tunes  to  all  the  hymns  of  the  Book  of  Worship,  as  care¬ 
fully  as  if  our  work  were  to  be  final.  Then,  after  a  suitable  time,  the  Committee 
was  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  and  review 
and  compare  the  work  of  the  several  members,  and  from  the  whole  or  from 
other  sources  within  their  reach,  select,  arrange,  and  adapt  the  music  to  the 
words,  as  in  their  united  judgment  they  might  deem  best.  The  Committee  met 
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early  in  the  following  August,  and  earnestly  and  prayerfully  began  its  joint 
labors. 

We  have  at  this  point  to  name  our  regret  that  we  did  not  at  any  time  have  the 
services  of  Rev.  Dr.  S.  A.  Ort,  either  in  the  way  of  his  individual  preparation 
or  his  assistance  and  judgment  in  joint  committee,  owing,  as  we  were  informed 
by  him,  to  the  intervention  of  circumstances  which  he  could  not  control.  We 
desire  also  to  say  that  we  corresponded  as  we  were  instructed  to  do  (see 
Minutes,  p.  35)  with  the  Liturgical  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  South, 
inviting  their  co-operation,  or  at  least  craving  their  suggestions,  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  proposed  book.  Our  overtures  were  most  fraternally  recognized  and 
appreciated,  but  we  were  informed  that  no  authority  had  been  given  any  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  Southern  General  Synod  to  prepare  such  a  work,  or  to  co-operate 
with  us  in  the  preparation  of  ours,  and  so  our  correspondent  did  not  feel  at  lib¬ 
erty  to  assume  any  responsibility  in  the  matter,  but  bade  us  a  hearty  God-speed, 
and  hoped  we  might  prepare  a  work  of  such  merit  and  character  as  to  become 
generally  acceptable  to  the  whole  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country. 

Thus  left  to  ourselves,  we  labored  with  incessant,  and  perhaps,  as  the  result 
showed,  with  intemperate  zeal  at  our  work.  Early  in  September  the  Commit¬ 
tee  had,  as  far  as  possible  in  joint  capacity,  concluded  its  labors,  and  left  some 
matters  connected  with  the  introductory  part  of  the  work,  the  index  and  corre¬ 
spondence  concerning  copyrights  to  the  tunes  we  had  adopted,  to  Bro.  W.  L. 
Remsberg,  whose  special  fitness  for  this  service,  as  well  as  readiness  and  faith¬ 
fulness,  were  gratefully  recognized  by  us  all.  But  neither  he  nor  ourselves  fully 
appreciated  the  magnitude  and  difficulty  of  the  task  we  had  assigned  him 
especially  that  portion  of  it  relating  to  the  procuring  cf  the  privilege  of  using 
the  copyrighted  tunes.  His  correspondence  with  the  holders  of  copyrights  soon 
gave  him  to  understand  that  he  had  a  task  on  hand  far  too  intricate  and 
cumbersome  to  warrant  any  rational  hope  for  its  discharge  within  any  desi¬ 
rable  period  of  time.  Fully  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  giving  this  work  into 
more  able  and  experienced  hands  than  those  of  any  of  the  committee,  this  work 
was  assigned  to  that  most  competent,  energetic,  and  faithful  servant  of  the  Church, 
H.  S.  Boner,  Superintendent  of  our  Board  of  Publication,  who,  by  dint  of  persev¬ 
erance  and  fine  business  skill,  finally  and  satisfactorily  accomplished  the  labor,  and 
in  due  time  enabled  the  Board  to  issue  in  February  last  the  first  edition  of  the 
Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes.  It  is  with  no  small  satisfaction  that  the  Committee 
learns  that  their  most  sanguine  hopes  and  expectations  are  in  fair  prospect  of  re¬ 
alization  from  the  rapid  sale  and  great  popularity  of  the  Hymnal.  They  con¬ 
gratulate  those  who  had  grave  doubts  about  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of  is¬ 
suing  such  a  work  to  the  Church  at  the  present  time,  on  the  full  assurance  which 
the  great  demand  for  the  book  gives,  that  those  doubts  were  not  well  founded, 
but  that  the  work  was  needed,  as  the  result  abundantly  shows.  It  is  a  matter  of 
congratulation  for  the  whole  church  that  two  editions  of  the  work  were  ex¬ 
hausted  in  a  little  over  two  months,  and  that  naught  but  good  words  have  thus 
far,  so  far  as  the  Committee  is  aware,  been  spoken  in  its  behalf.  We  trust 
that  it  will  inaugurate  a  new  era  of  song  in  the  worship  of  the  Church,  and  lead- 
many  who  have  hitherto  been  unable  or  unwilling  to  participate  in  this  delight¬ 
ful  part  of  public  divine  worship,  to  “sing  with  grace  in  their  hearts  to  the  Lord.” 
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It  is  with  great  sorrow  of  heart  that  we  yet  add,  that  one  of  the  most  earnest 
and  efficient  of  our  workers,  Rev.  J.  F.  Reinmund,  D.  D.,  gave  the  last  of  his 
labors  and  sacrifices  to  the  Church  in  the  part  that  he  took  in  the  preparation  of 
the  Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes.  It  is  perhaps  not  too  much  to  say  that,  as  some 
dearest  to  him  contend,  he  offered  up  his  life  a  sacrifice  to  this  service.  Certain 
it  is  that  the  labor  he  performed  proved  most  exhausting  to  him,  and  that  with  its 
conclusion  he  ceased  his  active  work  for  the  Church.  With  foreboding  fears 
that  his  work  was  ended,  he  spoke  in  words  of  prophetic  meaning,  saying 
“  Now,  if  in  parting  we  shall  not  remain  to  sing  these  delightful  songs  together 
in  the  church  below,  we  have  at  least  entered  upon  the  prelude  of  the  new  and 
everlasting  song  of  redemption  which  we  will  join  in  singing  where  heart  and 
flesh  shall  not  fail.” 

To  this  we  must  yet  add  that  as  the  General  Synod  accepted  our  own  proposi¬ 
tion  to  render  this  service  without  compensation,  paying  only  those  expenses 
unavoidably  connected  with  the  preparation  of  the  book,  such  as  the  travel  of 
the  members,  purchase  of  books,  correspondence,  etc.,  we  are  grateful  for  the 
privilege  of  this  service,  and  feel  still  that  our  sufficient  reward  is  the  gratitude 
and  “  well-done”  of  the  Church.  Until  the  present  time  we  have  continued 
to  bear  our  expenses  unreimbursed,  although  the  General  Synod,  at  the  time  of 
our  appointment,  cheerfully  and  unanimously  provided  (p.  40)  “  That  in  order 
to  enable  the  committee  to  prosecute  the  labor  with  which  it  is  charged,  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  members  of  the 
committee.”  Though  some  of  these  members  applied  for  this  help,  they  were 
refused,  and  until  this  day  have  not  received  back  a  farthing  of  their  reasonable 
outlay.  They  have  been  referred  by  the  Treasurer  to  this  meeting  of  the  Synod, 
and  accordingly  submit  below  a  bill  of  expenses,  and  ask  for  immediate 
liquidation.  As  we  have  no  bill  of  expenses  from  Rev.  Dr.  Reinmund,  your 
committee  request  that  his  widow,  whose  warm-hearted  hospitality  the  com¬ 
mittee  freely  shared,  be  allowed  a  sum  equal  to  that  claimed  by  the  others, 
except  Bro.  Remsberg,  In  the  case  of  this,  brother,  the  committee  unite  in  an 
earnest  appeal  to  the  generosity  of  the  General  Synod  in  behalf  of  an  allowance 
to  him  of  $600  for  special  and  protracted  services  rendered  by  him  at  the 
request  of  the  committee. 

The  expenses  of  the  committee  are  rendered  as  follows  :  For  Rev.  Joel 
Swartz,  A.  C.  Wedekind,  D.  D.,  and  J.  F.  Reinmund,  D.  D.,  each  $25  ;  for  Rev. 
W.  L.  Remsberg,  $129.50.

Synod  met,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  Wells. 

Greetings  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Mr.  Robt.  Weidensall  read  the  Christian  greetings  sent  by  the 
Twenty-Fourth  International  Convention  of  the  Young  ‘Men’s 
Christian  Association,  in  session  at  Cleveland, ;0.,  May  27th,  1881, 
through  its  President,  John  L.  Wheat.  These  greetings  refer  the 
General  Synod  to  Ephesians  iii.  14-21. 

On  motion,  these  kind  sentiments  were  acknowledged  and  recip¬ 
rocated  by  the  General  Synod. 

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  Southern  General  Synod. 

Rev.  W.  D.  Strobel,  D.  D.,  presented  his  report  as  delegate  to 
the  Southern  General  Synod,  and  by  request  of  the  Synod,  read 
his  address  made  before  that  body. 

The  report  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

I  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meeting  of  this  body  in  the  city  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va.,  on  the  7th  of  May,  1880,  and  was  most  cordially  received  as  your 
delegate.  The  body  is  not  large — covers  a  great  extent  of  country,  has  a  most 
important  work  to  perform,  but  is  much  restricted  both  in  means  and  men.  They- 
need  our  hearty  co-operation  and  assistance.  An  earnest  desire  was  manifested  ' 
that  the  Church  throughout  the  United  States  might  have  but  one  Book  of  Wor¬ 
ship;  and  it  was  freely  admitted  that  there  was  a  unity  of  sentiment,  whilst  we 
might  differ  as  to  detail.  An  effort  was  proposed  to  commence  an  enterprise 
for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  population,  though  it  has  not  yet  taken  form.  Mr. 
Boner  represented  our  Publication  House,  and  I  have  no  doubt  both  sides  will 
profit  by  his  efforts.  Rev.  Dr.  Butler  presented  the  cause  of  our  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions;  and  as  they  have  none  of  their  own,  I  believe  that  they  will  freely  co-ope- 
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rate  in  our  work.  I  was  also  associated  with  Rev.  Drs.  Conrad  and  Baum  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Parsons,  and  their  able  efforts  on  several  occasions  were  highly  appre¬ 
ciated.  We  were  met  there  with  the  most  fraternal  greetings  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Krauth,  the  representative  of  the  General  Council. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  meeting  resulted  in  good  to  the  whole  Church.  It 
seemed  to  us  the  harbinger  of  brighter  days  and  more  united  action.  God 
speed  the  day !  Rev.  J.  F.  Probst,  long  known  to  many  of  us,  was  appointed 
delegate  to  this  body.  I  append  to  this  a  copy  of  the  remarks  I  made  on  my 
reception  at  Richmond.  WM.  D.  STROBEL.

Resolved,  That  each  synodical  delegation  be  requested  to  appoint  one  of 
their  number  to  represent  their  views  and  wishes  to  the  committee  appointed  to 
nominate  a  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Last  Convention  Continued. 

The  pending  .report  of  the  committee  on  Minutes  of  last  con¬ 
vention  was  taken  up  on  the  fifth  item.  It  was  found  that  this 
item,  together  with  the  sixth  and  seventh,  was  already  answered  by 
reports  lying  on  the  table,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Report  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  audit  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  find  the  account  correct  as  reported.

(See  proceedings 
relative  to  Board  of  Home  Missions.)

On  item  first  the  roll  of  synods  was  called,  which  developed  the 
fact  that  only  one  synod — the  Miami — had  met  its  full  apportion¬ 
ment;  but  that  in  the  main,  while  a  sufficient  amount  had  been 
raised  by  the  different  synods,  for  various  reasons,  and  from 
peculiar  and  local  causes,  it  had  been  diverted  from  the  proper 
channels.

Resolutions  on  Establishing  a  Church  Paper. 

Resolutions  on  the  establishment  of  a  church  paper  were  pre¬ 
sented,  and  on  motion,  were  laid  on  the  table. 

Report  on  German  Institution. 

In  regard  to  the  German  Institution  the^Committee  on  Literary 
and  Theological  Institutions  presented  the  following  : 

The  paper  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  is  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  German  Theological  Education.  The  report  leads  your  committee  to 
believe  that  there  is  a  great  and  growing  need  of  German  ministers  to  supply 
the  gospel  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Germans  who  are  crowding  to  our 
shores  from  the  Fatherland,  and  who  naturally  look  to  the  Lutheran  Church 
for  the  Bread  of  Life. 

Other  churches  who  have  little  or  nothing  in  common  with  these  Germans, 
either  in  history,  ecclesiastical  life,  or  in  modes  of  worship,  have,  nevertheless, 
made  ample  provision  to  supply  this  need  in  the  German  language.  The  ques¬ 
tion  naturally  arises :  Why  has  not  the  Lutheran  Church,  as  represented  by  the 
General  Synod,  also  provided  for  this  need  ?  The  true  answer  to  this  question 
is  :  The  General  Synod  has  not  hitherto  had  a  supply  of  German  ministers,  or 
any  means  of  educating  young  men  fqr  this  peculiar  service. 

Your  committee,  believing  that  the  auspicious  time  has  arrived  for  the  inaug¬ 
uration  of  a  movement  looking  to  the  founding  of  an  institution  for  exclusive 
German  Theological  Instruction,  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  expedient  to  establish,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
an  institution  for  exclusive  German  theological  education. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  persons  be  appointed  by  this  General 
Synod  who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  institution,  and  who 
shall  be  instructed  to  procure  an  act  and  articles  of  incorporation  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  may  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  members 
•  chosen  by  district  synods  participating  in  the  support  of  said  institution,  at  the 
ratio  of  one  to  every  ten  German  ministers  in  each  district  participating. 
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Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  all  moneys,  property,  and  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Board, 
shall  be  held  in  trust  for  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  instruction  given  in  said  institution  by  the  professors  shall 
be  in  conformity  with  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  General  Synod  it  is  expedient  to  lo¬ 
cate  the  institution  for  the  present  at  Carthage,  Illinois. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  this  report,  the  regular  order  of  the 
day  was  called  for.

The  Synod 
cannot  but  express  its  gratification,  not  only  with  the  beautiful  scenery  through 
which  it  passed,  but  also  with  the  admirable  arrangements  for  its  comfort  by 
Mr.  William  J.  Latta,  one  of  the  Division  Superintendents  of  that  gi-eat  road, 
which  is  distinguished  for  the  thoroughness  of  its  execution  in  anything  it 
undertakes.

After  devotional  exercises,  led  by  Rev.  H.  L.  Wiles,  D.  D., 
Synod  convened,  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Schieren.

Synod,  was  excused  from  further  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  Synod. 
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On  motion,  Rev.  B.  F.  Stultz,  delegate  from  the  Synod  of 
Northern  Indiana,  was  excused  from  further  attendance. 

Hymn  Book  Committee. 

By  privilege,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner  presented  the  following  report 
of  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee,  which,  on  motion,  was 
immediately  deferred  for  future  consideration  : 

Philadelphia,  June  6,  1881. 

The  undersigned  “  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee”  of  the  General 
Synod  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  :  We  organized  for  business 
September  4th,  1879,  by  the  election  of  Hon.  Chas.  Kugler  as  chairman,. and 
Hon.  G.  W.  Patton  as  secretary,  but  owing  to  the  death  of  Bro.  Kugler,  which 
occurred  several  weeks  later,  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Miller  was  elected  to  succeed  him  as 
chairman.  By  courtesy  of  Bro.  Boner,  Superintendent  of  the  Lutheran  Publi¬ 
cation  House,  we  have  held  our  meetings  at  No.  42  N.  9th  street,  as  frequently 
as  business  required.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  General 
Synod,  as  per  page  14  of  printed  Minutes  of  1879,  hie  prices  of  the  different 
styles  of  “  Book  of  Worship”  have  been  reduced,  averaging  about  twenty  per 
cent.  Owing  to  the  want  of  means  (your  Treasurer  reporting  no  funds),  your 
committee  found  considerable  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  given 
at  your  last  meeting,  in  the  publication  of  the  “  Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes” 
(see  page  39,  Minutes  of  1879).  Fortunately,  however,  the  Board  of  Publica¬ 
tion,  through  their  Superintendent,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner,  came  to  our  relief  by 
offering  to  advance  the  necessary  means  to  pay  for  the  permission  to  use  the 
copyrighted  tunes  selected  from  other  tune-books  by  the  “  Compilation  Com¬ 
mittee,”  as  well  as  for  the  plates  from  which  to  print  the  same.  Their  offer 
was  accepted,  and  contracts  were  entered  into  with  said  Board  of  Publication, 
as  per  your  suggestions  on  page  14  of  Minutes  of  1879,  by  which  the  General 
Synod  receives  royalty  from  April  1st,  1879,  f°r  die  different  sizes  of  the  “  Book 
of  Worship”  and  other  publications  owned  in  copyright  and  ordered  by  the 
General  Synod,  as  follows  :

Your  committee  respectfully  report  that  the  paper  entrusted  to  them  is  a  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  W.  Conrad,  Treasurer  of  the  Lutheran  Ob¬ 
server  Association,  stating  that,  “  Having  ascertained  that,  in  consequence  of 
heavy  expenses  incurred  by  the  General  Synod  in  the  publication  of  the  Hym¬ 
nal  and  Liturgy,  a  long  time  will  elapse  before  the  General  Synod  can  be 
reimbursed  by  the  royalty  on  these  books,  the  Directors  of  the  Lutheran 
Observer  Association  take  pleasure  in  enclosing  a  check  for  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  drawn  in  favor  of  Alexander  Gebhart,  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  to 
be  appropriated  to  such  object  or  objects  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Synod  shall 
meet  the  present  exigencies  and  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  General 
Synod.” 

W'e  recommend  that  Synod  herewith  gratefully  accept  this  most  courteous 
and  liberal  gift  of  the  Lutheran  Observer  Association,  and  return  its  most  heart¬ 
felt  thanks  for  the  same.

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Directors  of  Theological  Seminary,  Gettysburg. 

The  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  presented  their  report, 
which  was,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

In  behalf  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod 
at  Gettysburg,  the  following  report  is  hereby  submitted  : 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  this  institution  has  been  sorely  afflicted. 
Early  in  the  winter  of  1880,  Dr.  Brown,  the  beloved  and  efficient  President  of 
the  Seminary,  was,  in  the  providence  of  God,  stricken  with  paralysis  and  en¬ 
tirely  disabled.  Arrangements  were  immediately  made,  however,  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  the  work  to  the  close  of  the  Seminary  year,  without  material  detriment  to 
those  connected  with  the  institution.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  Dr. 
Brown’s  resignation  was  presented,  but  the  Board,  in  the  hope  that  the  health 
of  their  worthy  President  would,  during  the  year,  be  sufficiently  restored  to  en¬ 
able  him  to  resume  his  duties,  declined  to  accept  it,  and  made  further  provis¬ 
ional  arrangements  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  by  imposing  additional 
labor  upon  the  remaining  two  Professors,  Drs.  Play  and  Wolf,  and  securing  a 
portion  of  the  time  of  Dr.  Valentine.  The  work  has  been  done  by  these 
brethren  during  the  year,  in  as  efficient  and  satisfactory  a  manner  as  could  have 
been  expected  under  the  circumstances.  We  are  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  re¬ 
port  that  up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  such  improvement  in  Dr. 
Brown’s  condition  as  to  encourage  the  hope  that  he  will  ever  be  able  to  resume 
his  former  position  and  duties.  The  time  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
is  near  at  hand,  when  it  is  expected  such  action  will  be  taken  as  will  restore 
the  Seminary  to  its  normal  condition  and  a  full  complement  of  regular  pro¬ 
fessors. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  during  all  this  time  of  trial  the  number  of  students 
has  been  encouraging.  At  the  close  of  the  last  Seminary  year,  13  young  men 
went  forth  to  preach  the  gospel.  At  the  end  of  the  present  year,  11  more  will 
follow.  There  are  at  present  37  students  enrolled  in  the  different  classes,  as 
follows:  11  in  the  Senior  Class,  11  in  the  Middle  Class,  and  15  in  the  Junior 
Class.  And  in  this  connection  we  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  zeal  and 
fidelity  with  which  the  professors  have  discharged  the  arduous  duties  imposed 
upon  them. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  is  not  what 
it  ought  to  be.  The  whole  amount  of  effective  endowment  is  only  about  eighty 
thousand  dollars.  Much  of  this  sum  is  yielding  but  four,  and  some  of  it  only 
three  per  cent,  interest.  This,  it  is  manifest,  will  not  produce  income  enough 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  institution,  at  the  present  rate  of  salaries  paid. 
There  are  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  thousand  dollars  in  the  shape  of  individual 
notes  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  which  yield  no  income,  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  interest  is  not  paid.  The  Seminary  needs  more  money. 

In  conclusion,  we  ask  from  the  General  Synod  its  continued  and  increased 
sympathy,  prayers,  and  substantial  aid  in  behalf  of  this  school  of  the  prophets, 
which  bears  the  name  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod.

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Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  report : 

There  is  perhaps  no  interest  of  our  church  at  this  time  showing  more  progress- 
than  that  of  the  Sunday-school.  And  though  very  difficult  to  secure  accurate 
statistics,  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  there  have  been  additions  to  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  schools  of  the  General  Synod  to  the  extent  of  6,000  scholars  and 
nearly  2,000  teachers.  Our  Sunday-schools  are  not  inferior  to  those  of  any  de¬ 
nomination,  and  superior  to  those  of  very  many.  In  teaching,  management,  and 
Sunday-school  appliances,  in  thoroughness  in  every  department  of  work,  the  two- 
years  past  have  shown  most  gratifying  results. 

THE  FOURTH  LUTHERAN  NATIONAL  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  CONVENTION 
Was  held  at  Lewistown,  Penna.,  November  4th,  5th  and  6th,  1879,  and  was  a 
body  of  which  any  denomination  might  well  feel  proud.  It  was  composed  of 
from  21 1  to  250  delegates,  and  was  truly  Lutheran  and  truly  national,  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee  having  made  an  effort  to  have  ALL  parts  and  all  views  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  represented  in  its  counsels.  From  the  General 
Synod  South  and  the  General  Council,  as  well  as  our  own  body,  delegates- 
assembled  at  Lewistown,  and  for  two  days  took  sweet  counsel  together  in  the 
interests  of  the  children  and  youth  of  the  church.  The  general  theme  of  the 
programme  was.  Our  Lutheran  Sunday-school  Work:  I.  Reported. 
II.  Defined,  III.  Furnished,  IV.  Promoted. 

All  papers  presented  and  addresses  delivered  were  on  the  practical  work  of 
the  church,  in  the  Sunday-school,  as,  its  influence  on  the  state  ;  its  work  in  mis¬ 
sions  education,  publication,  orphans’  homes,  etc.,  etc.  These  addresses  will 
rank  with  any  ever  delivered  in  any  Sunday-school  gathering  in  the  land.  The 
entire  proceedings  were  reported  by  a  stenographer,  and  printed  by  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Publication  Society  in  a  pamphlet  of  180  pages,  which  we  present  as  a 
part  of  this  report.  The  first  edition  of  this  book  is  nearly  exhausted.  The 
Convention  adopted  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  request  the  District  Synods  to  hold  Sunday- 
school  conventions  either  in  connection  with  their  synodical  meetings  or  at 
such  other  time  as  may  be  convenient. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  a  National  Convention  beheld  in  1882,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  select. 

The  Convention  demonstrated  the  fact  that  our  Sunday-schools  throughout 
the  entire  land  have  attained  a  degree  of  Lutheran  self-respect  and  efficiency 
which  must  be  gratifying  to  every  lover  of  the  church.  Cheap  and  oftentimes 
doubtful  periodicals  have  given  place  to  those  authorized  and  endorsed  by  the 
General  Synod.  Our  workers  stand  side  by  side  with  those  of  sister  denomina¬ 
tions  in  all  the  great  Sunday-school  work  of  the  world,  and  everywhere  and  in 
everything  there  is  progress.  Many  matters  of  practical  importance  might  be 
presented  if  the  General  Synod  had  time  to  discuss  or  consider  them:  as  the  sug¬ 
gestions  from  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  the  subject  of  establishing  Sunday- 
schools  and  mission  schools  as  beginnings  for  future  churches.  These  matters 
must  sooner  or  later  be  considered ;  they  press  for  consideration ;  but  the  days- 
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for  this  Convention  are  already  so  fully  occupied  that  to  introduce  new  matters 
would  only  be  to  embarass  them. 

The  committee  would  append  the  resolutions  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod 
recommended  in  the  report  by  its  delegates  to  the  Fourth  National  Lutheran 
Sunday-school  Convention,  and  recommend  that  they  be  referred  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  Sabbath-schools  : 

“  1.  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  be  instructed  to  bring  before 
that  body  some  action  looking  to  the  more  thorough  organization  of  this  branch 
of  church  work,  either  by  appointing  a  Sunday-school  Board  or  a  General 
Sunday-school  Secretary,  or  both,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  that  work, 
and  also  prepare  the  way  for  an  Augsburg  Course  of  Normal  Instruction. 

“  2.  That,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Convention,  this  Synod  hold 
annually  a  Synodical  Sunday-school  Convention,  either  in  connection  with  the 
meeting  of  Synod,  or  at  some  more  suitable  time,  or,  if  it  be  more  desirable, 
meet  one  day  earlier,  and  devote  that  day  exclusively  to  the  discussion  of  Sun¬ 
day-school  topics  and  Sunday-school  work.”

Orphans’  Home. 

Rev.  Lee  M.  Heilman,  President  of  the  Board  of  the  Tressler 
Orphans’  Home,  presented  his  report,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted  : 

The  Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  at  Loysville,  Pa.,  is  the  only  institution  of  the 
kind  belonging  to  the  General  Synod  ;  and  apology  for  reporting  it  here  were 
not  necessary  did  not  its  laws  require  it,  and  were  its  claims  better  known. 

I  am  to  report  the  work  of  the  Home  in  the  last  year,  its  present  condition, 
together  with  the  appeal  and  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

There  are  now  50  church  orphans,  2  pay  orphans,  and  63  soldiers’  orphans 
at  the  Home,  and  6  more  church  orphans  will  soon  be  added. 

The  receipts  during  the  year  have  been  1,397.13,  of  which  $7,851.77  was 
for  the  support  of  the  state  orphans,  $1,736.26  from  the  Sunday-schools,  and 
$1,807.10  from  the  Church  and  individuals.  There  have  been  also  numerous- 
donations  from  churches,  Sunday-schools,  and  individuals,  consisting  of  holi¬ 
day  gifts,  bedding,  and  money  ;  as  also  several  legacies. 

It  ought  to  be  mentioned  gratefully,  that  the  health  of  the  school  has  never 
been  better;  and  the  moral  and  spiritual  state  is  excellent,  forty-two  having 
been  received  into  the  communion  of  the  church  at  Easter.  A  kind  Provi¬ 
dence  has  also  blessed  the  crops  and  fruits  of  the  little  farm. 

While  we  have  been  made  to  feel  that  synods  do  not  come  up  to  the  resolu¬ 
tions  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod,  some  failing  to  send 
either  money  or  trustees,  and  many  both,  yet  the  financial  condition  has  never 
been  so  encouraging.  But  it  is^owing  to  the  revenue  from  the  state  through 
which  nearly  half  of  the  church  orphans  have  been  maintained  and  the  debt 
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decreased.  Our  liabilities  have  been  reduced  from  a  debt  of  $3,000  two  years 
ago,  so  that  they  exceed  our  assets  now  but  $154.  It  will  appear,  too,  that  as  our 
debt  has  decreased,  the  advantage  of  this  decrease  has  been  turned  to  admit 
more  church  orphans  into  the  Home.  Were,  however,  to-day,  the  state  to  with¬ 
draw  its  orphans,  we  could  not  sustain  more  than  half  of  the  fatherless  of  our 
Church  now  there.  The  expenses  have  been  economical  beyond  most  similar 
institutions,  in  all  the  departments,  as  the  improved  financial  condition  indicates. 

THE  APPEAL 

Which  the  Board  makes  to  the  Church,  is  not  for  the  mere  institution — it  is  for 
the  orphans  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  field  here  opened  to  us  should  not 
be  lost  sight  of  in  the  growing  interest  of  the  needful  and  aggressive  work  of 
the  Church’s  other  missions.  There  is  a  solemn  responsibility  laid  on  us  to 
care  for  the  fatherless.  Some  sister  denominations — even  the  Catholics  and 
Jews — have  asylums  for  these,  and  we  should  not  fall  short  of  the  pre-eminent 
part  which  the  Lutheran  spirit  has  exemplified  in  this  work  in  her  history  in  the 
world,  and  some  parts  of  the  Church  even  in  this  country  and  now. 

The  case  of  the  children  of  the  poor  is  not  only  touching,  but  has  an  import¬ 
ance  which  can  only  appear  when  we  remember  the  crime,  prostitution,  general 
discouragement,  and  depravity,  which  the  children  of  the  widow  and  the  parent¬ 
less  are  exposed  to,  unless  the  arms  of  the  Church  are  thrown  around  them. 
“  Man’s  inhumanity  to  man”  in  this  is  even  provided  against  by  orders  and 
lodges,  which  show  anxiety  for  the  children  of  their  societies.  The  Church  has 
a  responsibility  only  short  of  criminal  to  neglect,  in  the  baptized  of  its  faith. 

WHAT  THE  BOARD  PROPOSES 

Is  to  ask  the  General  Synod  to  renew  its  appeals  to  the  Church  to  apportion 
the  expenses  of  the  Home  among  the  churches  so  as 

First,  To  meet  necessities  of  the  children  of  our  faith  now  there,  nearly  one- 
half  of  whom  are  now  supported  by  the  gains  of  the  state  support ;  and 

Secondly,  To  extend  the  work  sufficiently  to  provide  for  as  many  orphans  as 
will  fill  the  Home,  while  the  soldiers’  orphans  decrease  in  number  annually, 
and  entirely  cease  in  1885. 

Indeed,  it  has  been  seriously  discussed  that  we  ought  to  do  as  others — refuse 
to  admit  no  worthy  applicants.  If  we  wait  till  the  Church  gives  means,  and 
only  admit  orphans  as  we  have  funds,  we  will  limit  the  work  far  below  its  urgent 
demands  and  claims.  Faith  is  not  “business;”  and  yet  how  can  the  Lutheran 
Church  turn  her  orphaned  to  public  alms,  or  awaiting  crime?  When  one  insti¬ 
tution  is  filled,  let  there  be  more  established.  It  is  a  truer  principle  than  life 
insurance  to  provide  for  the  destitute  youths  of  the  Church.  Some  Synods  do 
nobly — even  the  far  West  has  contributed— but  the  co-operation  of  Synods  in 
the  immediate  territory  is  needed.  We  are  persuaded  that  this  cause  easily 
awakens  the  latent  forces  of  liberality  which,  if  opened,  do  not  curtail  the  gen¬ 
eral  benevolence,  but  open  the  gates  to  larger  general  contributions. 

To  conclude  the  matter,  permit  the  suggestion  of  the  two  following  resolutions: 
1. ‘That  the  District  Synods,  through  their  Delegates  here,  be  asked  to  con- 
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tribute  to  this  charity  by  regular  apportionment  among  their  churches  and 
Sunday-schools. 

2.  That  these  Synods  be  reminded  to  send  Trustees  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board,  especially  the  Synods  in  adjacent  States.

W.  L.  Remsberg  for  services  rendered  was  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  A.  Gebhart,  esq.,  Rev.  P.  Anstadt,  Rev.  W.  M.  Baum, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  E.  W.  Souders,  and  Mr.  S.  Garver,  which  committee 
was  instructed  to  report  to-morrow  (Tuesday)  morning. 

Committee  on  Sunday-Schools. 

The  President  announced  the  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  for 
the  ensuing  two  years  :  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  Mr.  Chas.  A.  ScRieren, 
Mr.  Walter  Gebhart,  Rev.  J.  B.  Baltzly,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  H.  K. 
Fenner. 

Committee  on  Overture. 

The  President  announced  the  Committee  on  the  Overture  of  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  to  be,  Rev.  Win,  Hull,  Rev.  S. 
Domer,  D.  D.,  Rev.  D.  W.  Smith,  Rev.  L.  Ford,  and  Mr.  J.  Pen- 
singer. 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Remsberg.

Apportionment. 

The  President  announced  the  Committee  on  Apportionment —

T.  Platt. 
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Allowance  to  Sexton. 

On  motion,  twenty  dollars  20 )  were  allowed  the  sexton  of  the 
First  English  Lutheran  Church  for  services  rendered  during  the 
Convention  of  the  Synod. 

Amounts  for  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  for  the  raising  of  certain 
amounts  for  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

In  view  of  the  growing  interest  in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  in  the  General  Synod,  and  the  constant  enlargement  of  the  fields  of 
these  benevolent  operations,  the  demands  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  these  objects  is  great ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  of  $25,000  for  Home  Missions,  and  $15,000  for 
Church  Extension,  be  raised  annually,  and  that  these  sums  be  apportioned 
among  the  District  Synods  in  form  similar  to  action  of  General  Synod,  1879, 
Minutes  p.  22,  first  resolution. 

Committee  on  Remuneration. 

It  being  the  order  of  the  day,  the  Committee  on  Remuneration 
for  services  rendered  in  the  preparation  of  the  Hymn  and  Tune 
Book  reported  as  follows  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  allowing  claims  made 
for  services  rendered  in  preparing  the  Hymn  and  Tune  Book  for  publication,, 
recommend  that  the  claims  for  expenses,  viz.:

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  divided,  and  first 
part  adopted  and  the  smaller  claims  allowed. 

On  motion,  the  second  part,  referring  to  the  special  claim  of 
Rev.  W.  L.  Remsberg  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  was  substi¬ 
tuted  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  W.  L.  Remsberg  be  allowed  $600.00,  for  his  services  on 
the  committee. 
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Parent  Education  Society. 

At  this  stage  of  business,  the  Synod  gave  place  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Parent  Education  Society.  (See  proceedings  relating  to  Parent 
Education  Society.) 

Historical  Society. 

On  the  adjournment  of  the  Parent  Education  Society,  the  His¬ 
torical  Society  held  a  meeting.  (See  proceedings  of  the  Historical 
Society.) 

Synod  again  resumed  its  business  on  the  adjournment  of  the  His¬ 
torical  Society. 

Amendment  Proposed. 

Rev.  Dr.  Conrad  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Formula  of  Government  and  Discipline,  which  was  ordered  to  be 
be  sent  down  to  the  District  Synods  for  their  action  : 

I  propose  the  following  amendment  to  the  Formula  of  Government  and  Dis¬ 
cipline:  In  Chapter  IV.  page  584,  which  treats  of  the  Church  Council,  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  4th  reads;  “They  shall  also  elect  one  of  their  number  a 
deputy  to  represent  them  at  the  annual  Synodical  meeting.”  I  propose  that 
this  sentence  be  changed  to  read :  “  They  shall  also  elect  a  member  of  the 
Council  or  of  the  congregation ,  a  delegate  to  represent  them  in  their  Synod.” 

The  paper  presented  on  Marriage,  Divorce,  and  Mormonism, 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

Amplifying  Statistics. 

The  committe  appointed  to  report  on  amplifying  the  statistics  in 
such  a  way  that  the  statistics  of  each  district  synod,  and  of  each 
pastorate,  should  be  reported  biennially  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
General  Synod,  presented  their  report. 

Unfortunately  this  report  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  Secretary, 
and  though  “diligent  search”  has  been  made,  yet  it  has  not  been 
found.  However,  the  report  was  so  amended,  by  the  following 
resolutions,  that  nothing  important  of  its  recommendations  has 
been  lost.  The  following  are  the  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  each  district  synod  be  required  to  present  to  the  General 
Synod  for  publication  in  the  Minutes,  a  biennial  parochial  table  of  its  opera¬ 
tions,  and  that  a  summary  of  all  such  tables  be  constructed  by  the  Secretary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  adopt  the  following  form  for  the  biennial  report  cf 
District  Synods  to  the  General  Synod  for  insertion  in  its  Minutes,  so  that  the 
tables  may  be  uniform  and  go  upon  the  page,  and  that  the  present  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  fill  this  form  for  each  district  synod  from  its  latest  published 
Minutes.

Increase  of  Royalty. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  on  royalty  by  the  Hymn- 
Book  Publishing  Society,  was  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  General  Synod  that  that  part  of  the 
contract  made  by  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  with  the  Lutheran 
Publication  Society,  which  fixes  ten  cents  per  copy  as  the  royalty  on  the  Hymn 
and  Tune  Book,  should,  with  the  consent  of  said  Publication  Society,  be  re¬ 
considered,  with  a  view  to  effect  an  increase  of  the  royalty  from  ten  to  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  copy  of  the  book  above  referred  to. 

Claim  of  Rev.  W.  L.  Remsberg— How  to  be  Paid. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  be  authorized  and' 
requested  to  borrow  six  hundred  dollars  to  pay  Rev.  Mr.  Remsberg  his  claim 
for  services  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  Hymn  and  Tune  Book,  to 
be  repaid  from  the  royalty  on  said  book  so  soon  as  other  obligations  already  in¬ 
curred  are  cancelled. 

Ministers’  League. 

The  following  resolution  on  Ministers’  League  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  renew  its  recommendation  of  the  “  Ministers’ 
League”  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  this  country,  and  that  the  ministers  of  the 
district  synods  be  requested  to  make  efforts  to  increase  its  numbers. 

Synod  adjourned,  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Settlemyer. 


SIXTH  DAY— TWELFTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  2  o’clock  p.  m. 

Synod'  convened  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  N.  W. 
Lilly. 

The  minutes  of  the  Eleventh  Session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  order  of  the  day,  the  consideration  of  the  third  resolution  of 
the  pending  report  on  German  Literary  and  Theological  Institution, 
was  taken  up. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  : 

Resolved,  That  the  power  to  increase  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  vested 
in  the  General  Synod. 

Report  of  G-ernian  Emigrant  Society. 

The  Committee  of  the  German  Emigrant  Society  presented  their 
biennial  report,  which  was  as  follows: 

The  colonization  plan  of  emigrants  as  suggested  by  the  action  of  the  last 
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■General  Synod,  however  desirable  and  excellent  in  itself,  failed  in  execution 
for  want  of  means,  and  has,  therefore,  been  kept  in  abeyance.  Were  the  ade¬ 
quate  means  at  hand,  untold  good  would  result  to  the  Church  and  to  the  emi¬ 
grants  themselves. 

The  mere  mentioning  of  the  fact  that  last  month  no  less  than  40,000  Germans 
landed  at  Castle  Garden,  will  show  the  importance  of  this  work.  More  than 
one-half  of  this  number  were  members  of  our  Church.  The  very  vastness  of 
this  work  neutralizes  its  effects  on  our  minds.  As  we  gaze  at  this  incessant 
stream  of  humanity  flowing  upon  us  at  the  average  rate  of  one  thousand  a  day, 
at  the  New  York  port  alone,  we  stand  awe-stricken  at  the  tremendous  responsi¬ 
bility  which  God,  in  his  providence,  lays  on  the  Lutheran  Church  of  this  land. 
One  full-grown  congregation  of  more  than  five  hundred  immortal  souls  is  set 
down  daily  on- our  shores  !  What  will  become  of  them  religiously?  Where 
will  they  be  found  ten  years  hence,  ecclesiastically  ?  If  emigration  should  con¬ 
tinue  at  the  present  rate,  what  influence,  for  weal  or  woe,  will  these  strangers 
exert  five  conventions  after  the  present  one?  These  questions  subdue  the 
heart,  stagger  the  intellect,  and  should  quicken  the  conscience.  It  requires  only 
a  moment’s  reflection  to  appreciate  the  overmastering  force  of  these  figures. 
Could  this  emigration  stream  be  consecutively  directed  into  the  several  terri¬ 
tories  of  our  land,  two  new  states  could  be  reported  as  added  to  the  Union  at 
every  meeting  of  this  body — and  each  state  having  the  present  population  of 
Florida  and  Delaware  combined  !  It  is  in  some  such  way  that  the  importance 
as  well  as  vastness  of  our  work  in  this  field  can  be  approximately  realized. 

The  very  pertinent  question  arises  right  here,  What  are  we  doing  as  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  great  Lutheran  family  of  this  land,  to  meet  the  momentous 
issues  whieh  God’s  providence  is  thrusting  upon  our  Church  ?  Thus  far,  not 
very  much  ;  and  that,  perhaps,  because  only  a  nominal  recognition  has  thus  far- 
been  asked  of  this  body.  Not  a  dollar  from  any  one  of  its  Boards  has  yet  been 
appropriated  to  this  transcendently  important  work.  The  small  contributions 
that  have  occasionally  been  acknowledged  by  our  missionary,  pastor  Neumann, 
in  the  Observer ,  have  come  from  individuals  whose  sympathies  were  enlisted  by 
the  touching  incidents  of  want  and  woe  with  which  the  work  is  so  replete,  and 
in  every  instance  have  gone  to  meet  just  such  daily  recurring  cases.  And  yet, 
there  is  not  before  this  body,  either  in  its  home  or  foreign  work,  a  field  as 
important  as  this  emigrant  mission. 

We  need  only  to  remember  that  these  strangers  are  the  dear  children  of  our 
beloved  mother;  they  are,  therefore,  members  of  our  household.  Now,  whilst 
we  are  to  do  good,  as  we  have  opportunity,  unto  all  men,  we  are  “ especially  to 
remember  those  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith;"  and  failing  to  do  which,  the 
Iloly  Ghost  pointedly  denounces  us  as  “having  denied  the  faith  and  become 
worse  than  infidels.”  We  cannot,  therefore,  guiltlessly  shirk  our  responsibility 
to  aid  to  the  extent  of  our  ability  these  “fellow  heirs  of  like  promises  with  our¬ 
selves.” 

Besides  these  plain  injunctions  of  the  Divine  Word,  there  is  an  additional 
reason  why  the  General  Synod  should  lay  vigorous  hold  of  this  work.  It  is  found 
in  the  law  of  self-development.  The  General  Synod  has  a  history  of  which  it 
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■can  be  proud  :  there  spreads  out  before  it  also  a  future  upon  which  it  can  enter 
with  courage. 

Sound  to  the  core  in  its  foundation,  it  has  only  to  be  faithful  to  its  God-given 
mission  in  the  erection  of  a  magnificent  superstructure.  To-day  it  is  the  only 
general  body  of  our  Church  in  which  hearty  union,  unfaltering  loyalty,  inspiring 
confidence  and  earnest  co-operation,  can  be  expected. 

Your  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  make  the  Emigrant  work  its  own  by  appointing 
the  present  whole  Board  its  agents,  allowing  the  Board  the  privilege  of  adding 
such  other  members  as  circumstances  may  suggest  or  demand. 

2.  That  arrangements  should  be  made  to  bring  about  a  closer  union  with  the 
Fatherland,  and  thus  secure  suitable  persons  from  there  who  could  be  advan¬ 
tageously  employed  in  our  mission  work. 

3.  That  we  establish  a  general  information  bureau  for  emigrants  in  Germany. 

4.  That  measures  be  taken  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  that  shall  take  im¬ 
mediate  cognizance  of  cases  that  may  occur  in  connection  with  emigrants,  since 
they  are  not  able  to  lie  over  to  enter  into  lengthy  litigation. 

It  may  be  necessary  that  some  one  should  go  over  to  Germany  to  make  suit¬ 
able  arrangements  to  put  all  these  ideas  into  operation,  since  the  Emigrant 
question  is  just  now  the  living  question  of  the  day.

The  Committee  on  the  communication  from  the  Committee  of 
the  General  Synod  South  in  regard  to  the  preparation  of  a  “  Com¬ 
mon  Service  Book”  reported  : 

The  paper  given  to  your  committee  is  a  communication  from  the  Committee 
of  the  General  Synod  South,  on  the  preparation  and  use  of  a  “  Common  Service 
Book.”  In  this  communication  it  is  stated  that  the  action  of  the  three  general 
(evangelical)  bodies  of  our  Church  in  this  Country  in  regard  to  this  matter  has 
made  manifest  the  desire  for  such  a  Book,  and  the  hope  is  expressed  that  this 
General  Synod,  in  addition  to  the  action  already  taken  upon  this  subject,  will 
instruct  its  committee  definitely  as  to  the  common  basis  on  which  it  is  willing 
to  co-operate  toward  the  end  proposed.  As  this  Synod  has  but  recently  adopted 
its  own  Book  of  Worship,  and  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  acceptability  of  any  basis 
which  it  might  suggest  for  a  common  “  Service  Book,”  your  committee  would 
offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  General  Synod 
South,  and  with  any  other  committee  appointed  for  this  purpose,  in  order  to 
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ascertain  whether  an  agreement  upon  any  common  basis  is  practicable,  and  to- 
report  the  results  of  such  conference  at  the  next  General  Convention  of  this- 
body.

Overture  of  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  committee  on  the  proposed  union  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  presented  a  report,  which,  on 
motion  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Conrad,  was  amended  and  adopted  as  follows 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  overture  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  presented  by  Rev.  Philip  R.  Danley, 
its  accredited  delegate  to  this  body,  setting  forth  that  a  committee  of  five  had 
been  appointed  at  its  last  meeting,  in  Austin,  Texas,  to  confer  with  a  similar 
committee  of  five,  to  be  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  on  the  subject  of  a. 
union  between  the  two  general  bodies  just  mentioned,  respectfully  report  : 

That,  inasmuch  as  this  overture  is  based  upon  the  impression  that  the  Cum¬ 
berland  Presbyterian  Church  is  one  in  doctrine  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  and  doubtless  prompted  by  the  prayer  pf  the  Redeemer  concerning 
his  disciples,  “  that  they  all  may  be  one and  inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Synod  (Art.  IV.,  Sec.  7)  expressly  enjoins  that  its  members  “  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  gen¬ 
eral,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunity  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and 
the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  be  passed  by  neglected  and 
unavailing,”  your  committee  recommend  : 

First ,  That  this  overture  of  the  brethren  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  be  met  in  the  most  fraternal  spirit,  and  that  it  receives,  as  it  deserves,, 
the  respectful  consideration  of  this  Synod  : 

Secondly,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  confer,  by  correspondence 
or  otherwise,  with  the  committee  already  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  elicit  information,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  General  Synod  at  its  next  meeting,  WM.  HULL,

Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence  presented  the 
following  report  : 

The  following  documents  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  ; 

1.  The  report  of  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  Delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church.  As  this  Synod  meets  annually,  it  has  held  two  sessions 
since  his  appointment.  With  the  one  he  communicated  by  letter ;  the  other  he 
attended  in  person.  The  correspondence  was  kindly  regarded,  and  the  fraternal 
salutations  tendered  were  heartily  reciprocated. 

2.  A  report  signed  by  Dr.  S.  A.  Ort,  stating  that  the  fraternal  greeting  of  the 
General  Synod  was  presented  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
which  met  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  by  Rev.  Dr.  G.  F.  Stelling,  the  alternate. 

3.  A  report  signed  by  Rev.  LI.  L.  Wiles,  stating  that  the  fraternal  greetings 
of  General  Synod  were  conveyed  by  letter  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  and  that  he  communicated  by  letter  with  them,  because  the 
knowledge  of  his  appointment  came  to  him  too  late  to  allow  him  to  attend  in 
person. 

4.  Rev.  J.  F.  Shearer,  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  met  at  Austin,  Texas,  communicated  the  fraternal 
greetings  of  this  body,  and  was  duly  recognized. 

5.  A  communication  from  Rev.  John  Minor,  inclosing  a  certificate  showing 
that  he  was  appointed  a  Delegate  from  the  “  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,”  to  this  body  at  its  present  session.  This  letter  contains 
the  usual  fraternal  greetings,  and  “especially  congratulates”  us  as  a  “  corporate 
part  of  the  Body  of  Christ,”  upon  our  “  firm  adherence  to  the  Godship  ofour  dear 
Lord”  as  well  as  his  humanity,  and  expresses  thankfulness  that  we  are  not  drift¬ 
ing  into  rationalism,  which  regards  sin  only  as  a  “  misfortune”  and  not  a 
“  crime.”  While  latitudinarianism  and  semi-infidelity  are  becoming  so  alarm- 
ingly  prevalent,  even  among  ministers  and  churches  which  are  credited  as 
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■  evangelical,  we  gratefully  reciprocate  this  discriminating  regard  for  the  fun¬ 
damental  truths  of  our  common  faith,  and  highly  appreciate  such  theological 
-endorsement. 

6.  A  letter  of  much  more  than  ordinary  interest  from  Rev.  Prof.  S.  A.  Re¬ 
pass,  D.  D.,  Delegate  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  South.” 
It  is  addressed  to  the  “  President  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States.”  It  invokes  upon  this  body  “  grace, 
mercy  and  peace,”  and  purports  to  be  a  “  message  of  brethren  to  brethren” — a 
message  of  peace  and  good  will  from  those  engaged  in  the  same  blessed  work. 
The  entire  communication  breathes  an  excellent  spirit.  It  is  pervaded  by  evan¬ 
gelical  and  elevating  views  respecting  the  mission  of  a  common  branch  of  the 
great  family  of  God,  and  is  just  such  a  document  as  we  may  hail  with  satisfac¬ 
tion  from  that  division  of  the  denomination  in  whose  well-being  and  progress 
'we  feel  so  deep  an  interest. 

The  presence  at  their  last  session  of  the  Delegate  from  this  body,  Rev.  W. 
D.  Strobel,  D.  D.,  and  several  other  brethren  associated  with  him,  was  accepted 
as  an  “  evidence  of  returning  Christian  amity,”  and  the  hope  is  expressed  that 
this  fraternity  of  feeling  “  may  grow  and  abound  in  all  the  elements  of  a  true 
Lutheran  unity.” 

The  membership  of  the  General  Synod  South  is  given  as  17,000,  and  it  is 
stated  that  this  is  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  entire  strength  of  the  Church  in 
the  Southern  States.  Its  growth  is  represented  as  rapid,  its  annual  increase  as 
astonishing,  calling  for  great  activity  and  self-sacrificing  benevolence  in  sus¬ 
taining  and  carrying  forward  its  interests. 

While  our  brother  insists  that  all  unity  in  the  Lutheran  Church  must  proceed 
“  in  the  line  of  her  distinctive  spirit  and  life,”  he  at  the  same  time  claims  that 
“  a  current  of  genuine  Lutheran'catholicity  is  flowing  through  this  country,”  and 
that  the  indications  are  that  “  closer  forms  of  union  are  not  only  desirable,  but 
that  they  are  becoming  intelligently  practicable.” 

Among  the  hopeful  tendencies  in  this  direction  is  mentioned  the  movement 
inaugurated  by  this  body,  contemplating  a  common  Liturgy  for  the  “  English- 
speaking  Lutherans  in  this  country.”  It  is  acknowledged  that  “  certain  grave 
difficulties  stand  in  the  way  of  the  success  of  this  work,”  but  it  is  asserted  that 
these  ought  “  not  to  exist,”  and  therefore  may  be  “  overcome.” 

A  most  befitting  allusion  is  made  to  “  the  importance  of  evangelistic  work 
among  the  colored  people  in  the  South,”  as  claiming  the  attention  of  that  body. 
A  “  committee  has  been  appointed  to  mature  and  draft  a  plan  for  consideration 
at  the  next  convention.  A  general  and  liberal  co-operation  from  the  brethren 
North”  is  confidently  and  most  justly  expected.  It  is  laid  down  as  an  unques¬ 
tionable  principle,  that  “the  high  moral  obligation  of  all  the  people  of  this  land 
is  to  educate  and  evangelize  the  negro  population  of  the  South,”  and  that  it  is  to 
be  recognized  and  acted  upon  without  any  qualification.  It  is  asserted  that 
to  “  maintain  explicitly  or  implicitly  that  this  duty  rests  upon  either  section  of 
the  country  singly,  is  sectionalism  in  its  worst  form.”  And  it  is  added  that 
“  in  the  highest  and  best  sense  of  the  word,  the  people  of  the  colored  race  are 
the  wards  of  the  Christian  Church  of  the  United  States.” 
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Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  saying  that  sentiments  so  noble,  so 
practicable,  so  discriminating,  so  exactly  suited  to  the  present  condition  of 
affairs  between  us,  should  be  most  joyfully  received  and  reciprocated  by  this 
body.  Surely  the  dawn  of  a  brighter  and  better  day  is  at  hand  !  We  most 
heartily  recommend  that  the  correspondence  so  auspiciously  inaugurated  be 
continued,  and  that  any  additional  means  which  may  be  calculated  to  remove 
difficulties  and  restore  harmony  between  these  two  divisions  of  the  same  family 
be  used  in  good  faith,  with  the  fond  hope  that  the  time  may  not  be  distant 
when  they  and  we  may  be  one  in  fact  and  form,  as  we  are  one  in  origin.

Rev.  C.  A.  IIay,  D.  D.,  President  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod — 
Dear  Brother :  A  telegram  received  on  Monday  morning,  the  13th  inst.,  at  my 
borne,  Blackburn  Univsrsity,  Carlinville,  Ills.,  informed  me  of  my  appointment 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  lately  in  session  in  Buf¬ 
falo,  N.  Y..  to  bear  to  your  venerable  body  fraternal  greetings,  etc.  This  tele¬ 
gram  was  from  Rev.  Edwin  F.  Hatfield,  D.  D-,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  informed  me  that  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  would  be  in 
session  until  Thursday.  By  riding  two  nights  and  intervening  day,  I  arrived 
this  (Wednesday)  morning,  to  find  that  your  Synod  had  completed  its  business 
sooner  than  was  anticipated,  and  had  already  adjourned  on  Tuesday  evening. 
“Will  you,  through  your  Secretary,  in  some  brief  note  in  your  Minutes,  if  prac¬ 
ticable,  let  the  greetings  thus  made  informal  appear  in  this  brief  word  :

German  Editing  Committee 

Presented  the  following  : 

The  German  editing  committee,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  at  Wooster 
to  operate  for  the  improvement  of  the  Kirchenfreund,  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows  : 

Owing  to  a  slight  inconsistency  of  the  wording  of  the  commission  given  to 
us,  we  found  ourselves  unable  to  do  what  we  were  bidden.  We  have  again  to 
•raise  the  same  charges  against  the  German  paper,  and  recommend,  since  our 
charges  are  contradicted  by  the  German  publication  committee,  to  assign  as  an 
umpire  between  the  contradictory  assertions  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  work,  and  to  give  to  this  Board  the  full  control  of  the  Kirchenfreund  and 
the  whole  German  publishing  interest.  E.  F.  G1ESE,

have  sole  charge  of  the  Kirchenfreund ,  and  all  the  German  publications  under 
the  direction  of  the  General  Synod. 

Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

The  Committee  on  Literarery  and  Theological  Institutions  respectfully  report 
•that  these  institutions,  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  have  enjoyed  an 
encouraging  prosperity  in  their  work  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body. 

In  Hartwick  Seminary ,  Hartwick,  N.  Y.,  the  number  of  students  has  been 
steadily  increasing  during  the  last  five  years.  In  1879  80  the  number  was  sixty- 
two,  of  whom  nine  were  candidates  for  the  ministry;  in  1880-81  the  number  is 
seventy,  of  whom  sixteen  are  for  the  ministry.  For  some  years  but  little  in¬ 
struction  was  required  in  Theology,  and  the  time  and  labors  of  the  Principal  and 
teachers  were  given  to  the  Classical  Department.  The  need  of  Theological 
instruction  has,  however,  been  steadily  increasing,  and  seems  now  to  call  for 
some  addition  to  the  force  of  instructors.  To  meet  the  necessities  of  the  case  a 
movement  has  been  inaugurated  to  endow  a  “  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Miller  Professorship 
of  Theology.” 

Petmsylvania  College ,  Gettysburg,  Penna.,  reports  a  larger  number  of  students 
than  at  any  time  since  1871.  Last  year  the  number  was  140,  this  year  152,  of 
whom  105  are  in  the  college  proper.  Next  year  the  institution  will  celebrate 
its  semi-centennial.  Preparations  are  being  made  for  the  occasion.  A  “Col¬ 
lege  Book”  will  be  issued,  containing  a  history  of  the  institution,  and  giving  an 
exhibit  of  the  work  it  has  done.  This  celebration  should  be  made  the  occasion 
of  adding  largely  to  its  endowment  and  educational  strength.  Besides  an 
increase  of  the  endowment,  a  fire-proof  building  for  libraries,  recitation  rooms, 
•etc.,  is  greatly  needed.  The  church  should  see  to  it  that  this  oldest  of  the  col- 
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leges  under  its  auspices  in  this  country,  and  which  has  contributed  so  greatly  to- 
the  prosperity  of  our  church  work,  should  be  put  in  possession  of  the  means  of 
keeping  abreast  with  the  best  conditions  of  the  collegiate  education  of  the  times. 

Wittenberg  College,  Springfield,  Ohio,  has  enjoyed  a  fair  degree  of  pros¬ 
perity  during  the  two  years  since  the  last  Convention  of  Synod.  The  attend¬ 
ance  in  all  the  departments  of  the  institution  has  been  steadily  increasing.  The 
enrollment  for  the  year  1 880-81  will  be  181.  The  theological  department  has 
fully  shared  in  this  increased  attendance  of  students,  having  a  membership  of  18. 

The  Senior  theological  class  has  had  an  attendance  of  eleven,  of  whom  ten 
will  be  graduated  this  summer.  The  general  increase  of  the  number  of  students 
makes  necessary  additional  college  buildings,  equipments,  as  well  as  endow  - 
ment.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  funds  for  these  objects  among  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Springfield. 

Carthage  College,  Carthage,  Ill.,  reports  the  last  as  a  very  prosperous  year, 
with  an  attendance  of  188  students,  and  a  graduating  class  of  thirteen.  The 
Board  has  recently  elected  a  President  of  the  institution,  in  the  person  of  Rev. 
J.  A.  Kunkelman.  The  great  need  of  the  institution  is  money,  which  must  be 
had  if  its  work  is  to  be  carried  on  with  proper  efficiency  for  the  interests  of  the 
church.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  its  finances  can  be  greatly  improved 
during  the  present  year. 

Missionary  Institute,  Selinsgrove,  Penna.  During  the  last  scholastic  year 
there  were  in  connection  with  this  institution  80  students — 69  in  the  classical 
and  11  in  the  Theological  Department.  Of  those  in  the  Classical  Department 
twelve  have  the  ministry  in  view.  With  a  view  to  accommodate  students  with 
families  who  have  the  ministry  in  view,  the  directors,  aided  by  the  friends  of 
the  institute,  have  erected  ten  houses  on  the  Institute  grounds  which  students 
occupy  free  of  rent.  Ten  married  students  were  connected  with  the  institute 
during  the  year.  The  prospects  for  an  increase  of  students  in  both  departments 
is  very  encouraging.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  elected  Rev.  S.  G.  Shannon- 
as  financial  agent,  who  is  meeting  wdth  encouraging  success  in  his  efforts  to 
secure  the  requisite  fund  to  more  fully  endow  the  first  professorship,  as  well  as 
to  complete  the  second  of  the  Theological  Department. 

As  the  Synod  receives  a  special  report  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Get¬ 
tysburg,  your  committee  feel  it  unnecessary  to  include  here  any  statement  of  its 
condition  and  work. 

The  committee  respectfully  suggest  the  following  points  for  the  consideration 
of  the  General  Synod  : 

1.  That  our  ministers  and  church  members  be  earnestly  urged  to  give  faith¬ 
fully  to  our  own  institutions  the  advantage  of  their  educational  patronage.  If 
our  Lutheran  institutions  received  all  the  Lutheran  patronage  to  which  they  are 
justly  entitled,  they  would  all  be  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  we  now 
find  them. 

2.  That  the  importance  of  Christian  education  as  an  agency  in  the  cause  of 
Christ,  and  the  close  relation  of  the  work  of  our  literary  and  theological  insti¬ 
tutions  to  the  efficiency  and  success  of  all  our  Church  work,  make  it  proper 
that  the  General  Synod  should  give  the  subject  more  time  and  prominence  in  its. 
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biennial  conventions.  Compared  with  the  consideration  bestowed  on  other 
branches  of  the  Church’s  work,  education  hardly  receives  the  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  which  its  relative  importance  calls  for. 

3.  We  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  General  Synod’s  inaugurating  a  movement 
to  change  the  “  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges,”  so  as  to  have  it  come  on  the  Lord’s 
Day  instead  of  a  week-day.  In  its  present  appointment,  it  is  almost  univer¬ 
sally  neglected  by  the  churches.  Observed  only  by  the  institutions  themselves, 
it  is  hardly  at  all  a  day  of  prayer  “for”  them.  It  is  believed  that  both  for  the 
institutions  themselves  and  the  churches,  the  appointment  of  a  Lord’s  Day  would 
serve  the  pux-pose  better.

Mormonism.

Whereas,  The  increasing  spread  and  power  of*Mormonism  in  our  land  calls 
for  a  definite  expression  upon  the  part  of  all  who  are  in  favor  of  purity  and  good 
morals  ;  and, 

Whereas,  Legislation  is  often  affected  by  the  prevailing  sentiments  in  the 
Christian  Church  upon  subjects  which  come  within  its  province  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  /,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  General  Synod,  Mormonism  is 
not  only  a  disgrace  to  the  age  in  which  we  live,  but  also  an  infraction  of  the 
common  law  of  our  land,  which  recognizes  Christianity  as  its  basis,  and  which 
emphatically  denounces  polygamy  as  a  crime,  and  contrary  to  its  teachings. 
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Resolved  2,  That  as  a  Church  we  urge  upon  all  in  authority  the  passage  of 
such  laws  as  will  remove  this  disgrace  and  evil,  and  promote  thereby  not  only 
the  interests]  of  Christianity,  but  the  interests  of  good  government  and  good 
morals  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land.

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Whereas,  The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  has  for  its  object  the  ele¬ 
vation  of  this  large  and  important,  though  neglected  and  neglectful  class  of  our 
population,  and  is  by  divine  help  leading  many  of  them  to  the  Saviour  and  into 
the  church  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  active  and  controlling  membership  of  this  organization  is  made 
up  of  members  in  good  standing  of  evangelical  churches,  and  is  consequently  a 
part  of  the  church,  and  not  a  substitute  for  it;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  recognize  in  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion  an  efficient  subordinate  agency  of  the  Church,  charged  with  the  specific 
work  of  benefiting  and  saving  young  men,  and  hereby  not  only  express  our  sat¬ 
isfaction  at  the  great  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  its  work,  but  signify 
our  willingness  as  individuals  and  congregations  to  co-operate  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  with  all  evangelical  Christians  to  make  this  association  what  it  ought 
to  be  to  accomplish  most  satisfactorily  the  work  for  which  it  has  been  organized.

Adopted. 

State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  presented  their  report, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  : 

In  every  human  attempt  to  estimate  the  state  of  religion  in  so  considerable  a 
body  of  Christians  as  are  represented  in  the  General  Synod,  there  must  be  much 
imperfection.  The  Lord  alone,  in  the  judgment  of  the  churches  of  Asia,  gives 
an  example  of  a  faultless  estimate  of  the  true  condition  of  religious  life.  We, 
therefore,  may  but  indicate  what  we  observe,  and  draw  with  becoming  diffi¬ 
dence  conclusions  concerning  the  state  of  religion  in  our  .beloved  General 
Synod. 

The  field,  moreover,  is  a  vast  one.  We  are  compelled  by  the  greatness  of 
the  view  to  limit  ourselves  to  the  larger  outlines,  the  salient  features  ;  and  omit 
the  little  minutiae,  which,  though  precious,  must  be  overlooked  in  the  general 
prospect. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  we  have  steadily  advanced  in  membership  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  The  actual  gain  is  6,500,  though  the 
net  gain  is  apparently  4,400;  the  reason  for  this  discrepancy  being  the  omission, 
in  the  reports  of  two  of  the  district  synods,  of  two  charges  numbering  1,000  and 
1,100  respectively.  They  are  still  served  by  General  Synod  ministers,  and  are  as 
much  in  connection  with  it  as  they  have  ever  been;  but  as  they  have  never  sub¬ 
mitted  themselves  to  the  laws  regulating  congregations  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod,  and  stand  in  an  independent  relation  to  the  district  synods,  the 
latter  have  wisely  determined  not  to  number  them  as  General  Synod  Lutherans. 

In  the  last  ten  years  the  General  Synod  has  had  the  same  percentage  of 
increase  as  the  population  of  the  United  States  ;  and  it  may  be  added  that  if  all 
the  congregations  had  remained  loyal  to  it,  it  would  have  shown  a  much  larger 
gain  proportionally.  The  General  Synod  has  at  least  10,000  Lutherans,  the 
fruits  of  her  work,  who  are  not  now  with  her.  It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted 
that  in  a  period  of  ten  years,  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidly-increasing  population, 
some  of  our  synods  have  been  stationary ;  and  it  calls  for  sober  reflection  on 
their  part,  that  this  state  of  things  may  be  changed  in  the  future  if  possible. 

It  is  of  special  interest  to  mark  that  the  growth  of  late  years  has  largely  ac¬ 
crued  to  us  through  faithful  observance  of  the  time-honored  practices  of  the 
fathers.  Ministers,  from  every  quarter,  report  with  delight  that  catechization  is 
regularly  practiced,  and  grows  in  favor.  We  are  foolish  to  throw  away  this 
noble  heritage.  It  affords  as  nothing  else  an  opportunity  for  the  children  of 
the  Church  to  become  professing  Christians.  The  pastor  can  train,  educate. 
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and  indoctrinate  them  through  it.  By  its  help  our  churches,  every  year,  can 
have  a  healthful  growth,  and  not  depend  alone  upon  special  seasons,  or  revi¬ 
vals  of  religion.  We,  therefore,  may  expect  in  the  future  still  larger  accessions 
— accessions  which,  trained  by  a  godly  and  devoted  ministry,  should  be  not  nom¬ 
inal,  but  living  Christians,  understanding  the  great  truths  and  doctrines  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

■The  awakened  zeal  for  the  propagation  of  the  Church  shows  a  better  religious 
life.  There  has  been  a  wonderful  development  of  the  Church  during  the  last 
decade  in  mission  work.  A  vigorous  and  aggressive  spirit  now  characterizes 
the  General  Synod.  She  does  not  beg  humbly  for  permission  to  live;  she,  in 
full  consciousness  of  her  great  mission,  occupies  with  increasing  steadfastness 
to  the  principles  of  the  Lutheran  Church  her  ground,  and  bravely  goes  forward 
to  carry  to  those  destitute  of  the  gospel  its  unsearchable  riches.  There  is  an 
answer  to  skepticism,  which  hopes  to  overthrow  the  Church  in  the  work  of  the 
•Church.  Powerful  as  the  attacks  of  infidelity  are,  the  Church  spends  but  little 
of  her  time  and  power  to  resist  skepticism ;  conscious  that  God  is  with  her, 
conscious  of  the  great  gifts  she  has  to  offer  men,  she  turns  the  mightiest  of  her 
forces  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  perishing,  understanding  that  the  remnant  of 
the  strength  she  exercises  against  her  foe  is,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  more 
than  sufficient  to  repel  the  attack. 

There  is  unmistakable  comfort  to  any  of  our  own  who  sadly  half  believe  the 
•bold  assertions  of  skepticism,  to  observe  the  faith  of  our  own  beloved  Synod  in 
the  promise  of  the  Saviour,  “  On  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church  ;  and  the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it;”  and  how  in  triumphant  confidence 
she  plans  larger  and  larger  things  for  the  waste  places  of  the  world. 

The  response  to  this  faith  is  observable  in  her  membership.  Our  benevo¬ 
lence  shows  a  very  large  increase  over  the  last  reports,  amounting  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  to  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars.  The  women  of  the  Church,  through 
their  missionary  societies,  are  becoming  thoroughly  enlisted  in  the  work  of  mis¬ 
sions,  and  already  have  given  thousands  to  its  prosecution.  The  outlook  in  this 
direction  for  the  whole  Church  is  eminently  encouraging,  and  promises  a  rapid 
and  steady  increase  in  her  benevolent  gifts.  There  is  brought  to  our  notice  a 
sign  that  the  separated  branches  of  the  Church  long  for  union  again  in  the  future: 
that  sign  is  the  effort  to  secure  a  form  of  worship,  common  to  all  the  Lutheran 
congregations.  Exact  uniformity  of  belief  will  never  be  possible.  It  is  enough 
if  the  controlling  ideas  and  spirit  of  the  Lutheran  Church  possess  all  her  mem¬ 
bership.  A  common  form  of  worship,  however,  is  possible,  binding  us  all  more 
firmly  together.  How  helpful  to  the  church  and  delightful  to  the  worshiper  to 
possess  such  a  form  !  A  Lutheran,  stranger  in  a  strange  land,  entering  into  a 
Lutheran  sanctuary,  would  find  a  home,  restful,  attractive,  as  he  heard  and 
joined  in  the  worship  hallowed  to  him  by  many  precious  memories  in  the  far¬ 
away  spiritual  home  of  his  earlier  years.  It  would  largely  help  to  keep  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Church  faithful  to  her.  It  may  be  long  until  we  see  eye  to  eye,  but, 
God  be  praised,  we  are  struggling  towards  it. 

It  is  to  the  honor  of  our  Church  that  whilst  she  is  active  and  vigorous  in  her 
thinking,  as  the  many  notable  and  scholarly  publications  of  our  own  men  in  these 
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last  years  testify,  that  her  growth  is  towards  soundness  of  doctrine  and  not  to¬ 
wards  looseness.  Her  intelligent  and  learned  ministry  eagerly  study  all  the 
great  questions  of  the  age,  keep  abreast  of  its  thought,  and  yet  are  not  swerved’ 
by  any  specious  forms  of  modern  philosophy  from  the  great  doctrines  of  the 
Reformation.  We  lament  our  divisions :  but  may  not  these  divisions  which  have 
drawn  our  attention  to  the  weighty  and  solid  doctrines  of  the  church  have  been 
needful,  that  we  might  be  strong  to  resist  a  skeptical  age,  and  leaven  it  with  the 
pure  and  life-giving  doctrines  of  our  holy  religion?  Skepticism  has  not  as  yet 
recruited  its  ranks  with  any  of  the  ministry  of  our  church,  but  they  remain  faith¬ 
ful  defenders  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Complaints  come  from  all  sides  that  the  religious  life  is  not  as  spiritual  as  it 
should  be.  There  is  no  lack  of  outward  sign,  whether  in  church  attendance, 
benevolence,  Sunday-school  work,  church-building,  and  the  like.  It  is  felt, 
despite  of  these  favorable  tokens,  that  worldliness,  carelessness,  ungodliness, 
worship  of  mammon,  abound,  and  that  the  old  simplicity  and  fervor  have  been 
partially  lost.  Nevertheless,  a  careful  scrutiny  indicates  a  healthy  church  lifer 
which,  devoted  to  the  Master,  strives  to  be  faithful  and  realize  the  magnificent 
possibilities  he  extends. 

May  we  not  say  in  concluding — I.  That  more  than  ever  the  ministry  and  the 
membership  of  the  General  Synod  must  strive  to  vitalize  this  complex  modern 
life  of  ours  with  the  simple  principles  of  the  Saviour,  “  I  have  glorified  thee  on 
earth.”  “  I  am  not  come  to  do  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  him  that  sent 
me.”  It  was  his  single  principle,  that  as  the  Son  of  the  Father  he  should  live 
as  the  Son  of  God,  that  made  so  clear  and  plain  his  life  amid  all  the  complexi¬ 
ties  of  life  then,  and  gave  to  him  righteous  conduct  in  all  its  changing  forms, 
from  the  marriage  at  Cana  to  the  grave  of  Lazarus,  the  baptism  of  John  to  the 
settling  of  the  tribute  unto  Ctesar. 

We  cannot  return  to  the  simplicity  and  plainness  of  the  fathers.  Modern 
life  is  too  complicated  in  its  relations.  The  times  are  changed.  Grave  ques¬ 
tions,  such  as  our  fathers  never  met,  are  before  us ;  material  wealth  tries  with  its 
temptations  the  Christian  spirit  as  never  before;  education  and  the  spread  of  in¬ 
telligence  has  made  it  difficult  to  lead  many,  because  of  intellectual  pride.  We 
cannot  escape  the  world,  but  we  can  use  it,  and  pass  through  all  these  complex¬ 
ities  the  great  thought,  “  Whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.”  Let 
the  spirit  of  Christ  touch  every  portion  of  our  life. 

Yet  let  us  beware,  in  our  rejoicing  over  the  increasing  benevolence,  and  in> 
the  possession  of  our  effective  machinery  in  the  Mission  Boards,  Educational 
Societies,  endowed  colleges  and  seminaries,  of  error.  All  these  have  their 
place,  but  must  be  servants  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church,  not  substitutes. 
One  of  the  popes  said  to  St.  Thomas  Aquinas,  as  he  displayed  to  him  the 
treasuries  of  the  Church,  filled  with  coin,  “  The  successors  of  St..  Peter  can  no 
longer  say,  ‘  Silver  and  gold  have  I  none.’  ”  Aquinas  replied,  “  Nor  can  she 
say — ‘  Take  up  thy  bed  and  walk.’  ”  Money  and  methods  are  but  helps  to  faith 
and  life. 

2.  Purity  of  life  is  necessary  to  our  progress — a  purity  to  be  obtained  by  earn¬ 
est  living,  and  even  by  discipline.  Laxity  of  discipline  is  too  common.  Difff- 
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cult  as  it  is  rightly  to  enforce  discipline,  it  should  not  be  set  aside  entirely.  A 
lax  church  is  the  worst  enemy  to  religious  life  :  a  pure  church  the  best  witness- 
to  the  spiritual  power  of  Christ  Jesus. 

3.  We  need  as  much  as  at  any  other  period,  a  self-sacrificing,  Christ-like  min¬ 
istry.  It  is  an  age  of  mission  work,  and  the  missionaries  must, be  self-denying 
to  the  utmost.  Through  all  of  us,  missionaries  or  otherwise,  the  Master  speaks 
to  the  world.  It  is  an  era  of  unbelief.  The  Master,  in  the  days  of  old-world 
skepticism,  met  it,  and  triumphed  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself.  They  read  the 
death-warrant  of  all  that  unbelief  when  they  said  of  him  upon  the  cross,  “  He 
saved  others,  himself  he  cannot  save.”  The  answer  to  skepticism  must  be  our 
lives.  Unselfish,  ready  to  go  where  the  Master  calls,  valuing  the  meanest  man 
as  one  whose  soul  is  precious,  studying  hard  to  teach  men  living  lessons  from 
God,  let  us  be  ministers  of  the  word. 

Let  us  go  home  from  this  General  Synod,  whose  sessions  have  been  so  full  of 
brotherly  love,  earnest  disposition  to  do  God’s  work,  eagerness  to  embrace  the 
winning  opportunities  before  us,  and  loyal  adherence  and  manly  Christian 
respect  to  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church — let  us  go  home  to  impress  upon  our 
fellow  ministers,  and  through  them  our  general  membership,  the  special  need 
now  of  unceasing  effort.  The  signs  of  the  times  show  that  for  us  the  fields  are 
already  white  for  the  harvest.  The  Lord  is  giving  us  great  opportunities,  which 
almost  overwhelm  us  by  their  vastness.  They  call  for  sacrifice  and  lavish  out¬ 
pouring  of  treasure  and  men.  Urge  all  to  this  work,  remembering  especially 
the  words  of  the  Lord,  “  Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  his  harvest.”

Temperance. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  reported  the  following  : 

Your  Committee  fully  realize  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this  subject, 
and  the  most  intimate  relations  which  it  sustains  to  natural,  social,  intellectual, 
moral  and  spiritual  life  ;  as  also  its  incalculable  worth  in  securing  and  main¬ 
taining  under  Cod  the  high  interests  of  State  and  National  prosperity.  We  are 
deeply  conscious  that  the  majority  of  the  crimes  committed,  which  fill  our 
prisons  and  alms-houses  with  subjects  of  degraded  humanity,  is  the  legitimate 
fruitage  of  the  traffic  in  and  use  of  spirituous  liquors  ;  and  that  from  this  same 
cause  millions  of  treasure  are  wasted,  and  lives  sacrificed.  Such  is  the  influence 
of  this  wide-spread  and  growing  evil  upon  the  morals  of  the  people,  and  the 
•drain  upon  the  virtue  and  integrity  of  the  State  and  Nation,  that  even  the 
national  life  is  or  will  be  imperiled,  if  the  sin  be  not  taken  away,  or  the  progress 
of  intemperance  be  not  checked. 

The  making  of,  the  traffic  in,  and  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  your  committee,  come  legitimately  within  the  province  of  State  and 
National  legislation. 

The  laws  of  our  Maker  are  given  to  bless  man,  first  in  this  life,  and  then  in 
the  life  to  come.  “The  utterance  of  thy  word  giveth  light.”  The  Bible  is 
God’s  appointed  method  by  which  the  wickedness  of  the  world  is  to  be  brought 
to  an  end;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod,  in  the  sure  hope  of  certain  victory,  request 
all  the  ministers  in  its  connection  to  proclaim  against  the  importing,  manufac- 
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turing,  vending  and  using  alcoholic  liquors,  for  any  purposes  excepting  only 
medical  and  mechanical ;  and  that  the  members  of  the  churches  in  every  pru¬ 
dent  and  legal  way  work  to  bring  to  an  end  the  sale  and  use  of  spirituous 
diinks. 

Resolved,  That  with  all  the  moral  forces  which  God  has  given  man  for  self¬ 
protection,  prohibition  to  us,  the  people  of  the  United  States,  by  State  and 
National  legislation,  is  most  prominent. 

Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  hope  and  pleasure  any  advance  made  by  State 
and  National  legislation  for  the  suppression  of  intemperance,  and  congratulate  the 
people,  legislature  and  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas  in  the  advance  which 
they  have  made,  and  the  courage  they  have  evinced  in  enacting  and  using  pro¬ 
hibition  by  which  to  rid  their  State  from  the  curse  of  strong  drink ;  and  that  we 
call  upon  the  militant  Church  of  Jesus  to  pray  Almighty  God  to  let  this  wave  of 
mercy  and  good  to  man  spread  over  all  our  land,  and  thence  to  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth,  until  the  monstrous  traffic  in  strong  drink  and  drunkenness  shall  be 
removed  from  our  world  forever.

'  PROCEEDINGS 

RELATING  TO  THE 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 


Twenty  first  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers,  and  Brethren  :  In  presenting  to  you  the 
twenty-first  biennial  report  of  the  work  of  our  Church  in  the  particular  depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  effort  which  has  been  entrusted  to  their  care,  your  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following 
items : 

I.  Finances.  The  last  financial  report  of  the  Board  closed  with  May  31st, 
1879.  The  one  to  be  presented  to-day  closes  with  March  31st,  1881,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  resolution  of  the  last  General  Synod,  fixing  the  last  day  of  March 
as  the  close  of  the  financial  year  of  the  Board.  It  thus  covers  a  period  of  only 
twenty-two  months,  during  which  time  the  Board  has  received  from  all  sources 
for  the  general  fund,  $30,133.14,  which  with  the  balance  of  $1,881.71  from  the 
previous  two  years,  gave  us  $32,014.55.  Of  this  amount,  $29,792.77  were 
expended  in  the  current  work,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,222.08  in  the  treasury  at 
the  close  of  the  last  financial  year.  This  report  indicates  a  very  commendable 
degree  of  interest  and  liberality  on  the  part  of  our  churches,  and  encourages  the 
Board  to  ask  for  and  expect  yet  better  things  in  the  future.  For  once  at  least 
in  its  history  the  General  Synod  has  more  than  carried  out  its  resolution  to 
raise  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  a  specified  object,  and  therefore  it  will  be  guilty 
of  no  presumption  in  placing  the  mark  a  little  higher  for  the  next  two  years. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  reported  above,  the  Board  has  also  still  in  hand 
°f  the  amount  realized  from  the  legacy  of  Mr.  George  Coher,  of 
Mansfield,  Ohio.  As  this  legacy  was  set  apart  by  the  will  of  the  testator  for  the 
sole  use  of  the  African  mission,  it  has  been  kept  as  a  separate  fund  to  be  drawn 
on  for  any  special  work  in  that  field,  or  in  case  of  an  emergency.  It  is  securely 
invested  in  Baltimore  City  stock,  and  is  yielding  a  small  revenue  to  the  general 
fund.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  this  legacy  were  used  last  year  for  the  erection 
of  a  chapel  at  Muhlenberg,  making  the  whole  amount  received  from  this 
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bequest  $5,673.62.  The  remainder  will  probably  be  utilized  in  a  short  time 
for  the  expenses  of  some  work  in  the  interior,  which  the  Board  is  contemplat¬ 
ing  entering  upon  at  an  early  day.  Of  this  they  will  speak  more  fully  under 
the  head  of  the  African  Mission. 

The  Board  has  also  received  within  the  past  year  a  special  contribution  of 
$2,000  from  a  tried  and  liberal  “  Friend  of  Missions,”  which,  by  the  request  of 
the  donor,  has  been  invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  “  The  India 
Mission  Endowment  Fund,”  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  annually  for 
the  training  of  native  helpers.  This  is  a  most  laudable  example  of  wise  and  lib¬ 
eral  benevolence,  and  we  would  commend  it  to  others  in  our  churches,  who  have 
been  blessed  with  wealth,  as  suggesting  a  means  by  which  they  may  leave  their 
works  to  follow  them  here  when  they  have  been  called  to  their  reward  above. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  Board,  in  the  administration  of  the  trust  com¬ 
mitted  to  them, have  been  $272.59  for  the  period  covered  by  the  report.  Of 
this  amount,  $122.10  were  paid  for  the  printing  and  gratuitous  distribution  of 
5,000  copies  of  their  last  report,  authorized  by  the  last  General  Synod.  The 
balance  was  used  for  traveling  expenses,  postage  and  stationery,  and  other  inci¬ 
dental  expenses. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Board  will  be 
submitted  by  the  Treasurer. 

2.  The  Missionary  Journal.  Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  entered  into  correspondence 
with  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  on  the  expedi¬ 
ency  of  establishing  a  missionary  journal  or  magazine,  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Boards  and  the  Woman’s  Society,  in  conjunction,  and  to  be  used  as  a  means  of 
communication  between  them  and  thechurches.  A  committee  was  subsequently 
appointed  to  consult  with  similar  committees  from  the  other  Boards  interested, 
a  plan  was  prepared  and  adopted,  and  finally  the  new  paper  was  issued  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1880,  under  the  name  of  “  The  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal '.”  By  the 
efforts  of  our  pastors,  and  the  efficient  co-operation  of  the  Woman’s  Missionary 
Societies,  the  circulation  reached  over  7,000  the  first  year,  and  notwithstanding 
the  low  price  at  which  the  paper  was  placed,  it  paid  all  its  expenses.  The 
Board  is  sorry  to  say,  however,  that  the  circulation  fell  off  somewhat  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  second  year.  This  we  are  constrained  to  believe  was  not  from 
a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people,  nor  of  popularity  on  the  part  of  the 
Journal,  so  much  as  from  a  want  of  proper  effort  by  our  pastors,  and  others 
whose  duty  it  was  to  see  that  the  old  subscriptions  were  promptly  renewed,  and 
new  ones  added  wherever  practicable.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  are 
glad  to  say  that  the  list  has  been  steadily  increasing  again,  and  is  now  in  the 
neighborhood  of  9,000.  Still,  even  this,  encouraging  as  it  is,  is  far  below'  what 
it  should  be.  Wherever  proper  effort  has  been  made,  there  has  been  no  diffi¬ 
culty,  so  far  as  we  have  heard,  in  securing  subscribers;  and  we  believe  that  with 
a  little  exertion  the  circulation  might  be  increased  to  fifteen  or  tw'enty  thousand, 
which  would  make  the  Journal  a  great  power  for  good  in  our  churches,  and 
enable  it  to  do  the  w'ork  which  was  contemplated  in  establishing  it. 
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3.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  As  there  is  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Synod  on  the  organization  of  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Societies,  who  will  doubtless  make  a  full  report  on  the  subject,  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  that  we  should  allude  to  it  further  than  to  record  our  hearty  sympathy  with 
the  women  of  our  church,  in  their  noble  and  praiseworthy  efforts,  and  our  grate¬ 
ful  appreciation  of  the  assistance  which  they  have  rendered  to  the  Board  by 
their  cordial  co-operation  in  our  work  among  the  churches,  and  their  liberal 
contributions  to  our  Treasury.  Since  the  last  General  Synod,  besides  the  sum 
of  $706.25,  expended  through  the  Board  for  the  outfit,  traveling  expenses  and 
salary  of  their  first  missionary,  and  in  the  preparation  of  rooms  for  her  in  Gun¬ 
tur,  they  have  paid  into  our  treasury  $800  for  the  support  of  the  girls’  schools  in 
Guntur,  and  of  Mrs.  P.  Lucy  and  her  Zenana  work.  Of  this  latter  amount 
$175  have  been  paid  within  a  few  days,  and  will  therefore  not  appear  in  the 
present  Treasurer’s  report.  We  would  again  most  cordially  commend  this 
Society  to  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors  and  churches,  and 
express  the  hope  that  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  the  number 
of  auxiliary  societies  may  be  very  greatly  increased. 

4.  The  Children' s  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  This  very  active  and  useful 
auxiliary  to  the  Board  is  now  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  than  it  has  been  at 
any  time  since  its  organization  in  1873.  The  use  of  India  photographs  this  year 
as  presents  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  and  the  work  of  Rev.  Rowe,  the 
Children’s  Missionary,  among  the  churches  and  Sunday-schools,  seems  to  have 
infused  new  life  and  interest  into  the  Society,  and  the  number  of  members  for 
the  current  year  will  probably  be  not  less  than  10,000. 

As  Bro.  Rowe  had  returned  to  America,  where  he  expected  to  remain  at  least 
a  year,  and  possibly  longer,  Rev.  Charles  Schnure,  who  sailed  for  India  last 
Fall,  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society,  as  Associate  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Missionary,  so  that  the  children  might  not  be  without  a  representative  in 
the  field.  As  Bro.  Rowe  is  now  expecting  to  go  back  to  India  at  an  early  day, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Society  may  meet  with  sufficient  encouragement  to  enable  it 
to  support  both  these  brethren .  To  do  this  will  require  an  annual  income  of 
at  least  $2,500,  or  a  regular  contributing  membership  of  io,oco.  Surely  it  ought 
to  be  no  impossible  or  even  difficult  thing  to  secure  this  in  the  847  Sunday- 
schools  in  the  General  Synod.  We  heartily  commend  this  Society  to  the  foster¬ 
ing  care  of  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents,  as  one  of  the  best  means  of  edu¬ 
cating  the  young  people  of  our  church  to  an  intelligent  and  cheerful  liberality. 
And  as  all  the  contributions  made  through  this  Society  are  regularly  credited  on 
the  apportionment  of  the  General  Synod  and  the  District  Synods,  it  must  com¬ 
mend  itself  to  the  patronage  of  all  who  are  desirous  of  meeting  their  respective 
assessments.

The  figures  of  this  report  and  of  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
will  not  correspond  with  each  other,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  cover  different 
periods  of  time,  the  financial  year  of  the  Children’s  Society  closing  with  the 
30th  of  April,  and  that  of  the  Board  on  the  31st  of  March.  An  effort  will  be 
made  to  secure  greater  conformity  hereafter. 

5.  The  American  Tract  Society.  We  would  also  acknowledge,  in  this  con¬ 
nection,  the  liberality  of  the  American  Tract  Society  in  appropriating  $100  a 
year  towards  the  support  of  our  tract  work  in  India.  This  money,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Constitution  of  that  Society  and  the  request  of  its  Secretary,  is 
used  only  in  the  distribution  of  undenominational  literature,  setting  forth  the 
great  fundamental  truths  of  Christianity,  in  the  belief  and  teaching  of  which 
all  evangelical  denominations  are  agreed. 

6.  Future  fVants.  As  our  work  is  constantly  enlarging  through  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  the  labors  of  our  missionaries,  the  demands  for  funds  for  its  sup¬ 
port  are  also  ever  increasing.  To  meet  these  demands,  and  the  absolute  neces¬ 
sities  of  the  work  in  both  our  India  and  African  missions,  the  resources  of  the 
Board  should  be  largely  increased.  And  as  the  tide  of  prosperity  is  again 
flowing  in  upon  our  great  country,  and  the  blessing  of  God  is  resting  so  richly 
upon  the  industries  of  our  people,  may  we  not  confidently  ask  and  expect  for 
the  coming  two  years  a  large  increase  in  the  contributions  of  our  churches 
towards  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  and  the  hastening  on  of  the  time  when 
the  whole  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord? 

To  meet  the  responsibilities  which  God  is  laying  upon  us  as  a  church,  and 
respond  to  the  calls  which  are  coming  to  us  from  both  India  and  Africa,  for 
more  laborers  and  increased  facilities  to  enable  our  missionaries  to  care  prop- 
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erly  for  the  multitudes  who  are  presenting  themselves  for  baptism,  or  asking 
for  instruction,  to  say  nothing  of  the  still  greater  multitudes  who  are  still  un¬ 
awakened,  will  require  not  less  than  $20,000  a  year.  Would  not  even  this  be 
a  small  sum  for  the  great  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  with  her  900 
or  more  ministers,  her  1,200  or  1,500  congregations,  and  her  125,000  or  130,- 
000  communicants,  to  give  towards  the  fulfillment  of  our  Lord’s  command  to 
his  disciples  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature? 

7.  A  Charter  for  the  Board  was  procured  from  the  Legislature  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  in  1872.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  laws  of  Maryland  are  somewhat  peculiar 
as  regards  corporations,  we  have  been  advised  that  if  the  present  Board  is  to  be 
continued  for  another  two  years,  it  would  be  expedient  for  them  to  secure  an 
act  of  incorporation  in  that  State  also,  and  this  we  would  respectfully  ask  for 
authority  to  do.  The  expense  attending  this,  we  are  informed,  if  anything  at 
all,  will  be  very  slight. 

THE  MISSIONS. 

As  the  Church  has  been  kept  very  fully  informed  of  the  progress  of  our  mis¬ 
sions  through  the  agency  of  the  Missionary  Journal,  and  the  communications 
of  the  missionaries  and  others  in  the  church  papers,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
Board  should  do  more  here  than  call  your  attention  briefly  to  some  matters  of 
special  interest  and  importance. 

I.  THE  INDIA  MISSION. 

i.  The  Return  of  the  Rowes,  and  the  sending  out  of  Rev.  Schnure.  Soon 
after  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  became  evident  to  the  Board, 
from  the  letters  of  Bro.  Rowe,  and  of  Dr.  Unangst,  the  Chairman  of  the  India 
Conference,  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  allow  Mrs.  Rowe  to  return  to  America 
at  an  early  day,  in  order  to  avoid  a  complete,  and  perhaps  fatal,  failure  of  her 
health.  As  it  was  almost  impossible  for  her  to  travel  alone  with  the  children, 
and  as  Mr.  Rowe’s  health  had  also  run  down  very  much,  it  was  deemed  best  to 
give  them  both  permission  to  return  to  the  United  States  with  their  family  to 
recruit.  They  left  India  April  1 6th,  1880,  and  arrived  in  Philadelphia  June 
13th.  After  a  short  rest,  Bro.  Rowe  was  commissioned  by  the  Board  to  visit 
the  Synods  and  churches  in  the  interest  of  Foreign  Missions,  which  work  he 
has  been  prosecuting  with  great  vigor  and  success  up  to  the  present  time. 
Wherever  he  has  gone,  he  has  been  most  cordially  received,  and  has  awakened 
a  deeper  and  more  intelligent  interest  in  the  cause  which  he  represented ;  and 
the  results  of  his  work  will  no  doubt  be  felt  for  many  years  in  the  increased 
liberality  of  the  people,  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  also,  both  to  Bro.  Rowe 
and  to  the  Board,  that  the  profits  realized  on  the  sale  of  the  photographs  of  life 
and  scenes  in  India,  taken  by  himself  on  the  ground,  and  of  books  relating  to 
our  mission  lands  and  work,  will  cover  all  his  expenses  for  traveling  and  corre¬ 
spondence,  while  at  the  same  time  they  are  a  valuable  aid  in  awakening  a  mis¬ 
sionary  spirit,  and  giving  our  people  needed  information. 

The  return  of  Brother  Rowe  from  India  had  left  a  vacancy  in  our  mission 
there,  which  it  was  necessary  to  fill  as  early  as  possible.  For  a  long  time,  how¬ 
ever,  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  secure  a  suitable  man  seemed  to  be  in  vain. 
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Several  persons  were  invited  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  declined.  Finally,  early 
in  September,  the  name  of  Rev.  Charles  Schnure,  of  Laurelton,  Pa.,  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Board  by  Bro.  Rowe,  who  had  met  him  while  visiting  the 
churches  under  his  charge,  and  who  highly  recommended  him  as  being  emi¬ 
nently  adapted  to  the  work.  After  careful  inquiry,  both  of  himself  and  others, 
as  to  his  health,  attainments,  and  general  adaptation  to  the  life  and  work  of  a 
missionary,  he  was  invited  to  meet  the  Board,  and,  after  consultation,  was  duly 
commissioned  as  a  missionary  to  India.  He  sailed  from  New  York  with  his 
wife,  November  27th,  1880,  accompanied  also  by  Miss  Boggs,  the  first  Woman’s 
missionary  from  our  Church.  They  arrived  at  Guntoor  February  15th,  1S81, 
and  at  last  accounts  were  in  good  health,  and  were  busily  engaged  in  the  study 
of  Telugu,  and  in  such  missionary  work  as  they  are  able  to  do  in  and  about 
Guntur. 

Your  Board  is  glad  to  express  the  belief  that  in  Bro.  Schnure  they  have  se¬ 
cured  a  missionary  with  exceptional  qualifications  for  the  work,  and  one  in 
whom  the  whole  Church  can  have  the  fullest  confidence.  His  wife  is  also  a 
woman  of  superior  character  and  attainments,  who  has  had  considerable  ex¬ 
perience  as  a  teacher,  and  promises  to  be  in  every  way  a  true  and  worthy  help¬ 
meet  to  her  husband  in  his  new  and  arduous  field  of  labor.* 
v  2.  The  Woman  s  Missionary .  As  stated  above,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schnure  were 
accompanied  to  India  by  Miss  Kate  M.  Boggs,  who  went  out  as  the  first  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  General 
Synod.  We  would  heartily  congratulate  this  Society,  and  the  Church  in  gen¬ 
eral,  on  this  consummation  of  the  wishes,  and  prayers,  and  work  of  our  Chris¬ 
tian  women.  The  appointment  of  Miss  Boggs  was  most  cordially  approved  by 
the  Board,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  she  is  well  adapted  to  the 
work  to  which  she  has  consecrated  her  life,  and  will  render  very  effective  ser¬ 
vice  in  carrying  the  light  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  into  the  darkened  homes  and 
hearts  of  the  women  of  India. 

3.  Brother  Rowe's  Return  to  India.  The  accessions  to  our  India  Mission, 
as  will  appear  from  the  statistical  table  embodied  in  this  report,  have  been 
unusually  large  during  the  past  year,  amounting  to  nearly  1,200.  The  number 
of  inquirers  or  candidates  for  baptism  is  also  exceptionally  large,  being  nearly 
3,000  at  the  close  of  1880.  To  give  all  these  the  care  and  training  which  will 
be  necessary  to  develop  them  into  intelligent,  consistent,  and  stable  Christian 
character  and  life,  will  require  more  time  and  labor  than  can  be  given  them  by 
the  missionaries  now  in  the  field,  especially  as  Brother  Schnure  will  not  be  able 
to  use  the  language  of  the  people  with  any  fluency  for  at  least  another  year.  In 
view  of  these  facts  it  has  seemed  to  the  Board  not  only  expedient,  but  impera¬ 
tively  necessary,  that,  in  accordance  with  his  own  request,  brother  Rowe  should 
be  returned  to  India  at  the  earliest  possible  day,  the  health  of  both  himself  and 

*  We  are  sorry  to  say  that  since  the  adoption  of  this  report  by  the  Board,  we  have  had  in¬ 
formation  of  the  serious  illness  of  both  Miss  Boggs  and  Mrs.  Schnure,  At  last  advices,  Miss 
Boggs  was  much  better,  and  in  a  fair  way  to  recover  at  an  early  day,  while  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Schnure  had  gone  to  the  sea-coast ;  and  we  are  hoping  soon  to  receive  a  more  favorable  report 
from  Mrs.  Schnure  also. 
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wife  having  apparently  been  quite  restored  by  their  sojourn  of  one  year  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  probable  that  Bro.  Uhl  will  have  to  come  to  America  in  a 
year  or  two  to  recruit  his  health,  which  is  beginning  to  suffer  from  the  effects  of 
the  climate  and  his  arduous  labors ;  and  it  is  the  expectation  of  the  Board  that 
he  will  then  complete  the  work  of  visitation  among  the  churches,  especially  in 
the  West,  where  Bro.  Rowe  has  been  able  to  do  but  little.  Dr.  Unangst  will 
also  be  coming  home  in  a  few  years  for  a  season  of  rest,  and  to  see  his  wife  and 
family,  from  all  of  whom  he  has  now  been  separated  for  ten  years.  He  will 
also  be  able  to  do  something  in  this  direction.  But  in  order  that  our  western 
churches  may  have  some  benefit  also  of  Bro.  Rowe’s  work  at  the  present  time, 
his  departure  has  been  delayed  until  October  ist.  This  will  enable  him  to 
visit  such  of  the  western  Synods  as  meet  in  September,  and  also  as  many  of  the 
churches  as  he  can  take  in,  in  going  to  and  from  the  Synods.  In  order,  how¬ 
ever,  to  give  him  some  needed  rest  and  recreation  before  sailing  for  India,  the 
Board  has  positively  instructed  Bro.  Rowe  to  make  no  engagements  for  work 
after  the  General  Synod,  except  what  he  may  do  in  the  month  of  September. 

4.  Temporary  Training  School.  With  a  view  to  further  meeting  the  neces¬ 
sity  spoken  of  above  for  additional  laborers,  owing  to  the  large  accessions,  and 
the  great  numbers  of  inquirers,  the  Board  has  authorized  Bro.  Rowe,  on  his 
return  to  India,  to  organize  a  Temporary  Training  School  for  Native  Christian 
Workers.  The  plan  for  this  school  has  been  recently  published  in  full  in  the 
Journal  and  the  Church  papers,  and  need  not  be  repeated  here.  It  must  not, 
however,  be  confounded  with  our  Boarders’  Department,  which  is  a  permanent 
part  of  our  regular  work,  towards  the  support  of  which  many  of  our  friends 
have  been  contributing  for  several  years. 

This  Training  School  is  only  intended  to  be  temporary,  and  to  meet  the 
present  emergency.  We  earnestly  hope  therefore  that  the  appeal  which  has 
been  made  by  the  Board  through  Bro.  Rowe,  for  100  persons  who  shall  agree 
to  contribute  #25  a  year  for  from  two  to  three  years  for  the  support  of  pupils 
in  this  school,  will  meet  with  an  early  and  liberal  response,  so  that  the  whole 
number  may  be  secured  before  Bro.  Rowe  leaves  America.  The  hope  of 
the  Christian  Church  in  India,  as  in  all  lands,  lies  in  this  direction — in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  their  own  resources  of  labor  and  means ;  and  we  believe  that  no 
better  work  can  be  undertaken  by  any  of  our  people  than  the  education  of 
native  Christians  to  become  teachers  and  preachers,  or,  in  other  words)  to  help 
India  to  evangelize  herself. 

5.  New  House.  For  the  accommodation  of  Bro.  Rowe  and  his  family  on 
their  return  to  India,  and  of  the  present  and  future  female  missionaries,  the 
Board  has  arranged  with  the  Woman’s  Society  for  the  erection  of  a  double 
house  in  Guntur,  to  cost  about  $3,000.  Of  this  amount  the  women  have  gen¬ 
erously  agreed  to  furnish  two-thirds,  or  $2,000,  in  view  of  the  pressing  demands 
upon  the  Board  at  the  present  time,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the 
house  will  be  located  on  a  lot  belonging  to  the  Board,  and  its  erection  superin¬ 
tended  by  one  of  the  Board’s  missionaries. 

6.  New  Stations.  For  the  better  accommodation  of  our  missionaries  in  the 
district  work,  which  is  becoming  more  onerous  and  important  every  year,  the 
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Board  has  recently  authorized  the  India  Conference  to  establish  two  out-stations 
in  the  districts  East  and  North  of  Guntur,  at  such  places  as  the  Conference 
may  select,  and  to  erect  at  these  stations  such  buildings  as  will  enable  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  reside  there  temporarily  with  their  families  while  engaged  in  dis¬ 
trict  work.  The  cost  of  establishing  these  new  stations  is  limited  to  $500  each, 
and  it  is  believed  that  they  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  our  missionaries, 
making  it  possible  for  them  to  remain  in  the  district  for  several  months  at  a 
time,  which  they  cannot  now  do,  They  will  thus  have  more  direct  and  im¬ 
mediate  oversight  of  their  congregations  also,  and  will  save  much  time  and 
money  now  spent  in  traveling. 

7.  The  Schools.  These  are  still  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  are  doing  a 
good  and  much-needed  work.  The  Anglo-Vernacular  High  School,  under  the 
efficient  superintendence  of  Bro.  Uhl,  is  yielding  very  excellent  results.  It 
now  promises,  after  long  prayer  and  waiting,  to  eventually  give  us  a  hold  upon 
the  higher  castes  of  India,  which  would  be  a  great  step  in  advance. 

The  Boarders’  Department  is  still  doing  very  effective  service  in  preparing 
native  Christian  boys  and  girls  to  become  helpers  in  various  ways  in  the  work 
of  saving  their  countrymen.  Those  who  have  been  or  are  still  contributing  to 
the  support  of  pupils  in  this  department  are  doing  an  excellent  thing.  We 
hope  they  will  continue  their  patronage  as  long  as  practicable,  and  that  as  some 
of  them  drop  off  by  death,  or  from  a  desire  to  take  up  some  other  object  of  sup¬ 
port,  othei's  will  always  be  found  ready  to  come  forward  and  take  their  places. 

The  Girls’  Schools,  as  stated  before,  are  under  the  care  of  the  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  and  a  full  report  of  their  work  has  no  doubt  been  made  to  that 
Society  by  the  ladies  in  charge  of  them  in  Guntur. 

8  .Statistics.  The  following  statistical  table,  taken  from  the  report  of  Dr. 
Unangst,  will  give  you  a  full  and  very  satisfactory  view  of  the  condition  of  the 
India  Mission  at  the  close  of  1880  : 
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Native  Pastors  (ordained) . 
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Sunday-school  teachers . . . 

School  teachers . 
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In  addition  to  the  workers  reported  above,  it  should  be  said  that  the  wives 
of  our  missionaries,  though  under  no  obligation  to  do  so,  other  than  has  come 
from  the  constraining  love  of  Christ  and  souls  in  their  hearts,  have  been  render¬ 
ing  most  laborious  and  valuable  services  in  the  girls’ schools,  and  by  visiting 
the  women  in  their  homes. 

A  comparison  of  this  table  with  the  one  contained  in  our  report  two  years 
ago,  will  show  a  very  encouraging  increase,  both  in  our  working  force  and  in 
the  results  of  their  labors.  God  is  richly  blessing  our  efforts  in  this  field,  and 
it  becomes  us  to  consecrate  ourselves  and  our  means  anew  to  the  vigorous  pros¬ 
ecution  of  the  work,  until  the  darkness  of  ignorance  and  superstition  shall  be 
banished  from  the  whole  land,  and  the  “  Sun  of  Righteousness”  shall  arise  and 
shine  upon  all  the  people  with  healing  in  his  wings. 


II.  THE  AFRICAN  MISSION. 

There  are  only  a  few  things  in  connection  with  our  mission  at  Muhlenberg 
that  require  special  mention. 

1.  Return  of  Bro.  Day  to  Africa.  Soon  after  the  last  General  Synod,  Bro. 
Day,  our  efficient  missionary  at  this  station,  who  was  then  present  with  us  on 
leave  of  absence,  returned  to  his  post.  He  found  everything  about  the  mission 
in  good  condition,  having  been  well  cared  for  by  the  native  Christians  left  in 
charge.  Since  his  return,  his  health  has  continued  excellent,  and  he  has  been 
very  much  encouraged  in  his  work. 

2.  When  Bro.  Day  went  back  to  Africa,  the  Board  sent  with  him  the  native 
boy,  fames  Brown,  who  had  been  educated  by  Prof.  Born  at  Missionary 
Institute,  and  to  whom  some  reference  was  made  in  our  last  report.  At  last 
accounts  he  was  doing  well,  and  he  now  bids  fair  to  become  a  very  useful  and 
valuable  assistant  to  our  missionary. 

3.  A  New  Chapelhns  been  erected  since  Bro.  Day’s  return,  at  a  cost  of  $5 00 , 
which  was  appropriated  for  that  purpose  out  of  the  receipts  from  the  Coher 
legacy.  It  is  used  for  both  church  and  school  purposes. 

4.  Custom  Duties.  Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  during  the  past  year 
with  the  Liberian  government,  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  duties  on  goods- 
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shipped  to  Muhlenberg  for  use  in  our  mission  work.  No  demand  for  such 
duties  has  ever  been  made  until  within  the  year,  and  it  is  still  hoped  that  the 
government  may  be  induced  to  remit  them,  and  admit  our  goods  free  again,  as 
they  have  done  heretofore.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  correspond 
and  co-operate  with  the  representatives  of  other  denominations  having  missions 
within  the  Liberian  territory,  with  a  view  to  securing  this  result,  but  they  are 
not  prepared  as  yet  to  make  any  definite  report.  If  we  should  be  compelled  to 
pay  these  duties  regularly  hereafter,  it  would  very  materially  increase  the  cost 
of  this  mission,  as  we  are  obliged  to  carry  on  all  our  trade  with  the  natives  by 
exchanging  goods  for  their  labor  or  produce,  there  being  no  other  currency. 
These  goods  are  nearly  all  shipped  from  this  country  through  Messrs.  Yates  & 
Porterfield,  of  New  York,  whose  vessels  pass  between  New  York  and  Monrovia 
every  three  or  four  months.  By  this  plan  the  cost  of  the  goods  is  reduced  to 
from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent,  less  than  it  would  be  if  we  were  to  buy  them 
from  the  merchants  of  Liberia.  The  addition  of  the  duties  would  largely 
diminish  this  saving,  since  they  are  quite  heavy,  having  amounted  to  over 
$200  in  the  past  year. 

5.  Interior  Work.  At  the  last  General  Synod,  the  Board  was  authorized  to 
establish  at  least  one  new  station  farther  inland  than  Muhlenberg,  if  the  way 
should  be  found  clear.  But,  owing  to  the  breaking  out  of  a  war  soon  after  be¬ 
tween  a  number  of  the  tribes  bordering  on  the  Mission,  and  the  consequent 
unsettled  condition  of  the  country,  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  in  this  direc¬ 
tion.  The  last  letters  from  Bro.  Day  report  the  war  over,  and  the  country 
quiet  again  ;  and  it  is  probable  that  something  may  be  attempted  during  the 
coming  year,  at  least  towards  exploring  the  interior.  The  whole  of  this  part 
of  the  west  coast  is  practically  a  terra  incognita ,  not  only  to  us,  but  to  the  whole 
civilized  world.  No  traveler  has  ever  gone  over  it,  and  but  little  has  been  done 
towards  its  exploration  except  by  a  few  government  expeditions  from  this 
country  and  Holland,  which  have  penetrated  a  little  way  up  some  of  the  rivers. 

Before  we  can  do  much,  therefore,  towards  interior  work,  it  will  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  our  missionary  to  do  the  work  of  an  explorer,  and  by  going  over 
the  ground  as  far  as  possible,  learn  something  of  the  character  of  the  country, 
the  climate,  the  condition  of  the  people,  and  the  best  location  for  a  new  station. 
This  work  Bro.  Day  is  now  prepared  to  do,  as  soon  as  authorized  by  the  Board; 
and  his  long  residence  at  Muhlenberg,  his  familiarity  with  the  habits  and  cus¬ 
toms  of  the  people,  and  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  seems  to  be  held  by  all 
the  chiefs  as  far  as  he  is  known,  together  with  the  unusual  ability  which  he  has 
shown  for  withstanding  the  effects  of  the  climate,  all  give  us  reason  to  hope  for 
some  most  excellent  and  valuable  results  from  his  work,  if  he  is  once  permitted 
to  make  the  attempt — results  which  will  be  of  great  service  not  only  to  us,  but 
to  all  the  other  missions  operating  in  our  neighborhood,  and  even  to  the  world 
at  large. 

And  while  speaking  of  this  relation  of  the  proposed  exploration  of  the  in¬ 
terior  to  mission  work  in  general,  it  may  not  be  amiss  for  us  to  mention  the 
fact,  which  has  been  a  source  of  no  small  gratification  both  to  Bro.  Day  and  to 
the  Board,  that  our  station  at  Muhlenberg  seems  to  have  become  a  kind  of  centre 
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or  headquarters  for  all  the  missionaries  laboring  on  that  part  of  the  West  Coast. 
During  the  past  three  or  four  years  quite  a  number  of  missionaries  of  other 
churches  have  gone  there  to  acclimate,  or  to  receive  treatment  and  seek  recovery 
during  or  after  severe  attacks  of  the  African  fever.  When  Bro.  Day  last  wrote 
to  the  Board  he  had  three  such  missionaries  with  him,  two  of  whom  had  been 
sent  out  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Morris  of  Philadelphia  to  do  mission  work  on  his  coffee 
•farm  near  Muhlenberg,  and  the  third  a  Methodist  lady  who  had  been  sent  out 
some  time  before,  but  who  through  sickness  and  disappointment  had  become  a 
•complete  wreck  physically.  He  has  also  been  called  on  several  times  during 
the  past  few  years  to  exert  his  influence  for  the  relief  of  missionaries  who  had 
gotten  into  difficulty  with  the  native  chiefs,  and  were  in  danger  of  violence  and 
death  ;  and  twice,  at  least,  he  was  asked  to  mediate  between  government  expe¬ 
ditions  and  the  natives.  In  all  of  these  cases  he  was  entirely  successful  in 
accomplishing  the  results  desired,  and  we  mention  this  as  an  evidence  of  his 
influence  with  the  natives,  and  an  illustration  of  the  good  that  he  is  doing  indi¬ 
rectly  for  the  cause  of  Christianity  and  civilization  at  large.  It  helps  to  show 
how  broad  and  grand  the  missionary’s  work  is,  how  it  reaches  out  to  help  and 
Bless  not  only  his  own  particular  field  of  labor,  and  the  few  heathen  who  may 
come  under  his  immediate  influence  there,  but  other  and  distant  fields,  and  even 
those  who  are  engaged  in  entirely  different  spheres  of  activity. 

But  before  Bro.  Day  can  leave  Muhlenberg  to  go  into  the  interior,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  him  to  have  an  assistant  or  associate  missionary,  who  can  take 
charge  of  our  interests  there  during  his  absence.  For  this  purpose  we  should 
have  a  married  man,  who  could  be  ordained  to  the  ministry,  or  at  least  licensed, 
before  leaving  this  country.  He  should  be  a  man  of  practical  wisdom,  of  good 
•strong  common  sense,  rather  than  of  great  learning.  Above  all,  he  should  be 
a  man  of  earnest  and  devoted  piety.  That  the  Lord  may  raise  up  such  a  man 
speedily  for  our  African  work,  is  now  our  earnest  prayer. 

The  extra  expense  to  be  incurred  in  the  exploring  work  proposed,  apd  in 
the  opening  of  new  stations  farther  inland,  which  Bro.  Day  estimates  at  $i,ooo 
for  the  first  year,  can  be  provided  for  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  Coher  legacy, 
which  has  been  held  by  the  Board  partly  for  that  purpose. 

6.  Statistics.  The  following  statistical  table,  recently  received  from  Bro. 
Day,  is,  we  believe,  the  fullest  and  most  satisfactory  one  ever  presented  from 
this  Mission.  It  will  enable  you  to  judge  for  yourselves  of  the  character  and 
value  of  the  work  which  we  are  doing  on  that  benighted  shore.

It  is  true  that  as  compared  with  our  mission  in  India,  or  with  what  is  needed 
in  Africa,  this  seems  to  be  a  very  small  work  indeed,  almost  insignificant.  But 
it  is  only  a  beginning,  which  we  trust  will  soon  grow  by  God’s  blessing  into 
something  greater  and  better — a  little  plant  which  may  finally  become  a  great 
tree,  in  whose  shadow  and  fruits  multitudes  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Africa 
shall  yet  rejoice.  In  the  meantime  there  is  no  reason  for  discouragement.  On 
the  contrary,  when  all  the  circumstances  and  difficulties  of  mission  work  in 
Africa  are  considered,  there  is  great  reason  for  encouragement,  and  for  a  very 
hopeful  view  of  the  future. 

Allow  us  to  quote  yet,  in  conclusion,  this  brief  extract  from  Bro.  Day’s  last 
letter  to  the  Board :  “You  know  how  unpleasant  it  is  to  write  of  one’s  own 
work,  but  I  can  truthfully  say  that  it  is  steadily  and  firmly  advancing.  During 
the  last  year  we  had  over  forty  accessions  to  the  church,  all  persons  educated 
and  trained  in  our  mission.  They  have  returned  to  their  people  in  almost  as 
many  different  directions,  carrying  with  them  the  seed  of  truth.  Great  barriers 
are  melting  away,  and  the  country  is  gradually  opening  for  the  advance  of  the 
Christian  missionary  ;  and  I  believe  that  if  we  steadily  and  faithfully  continue 
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to  work,  the  results  here  will  be  grand — not  likely- in  your  day  or  mine — still  it 
will  come.  May  the  God  of  missions  bless  us.”  And  to  this  prayer  we  will' 
all  say,  Amen  ! 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

With  a  view  to  facilitating  your  action  on  the  several  items  of  this  report, 
the  Board  have  prepared  the  following  resolutions,  which,  together  with  the  re¬ 
port  itself,  they  now  respectfully  submit  to  your  consideration. 

/.  On  the  Success  of  our  Missions  and  Provision  for  Their  Future  Sup - 
hort.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  unfeigned  pleasure  and  gratitude  to 
God,  of  the  great  success  which  by  his  favor  and  blessing,  has  crowned  the 
labors  of  all  our  missionaries  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  been  especially  gratified  by  the  large  accessions  to 
Christianity  in  India,  and  the  intelligence  that  such  increasing  multitudes  are 
forsaking  their  idolatry  and  vain  superstitions,  and  are  seeking  instructions  con¬ 
cerning  the  true  God,  and  the  way  of  life  and  salvation  through  faith  in  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ. 

Resolved,  That. we  have  been  greatly  pleased  also  to  hear  of  the  continued 
good  health  of  Bro.  Day  and  the  encouraging  progress  of  his  work,  of  the  high 
esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  the  other  missionaries  in  Africa,  and  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  which  he  has  been  able  to  render  to  them  and  others  by  reason  of  his 
knowledge  of  the  climate,  his  successful  treatment  of  the  African  fever,  and 
his  great  and  extended  influence  with  the  natives. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  all  this  a  most  solemn  and  impressive  call 
upon  our  Church  at  home  to  a  deeper  interest  than  ever  in  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions,  and  to  increased  liberality  in  its  support,  in  order  that  we  may  prop¬ 
erly  meet  the  grave  responsibilities  which  are  thus  laid  upon  us. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  these  facts  we  heartily  endorse  the  call  of  the 
Board  upon  our  churches  for  at  least  $40,000  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
during  the  next  two  years,  and  earnestly  exhort  our  pastors  and  people  to  make 
every  possible  effort  to  raise  this  amount. 

2.  On  the  Missionary  fournal.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  endorse  the 
action  of  the  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  in 
establishing  the  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal,  and  that  we  commend  this 
paper  to  our  pastors  and  people  as  eminently  deserving  of  their  patronage,  and 
hereby  call  upon  them  with  all  earnestness  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  extend  its 
circulation. 

3.  On  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Resolved,  That  we  unite  with  the 
Board  in  congratulating  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  General  Synod,  on  the  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts  during 
the  past  two  years,  both  in  the  organization  of  new  societies  and  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  funds,  and  especially  in  the  sailing  of  their  first  missionary  to  India,  and 
the  wide  prospect  of  usefulness  which  is  before  her  there  ;  and  that  we  cordially 
commend  their  work  to  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  our  pastors  and  of  all 
our  devoted  Christian  women. 
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4.  On  the  Children's  Society.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  Children's 
Missionary  Society  a  most  valuable  means  of  interesting  the  children  and  young 
people  of  our  churches  in  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  training  them  to- 
become  intelligent  and  liberal  supporters  of  it  in  the  future  ;  and  that  we,  there¬ 
fore,  recommend  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents  who  have  not  yet  done  sor 
to  introduce  it  into  their  churches  and  Sunday-schools,  and  express  the  hope 
that  its  membership  may  be  so  increased  as  to  enable  it  to  realize  its  wish  to 
support  both  Bro.  Rowe  and  Bro.  Schnure  as  children’s  missionaries. 

5.  On  Contribution  of  American  Tract  Society.  Resolved,  That  we  grate¬ 
fully  recognize  the  liberality  of  the  American  Tract  Society  in  appropriating 
$100  a  year  in  aid  of  the  tract  work  in  our  India  mission. 

6.  On  the  India  Endowment  Fund.  Resolved,  That  we  place  on  record  our 
high  appreciation  of  the  wise  and  beneficent  liberality  of  the  “  Friend  of  Mis¬ 
sions,”  who  has  recently  given  $2,000  towards  a  permanent  fund  in  aid  of  the 
training  of  native  helpers  in  India,  as  reported  by  the  Board,  and  that  we  ex¬ 
press  the  hope  that  many  others  may  follow  the  example  thus  set  before  them. 

7.  On  the  Temporary  Training  School  in  India.  Resolved,  That  we  cor¬ 
dially  approve  of  the  establishment  of  a  Temporary  Training  School  in  Guntur, 
on  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Board,  in  order  to  meet  the  pressing  demand  for 
an  immediate  reinforcement  of  our  staff  of  native  helpers ;  and  that  we-  com¬ 
mend  the  same  to  the  patronage  of  our  people,  with  the  hope  that  the  desired* 
number  of  contributors  may  be  secured  at  an  early  day. 

8.  On  Interior  IVork  in  Africa.  Resolved,  That  we  renew  the  recommen¬ 
dation  made  to  the  Board  two  years  ago,  to  take  steps  towards  exploring  the 
interior  of  our  African  Mission  field,  and  extending  our  work  in  that  direction, 
whenever  they  shall  see  their  way  clear  to  do  so. 

9.  On  Mission  Statistics.  Resolved,  That  we  request  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Synod  to  incorporate  the  statistics  of  our  Missions  in  the  Parochial 
Table,  as  far  as  he  may  find  it  possible  to  do  so. 

10.  On  Securing  an  Act  of  Incorporation  iti  the  State  of  Maryland,  Re¬ 
solved,  That  the  Board  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  apply  for  an  act  of  in¬ 
corporation  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  which  it  is  now  located,  if  in  their 
judgment  it  is  deemed  expedient.

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  General  Synod — Brethren  : 
It  is  with  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father — with  pleasure  and  gratification, 
that  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  would  submit,  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  for  your  information  and  consideration,  its  Sixth 
Biennial  Report. 

positive  declination  of  the  board. 

In  its  report,  made  at  the  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  in  Wooster,  O., 
the  Board,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  confidence  heretofore  reposed  in  it  by 
the  General  Synod,  and  believing  it  to  be  “for  the  good  of  the  cause,”  ex¬ 
pressed  its  intention  of  respectfully,  but  positively  declining  a  re-appointment. 

Irrespective  of  this  declaration,  the  General  Synod  re-appointed  the  Board 
for  another  term  of  two  years. 

To  present  itself  in  the  true  light  of  consistency  in  regard  to  its  declaration, 
and  in  again  accepting  the  appointment,  the  Board,  at  its  re-organization,  July 
-8th,  1879,  unanimously  adopted  the  following: 

“  In  organizing  this  Board  for  another  term  of  two  years,  we  are  not  unmind¬ 
ful  of  the  resolution  appended  to  our  last  report,  positively  declining  a  re¬ 
appointment. 

“Our  adoption  of  that  resolution  was  based  on  the  belief  that  ‘  the  good  of 
the  cause’  of  Home  Missions,  as  it  seemed  to  us,  required  a  change  of  the 
Board.  If  the  General  Synod  held  the  same  opinion,  and  adopted  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  we  would  be  satisfied  that  our  opinion  was  right,  and  would  heartily  ac¬ 
quiesce  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Synod.  If  the  General  Synod  thought 
differently,  and,  ‘  for  the  good  of  the  cause,’  reappointed  the  former  Board,  not 
withstanding  its  resolution,  we  should  feel  satisfied  again  that  our  opinion  was 
not  the  sense  of  the  Church  ;  and  that  we  should  consider  it  our  duty  to  respect 
this  judgment,  and  obey  the  order  of  the  General  Synod. 

“We  accept  the  action  of  theGeneral  Synod  on  this  whole  subject  as  a  candid 
expression  of  the  judgment  of  the  Church  on  the  question  of  Home  Missions ; 
and  will  consent  to  serve  in  this  Board  so  long  as  we  can  feel  reasonably  sure 
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of  the  sympathy  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Church  with  the  Board  in  its. 
work.” 

In  the  spirit  of  this  action,  the  Board  has  been  putting  forth,  as  best  it  could* 
every  effort,  and  adopting  every  measure,  which,  in  its  judgment,  might  greatly 
enhance,  and  render  more  effective,  the  important  work  committed  to  its  care 
and  management ;  and  whilst  the  results  have  been  very  gratifying  and  encour- 
aging,  according  to  the  funds  employed,  yet  they  are  not  equal  to  the  many  and 
promising  opportunities  afforded,  nor  in  accordance  with  the  expectations  of  the 
Board,  or  of  the  Church. 

Statistical  Statement  of  the  Results. 

The  following  is  a  statistical  account  of  the  operations  of  the  missions  under 
the  care  of  the  Board  for  a  period  of  two  years,  from  June  1st,  1879,  to  June 
1st,  1S81,  inclusive. 


Number  of  Missions. 

In  the  Fifth  Biennial  Report,  made  at  the  General  Synod  in  1879,  the  Board 
reported  forty-seven  missions  under  its  care.  Though  it  entered  upon  the  last 
term  of  two  years  with  a  depleted  treasury,  with  a  debt,  and  with  but  little  pros¬ 
pect  of  any  considerable  increase  in  the  receipts,  yet  eighteen  new  missions  have 
been  added  to  the  list :  thus  making  sixty-five  in  all  supported  by  the  funds  of 
the  Board. 


Distribution  of  Missions. 

These  sixty-five  missions  were  distributed  among  the  States  as  follows :  Mis¬ 
souri^;  Kansas,  9;  Illinois,  8;  West  Virginia,  3;  Pennsylvania,  9;  Ohio,  9; 
New  York,  5;  Iowa,  7;  Kentucky,  2;  Nebraska,  3;  Michigan,  Maine,  District 
of  Columbia,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  Indiana,  and  Maryland,  each  1.

Central  Illinois,  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  each  5;  Maryland,  4;  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Nebraska,  and  Northern  Illinois,  each  3;  Pittsburg,  Central  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Olive  Branch,  Wittenberg,  Northern  Indiana,  each  2  ;  Miami,  Alle¬ 
gheny,  Susquehanna,  Hartwick,  West  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Franckean* 
Wartburg,  and  Ansgari,  each  1.

SELF-SUSTAINING  MISSIONS. 

Eight  of  the  missions  have  become  self-sustaining,  viz.,  Princeton,  Ill.,  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  Harper’s  Ferry,  W.  Va.,  Verona,  Mo.  (Swed¬ 
ish),  St.  Stephen’s  (German),  Chicago,  Ill.,  Clearfield,  Pa.,  and  Stone  Mills, 
N.  Y. 

Seven  of  the  missions  have  built  houses  of  worship,  viz.:  Bryan,  O.,  1  .  Dick¬ 
son,  Tenn.,  2;  Loudonville,  O.,  I  ;  Hays  City,  Kansas,  1  ;  Tekamah,  Neb.,  I ; 
Upper  Sandusky,  O.,  I;  and  one  purchased  by  the  Brooklyn  Mission — in  all, 
eight  houses  of  worship. 

Six  of  the  missions  have  houses. of  worship  in  process  of  construction,  some  of 
which  may  be  completed  during  the  coming  fall,  viz.:  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
Bunker  Hill,  Kansas,  Capitol  Hill,  D.  C.,  Davenport,  Iowa,  Greenleaf,  Kan¬ 
sas,  and  Salina,  Kansas. 


MISSIONS  DISCONTINUED. 

Three  of  these  missions,  though  vacant  for  several  years,  have  been  retained 
on  the  list  with  the  hope  that  they  might,  as  in  similar  cases,  be  put  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  justifying  the  Board  in  continuing  them.  But  they  have  been  discontinued. 
They  are  Mount  Vernon,  O.,  Monongahela  City,  Pa.,  and  Keokuk,  Iowa.  One , 
Decatur,  Ind.,  recently  added  to  the  list,  has  also  been  discontinued  after  three 
months  trial.  Four  missions,  therefore,  have  been  discontinued. 

Seven  of  the  missions  are  now  vacant.

MEASURES  FOR  THE  GREATER  ENLARGEMENT  AND  EFFECTIVENESS 

OF  THE  WORK. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Board  appointed  a  committee  of  three 
of  its  members  to  prepare  a  digest  of  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Synod  on  the 
subject  and  measures  of  the  Plome  Mission  work  ;  and  also  to  propose  any 
other  suggestions  and  plans  for  its  prosecution.. 

The  committee  presented  the  following  resolutions  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
the  measures  which  it  thought  necessary  to  carry  out  the  wish  of  the  Synod,  and 
which  it  believed  would  give  increased  efficiency  and  success  to  the  woi'k. 

RAISING  FUNDS. 

In  regard  to  the  amount,  and  method,  of  raising  funds,  the  General  Synod 

u  Resolved,  That  the  amount  of  $20,000  for  Home  Missions,  and  $10,000  for 
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'Church  Extension,  be  raised  annually  from  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod; 
that  this  amount  be  equally  apportioned  among  the  District  Synods ;  that  each 
District  Synod  be  responsible  for  securing  its  quota ;  that  the  method  of  raising 
the  amounts  be  left  to  each  District  Synod;  and  that  each  charge  be  held 
responsible  to  its  respective  Synod  for  its  quota.” 

This  resolution  was  no  stranger  to  the  Board.  It  was  familiar  with  its  oft- 
repeated  utterances  of  promise;  and  often  discouraged  and  unable  to  doits 
work,  because  of  the  failures  to  fulfill  the  promise. 

The  second  resolution  of  the  General  Synod  was, 

11  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  its  Boardsshould  not  merely 
disburse  funds,  but  should  also  promote  the  securing  of  funds  for  their  respec¬ 
tive  objects.” 

Appreciating  the  sense  of  the  Synod,  and  desirous  to  conform  to  the  measure 
•contemplated  in  the  above  resolutions  and  judgment  of  the  Synod,  the  Board 
adopted  the  following  : 

1.  That  the  Secretary  correspond  with  either  the  Secretary  or  other  officers 
of  each  Synod,  in  relation  to  what  the  General  Synod  has  enjoined  and  requires 
of  the  District  Synods,  on  the  subject  of  raising  funds  for  the  respective  objects 
of  the  Boards. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  visit  the  several  Synods  and  present  the  claims  of  the 
Boards. 

3.  That  when  necessary,  members  of  the  Boards  shall  assist  the  Secretary  in 
'visiting  and  presenting  the  work  of  the  Boards  to  the  Synods. 

4.  That  the  Boards,  through  the  Secretary  and  others,  shall  visit  the  congre¬ 
gations  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
.Extension. 

5.  That  the  subject  of  securing  funds  be  a  matter  of  frequent  publication  in 
ithe  church  papers. 

6.  That  when  and  where  it  is  thought  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  or  Secretary,  meetings  shall  be  held  specially  for  Home  Missions. 

PUBLISHING  HOME  MISSION  INTELLIGENCE. 

To  facilitate  the  efforts  in  securing  funds,  as  well  as  to  advance  the  general 
work,  the  Board,  at  its  first  meeting,  also  adopted  measures  by  which  Home 
Missionary  intelligence  might  be  more  extensively  and  regularly  circulated 
throughout  the  Church. 

The  Board,  therefore,  resolved  to  secure  a  free  and  liberal  use  of  the  columns 
of  the  Church  papers  for  the  publishing  of  Home  Missionary  intelligence,  and  to 
ipublish,  as  often  as  it  deemed  necessary,  Home  Mission  tracts  for  general  circu¬ 
lation,  as  recommended  by  the  General  Synod  at  Carthage,  Illinois;  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  systematic  correspondence  with  advisory  Boards  of  Synods, 
traveling  missionaries,  woman’s  missionary  societies,  missions  and  missionaries. 

The  Board,  however,  felt  the  necessity  of  having  a  journal  of  its  own,  for  the 
purpose  of  having  Home  Missionary  and  Church  Extension  intelligence  in  a 
more  compact  form,  and  for  giving  it  a  wider  circulation.  It,  therefore, 
resolved  to  publish,  monthly,  a  Home  Missionary  Journal. 
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But  before  arrangements  were  completed  for  its  first  issue,  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  made  overtures,  contemplating  the  union  of  the  Boards  in  the 
publication  of  a  paper  combining  and  representing  the  interests  of  both. 

Subsequent  conferences  on  the  subject  resulted  in  the  determination  of  the 
Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Church  Extension,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to  publish 
unitedly  a  missionary  paper  known  as  “  The  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal." 

The  success  of  this  journal  has  been  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations, 
reaching  at  the  present  time  about  nine  thousand  subscribers.  It  is  a  journal 
equal  to  any  like  it  published  by  any  denomination.  It  gives  thorough  and  ex¬ 
tensive  information,  in  a  compact  and  convenient  form,  on  all  our  missionary 
operations.  It  has  been  the  means  of  awakening  a  greater  interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  in  the  cause  of  missions  in  our  Church  than  ever  before  existed.  It  is  a 
marvel  of  cheapness ;  will  more  than  sustain  itself,  leaving  a  balance,  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  to  be  distributed  among  the  different  objects  of  the  Synod. 

TRAVELING  MISSIONARIES. 

On  this  subject  the  Synod  simply  resolved,  “  That  it  reaffirms  its  action 
adopted  at  the  meeting  at  Carthage.”  That  action  was  : 

“  Whereas,  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  no  authority  to  appoint  and 
sustain  ‘  evangelists’  or  traveling  missionaries  in  the  West,  and  believing  that 
this  is  the  only  method  by  which  we  can  secure  and  foster  our  Lutheran  ma¬ 
terial  in  this  vast  mission  field  ;  therefore, 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  empowered  to  appoint  and 
sustain  such  ‘  evangelists,’  or  missionaries,  wherever  they  may  deem  it  most 
practicable. 

On  motion  it  was 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be  referred  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Board.” 

In  regard  to  the  re-affirming,  by  the  Synod,  of  its  former  action,  and  the  re¬ 
ferring  of  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  the  Board  adopted  the  follow¬ 
ing  : 

“  Whilst  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  still  regards  the  employment  of  trav¬ 
eling  missionaries  as  an  experiment,  and  not  as  certainly  the  best  means  to  be 
employed  for  the  most  successful  prosecution  of  our  Home  Mission  work,  we 
yet  hail  with  gratification  the  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  the  Woman’s  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  to  raise  funds  for  this  object;  and  we  resolve  that,  whenever  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  are  received  from  this  source,  we  will  use  such  funds  for  this  spe¬ 
cific  purpose  until  it  is  evident  to  us  that  the  means  thus  contributed  could  be 
more  profitably  spent  in  the  regular  channels  of  our  home  mission  work.” 

The  time  for  the  re-appointment  of  the  traveling  missionary  in  Kansas  having 
come,  the  Board  took  the  matter  under  consideration.  The  Maryland  Synod, 
the  largest  contributor  to  the  traveling  missionary  fund,  having  appropriated 
$500  for  the  previous  year,  sent,  through  its  Secretary,  its  action  on  the  question 
of  renewing  its  contributions  : 

“ Resolved ,  That  inasmuch  as  our  contributions  last  year  for  this  purpose  were 
made  with  a  view  to  trying  the  experiment  of  employing  traveling  missionaries; 
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and  inasmuch  as  we  believe  that  this  experiment  has  now  been  fairly  tried,  we 
do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  renew  the  special  effort  of  last  year.” 

To  have  re-appointed  the  traveling  missionary  would  have  necessitated  the 
Board  to  supply  the  large  deficiency  in  his  salary  out  of  the  general  fund,  and 
thus  take  that  amount  from  the  support  of  the  regular  work. 

The  Board  therefore,  took  the  following  action  : 

“  Since  the  Maryland  Synod  has  declined  to  renew  the  special  effort  of  last 
year  to  raise  any  specified  sum  for  the  support  of  a  traveling  missionary  in 
Kansas  ;  since  the  Kansas  Synod  has  not  paid  the  full  amount  of  its  pledge  last 
year ;  and  since  the  Board  cannot  use  its  receipts  to  the  general  fund  for  this 
purpose ;  therefore, 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Board  cannot  see  its  way  clear  to  re-appoint  a  traveling 
missionary  after  the  close  of  the  present  year,  December  i,  1879.” 

On  this  action  of  the  Board,  the  Kansas  Synod  re-appointed  the  traveling 
missionary,  securing  his  support  from  its  own  synodical  pledges,  from  the  Wo¬ 
man’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  from  individual  sources. 

In  April,  1880,  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Nebraska  Synod  recommended 
the  appointment  of  a  brother  as  traveling  missionary  for  the  State  of  Nebraska. 

In  regard  to  this  recommendation,  the  following  action  was  had : 

“Whereas,  the  Board  has  no  funds  with  which  to  support  a  traveling  mis¬ 
sionary,  or  even  sufficient  with  which  to  carry  on  the  regular  work  of  the  Board, 
or  to  meet  the  many  urgent  and  promising  points  demanding  aid  of  the  Board  ; 
therefore, 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Board  cannot  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Nebraska  Synod  to  commission  a  traveling  missionary  for  that 
field  at  present,  nor  until  it  has  an  amount  contributed  and  paid  into  its  treasury 
sufficient  for  that  purpose.” 

The  Advisory  Committee,  on  its  own  responsibility,  appointed  a  traveling 
missionary,  and  appealed  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  aid  in  his  support. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  willing  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $500,  and 
pay  it  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  “  said  appropriation  to 
be  used  as  soon  as  there  is  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  remaining  amount 
necessary  will  be  ready  when  needed,  and  a  suitable  man  is  appointed  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board.” 

The  Board  has  not  yet  been  able  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  action 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  no  one  has  yet  been  appointed  traveling  mis¬ 
sionary  for  Nebraska,  although  the  Board  has  made  several  efforts  to  secure  a 
suitable  man.  If  the  proper  person  could  have  been  found,  and  who  would 
have  accepted  the  position,  the  appointment  would  have  been  promptly  made. 
women’s  work  in  home  missions. 

A  new  feature  has  been  introduced,  or  rather  an  auxiliary  department  has, 
for  the  first  time,  been  actively  identified  with  the  Board  in  its  work — “  The 
Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society .” 

The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Society  requested  the  Board  to  designate 
certain  objects,  or  special  points,  in  which  it  could  aid  the  Board  in  carrying  on 
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its  work.  The  Board  selected  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Daven¬ 
port,  la.,  and  Freeport,  Ills.,  and  recommended  especially  San  Francisco ,  as  an 
important  point  for  the  work  of  the  Committee.  The  Board  obtained  facts 
through  one  of  its  members  who  had  visited  San  Francisco,  and  by  subsequent 
communications  with  a  prominent  Lutheran  residing  there,  which  gave  bright 
promise  of  a  successful  work.  The  Board  resolved  to  open  a  mission  there  as 
a  centre  for  still  further  operations  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  made  several  at¬ 
tempts  to  induce  brethren  whom  it  thought  qualified  to  take  charge  of  the  work, 
but  failed.  It  felt  assured,  though  it  had  no  funds  in  its  treasury,  that  if  a 
suitable  man  could  be  secured,  the  women  of  the  Church  would  furnish  the 
means,  and  the  General  Sy.iod  would  soon  have  a  self-sustaining  church  in  that 
great  city. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  visited  by  a  brother  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  subsequently  and  thoroughly  canvassed  by  another 
brother,  and  the  Secretary,  who  reported  to  the  Board  the  favorable  opportu¬ 
nities  for  continuing  the  work  there.  To  be  successful,  however,  it  was  plain 
to  the  Board  that  the  mission  must  be  located  in  a  part  of  the  city  different 
from  what  it  had  been;  and  in  doing  this,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a 
chapel,  or  some  suitable  place  of  worship,  as  soon  as  possible.  This  would  re¬ 
quire  the  purchase  of  a  lot,  which,  with  the  erection  of  a  chapel,  would  necessi¬ 
tate  the  immediate  outlay  of  some  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Desirous  of  im¬ 
proving  the  opportunity,  and  knowing  that  an  appeal  to  the  missionary  women 
of  the  Church  for  aid  to  sustain  the  missionary  would  be  cheerfully  and 
promptly  responded  to,  the  Board  called  for  contributions  to  enable  it  to  buy  a 
lot,  and  put  up  a  chapel ;  but  the  Church  made  no  response. 

Recently,  by  the  generous  aid  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Society,  the  Board  has  been  able  to  open  a  mission  in  the 
thriving  city  of  Freeport,  Illinois.  The  brother  selected  for  that  field  has  ac¬ 
cepted  the  call,  and  the  Committee  have  undertaken  his  support;  so  that  the 
women  of  our  Church  have  begun  their  home  work  in  this  great  country,  and 
are  now  unitedly  and  actively  co-operating  with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
in  supplying  the  destitute  and  needy  children  of  the  General  Synod,  with  the 
ordinances  of  the  gospel,  and  of  their  own  Church,  as  well  as  lending  a  help¬ 
ing  hand  in  the  great  cause  of  home  evangelization — a  work  unsurpassed  in  im¬ 
portance,  magnitude,  demands  and  results,  by  any  other  work  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  or  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod. 

SPECIAL  MENTION  OF  MISSIONS. 

Without  disparagement  to  other  missions,  the  Board  think  it  proper  to  make 
special  mention  of  the  prosperity  of  a  few  of  the  missions. 

Topeka,  Kansas,  without  a  missionary  since  1874,  is  now  supplied,  and  the 
work  is  very  promising.  The  missionary  writes:  “Thanks  be  to  God  the  dead 
are  alive:  the  lost  are  found.  The  despondent  are  taking  heart  again.” 
During  the  first  quarter  of  his  efforts,  there  were  fifteen  accessions.  llad  the 
Board  heeded  the  advice  of  some,  long  ago  this  mission  would  have  been 
abandoned,  the  Church  sold,  and  the  work  pronounced  a  failure. 
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Atchison,  Kansas,  was  once  a  promising  mission  point,  but  through  bad  manr 
agement  was  disbanded;  but  new  life  has  been  imparted  to  the  few  faithful 
ones,  and  the  once  forsaken  mission  will  revive,  and  after  while  become  a  self- 
sustaining  congregation. 

Satina,  Kansas. — In  1872  it  was  thought  best  to  give  up  the  work  there;  but 
the  Board  held  on,  and  now  Salina  is  one  of  the  most  promising  missions.  A 
beautiful  and  very  desirable  location  for  a  church  has  been  secured  and  paid 
for.  Material  is  on  the  ground,  and  the  most  handsome  Lutheran  church  edi¬ 
fice  in  the  State  of  Kansas  will  be  erected  this  summer.  The  citizens  of  the 
place  have  nobly  shown  their  appreciation  of  the  work  by  contributing  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  toward  the  building  of  the  church.  Thus,  by  “  push  and  pluck,”- 
out  of  the  smouldering  ashes  of  the  old  mission  will  arise  a  new  and  vigorous- 
congregation. 

Then  too,  Hays  City  and  Bunker  Hill,  of  the  same  state,  are  pushing  forward 
a  prosperous  work.  The  former,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  had 
only  a  small  organization  ;  now  the  congregation  is  quite  large — the  leading 
one  in  the  place — and  worships  in  a  beautiful  church,  erected  by  the  liberality 
and  self-denial  of  its  own  people. 

Tekamah,  Neb.,  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  had  no  existence  as  a  mission.  Now 
there  is  quite  a  flourishing  congregation,  and  a  church  edifice  out  of  debt,  and 
built  by  its  own  membership. 

Davenport,  la.,  where  a  mission  was  started  in  1859,  but  for  want  of  the  spirit 
of  “  hold  on,”  was  given  up,  is  now  taking  a  new  start,  and  bids  fair  to  become 
one  of  our  prominent  missions.  The  missionary  writes:  ‘‘By  the  time  this 
reaches  you,  the  lot  will  be  paid  for.  It  cost,  with  interest,  $1,600.  It  is  a 
fine  corner  lot,  100x145,  ant^  will  bring  to-day  $2,500.  We  consider  every 
prospect  good  for  the  growth  of  the  mission.  With  what  funds  I  have  col¬ 
lected,  and  what  I  may  yet  collect  and  raise  here,  we  expect  to  put  up  the 
church  free  of  debt.” 

The  prospects  of  the  mission  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y,  are  very  encouraging. 
Since  the  purchase  of  the  cheapest  and  most  beautiful  church  edifice  among  all 
our  mission  churches,  and  its  location  in  another  part  of  the  city,  the  mission' 
has  advantages  for  growth  and  permanency  it  never  had  before.  Though  at 
present  incumbered  with  a  debt — a  debt  any  set  of  wise  men  would  have 
incurred — yet,  with  its  removal,  the  mission  has  opportunities  for  success  the 
most  flattering.  And  if  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  does  not 
respond  promptly  to  the  recent  effort  and  appeal  of  the  brethren,  she  ought 
never  have  another  opportunity  for  enlargement,  nor  another  mission. 

The  two  missions  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  are  doing  a  good  work,,  the'resulls- 
of  which  are  very  gratifying.  The  organization  of  the  third  mission  Sabbath- 
school,  with  over  two  hundred  scholars,  gives  promise  of  the  establishment,  at 
no  distant  day,  of  the  third  mission.  The  vantage  ground  which  those  two 
missions  have  gained,  in  that  populous  city,  is  a  matter  of  congratulation:  and 
if  timely  and  properly  improved,  will  be  the  key  that  will  open  the  great  South 
to  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  a  few  months  the  first  mission  will  be  self- 
sustaining.

PROCEEDINGS  RELATING  TO  THE 


The  missions  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  and  Chapitol  Hill,  DC  C .,  are  both 
engaged  in  making  preparations  for  building  new  churches  to  take  the  places  of 
the  old  ones;  and  both  give  evidence  of  permanent  success  in  the  near  future. 

Kansas  City  has  taken  a  new  start,  and  promises  to  become  a  very  important 
mission  as  a  centre  in  the  Home  Missionary  work  of  the  West. 

And  to  these  might  be  added  the  two  very  important  missions  which  have 
recently  become  self-sustaining,  viz  :  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  St.  Louis, 
Missouri .  Their  position  and  influence  in  the  cities  where  located ;  their  edu¬ 
cation  as  mission  churches;  the  spirit  of  their  membership;  the  character  of 
their  work,  must  all  tend  toward  the  development  of  a  greater  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  interest,  and  of  affording  the  Church  great  encouragement  to  go  forward  in 
multiplied  efforts,  and  the  liberal  furnishing  of  means  for  a  work  so  important 
in  her  extension  and  life. 

In  short,  the  missions,  as  a  general  thing,  give  unmistakable  signs  of  a 
healthy  progress,  as  well  as  undisputed  evidence,  that  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  has  not  been  unmindful  of  its  responsibilities,  and  also  that  its  work 
is  not  a  failure.  In  the  home  work,  there  are  difficulties,  obstacles  and  per¬ 
plexities  which  require  a  patient  waiting — a  quiet  endurance  of  ignorant  mis¬ 
apprehension,  and  a  skillful,  judicious  management,  equaled  by  but  few  of  the 
enterprises  of  the  church.  And  although  these  difficulties  have  been  great 
for  the  past  few  years,  yet  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  can  congratulate  the 
Synod,  as  well  as  itself,  that  it  can  present  the  home  missionary  work  as  in  a 
better  condition  than  at  any  time  in  its  history,  and  can  assure  the  Synod  that, 
if  its  present  prosperity  and  opportunities  are  properly  husbanded  and  promptly 
met,  the  work  will  eventually  become  all  that  the  Church  could  desire. 

To  the  success  of  the  work,  none  have  contributed  more  than  the  noble  band 
of  home  missionaries.  We  who  have  been  nearest  to  them,  who  have  known 
their  work,  their  difficulties,  their  unheralded  self-denials,  their  unremitting 
toil,  as  well  as  their  anxieties,  and  the  hindrances  of  their  efforts,  can  testify  to 
the  effective  work  they  have  done,  and  the  prominent  part  they  have  taken  in 
giving  success  to  the  cause.  And  no  band  of  Christian  workers  are  more 
worthy  the  deep-toned,  universal  loving  sympathy  and  hearty  liberal  support  of 
the  church  than  these  who  are  bearing  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  vast  harvest 
field  and  toil  of  home  evangelization — -of  bearing  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel 
to  the  destitute  and  scattered  ones  of  our  beloved  Zion. 

RESUME  OF  THE  WORK. 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Board  for  the  two  years  : 

I.  The  Board  has  sustained  sixty-five  missions,  being  eighteen  more  than  the 
two,  and  tioenty  five  more  than  the  four  previous  years,  and  twelve  more  than  it 
has  had  on  its  list  since  its  organization. 

Eight  of  the  missions  became  self-sustaining,  being  three  more  than  the  two 
previous  years,  and  some  of  which  are  among  the  best  missions  ever  under  the 
care  of  the  Board,  and  have  now  taken  their  places  among  the  active,  efficient, 
and  influential  self-supporting  congregations  of  the  General  Synod. 

Eight  houses  of  worship  have  been  finished,  bought,  and  dedicated,  and  six 
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are  now  in  process  of  construction.  Of  the  former  there  are  five,  and  of  the 
latter,  one  more  than  the  two  preceding  years.  As  a  general  thing,  these 
houses  of  worship  are  of  a  much  better  style  of  architecture  than  any  formerly 
built,  and  are  monuments  of  the  self-denial  and  liberality  of  the  people. 

There  are  seven  vacancies,  three  less,  though  eighteen  missions  more,  than 
the  two  preceding  years. 

Whilst  the  accessions  have  not  been  so  large  as  might  have  been  expected, 
yet  the  losses  are  less  in  proportion  to  those  of  the  two  preceding  years. 

But  the  contributions  of  the  missions  show  a  most  surprising  increase,  and 
have  no  precedent  in  the  history  of  our  home  missionary  work.  They  gave,  in 
the  aggregate,  during  the  two  years,  $82,108.05,  or,  $26,119.53  more  than  the 
two  years  previous.  To  the  building,  repairing,  and  debts  of  churches,  they 
gave  $45,5 15.76,  or  $22,984.03  in  excess  of  the  two  preceding  years;  and  to 
the  four  benevolent  objects  of  the  Church,  they  contributed  $2,576.08,  an  ex¬ 
cess  of  $791.77.  Although  there  were  a  larger  number  of  missions  than  at 
any  other  time  under  the  management  of  the  Board,  yet  the  amount  contributed 
is  far  beyond  any  usual  proportion  between  the  difference  in  the  number  of 
members,  and  is  a  cause  of  great  encouragement,  as  it  indicates  the  spirit  of 
that  liberality  which  gives  vitality  and  success  to  the  work  of  the  Church. 

The  receipts  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board  show  gratifying  and  encouraging 
results.  For  the  two  years,  these  aggregate  $27,035.85,0!  which  $24,945.30 
were  received  from  the  synods  alone,  or  $3,483.93  more  than  had  been  received 
from  them  the  two  preceding  years ;  and  what  is  still  more  encouraging  is,  that 
although  there  was  no  one  in  the  field  soliciting,  yet  the  contributions  to  Home 
Missions  were  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  of  an  increase  of  the  last  over  the 
first  year ;  and  had  the  receipts  from  other  sources  been  as  large  as  they  were 
the  two  years  previous,  the  Board  would  have  received  within  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  the  amount  promised  by  the  General  Synod  for  two  years. 

The  receipts  have  been  such  that  the  Board  has  not  only  been  able  to  greatly 
increase  the  number  of  missions,  but  also  to  pay  its  indebtedness,  of  twenty- 
four  hundred  dollars,  and  still  have  a  surplus  in  its  treasury. 

In  the  matter  of  securing  funds,  the  Board  has  endeavored  faithfully  to  carry 
•out  the  instructions,  plans,  and  objects  of  the  General  Synod.  Immediately 
on  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  and  at  its  first  meeting,  it  adopted  measures 
looking  to  the  awakening  of  a  greater  interest  in  and  enlarged  contributions  to 
the  work.  It  made  frequent  appeals  through  the  church  papers  ;  every  clerical 
member  of  the  Board,  except  the  aged  President,  visited  synods,  both  east  and 
west,  with  a  view  to  present,  and  urge  them  to  put  into  execution,  the  resolu¬ 
tions  and  recommendations  of  the  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of  raising 
funds  for  the  work.  It  had  not  only  the  perplexities  and  obstacles  of  the  work 
itself  to  encounter,  but  was  burdened  with  the  anxiety  and  labor  of  devising  and 
execution  of  measures  to  raise,  for  its  treasury,  the  annual  amount  promised  by 
the  Synod  for  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 
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WITHDRAWAL  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

In  April,  1880,  the  Secretary  notified  the  Board  of  his  intention  to  withdraw 
from  the  secretaryship  the  first  of  the  following  June.  Failing  to  secure  a  suc¬ 
cessor  at  the  time,  the  Board  requested  the  Secretary  to  continue  acting  as  Secre¬ 
tary  pro.  tem .,  that  the  Board  might  have  more  time  to  obtain  some  one  to  take- 
his  place.  He  consented  to  do  so  ;  but  a  few  months  after  his  settlement  in  his 
present  pastorale,  he  found  that  his  pastoral  duties,  the  editing  of  the  Home 
Missionary  Department,  and  also  the  necessary  and  constant  demands  of  the 
General  Editorship  of  the  Missionary  Journal, .were  too  burdensome,  and  he 
therefore  requested  the  Board  to  relieve  him.  The  Board  positively  refused  to 
comply  with  his  request,  and  insisted  that  the  Secretary  remain  in  the  position 
until  the  present  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  He  reluctantly  yielded,  but 
has  attended  to  all  the  regular  duties  of  the  position  as  before,  except  traveling, 
and  visiting  churches,  synods,  and  the  missions. 

R  ECO  M  MEN  DAT  IONS . 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  present  the  following  rec¬ 
ommendations  for  the  consideration  of  the  Synod  : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  ascertain  of  each  District  Synod  as  to  whether  it 
raised  its  quota  for  Home  Missions  as  apportioned  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Synod. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  again  give  its  declaration  that  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  alone  has  the  right  to  establish  missions,  make  appropriations,  appoint 
Home  Missionaries ;  and  also,  that  all  contributions,  individual  or  otherwise,, 
go  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  for  its  disposal. 

3.  That  the  General  Synod  bear  in  mind  the  magnitude,  importance,  and 
demands  of  the  Home  Missionary  work,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  will  secure 
ample  means  to  carry  on  the  work  more  extensively  than  ever. 

4.  In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  on  the  territory  of  the  General  Synod,  and  in  view  of  the  constantly 
increasing  interest  of  these  causes  throughout  the  Church  ;  and  believing  that 
the  work  of  both  these  benevolent  objects  would  be  best  promoted  under  the 
management  of  separate  Boards  : 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  appoint  two  Boards  of 
separate  and  distinct  members,  one  to  operate  Home  Missions,  and  the  other 
Church  Extension.

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Board  of  Church  Extension. 


The  Board  of  Church  Extension  would  respectfully  present  its  Sixth  Bi¬ 
ennial  Report  from  June  ist,  1879,  to  June  ist,  1S81,  inclusive. 

As  usual,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  not  a  very  extensive  report  to 
make,  nor  much  to  indicate  that  its  operations  have  been  near  equal  to  the 
demands  made  upon  its  treasury,  or  that  it  has  been  able  to  attain  to  the  object 
of  its  organization  and  work. 

The  appeals  allowed  by  the  last  General  Synod  to  be  made  by  several  Mis¬ 
sion  churches,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  Church  Extension  funds,  the  failure 
of  the  General  Synod  to  fulfill  its  promise  to  raise  $10,000  annually  for  the 
work  of  the  Board,  together  with  the  action  of  several  Synods  appropriating 
their  Church  Extension  funds  to  the  building  of  churches  within  their  bounds, 
as  well  as  the  special  efforts  made  among  Synods  for  the  same  purpose,  have 
yery  materially  affected  the  receipts  of  the  Board  to  the  general  or  loan  fund, 
and  prevented  the  Board  from  doing  very  much,  directly,  in  its  general  work. 

AI’PEALS  ALLOWED. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Missions  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
Salina,  Kansas,  and  Davenport,  Iowa,  applied  to  the  Synod  for  permission  to 
make  efforts  among  the  churches  in  order  to  secure  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  houses  of  worship.  The  Synod  granted  the  request  of  the  first  two, 
and  referred  the  last  one  “  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension.”  The  Board  granted  similar  permission  to  the  mission  at 
Davenport. 

Since  then,  these  missions  have  been  before  the  congregations  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  by  appeals  through  our  Church  papers,  and  the  personal  solicita¬ 
tions  of  their  respective  pastors,  have  been  obtaining  pecuniary  aid  to  enable 
them  to  accomplish  their  objects. 

The  mission  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  has  purchased  a  beautiful  church  and  all  its 
furniture,  in  a  desirable  locality,  and  at  the  exceedingly  low  price  of  $25,000, 
the  building,  but  a  few  years  ago,  costing  $75,000.  This  mission,  among  its 
own  membership,  has  done  nobly  in  raising  funds  to  meet  its  liabilities ;  and  is 
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still  willing  to  carry  a  large  share  of  the  remaining  indebtedness,  providing  the 
Church  at  large  will  respond  in  a  liberal  contribution.  The  necessity  of  a 
suitable  house  of  worship  to  the  existence  and  success  of  this  mission,  as  well 
as  the  extreme  cheapness  of  the  building  purchased,  is  plain  to  every  one;  and 
the  fact  that,  if  successful  in  their  present  efforts  to  meet  their  liabilities,  the 
mission  will  become  self-sustaining,  should  prompt  the  churches  of  the  General 
Synod  to  raise  the  amount  needed. 

The  mission  at  Salina,  Kansas,  has  been  quite  successful  in  securing  funds. 
A  lot,  costing  $1,050,  and  in  a  very  desirable  locality,  has  been  purchased  and 
paid  for  ;  and  a  very  beautiful  church  edifice  is  being  erected  at  a  cost  of  about 
eight  thousand  dollars  when  completed.  The  citizens  contributed  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  towards  the  building. 

The  mission  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  has  secured  a  very  suitable  corner  lot  in  an 
excellent  locality,  costing  $1,600.  It  is  paid  for  by  collections  secured  from 
our  churches  ;  and  if  the  mission  desired  to  dispose  of  it,  the^  could  realize  at 
least  $2,500  for  it.  With  what  funds  they  have  on  hand,  ,and  with  what  they 
expect  to  secure  on  the  ground,  they  will  erect  the  chapel  'by  fall  free  of  debt. 

OTHER  APPEALS. 

Quite  a  number  of  other  missions  requested  the  Board  to  grant  them  the 
privilege  to  make  appeals  to  the  Church  at  large  for  help  in  building  houses  of 
worship;  but  the  Board  declined  complying,  on  the  ground  that  there  were  al¬ 
ready  several  of  the  missions  before  the  congregations  asking  for  aid. 

LOANS  ASKED  FOR. 

Many  of  the  Missions,  especially  those  in  the  West,  have  applied  to  the 
Board  for  loans  with  which  to  aid  in  the  erection  or  finishing  of  their  houses  of 
worship.  But  a  greatly  indebted  treasury  prevented  the  Board  from  making  the 
desired  loans. 

SYNODICAL  APPROPRIATIONS. 

Several  of  the  Synods .  have  appropriated  the  Church  Extension  funds 
recieved  from  their  congregations  to  the  payment  of  debts  accruing  from  the 
building  of  houses  of  worship  in  their  own  respective  bounds.  Whilst  this  is 
not  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Board,  yet  through  the  force  of  circumstances 
the  Board  has,  however,  very  reluctantly  yielded  to  what,  in  its  judgment,  is  a 
departure  from  the  original  object  in  the  organization  of  the  Board,  and  if  con¬ 
tinued,  must  result  in  serious  consequences  both  to  the  treasury  and  the  legiti¬ 
mate  work  of  the  Board. 


CLAIMS  COLLECTED. 

The  Board  has  been  unsuccessful  in  the  collection  of  the  many  claims  it 
holds  against  churches  to  which  loans  have  been  made.  After  the  loan 
has  been  secured,  and  a  little  time  has  passed,  there  seems  to  be  an  utter 
indifference  as  to  its  payment ;  and  in  some  cases  offence  is  taken  when 
appealed  to  for  payment,  and  in  others  a  plea  that  the  claim  be  entirely  can¬ 
celed  by  the  Board. 

In  a  few  cases,  however,  some  interest  and  principal  due  the  Board  have 
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been  paid,  as  also  some  claims  collected  from  churches  which  have  been  sold 
because  of  the  failure  or  disbanding  of  the  congregation.  The  names  and 
amounts  of  the  churches  which  have  paid  interest  or  principal,  or  which  have 
been  sold,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

Whilst  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  not  been  able  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  and  carry  on  the  work  of  Church  Extension  as  contemplated  in  its  or. 
ganization,  nevertheless  it  has  not  been  indifferent  to  its  responsibilities  nor  the 
cause.  It  has  made  appeals  through  our  Church  papers,  and  to  Synods,  to 
which  members  of  the  Board  have  presented  in  person  the  work  and  its  claims. 
The  Board  has,  in  short,  applied  its  energies  and  wisdom  and  efforts  to  awaken 
an  interest  in  this  important  cause,  and  to  secure  funds  that  the  work  might  be 
prosecuted  in  a  way  that  would  attain  its  end.  But  its  efforts  have  met  with  no 
encouragement  from  the  Church  at  large,  and  the  Board  has  been  compelled 
the  past  two  years,  as  in  many  previous  years,  to  contend  with  the  stern  reality 
of  an  empty  trea^iry  ;  and  because  of  this  it  has  been  subjected  to  the  mortifica¬ 
tion  of  seeing  many  promising  opportunities  pass  by  unimproved— the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  which,  however,  it  most  positively  disclaims. 

To  the  mind  of  the  Board,  there  is  in  the  Church  and  in  the  Synods,  a  great 
lack,  a  very  low  degree,  of  the  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  work  ot 
Church  Extension,  and  the  place  it  occupies  in  the  w’ork  of  Home  Missions;  and 
not  only  this,  but  there  is  such  a  diversion  of  the  funds  legitimately  belonging 
to  its  treasury  that  the  Board  can  scarcely  pay  the  annual  interest  on  its  liabili¬ 
ties. 

From  the  statement  of  receipts  and  condensed  account  of  the  transfer  of  the 
Board,  it  will  be  seen  that  instead  of  being  unfavorable  as  usual,  it  is  by  far  the 
best  showing  that  the  Board  ever  made.  By  comparison  with  the  report  made 
at  Wooster,  it  will  be  found  that  the  contributions  to  the  “General  Fund”  are 
about  75  per  cent,  more,  and  the  “  Donations”  about  400  per  cent.  more. 

It  will  also  be  observed  that  the  interest  paid  by  the  Board  is  quite  large,  be¬ 
ing  about  $4,000,  thus  indicating  a  very  large  indebtedness.  This  indebtedness 
has  greatly  interfered  with  the  operations  of  the  Board  ;  and  when  it  declined 
some  applications  for  loans,  it  was  because  of  a  depleted  treasury  and  because 
of  the  large  indebtedness  and  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  reduce  its  liabilities  in 
order  to  reduce  the  large  amount  of  interest. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  by  the  adoption  of  some  judicious  measure, 
the  debts  can  be  paid  off  in  about  four  years,  and  the  Board  have  a  capital  of 
$60,000  as  a  permanent  fund  with  which  to  carry  on  its  future  work  ;  and  this, 
with  the  annual  contributions,  would  render  it  an  effective  agent  in  extending 
our  Church,  as  well  as  giving  great  aid  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in  its 
operations. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  the  condition  of  the  work  of  Church  Extension,  and 
that  the  General  Synod  may  have  an  opportunity  to  know  and  duly  consider  the 
state  and  work  of  this  Board,  and,  if  possible,  adopt  some  measures  by  which 
the  obstacles  to  its  effectiveness  may  be  removed,  the  Board  respectfully  present 
the  following : 
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MINUTE  ON  CHURCII  EXTENSION. 

'Experience  is  the  test  of  methods.  Launching  out  in  any  enterprise,  we  need 
•■careful  watching  of  our  plans  and  the  way  of  operating  them.  Ways  and  means 
are  tried,  and  their  results  indicate  their  efficiency  or  inefficiency. 

The  Church  Extension  cause  has  had  a  place  in  our  Church  work  for  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century.  It  has  been  a  beginning  period — a  great  work  assumed  with 
small  means  and  heavy  demands — but  like  every  other  great  and  important 
work,  the  effort  must  be  made,  and  the  results  carefully  indicated. 

One  of  the  things  that  is  apparent  from  our  past  experience  is,  that  our  Church 
does  not  realize  as  fully  as  she  ought  the  relation  which  Church  Extension  bears 
to  other  great  agencies  of  home  evangelization.  From  the  meagreness  of  sup¬ 
port,  and  the  comparative  disregard  of  its  important  and  co-ordinate  relation  to 
Home  Missions,  we  are  led  to  this  conclusion. 

Another  thing  is  apparent,  and  that  is  if  we  continue  to  operate  Church  F.x- 
tion  at  this  same  slow  rate,  we  accomplish  but  little  in  the  direct  line  of  building 
churches  for  the  destitute,  and  proportionately  retard  the  work  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  with  which  it  is  connected  as  a  twin  sister.  It  is  highly  important  that 
Church  Extension  be  brought  up  to  the  very  front  of  evangelizing  agencies  in 
our  Church. 

NATURE  OF  THE  WORK. 

Church  Extension,  in  its  nature  and  aim,  is  essentially  progressive.  It  means 
enlargement,  spreading  out  wide  and  dotting  the  destitute  regions  with  church 
homes.  It  aims  at  possessing  the  land  and  building  upon  its  temples  of  wor¬ 
ship,  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  and  the  permanent  establishment  of  the 
'kingdom  of  Christ. 

Particular  and  settled  congregations  are  necessary  for  the  life  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  church,  and  they  require  permanent  home  sanctuaries  to  secure 
their  own  conservation,  as  well  as  to  bring  their  best  influences  to  bear  upon 
the  world  by  growing  in  grace,  and  in  faith,  and  in  love,  and  in  good  works. 
Young  and  enterprising  congregations,  animated  by  an  evangelical  spirit,  and 
guided  by  lofty  motives,  seek  to  settle  down  in  a  church  home  as  quickly  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and  often  under  the  heaviest  difficulties  and  severest  privations.  They 
give,  and  work  and  apply  their  best  efforts  for  the  accomplishment  of  their 
noble  purpose.  If  they  succeed,  they  set  up  another  temple  for  God,  and  fur¬ 
nish  an  altar  where  his  people  may  offer  their  stated  sacrifices. 

Every  year  there  are  numerous  calls  upon  the  Board  for  aid  to  young 
•churches  that  are  formed  in  the  hope  of  success — ind  they  are  worthy,  and  a 
little  help  will  encourage  their  work.  Set  them  on  their  feet,  ally  them  in  abid¬ 
ing  sympathy  with  the  whole  church,  and  they  will  be  enabled  to  hold  the  fort 
for  the  Master.  They  wish  to  get  and  to  hold  for  the  Lord. 

THE  CAUSE  HAS  NOT  BEEN  OVERLOOKED. 

Since  the  subject  was  first  introduced  into  the  Church,  it  has  not  failed 
•to  receive  attention.  There  has  been  much  said  about  it,  there  has  been  con¬ 
siderable  written,  and  for  resolutions  and  legislation,  general  and  specific,  it  has 
never  lacked.  At  every  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  reports  have  been  made 
*nd  adopted,  recommendations  have  been  entertained  and  discussed,  and  ac- 
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tive  measures  have  been  enacted  to  aid  the  Board  in  doing  the  work  well.  The 
representatives  of  the  whole  Church  have  taken  an  active  part  in  elaborating 
md  passing  a  fair  and  generous  apportionment  among  the  district  synods  and 
churches  for  the  support  of  this  cause.  The  same  general  body  appointed  a 
Board,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  management  of  the  General  Synod’s  Church 
Extension  work,  and  in  whom  its  interests  were  intended  to  be  centralized. 

But  with  all  that  was  said  and  done,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  complete  cen¬ 
tralization  has  not  been  realized,  apportionments  have  not  been  met,  and  the 
general  interest  in  the  cause  has  not  been  as  earnest  as  it  ought. 

DIFFERENCE  OF  OPINION  PREVAILS. 

Not  all  of  our  ministers  hold  the  same  views  in  regard  to  the  Church  Exten¬ 
sion  work,  nor  do  they  hold  the  same  opinion  in  regard  to  the  real  meaning  of 
the  action  of  General  Synod  on  the  subject.  Perhaps,  however,  this  difference 
of  view  obtains  only,  or  mainly  on  the  measure  of  apportionment  for  Church 
Extension.  The  sum  of  $10,000  per  annum  for  this  cause  is  regarded  appar¬ 
ently  as  a  random  amount  which  is  to  be  approximated;  and  any  money  con¬ 
tributed  for  anythirtg  resembling  Church  Extension  may  be  credited  on  account 
of  apportionment.  Some  think  that  credit  should  be  given  for  donations  to 
special  objects,  or  on  bequests,  or  payment  on  church  debt.  But  surely 
General  Synod  does  not  mean  this  in  its  action. 

A  more  plausible  argument,  however,  is  advanced  by  some,  that  special  con¬ 
tributions  to  objects  recommended  by  General  Syuod — such  as  Brooklyn  and 
Salina — ought  properly  be  credited  on  the  apportionment.  But  General  Synod 
has  not  said  so,  and  reasonably  does  not  mean  it;  yet  many  put  that  construction 
upon  its  action.  It  is  evident  that  these  Church  Extension  resolutions  are  not 
as  clearly  expressed,  and  the  real  meaning  of  the  General  Synod’s  action  not  so 
clearly  defined,  as  they  should  be  for  unanimity  of  action  in  the  Church. 

DISTRICT  SYNODS  DIFFER  IN  THEIR  ACTION. 

That  the  General  Synod  aims  at  centralization  in  Church  Extension  work 
does  not  seem  to  be  called  in  question.  The  main  object  of  creating  a  Board 
to  operate  Church  Extension  matters,  rather  than  carrying  on  the  work  by  a  So¬ 
ciety,  was  to  engage  the  whole  Church  in  hearty  co-operation,  and  to  concen¬ 
trate  the  whole  work  into  this  channel.  But  synods  have  continued  to  run  their 
own  Church  Extension,  select  their  own  beneficiaries,  and  appropriate  their  own 
funds.  Doubtless  synods  understand  the  nature  and  necessities  of  their  own 
territory  better  than  the  Board,  and  are  more  deeply  interested  in  home  than 
foreign  benefactions.  Every  district  synod  on  our  territory  could  find  objects 
enough  within  its  own  bounds  to  which  it  could  apply  all  the  funds  it  receives; 
but  this  method  is  subversive  of  the  purpose  aimed  at  by  the  General  Synod. 

/ 

PEOPLE  OF  THE  CHURCHES  DIFFER. 

If  ministers  are  not  unanimous,  it  is  not  likely  that  their  congregations  will' 
be.  The  people  of  our  churches  look  for  instruction  from  their  pastors,  and  are 
influenced  by  their  opinions  and  actions.  Congregations  are  generally  disposed 
to  fall  in  with  the  measures  adopted  by  Church  authorities  for  the  promotion  of 
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the  cause  of  God,  and  they  will  respond  to  calls  made  upon  them  for. this 
purpose. 

But  at  the  same  time  it  is  true  that  people  have  their  preferences  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  benevolence.  They  have  partialities  for  persons  and  for  objects.  They 
give  more  freely  to  one  than  to  another.  They  are  influenced  by  personal 
friendship  or  local  interest.  Appeals,  with  thrilling  incidents  of  want,  or  trial, 
or  suffering,  touch  their  hearts,  and  from  there  it  is  not  far  to  their  purses. 
Charity  is  easily  awakened  among  some  people.  Hence  appeals  in  our  Church 
papers  are  sent  out  on  the  errand  of  creating  sympathy  among  the  people. 
Large  amounts,  in  the  aggregate,  have  been  contributed  under  such  impulses. 
And  it  is  a  matter  of  rejoicing  that  good  results  can  be  realized  even  with  such 
measures.  But  after  all,  benevolence  should  be  practiced  by  system,  and  from 
a  sense  of  duty  to  the  cause  of  God,  rather  than  from  mere  impulse. 

Then  again,  many  people  will  rather  give  their  means  as  donations  than  as 
loans.  They  prefer  to  help  a  needy  church  by  gift  and  set  it  free,  rather  than 
extend  help  as  a  loan,  which  imposes  obligations  and  continues  the  burden. 
The  reports  of  the  different  District  Synods  show  what  a  large  proportion  of 
Church  Extension  funds  are  donated  to  special  objects.  It  is  Church  Extension 
work,  but  it  is  independent  of  system.  Funds  are  scattered  among  diversified 
objects.  There  is  not  the  concentration  of  means  sufficient  to  help  enterprise 
to  all  it  needs,  and  therefore  often  such  donations  are  lost.  There  is  seldom 
permanent  work  done  by  such  donations,  unless  they  are  given  in  sufficient 
amounts,  which  is  not  generally  done. 

In  this  regard  people  have  been  divided  in  sentiment.  Some  think  it  best  to 
give  to  a  needy  church  and  relieve  it  from  all  embarrassment.  Others  incline 
to  encourage  deserving  congregations  by  extending  aid  to  supplement  their  own 
means.  They  believe  such  a  help  a  greater  blessing  to  a  congregation  than  an 
absolute  gift. 

NEEDY  CHURCHES  WILL  APPEAL. 

The  encouragement  that  has  been  given  by  the  churches  to  special  appeals 
has  kept  up  this  practice.  And  as  long  as  weak  congregations  or  heavily  in¬ 
debted  churches  have  such  free  access  to  the  people,  these  appeals  will  continue. 
While  there  is  an  inclination  to  respond  to  these  strong  and  impressive  calls,  so 
long  will  there  be  plenty  of  anxious  and  persevering  applicants.  But  in  nearly 
all  instances  of  appeals  for  aid,  it  will  be  found  that  the  first  application  was 
made  to  the  Board ;  and  when  the  application  was  declined  because  of  an 
empty  treasury  and  no  prospect  of  any  funds  coming  in,  the  burdened  and  strug¬ 
gling  congregation,  naturally  stretched  forth  its  imploring  hands  for  assistance  to 
other  sources.  Those  needy  churches  feel  that,  when  they  are  turned  away  empty 
by  a  Board,  there  are  some  sympathetic  and  benevolent  people  in  the  Church 
who  can  be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  their  necessities,  and  so  these  appeals 
continue  to  be  made.  And  the  fact  is  that  such  necessitous  cases  are  always 
present,  and  cannot  be  avoided;  and  the  Church  must  provide  for  them. 

APPEALS  MAKE  LITTLE  IMPRESSION. 

Appeals  have  been  made  on  the  *floor  of  Synods  and  through  our  Church 
papers  for  the  most  deserving  and  promising  objects,  with  results  that  are  not 
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complimentary  to  our  Church.  A  few  years  ago  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
was  necessitated  to  incur  a  debt  of  $7,000.  A  plan  was  devised  by  the  Board, 
of  subscriptions  in  $50  shares,  to  be  taken  by  individuals  or  congregations  to 
make  up  this  indebteness.  This  benevolent  scheme  was  put  before  the  Church 
and  kept  there  for  over  two  years  before  the  amount  was  realized. 

Just  now  the  Brooklyn  Mission  is  on  its  knees  before  the  Church,  and  has 
been  for  two  years,  by  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod,  for  aid  to  lift 
it  up  out  of  financial  danger,  and  thus  secure  the  life  of  the  first  English  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn.  The  appeal  from  this  mission  is  so  urgent,  on 
account  of  the  purchase  of  one  of  the  most  desirable  church  properties  in  the 
city,  and  at  such  a  price  and  on  such  terms  as  to  recommend  it  to  every  friend 
of  our  Church.  But  the  fact  is,  that  with  all  the  efforts  of  the  pastor  before 
Synods,  and  through  correspondence  with  congregations  and  individuals,  together 
with  the  aid  of  the  Boards  and  the  friends  of  the  Mission,  only  about  $4,000 
have  been  realized  at  this  time.  If  the  Church  at  large  can  keep  dribbling  away 
for  nearly  two  years  at  $4,000,  to  secure  a  church  with  all  such  recommenda¬ 
tions  and  influences,  how  little  can  be  expected  from  appeals  to  the  cause! 

CAN  VVE  IMPROVE  ? 

Are  we  as  a  Church  to  be  satisfied  with  such  a  state  of  things  ?  Are  we  to 
drag  along  at  this  slow  and  miserable  rate?  Cannot  we  devise  slight  changes 
in  our  method  of  Church  Extension  work,  that  will  possibly  bring  about  greater 
interest  and  more  cordial  co-operation  ?  To  think  we  can  do  no  better  is 
unworthy  our  denominational  name ;  and  to  make  no  effort  to  improve  the 
■efficiency  of  our  Church  Extension  work  when  we  have  the  financial  ability,  will 
expose  us  to  ridicule.  At  the  same  time,  we  do  not  contend  that  all  depends  on 
particular  methods  or  special  times;  but  much  more  depends  on  a  cheerful  and 
liberal  spirit,  a  regular,  systematic  giving  to  the  cause  of  God  as  a  Christian 
duty.  Yet  we  need  a  well-defined  and  systematic  plan. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

Alter  considering  the  question  of  Church  Extension  in  the  light  as  it  appears 
to  us,  it  is  respectfully  recommended  : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  grant  no  more  permission  to  congregations,  missions 
or  self-supporting,  to  go  out  into  the  churches  to  solicit  aid  for  paying  church 
debts  or  building  churches  ;  and  that  no  appeals  be  made  for  such  purposes 
through  the  Church  papers,  except  by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

2.  Also,  that  all  funds  contributed  by  Conferences  and  Synods  for  Church 
Extension  purposes,  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  and  be  appropri¬ 
ated  to  their  proper  uses  by  the  Board. 

3.  Also,  that  the  General  Synod  designate  by  appropriate  action  two  distinct 
Church  Extension  funds,  viz;  a  l'Loan  or  General  Fund,”  and  a  “  Donation  or 
Special  Fund”  and  that  both  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension. 

( a )  The  “  Loan  or  General  Fund”  shall  be  subject  to  appropriations  as  loans 
to  weak  and  worthy  congregations — new  organizations  in  populous  localities, 
where  there  is  abundant  present  material,  and  where  reasonable  assurances  are 
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hand  of  speedy  self  support..  To  such  enterprises  it  is  thought  a  loan  is 
better  than  a  free  gift.  Congregations  proposing  to  enlarge  their  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship,  or  tear  down  old  churches  and  build  up  new,  and  weak  congregations 
burdened  with  debt,  may  obtain  loans  to  assist  them,  on  limited  time  and  good 
security.  But  loans  shall  be  considered  only  as  supplemental  aid,  and  to  be 
refunded  in  due  time  as  any  other  pecuniary  obligation. 

(3)  The  “  Donation  or  Special  Fund”  shall  be  subject  to  appropriations  as  do¬ 
nations  to  weak  and  deserving  congregations.  Young  congregations  struggling 
into  existence  and  working  for  a  church  heme,  amid  difficulties  and  financial 
weakness,  on  our  frontiers  or  in  our  cities  and  larger  towns,  where  material  for 
building  up  congregations  is  unquestioned,  shall  be  considered  proper  benefi¬ 
ciaries  of  this  fund.  Wherever  a  church  is  needed,  and  a  sufficient  nucleus  is 
formed  for  a  congregation,  hut  poor  in  means,  there  a  donation  of  funds  is 
proper  to  secure  a  beginning.  Young  and  destitute  congregations  deserve  this 
kind  of  encouragement  from  the  Church.  But  even  in  such  circumstances  it  is 
well  that  a  congregation  applying  for  a  donation  should  be  required  to  make  up 
an  equal  amount,  and  be  required  to  build  so  economically  that  the  church  or 
chapel  may  be  dedicated  free  of  debt.  Such  donations  should  not  ordinarily 
exceed  $500,  and  be  secured,  if  possible,  by  some  provisional  mortgage  against 
any  loss  to  the  Board  from  alienation  of  property.  And  no  part  of  the  Dona¬ 
tion  or  Special  Fund  shall  be  appropriated  to  any  congregation  for  the  payment 
of  Church  debt,  or  for  enlarging  or  repairing  or  improving  church  building  or 
property;  but  simply  for  aiding  young  and  needy  congregations  in  erecting 
chapels  or  churches. 

It  is  thought  that  this  change  in  our  method  of  Church  Extension  work  will 
meet  the  desires  of  all  our  people,  and  secure  more  general  co-operation  in  our 
work.  Let  all  the  funds  contributed  for  Church  Extension  purposes  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  and  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
Decline  all  appeals  to  the  Church  at  large  for  aid,  by  agents,  or  church  papers, 
cr  circulars,  and  authorize  the  Board  to  appeal  to  the  Church,  through  the 
press,  or  personal  agency,  for  aid  to  special  objects  or  to  the  Loan  Fund,  when 
in  its  judgment  such  appeal  is  deemed  necessary.  Apportion  a  sufficient  amount 
among  the  District  Synods  for  the  necessities  of  the  work,  and  require  these  con¬ 
tributions  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  properly  designating  to 
which  of  the  two  funds  they  shall  be  applied.  And  finally,  urge  a  cheerful  and 
active  co- operation  of  all  Synods  and  churches  in  carrying  out  the  measures  of 
the  General  Synod  on  the  cause  of  Church  Extension. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  present  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Synod  express  its  decision  as  to  the  propriety,  or  right,  of  Synods 
to  appropriate  Church  Extension  funds  contributed  by  their  congregations  to 
the  building  of  churches,  or  the  payment  of  church  debts,  within  their  respect¬ 
ive  bounds. 

2.  That  the  Synod  give  its  declaration  whether  funds  professedly  raised  for 
■Church  Extension  can  be  applied  to  making  up  apportionments,  when  those 
funds  do  not  go  through  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 
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3.  At  its  regular  meeting  in  May  last,  the  Board  adopted  the  following  r 
“ Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  interests  both  of  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  would  be  best  promoted  if  vested  in  separate 
Boards  ;  and  that  the  Secretary,  in  his  report  to  the  General  Synod,  recommend 
action  looking  thus  to  the  creation  of  a  separate  and  distinct  Board  for  the 
management  of  these  important  objects.” 

It  is  therefore  recommended,  that  the  General  Synod  concur  with  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Board,  and  constitute  a  Board  of  Church  Extension,  to  be  here¬ 
after  separate  and  distinct  in  its  membership  from  that  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Monday,  June  13,  1881,  9  a.  m. 

The  proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  being  suspended,  for  the 
Order  of  the  Day,  the  Publication  Society  convened. 

The  officers  of  the  General  Synod,  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay,  D.  D.,  Pres¬ 
ident,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Goodlin,  Secretary,  were  made  officers  of 
the  Publication  Society. 

Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  presented  his  report. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  present  Bienennial  Report  to  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  is  rendered  by  your  Board  with  a  sense  of  much  reason  for 
gratitude  to  God.  Two  years  ago,  when  the  last  Report  was  laid 
before  you,  it  was  thought  that  a  crisis  had  been  passed,  and  that 
the  hope  of  a  brighter  day  might  be  reasonably  indulged.  Since 
we  last  appeared  before  you,  the  Society’s  quarter-centenary  period 
was  reached  and  passed.  Although  allowed  to  come  and  go  in 
silence,  let  it  even  yet  be  referred  to,  after  the  lapse  of  a  year,  for 
the  sake  of  record,  as  having  marked  an  epoch  of  encouragement. 
Had  it  at  first  been  foreseen  that  the  labor  and  anxiety  of  a  quarter 
of  a  century  would  be  needed  to  reach  the  present  position,  perhaps 
not  a  few  hearts  would  have  failed  them  for  fear.  But  there  is  in 
this  history  an  illustration  of  that  highest  wisdom  which  veils  the 
end  from  the  beginning.  The  result  is  well  worth  the  cost.  Even 

(hi.) 
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in  education  and  discipline,  its  value  cannot  be  estimated ;  for  it 
has  not  a  little  aided  in  teaching  and  training  the  Church  to  plan 
and  execute  great  things. 

REFERENCE  TO  LAST  REPORT. 

We  may  be  permitted  to  refer  you  to  the  final  paragraph  in  the 
body  of  the  last  Report:  “Here  the  Board  will  for  the  present 
pause,  rearing,  with  gratitude  and  praise,  an  ‘Ebenezer,’  saying, 

<  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us.’  Sincere  thanks  are  returned 
to  the  Society  for  its  marked  confidence  in  its  appointees.  You 
have  had  not  a  few  men  in  the  Board  who  for  weary  years  have 
borne  the  burden  and  the  heat  of  the  day;  aye,  who  manfully 
struggled,  and  labored,  and  suffered,  when  it  was  not  day,  but  dark 
night.  Yet  quietly  and  faithfully  they  strove  to  do  their  duty  to 
God  and  the  Church,  through  times  of  great  business  distraction, 
through  seasons  of  much  misunderstanding  and  misrepresentation. 
At  last,  they  believe  that  the  Lord  is  already  affording  them  a  por¬ 
tion  of  their  reward.  They  see  at  least  some  light  breaking  through 
the  clouds.  They  hail  with  gladness  the  presence  of  hope  that  is 
cheering  them  onward.  They  thank  God  and  take  courage.” 

FORESHADOWING  THE  PRESENT  CONDITION. 

It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction  to  the  Board — 
and  doubtless  must  prove  the  same  to  the  entire  Society — that  the 
hope  then  invited  and  welcomed  has  not  misled  us.  Never  before 
have  your  Board  had  the  privilege  of  presenting  so  cheering  an 
aspect  of  their  trust  as  at  this  time.  Whether  you  look  at  the 
building  or  the  work  done  therein — whether  you  look  at  the  profits 
or  the  application  made  of  the  same — the  effect  is  more  stimulating 
than  has  been  any  hitherto  experienced.  The  present  manage¬ 
ment,  as  carried  out  under  the  superintendency  of  Mr.  Henry  S. 
Boner,  gives  still  greater  hope  to  the  Church  for  the  time  to  come. 

'  FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  following  tabular  statements,  audited  by  the  proper  com¬ 
mittee,  present  a  clear  and  comprehensive  view  to  the  date  of 
March  31st,  1881,  the  end  of  the  business  year.

Brethren:  It  is  with  feelings  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  thankfulness 
to  the  Church  at  large,  congratulation  to  the  Board,  and  satisfaction  to  himself, 
that  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  House  is  enabled  to  make 
the  following  exhibit,  showing  the  Board  to  be  free  of  debt,  and  the  business 
of  the  House  in  a  flourishing  and  prosperous  condition.

AUDITING  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  May  10th,  i8Sr. 

Tothe  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Publication., 

Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Lutheran  Publication 
House  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1881,  report  that  they  have  attended  to 
the  duty  assigned  them,  and  found  said  accounts  to  correspond  in  all  respects  with 
the  statements  made  in  the  accompanying  annual  exhibit  of  the  Superintendent. 
In  making  the  necessary  examination,  your  committee  was  pleased  to  notice  the 
neat  and  accurate  manner  in  which  all  the  books  of  the  House  have  been  kept. 

In  the  exhibit  submitted  to  your  committee,  several  items  occur  which  may 
require  some  explanation  in  order  to  a  proper  understanding.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  stereotype  plates  for  the  previous  year  were  valued  at  $4842.12.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  a  rule  adopted  and  practiced  by  the  House,  one-tenth  of  the  original 
cost  is  to  be  deducted  annually  from  the  value  of  these  plates.  This  would 
make  them  worth  this  year  only  $3665.07.  In  consequence,  however,  of  new 
plates  having  been  purchased  during  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1125.81,  the 
value  of  the  stereotype  plates  on  hand,  notwithstanding  the  ten  per  cent,  reduc- 
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tion,  is  but  little  less  than  the  year  before.  The  effect  of  this  annual  reduction 
in  decreasing  the  profits  of  the  House  is  apparent  to  all.  It  will  likewise 
be  perceived  that  the  book  accounts  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1 881,  are 
larger  by  over  $2200  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  This,  at  first,  appears  to 
indicate  a  smaller  proportion  of  cash  business  than  before.  Such,  however,  is 
not  the  case.  The  increase  referred  to  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  a  very  large 
number  of  copies  of  the  Book  of  Worship  with  Tunes  was  sent  out  to  fill  ordersj 
so  near  the  close  of  the  business  year  that  payments  for  the  same  could  not  be 
received  in  time  to  appear  in  this  year’s  report. 

The  sales  during  the  year  but  recently  closed,  amounted  to  $41,133.84,  an 
increase  of  $5693.21  over  the  amount  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  net  assets  we  also  notice  a  gain  of  $8095.54,  a  showing  highly  satis¬ 
factory  to  all  who  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Publication  House. 

In  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  for  1879,  the  statement  is  made  that 
“the  House  is  out  of  debt  with  the  exception  of  a  $10,000  mortgage,  and  the 
hope  is  expressed  that  this  may  be  paid  by  bequests  and  donations  to  the  Soci¬ 
ety.”  This  hope  we  are  happy  to  state  has  at  length  been  realized,  in  so  far  as  the 
payment  of  the  mortgage  is  concerned,  though  not  by  gifts  and  legacies.  Out 
of  the  profits  of  the  business  of  the  House,  however,  the  entire  indebtedness  of 
the  Publication  Society  has  been  cancelled,  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  his¬ 
tory  this  organization  “  owes  no  man  anything.”  Besides  this,  we  notice  an 
increase  in  the  book  account  of  $2210.61,  and  a  cash  balance  in  bank  of 
$1228.88. 

These  facts  show  the  business  of  the  House  to  be  in  a  condition  that  is  ex¬ 
ceedingly  gratifying  and  encouraging.  This  happy  state  of  things,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  we  believe  to  be  due  to  the  confidence  and  generous  patronage 
of  the  church  at  large,  and  especially  also  to  the  interest,  activity,  and  compe¬ 
tence  of  your  Superintendent. 

From  the  experience  and  results  of  the  past  year,  it  is  very  evident  to  your 
committee  that,  with  proper  efforts  on  the  part  of  pastors,  school  superintend¬ 
ents,  and  church  members  generally,  the  business  of  your  House  can  be  steadily 
and  greatly  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  your  Board  be  enabled  to  prosecute 
the  work  of  publication  with  greater  energy  and  still  better  results,  and  at  the 
same  time  contribute  largely  to  the  support  of  missions  and  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom.  Respectfully  submitted,

RENOVATION  OF  THE  STOREHOUSE. 

It  is  worthy  of  special  notice  that  directly  after  the  return  of  the 
Board  from  the  Society,  two  years  ago,  measures  were  taken  to  ex¬ 
tend  and  renovate  the  store-room.  A  large  addition  was  made  to 
the  size  of  the  apartment  in  the  rear,  making  the  depth  sixty-eight 
feet.  Thus,  ample  conveniences  have  been  secured  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  clerks’  desks,  storing  space  for  new  publications,  and 
facilities  for  respectively  packing  and  unpacking  shipments  and  in¬ 
voices.  The  front  portion  of  the  room,  affording  commodious 
space,  was  re-shelved,  and  neatly  adapted  to  all  the  wants  of  the 
sales  business,  while  additional  light  was  introduced  and  the  walls 
and  ceiling  of  the  whole  room  were  tastefully  decorated.  Beyond 
this,  the  exterior  of  the  front  was  rendered  more  prominent  and 
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inviting  by  'improved  bulk-window,  heavy  doors,  judicious  paint¬ 
ing  and  lettering,  and  substantial  and  attractive  awning  and  pave¬ 
ment.  By  careful  management,  the  whole  improvement  was  ef¬ 
fected  at  the  moderate  cost  of  $2,315.63.  Another  feature  of  this 
enterprise  well  worthy  of  being  borne  in  mind,  is  the  fact  that  when 
the  work  was  completed  the  entire  cost  was  promptly  paid. 

THE  MORTGAGE  CANCELLED. 

For  a  long  period,  as  your  Board  at  intervals  came  before  you, 
reference  had  to  be  made  to  an  oppressive  mortgage  on  the  real  es¬ 
tate  of  the  Society.  For  some  years  this  burden  had  been  restricted 
to  $6,000.  Then  came  a  time  when  it  was  rapidly  run  up  to 
$10,000.  The  statement  of  this  latter  amount  continued  to  be  re¬ 
peated  to  you  for  some  years.  But  to  day  we  come  wTith  the  news 
that  the  whole  of  this  mortgage  has  been  paid  within  the  last  two 
years.  This  is  the  first  time  since  the  purchase  of  the  House, 
twenty-two  years  ago,  that  it  could  be  reported  that  you  were  out 
of  debt.  This  position  secured,  there  is  no  longer  the  need  of 
dreading  the  old  incumbrance,  nor  of  annually  expending  hundreds 
of  dollars  of  hard-earned  money  to  meet  the  demands  of  interest.

The  foregoing  publications  present  a  very  respectable  bulk  of 
reading  matter,  aggregating  4,400  pages,  issued  within  the  interval 
of  two  years;  to  which  may  be  added  new  editions  of  the  Book  of 
Worship  (Hymns  only)  printed  to  the  extent  of  five  thousand 
copies  of  each  of  the  two  sizes. 

Periodicals. 

The  periodicals  are  all  in  a  prospering  condition.  Both  the 
Herald  and  Teacher,  as  will  be  seen  by  comparison  with  last  re¬ 
port,  have  maintained  their  circulation,  although  other  publications 
initiated  by  the  Board  have  in  some  degree  shared  their  patronage. 
The  Lesson  Book  and  the  Junior  Lesson  Book  have  unitedly  a 
larger  circulation  than  the  former  had  at  last  reporting.  The  ag¬ 
gregate  issue  of  seven  periodicals  has  now  reached  one  hundred 
and  one  thousand  copies  per  month. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  the  Augsburg  Junior 
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Lesson  Book,  under  the  editorship  of  Rev.  H.  L.  Baugher,  D.  D., 
was  introduced. 

The  Little  Ones,  a  monthly  paper  adapted  to  the  smaller  chil¬ 
dren,  was  begun  in  July  of  last  year,  and  is  edited  by  Rev.  S.  B. 
Barnitz. 

The  Almanac  and  Year-Book,  thus  far  sent  out  by  the  Board 
for  the  third  time,  was  much  enlarged  and  improved  in  the  number 
for  the  present  year.  Yet  the  price  has  not  been  advanced.  Ten 
thousand  copies  were  printed  of  the  issue  for  1881. 

Transient  Printing. 

An  increasing  proportion  of  the  transient  printing  within  the 
Church  is  coming  to  the  Board.  The  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  have  been  issued  there  during  the  last  ten  years.  In  1880, 
all  but  three  Synods  within  the  General  Synod,  also  the  General 
Synod  in  the  South,  and  the  Synod  of  Virginia  (aggregating  more 
than  a  thousand  pages  of  printing),  had  their  Minutes  sent  forth, 
with  your  imprint. 

Manuscripts. 

The  manuscripts  of  several  new  books  are  now  in  hand,  and  may 
soon  be  expected  to  appear.  Among  these  may  be  named 

1.  Luther  at  the  Wartburg,  and 

2.  Luther  at  Coburg.  These  are  both  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  G.  Morris.

CASH  SYSTEM. 

Efforts  are  put  forth  to  reduce  the  entire  business  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  a  cash  system.  The  periodicals  are  now  wholly  con¬ 
ducted  on  the  principle  of  cash  invariably  in  advance,  or  of  indi¬ 
vidual  responsibility.  Although  this  mode  of  transacting  business 
may  sometimes  cause  a  little  inconvenience  to  patrons,  they  will 
unite  with  us  in  commending  it,  in  view  of  the  greater  convenience 
resulting  to  those  conducting  the  business,  and  of  the  vastly  com¬ 
pensating  satisfaction  in  the  greater  safety  and  success  thus  secured 
to  this  Institution  of  the  Church. 

LOCAL  RETAIL  BUSINESS. 

This  department  of  the  business,  which  during  a  series  of  years- 
was  almost  wholly  lost,  is  still  improving,  and  may  be  expected, 
with  proper  management,  to  continue  increasing  from  year  to  year. 
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THE  FUTURE. 

While  the  affairs  of  the  Board  are  thus  represented  to  you  as 
being  in  a  better  condition  than  ever  heretofore,  it  will  not  be  for¬ 
gotten  that  this  stage  has  been  reached  by  unwearied  oversight, 
labor  and  economy.  Nor  must  it  for  a  moment  be  supposed  that 
any  of  these  requisites  to  success  can  be  with  safety  relaxed  for  the 
future.  With  the  favor  of  the  Lord  upon  the  continued  activity 
and  vigilance  of  the  Board  and  all  co-operating  agencies,  may  we 
hope  for  still  increasingly  favorable  reports  for  the  years  to  come. 
And  to  this  end  let  us  all  devoutly  pray. 

DEATH  OF  MEMBERS. 

We  deem  it  yet  an  appropriate  item  of  record  that,  in  less  than 
one  year  after  the  meeting  of  the  Society  held  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  in 
June,  1879,  three  esteemed  members  of  the  Board  then  elected 
were  called  away  from  their  earthly  labors — Hon.  Charles  Kugler, 
Mr.  Martin  Buehler,  and  Rev  Dr.  J.  F.  Reinmund.  The  first  had 
served  in  the  Board  seventeen  years  ;  the  second,  about  eighteen 
years  ;  and  the  last  was  a  member  less  than  one  year.  The  first 
was  the  President  of  this  Society  for  fifteen  consecutive  years,  up  to 
the  time  of  your  last  meeting ;  the  second  served  the  Board  about 
the  same  length  of  time  as  Treasurer;  the  third,  though  only  a 
short  time  a  fellow-laborer  in  this  particular  sphere,  gave  much 
promise  of  good  service  by  his  mature  judgment  and  zealous  ac¬ 
tivity.  They  have  gone  to  their  eternal  reward;  and  their  brethren 
who  remain  in  the  Master’s  service  upon  the  earth,  remembering 
their  labors  and  counsel,  will  still  try  to  profit  by  their  example  of 
sincerity  and  fidelity.  The  Lord  incline  us  all  to  heed  more  truly 
the  lesson  that  the  work  is  great  though  the  time  is  short !

OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD 

OF  THE 


EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH 


IN  THE 


UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 


[As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington ,  D.  C.,  May  14 th,  1869.) 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  lei t  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established  on 
earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be:  “  The  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join  them¬ 
selves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members  thereof,  in. 
the  following  ratio,  namely  : 
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Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send  one  p. 
if  it  contain  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three  ;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if  forty,  five 
if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight ;  and  if  it  contain  one 
hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained  ministers,  and  an 
equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present  connected  with  this 
body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay  representative. 

SECTION  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod,  according  to  this 
ratio,  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may  seem, 
proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connectionr 
with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical  Scrip¬ 
tures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and 
practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental' 
doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded  upon  that 
Word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General  Synod  by  adopting , 
this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention  according  to  the  ratio 
specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or  should 
any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  send¬ 
ing  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting,, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President  and  Secretary ;  and, 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others  are 
chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary 
or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained  min¬ 
ister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may  take 
part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  originate 
motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  oc 
more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the  ministers 
or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the  delegates 
of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of  the  Secretary 
becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him. 
what  portion  of  the  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 
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Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two 
months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods,  immediately  upon 
the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the  Synod 
and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  submitted  at  each 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be  required  to  give 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  He  shall  pay  out 
moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an  order  of  the 
President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable  of 
executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some  capable  and 
faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  wiih  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall  have 
the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general  character. 
The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are  chiefly  the  • 
following  : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  District 
Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  existing 
state  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church,  and  reports 
on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for  the  promotion 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  The 
District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly  several  copies  of  the 
1  roceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in  the 
catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn  Books  and  Cate¬ 
chisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General  Synod, 
publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished  by  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the  Synods 
connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary  and 
benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Church  Extension*  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining  in¬ 
stitutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows  and 
orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It  shall  use 
all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these  operations  of 
the  Church.  » 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practicable  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man- 
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agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations 
of  the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the  time 
of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate  work  and 
duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the  control  of  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds  and 
property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or  all  of 
them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incorporation, 
and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opinion 
existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes  ;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us;  it  shall  be 
sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity, 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations  or  individual  Ministers  or  Laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  or  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  on  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  .Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By  Laws  and  Standing  Rules, 
except  as  follows  ; 

Section  1.  A  majority  of  Delegates  appearing  with  proper  credentials,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  ot  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  convention  ;  observing,  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
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necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
-consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presidents 
■of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that  they 
submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  subsequent 
•meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  Minutes  that  two-thirds 
■of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shalk  be  declared 
-adopted. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  motion 
■made,  seconded,  and  committed  to  writing  ;  and  the  mover  shall  have  the  priv¬ 
ilege  ‘of  withdrawing  such  motion  at  any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

2.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects  to  its 
being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  ‘‘  Shall  this 
subject  be  discussed  ?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed  ;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes, 
■unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

3.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more  points,  it 
shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken  separately. 

4.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion  under 
consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second  degree. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained,  except, 

(1)  To  adjourn  ; 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

(3)  To  close  debate  ; 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  specified  time  ; 

(6)  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod  ; 

(7)  To  refer  to  a  special  committee  ; 

(8)  To  amend  ; 

Which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  numbered. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member-  has 
ihe  floor  and  is  speaking. 

7.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to  post¬ 
pone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

8.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pending 
before  the  Convention  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  Rule  fifth. 

10.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided,  shall  pre¬ 
clude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

11.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  member  has  a 
right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall  be  stated 
in  the  following  manner :  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  President  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention  ?”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  debate  of 
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the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals  taken  while  a  de¬ 
batable  motion  is  before  the  Convention. 

12.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  when  requested  by 
five  members  of  the  Convention. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  nor  shall  he  be  interrupted,, 
except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
the  permission  of  the  Convention. 

16.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before  the 
Convention,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member,  and  he  shall  have 
the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  the  chair 
when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

17.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed  : 

(1)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(2)  On  Credentials. 

(3)  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(4)  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions.

1.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  shall  be  the  special  order 
of  the  first  Thursday  morning  of  the  session,  at  10  o’clock. 

2.  The  Business  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  in 
like  manner,  the  special  order  for  the  first  Friday  morning. 

3.  The  Publication  Society,  the  special  order  for  the  first  Monday  morning. 

4.  The  Parent  Education  and  Historical  Societies,  the  special  order  for  the 
first  Tuesday  morning. 

5.  The  anniversaries  of  said  Boards  and  Societies  shall  be  held  on  the  even¬ 
ings  of  the  days  set  apart  for  the  transaction  of  their  business. 

6.  The  second  Wednesday  morning,  at  10  o’clock,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
election  of  Delegates  to  Corresponding  Bodies,  members  of  the  several  Boards 
and  of  Standing  Committees,  and  the  selection  of  the  time  and  place  for  hold¬ 
ing  the  next  Convention  of  Synod. 

7.  The  religious  services  of  Synod  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Devotional  exercises,  subject  to  the  action  of  this  body. 

8.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  the  special  order 
for  the  first  Saturday  morning  at  9  o’clock,  after  which  the  remainder  of  the 
day  shall  be  devoted  to  a  fraternal  conference  on  the  state  of  religion  in  the 
churches,  the  discussion  of  subjects  of  general  interest  not  included  in  the  reg¬ 
ular  order,  and  devotional  exercises,  concluding  with  the  services  preparatory 
to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

9.  That  a  business  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  whom  all  matters  de¬ 
signed  to  come  before  this  body,  not  indicated  in  the  regular  order,  be  referred. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  his  report  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 


BY-LAWS 


f 


FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Article  i.  The  sessions  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  each  Convention  of  this  Synod  shall  be  organ¬ 
ized  according  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  III.,  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  presiding  officer 
shall  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of  delegates  from  Synods  already 
connected  with  this  body ;  but  an  appeal  may  be  made  from  his  decision  to  the 
members  admitted,  when  the  whole  number  of  certificates  shall  have  been  pre¬ 
sented. 

Art.  3.  According  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  V.,  of  the  Constitution,  written  certificates 
•of  the  appointment  of  delegates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  which  they  represent,  shall  be  required. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached  to 
the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of  the 
same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Convention, 
in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  the  session  is  organized  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  Convention  shall  be  read,  unless  dis¬ 
pensed  with  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  7.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  connected  • 
with  this  body,  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  admitted  to 
a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  should  be  made,  in  which  case  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  8.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  participate  in  the  debate,  but  cannot  be  permitted 
to  vote  on,  originate,  or  second  a  proposition. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  every  Convention  a  committee  of  eleven 
on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  reports  and  minutes 
of  District  Synods,  with  instructions  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

Art.  10.  The  time  and  place  for  the  next  Convention  shall  be  fixed  by  ballot. 

Art.  11.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
4he  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention.

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EXPLANATION. 


It  was  impossible  for  the  Secretary  to  give  detailed  reports  of  the 
Synods,  as  instructed.  As  the  parochial  reports  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  Synods  are  so  diverse  in  form — no  two  being  alike — it  would 
have  required  the  copying  of  as  many  reports  as  there  are  Synods, 
in  order  to  make  them  conform  to  the  form  authorized  by  the 
General  Synod.  The  Secretary  will  furnish  the  Secretaries  of  the 
District  Synods  with  blank  forms,  so  that  the  plan  recommended 
can  be  put  in  practice  at  the  next  General  Synod.

With  sad  regrets, 
we  announce  that  since  our  appointment  by  you,  one  of  our  number,  our  es¬ 
teemed  brother  George  W.  Patton,  has  been  removed  by  death  to  his  reward 
in  heaven.  By  the  continued  courtesy  and  invitation  of  the  efficient  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Publication  House,  we  have  held  our  several  meetings  as  here¬ 
tofore  at  No.  42  N.  Ninth  street.

Report  of  Committee  on  Communication  from  Delegate  of 
General  Synod  (South). 

The  Committee  on  Communication  from  Delegate  of  General 
Synod  South,  reported  as  follows,  which  was  adopted  : 

Your  committee  have  placed  in  their  hands  a  communication  from  Rev.  E. 
T.  Horn,  as  delegate  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  General  Synod  South  to  this  body, 
regretting  his  inability  to  attend,  and  conveying  to  us  the  fraternal  greetings  of 
our  Lutheran  brethren  in  the  South. 

He  also  encloses  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  South,  and  calls  attention  to  certain  action  therein  bearing  upon 
this  General  Synod  : 

On  page  33  is  recorded  the  following  declaration  concerning  the  recently 
agitated  question  of  organic  union  with  this  body  : 

Whereas,  The  question  of  organic  union  with  some  one  of  the  other  Gen¬ 
eral  bodies  of  our  Church  has  been  considered  in  a  general  and  informal  way 
at  this  Convention ; 

And  WHEREAS,  the  constrained  and  limited  expression  of  opinion  thus 
called  forth  may  lead  to  a  misapprehension  of  our  feeling  and  attitude  toward 
our  brethren  of  said  other  general  bodies;  therefore,  be  it 

1,  Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  does  honestly  and  earnestly  desire  to 
promote  true  unity  and  concord  between  all  the  parts  of  our  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  this  land,  and  stands  prepared  to  co-operate  in  any  concur¬ 
rent  movement  of  other  general  bodies  toward  an  organic  union  of  our  entire 
Church  upon  an  unequivocal  Lutheran  basis. 

2,  Resolved,  That  we.  again  honestly  disavow  that  we  are  controlled  by  any 
sectional  feeling  or  alienation  in  maintaining  our  present  independent  or  sepa¬ 
rate  existence;  and  declare  our  sincere  desire  and  purpose  to  promote  mutual 
confidence  and  .a  cordial  unity  among  all  the  people  of  our  common  country. 

3,  Resolved,  That  our  delegates  to  those  general  bodies  be  instructed  to  lay 
this  declaration  officially  before  them. 
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The  following,  upon  motion,  was  ordered  to  be  appended  to  this  declaration  : 

In  view  of  a  deeply  felt  desire  in  various  parts  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
throughout  the  country  for  more  efficient  co-operation  in  the  development  of 
the  resources  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  general  body  appoint  a  committee  of  three  ministers  and 
three  laymen,  in  which  committee  each  of  its  District  Synods  shall  be  repre¬ 
sented,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ask  for  and  meet  similar  committees  of  other 
general  Lutheran  bodies,  that  in  connection  with  them  such  measures  may  be 
devised  as  shall  most  effectually  accomplish  the  desired  end. 

On  page  19  is  found  a  resolution  appointing  a  committee  to  raise  funds  for 
the  support  of  a  missionary  in  the  foreign  field,  who,  Mr.  Horn  informs  us,  is 
“  to  be  sent  to  India  under  the  care  of  our  own  Board”  of  Foreign  Missions. 

On  page  29  and  30  is  a  report  on  the  subject  of  a  “  common  service  for  all 
English-speaking  Lutherans,”  in  which  the  General  Synod  South  declares  its 
readiness  to  unite  in  such  a  service  on  the  basis  of  the  “  common  consent  of 
the  pure  Lutheran  Liturgies  of  the  sixteenth  century.”  It  also  announces 
that  the  General  Council  has  agreed  to  this  proposition  and  desires  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  this  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  action  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  have  received  with  hearty  pleasure  the  affectionate 
Christian  regards  of  the  General  Synod  South,  and  that  a  delegate  be  appointed 
from  this  body  to  convey  its  fraternal  greetings  to  the  next  convention  of  the 
General  Synod  South,  to  be  held  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  Easter,  1884. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  affords  us  sincere  satisfaction,  and  is  one  of  the  liveliest 
assurances  of  the  reality  of  this  expression  of  fraternal  affection  and  concord, 
that  the  General  Synod  South  proposes  to  carry  forward  its  Foreign  Mission 
work  “  under  the  care  of  our  own  Board,”  and  we  trust  that  this  laudable  pur¬ 
pose  to  strengthen  the  ranks  of  our  already  over-tasked  missionaries  w  ill  soon 
be  carried  into  effect. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  hail  as  one  of  the  most  auspicious  outlooks  of  our 
Church  in  America,  the  prospect  of  securing  a  “  Common  Service  for  all  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking  Lutherans.”  And  that  believing  such  a  service  to  be  feasible 
upon  the  generic  and  w'ell-defined  basis  of  the  “  Common  consent  of  the  pure 
Lutheran  Liturgies  of  the  16th  century,”  we  hereby  declare  our  readiness  to 
labor  to  this  end,  and  to  unite  with  the  General  Synod  South  and  General 
Council  in  any  judicious  movement  to  accomplish  it.

Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  following  report  was  received  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  on  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  progress  made  in  this  part  of  our  church  work  has,  during  the  past  two 
years,  been  most  gratifying,  and  is  worthy  of  our  highest  approbation.  At  the 
last  convention  held  at  Altoona  two  years  ago,  the  corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  reported  17  Synodical  Societies.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  19,  a  gain  of  2,  leaving  yet  5  Synods  without  such  organizations. 
The  number  of  auxiliary  societies  at  that  time  was  150,  which  has  increased  up 
to  the  present  time  to  213,  a  gain  of  63.  The  membership  at  that  time  was 
4,009  ;  to-day  it  is  5,299,  a  gain  of  1,290.  The  contributions  reported  at  the 
last  meeting  was  $7,067.93.  The  amount  raised  since  that  time  is  $1 1,822  57, 
an  increase  of  $4,754.64.  In  addition  to  this  the  various  auxiliary  societies  have 
contributed  to  our  home  fields  in  the  form  of  clothing  and  other  useful  articles, 
or  what  is  termed  box  contributions,  to  the  value  of  $2,755.35.  These  boxes 
have  brought  gladness  to  many  a  heart.  This  is  a  most  commendable  feature 
of  the  women’s  work. 

The  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  the  noble  women  of  our  beloved  I  u- 
theran  Zion,  in  both  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  is  given  in  detail  by  the  re¬ 
spective  secretaries  of  the  Boards  of  these  fields,  and  need  therefore  not  to  be 
repeated  by  your  committee.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  work  has  exceeded 
our  most  sanguine  expectations.  The  prospects  for  the  future  are  of  such  a 
character  as  to  be  in  all  respects  most  encouraging.  There  is,  however,  much 
work  yet  to  be  done  in  the  vast  field  occupied  by  our  church,  before  every 
congregation  will  have  a  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  To 
reach  this  would  require  at  the  present  time  the  additional  number  of  1,088 
societies.  To  enlist  the  entire  female  membership  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
the  General  Synod  would  require  the  additional  accession  of  at  least  5 7 ,o°o. 
What  a  vast  amount  of  latent  power  here  that  must  be  brought  into  vigorous 
exercise  ere  the  divine  command  is  complied  with,  “  Awake  !  awake !  put  on 
thy  strength,  O  Zion!” 
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In  order  that  this  department  of  our  church  work  may  reach  its  utmost  possi¬ 
bilities,  your  committee  recommend  that  all  our  pastors  give  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  their  sympathies  and  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  ;  nay,  more,  that  they  so  interest  themselves  in  this  matter  as  to  endeavor 
to  effect  an  organization  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  so  to  do  in  each  of  their  con¬ 
gregations.

Report  of  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

The  Committee  on  Literarary  and  Theological  Institutions  would  report : 

That  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity  has  attended  all  of  our  institutions  of  learning 
during  the  last  two  years.  The  tendency  in  all  of  them  is  towards  higher  at¬ 
tainments  and  broader  scholarship.  This  is  shown  first,  by  efforts  to  increase 
and  improve  faculties  of  instruction.  Secondly,  by  a  disposition  to  expand  the 
curriculum  of  studies  and  to  adapt  it  to  the  general  demands  of  the  age,  and 
to  the  special  wants  of  the  individual;  and  thirdly,  in  the  requirement  of 
higher  qualifications  for  admission  to  college. 

This  matter  of  higher  qualifications  for  admission  to  college  is  especially 
gratifying  to  your  committee.  The  subjects  now  embraced  in  a  college  course 
are  so  numerous  and  so  varied  that  they  cannot  be  compassed  fully  and  prop¬ 
erly  without  the  most  thorough  and  careful  preparation  before  admission  to 
college.  Preparatory  schools  of  a  high  grade,  manned  with  teachers  of  ability 
and  experience,  are  therefore  of  prime  importance  in  the  work  of  education. 
Here  the  foundation  is  laid,  and  unless  it  be  laid  deep  and  strong  in  thorough 
mental  discipline,  and  in  the  mastery  of  the  elements  of  knowledge,  the  educa¬ 
tional  superstructure  will  always  be  weak  and  unreliable. 

The  subject  of  college  endowment  has  received  attention  in  all  of  our  insti¬ 
tutions  ;  yet  no  one  of  them  has  made  any  very  large  addition  to  its  productive 
funds.  Here  is  our  greatest  educational  want.  The  smallness  of  endowment 
is  now  the  principal  hindrance  to  the  highest  efficiency  and  the  best  success  in 
our  educational  work.  Not  one  of  our  professors  in  any  of  our  institutions  is 
adequately  paid  for  the  services  he  renders.  Not  one  of  them  has  the  means 
from  his  salary  to  live  free  from  anxiety  and  to  obtain  books,  apparatus,  etc., 
necessary  to  the  proper  and  satisfactory  prosecution  of  his  studies  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  onerous  and  responsible  duties  of  the  class-room  ;  for  it  must  ever 
be  remembered  that  successful  and  competent  teaching  depends  upon  severe 
study  and  wide  and  full  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

Other  disadvantages  resulting  from  the  inadequacy  of  endowment  are,  first, 
that  as  a  rule  too  many  subjects  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  man.  The 
age  and  the  best  interests  of  education  require  specialists.  Secondly,  so  much 
time  is  taken  up  in  preparation  for  the  duties  of  the  class-room  and  in  the  actual 
work  of  teaching,  that  scarcely  any  of  our  educators  have  either  time  or 
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strength  to  devote  themselves  to  authorship  ;  and  yet  it  is  to  this  class  of  per¬ 
sons  more  than  to  any  other  that  the  church  looks  for  her  literature.  It  is  a 
humiliating  confession  that  we  have  to  make,  and  a  sad  fact,  that  our  denomi¬ 
national  literature,  dogmatic,  apologetic,  historical,  practical,  is  not  adequate 
to  our  wants,  while  in  the  preparation  of  text-books  which  might  give  us  a 
proper  standing  in  the  educational  world,  we  have  done  almost  nothing  at  all, 
not  a  single  text  book  used  in  any  of  our  colleges  having  been  prepared  by  a 
Lutheran  professor.  These  great  deficiencies  can  be  supplied  only  when  as  a 
result  of  adequate  endowment  and  consequent  division  of  labor,  our  profes¬ 
sors  shall  have  time  to  study  and  to  write. 

Your  committee  presents  the  following  facts  touching  the  individual  institu¬ 
tions  : 

Hartwick  Seminary  enrolls  1 18  students  for  the  academic  year  1882-3.  This 
number  taxes  to  the  very  utmost  the  capacity  of  the  institution  for  accommo¬ 
dations.  The  question  of  additional  buildings  demands  early  consideration. 
The  work  of  increasing  the  endowment  of  this  institution  to  $100,000  is  pro¬ 
gressing  finely.  It  is  proposed,  when  this  sum  shall  have  been  obtained,  to 
establish  at  Hartwick  an  institution  with  full  collegiate  powers.  The  institu¬ 
tion  hitherto,  as  is  well  known,  has  labored  under  great  disadvantages  of  loca¬ 
tion.  Railroads  and  telegraph  lines  recently  constructed  and  in  process  of 
construction,  will  bring  it  into  rapid  and  easy  communication  with  all  parts  of 
the  country. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  Pennsylvania  College  has 
celebrated  the  semi-centennial  of  her  existence.  The  “  College  Book  ” 
which  was  published  as  a  memorial  of  the  occasion,  is  a  vast  storehouse  of 
information  in  regard  to  the  institution,  and  is  such  a  record  of  service  done 
by  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  cause  of  education  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  as  is  nowhere  else  to  be  found.  It  shows  that  the  history 
of  Pennsylvania  College  is  a  history  of  earnest  devotion  to  education  on  the 
part  of  her  friends,  and  of  labor,  toil  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  her  pro¬ 
fessors — a  history  of  constant,  permanent  and  solid  growth  in  educational 
work  and  experience,  which  have  given  Pennsylvania  College  a  high  place 
among  the  colleges  of  the  land. 

For  the  year  1882-3,  this  institution  catalogues  154  students.  The  Prepar¬ 
atory  Department  was  re  organized  in  1882  and  placed  in  charge  of  an  experi¬ 
enced  and  successful  teacher.  New  railroad  facilities  will  bring  the  institution 
into  better  communication  with  its  constituency. 

Wittenberg  College  has  made  more  rapid  progress  during  the  last  two  years 
than  any  of  our  institutions  of  learning.  A  new  building  estimated  to  cost 
$60,000  is  in  process  of  erection  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  session.  Wittenberg  will  thus  have  enlarged  and  im¬ 
proved  accommodations.  The  endowment  fund  is  steadily  increasing,  about 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  having  been  added  by  bequest  during  the  past 
year.  The  Preparatory  Department  has  been  reorganized  and  its  corps  of  in¬ 
structors  increased.  The  course  in  this  department  now  extends  through 
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three  years,  which  means  that  the  standard  in  the  college  has  been  elevated. 
Including  eleven  theological  students,  190  names  will  appear  on  the  catalogue. 
We  all  hail  the  New  Wittenberg !  Sera  in  caelum  redeas. 

Carthage  College  has  just  graduated  her  ninth  class  of  eleven  persons. 
Four  of  these  will  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  one,  a 
young  lady  is  under  appointment  to  go  to  India  as  a  missionary. 

The  institution  is  gradually  recovering  from  financial  embarrassment. 
Recently  it  has  received  a  handsome  addition  to  its  endowment,  and  has  rea¬ 
sonable  prospects  of  still  larger  increase.  Its  catalogue  for  1882-3  contains 
the  names  of  138  students.  This  is  the  smallest  number  the  institution  has 
catalogued  for  ten  years.  The  diminution  as  compared  with  the  number  of 
former  years,  is  due  very  largely  to  the  almost  general  failure  last  year  of  the 
corn  crop  among  its  constituency.  In  this  decrease  of  patronage,  Carthage 
College  has  shared  a  grief  common  to  nearly  all  colleges  in  Illinois  and  Iowa. 

The  trustees  of  this  institution  at  their  last  meeting  made  provision  for  in¬ 
struction  in  Christian  theology.  This  action  was  taken  in  response  to  a  prev¬ 
alent  conviction  that  the  best  interests  of  our  Zion  in  the  West,  require  the 
inauguration  of  such  a  work.  If  the  General  Synod  be  not  prepared  to  en¬ 
dorse  this  action  as  it  now  stands,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  patiently 
and  impartially  consider  the  question  of  theological  education  in  the  West. 

Missionary  Institute. — Dr.  Born  reports :  “  We  are  still  alive  and  expect  to 
live  some  time  longer.”  Four  young  men  were  graduated  from  the  theolog¬ 
ical  department  last  year  and  two  will  be  graduated  this  year.  “  The  classical 
department  is  doing  well.”  Number  of  students  has  not  been  ascertained.

Hagerstown  Female  Seminary,  under  the  principalship  of  Rev.  C.  L. 
Keedy,  M.D.,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  with  105  pupils.  The  buildings, 
grounds,  and  appliances  of  this  seminary  are  reported  to  be  first  class  in  every 
respect,  its  faculty  large,  its  course  of  instruction  comprehensive;  while  for 
picturesqueness,  healthfulness,  and  easiness  of  access,  the  location  is  unsur¬ 
passed. 

Lutherville  Female  Seminary,  with  Rev.  J.  H.  Turner  as  Principal,  has  70 
pupils.  It  has  good  buildings,  beautiful  grounds,  an  efficient  faculty,  and  is 
especially  favored  by  close  proximity  to  Baltimore. 

It  gives  your  committee  pleasure  to  report,  first,  that  in  both  of  these  insti¬ 
tutions  Luther’s  smaller  catechism  is  taught,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the 
history  and  elementary  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  that  every 
reasonable  effort  is  made  to  form  an  intelligent  Christian  womanhood.  Sec¬ 
ondly,  that  while  the  number  of  pupils  in  these  schools  is  not  large,  only  175 
in  all,  the  cause  of  female  education  is  gradually  coming  into  greater  promi¬ 
nence  among  us. 

But  while  this  is  the  case,  we  give  it  as  our  judgment,  that  the  cause  of 
female  education  has  been  held  too  long  in  the  background.  Intelligent,  cul¬ 
tured  women  exert  a  wide-reaching  and  salutary  influence  in  the  Church  and 
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in  Society.  As  a  Church  we  are  deficient  in  this  respect,  and  will  not  take 
proper  rank  in  society,  and  secure  the  best  and  most  effective  kind  of  lay  help 
in  our  churches  until  a  larger  proportion  of  our  daughters  are  educated. 

Also  we  need  a  larger  number  or  a  better  distribution  of  our  female  semi¬ 
naries.  The  two  here  mentioned,  together  with  the  one  at  Burkittsville, 
(from  which  your  committee  was  not  able  to  obtain  any  information)  are  in 
the  small  State  of  Maryland.  It  is  high  time  that  the  West  should  have  its 
female  schools.  For  while  our  western  colleges  have  adopted  co-education,  yet 
it  must  be  confessed  on  all  sides,  that  this  system  has  not  proved  satisfactory 
in  every  sense;  since,  first,  the  college  curriculum  of  high  grade  includes 
some  studies  which  could  profitably  be  omitted  in  female  education,  and 
omits  some,  especially  in  the  department  of  the  fine  arts,  which  ought  to  be 
included  in  that  education  which  will  best  qualify  woman  for  her  sphere. 

We  heartily  commend  this  subject  of  female  education  to  the  General 
Synod  and  to  all  of  our  people. 

Your  committee  recommends, 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  call  attention  to  its  action  taken  at  Altoona, 
recommending  the  last  Sunday  in  January  of  each  year  as  a  day  of  prayer  for 
colleges,  and  urge  the  pastors  to  preach  on  that  day  on  some  subject  connected 
with  the  educational  work  of  the  church. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  recommend  the  District  Synods  carefully  and 
vigorously  to  prosecute  the  work  of  beneficiary  education. 

3.  That  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  Wednesday  evening  of 
the  opening  week  be  devoted  to  education,  and  that  the  committee  on  literary 
and  theological  institutions  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  suitable  programme  for 
the  occasion.

Report  of  the  Emigrant  Mission. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Wedekind,  D.  D.,  of  the  Foreign  Emigration  Com¬ 
mittee,  read  the  following : 

The  work  of  the  Emigrant  Mission  has  been  threefold  during  the  time  cov¬ 
ered  by  this  report  (May  15,  1881,  to  May  1,  1883).  First,  it  consisted  in 
caring  for  emigrants  given  into  our  charge  by  their  friends  in  this  country. 
Secondly,  in  directing  emigrants  who  applied  for  counsel  and  advice,  for 
work,  homes,  and  destinations.  Finally,  in  exposing  abuses,  and  working  for 
a  reformed  administration  at  Castle  Garden.  Underlying  all  was  that  Chris¬ 
tian  charity  which  assisted  the  helpless,  fed  the  hungry,  sheltered  the  shelter¬ 
less,  and  clothed  the  naked  as  far  as  possible. 

But  in  order  to  condense  our  report  to  the  shortest  possible  length,  we  will 
present,  first,  the  general  work,  and  secondly,  the  special  work  that  has  been 
carried  on  by  our  mission. 
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THE  GENERAL  WORK. 

About  1532  emigrants  have  been  specially  cared  for,  mostly  at  the  request 
of  their  friends  in  this  or  the  old  country,  and  going  to  all  parts  of  the  United 
States.  $7090.00  were  received  for  them  from  their  friends  to  assist  them  in 
reaching  their  destination,  with  the  exception  of  $645,  sent  to  starving  fami¬ 
lies  in  Russia.  Under  special  distressing  circumstances,  forty  emigrants  were 
assisted  by  advancing  their  traveling  expenses,  to  the  amount  of  $422.40, 
which  was  refunded  by  their  friends.  In  seventy  cases  persons  were  benefited 
to  the  amount  of  $1644.28.  Of  the  children  of  misfortune,  misery,  and  des¬ 
titution,  516  have  been  fed,  112  have  been  sheltered  for  a  night,  to  74  clothing 
was  given.  For  the  poor  $322.49  were  spent,  for  odice  expenses,  postage,  etc., 
$686.90,  out  of  a  total  receipt  of  $320.20  for  charitable  purposes,  and  $825.88 
for  the  Emigrant  Mission.  Letters  to  the  number  of  6630,  have  been  ex¬ 
changed,  and  papers  to  about  10,000  have  been  distributed,  most  of  them 
provided  by  my  old  friend,  Mr.  B.  F.  Trexler,  editor  of  the  IVeMote,  at  Allen¬ 
town,  Pa. 

THE  SPECIAL  WORK. 

Under  this  heading,  we  have  to  notice,  first  our  young  colony  on  the  lines 
of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  On  Easter  Sunday,  I  held  the  first  divine 
service  with  the  families  already  settled  there,  and  more  than  half  a  dozen 
besides  are  about  to  come.  We  organized  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  and  received  as  our  birthday  present,  a  fifty  acre  farm  as  a 
substantial  foundation  for  the  living  of  a  minister,  and  a  village  lot  of  about 
an  acre  to  build  a  church  on.  If  some  friends,  able  and  willing,  would  assist 
to  erect  the  necessary  buildings,  it  would  prove  a  special  blessing  for  our  young 
but  very  substantial  colony,  consisting  already  of  a  dozen  good  Christian  fam¬ 
ilies,  all  laboring  under  the  hardships  of  a  new  beginning.  Such  a  help 
would  go  far  to  make  the  little  congregation  in  deed,  as  it  is  now  in  name,  “a 
St.  Paul’s  congregation,”  i.  e.  a  missionary  congregation  in  that  important  sec¬ 
tion  of  our  country,  for  future  usefulness.  May  the  Lord  grant  His  special 
blessing  on  this  special  work  of  our  hands! 

The  second  special  work  has  been  in  the  direction  of  bringing  about  an  im¬ 
proved  administration  in  Castle  Garden.  And,  thanks  to  God !  even  that  has 
never  been  in  vain,  and  least  of  all,  for  the  last  two  years.  Emigrants,  by 
order  from  Washington,  will  no  more  be  landed  at  ten  and  twelve  o’clock  at 
night.  They  are  entitled  now,  to  take  their  luggage  without  extortion  of 
money,  etc.  But  most  of  all,  there  is  something  like  vindication  of  character 
in  this  world. 

The  delegates  to  the  last  General  Synod  will  remember  that  malicious 
reports  about  the  undersigned  were  scattered  throughout  the  country,  and  even 
brought  up  on  the  floor  of  the  General  Synod.  Judicial  investigation  has  fully 
established  the  untruthfulness  of  all  these  reports. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  constrained  to  express  my  most  heartfelt  thanks  to 
God,  the  Father  of  all  mercies,  “  der  nicht  fiber  Vermogen  vesuchen  lasst,” 
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and  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  who  have  faithfully  sustained  me  in  the 
darkest  days  of  my  life;  and  to  all  friends  of  the  Emigrant  Mission,  who  by 
sympathy  in  word  and  deed  have  been  a  source  of  consolation  to  my  troubled 
soul.  May  the  Lord  reward  all  abundantly  with  his  blessing  !

Monday,  2  p.  m. 

Synod  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Geiger. 

Minutes  of  eighth  session  read  and  approved. 

A  Petition. 

A  petition  with  fifty-five  signatures  was  presented  to  Synod, 
requesting  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  an  order 
of  service  and  liturgical  forms  more  in  harmony  with  the  doc¬ 
trine  and  usages  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  than  the 
Liturgy  at  present  authorized  by  the  General  Synod. 
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Consideration  of  the  petition  was  postponed. 

Emigrant  Mission  Report. 

Consideration  of  Castle  Garden  Mission  report  was  resumed, 
and  the  report  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  the  recommenda¬ 
tion,  concerning  which,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  support  to  the  Emigrant  Mission  at  New  York 
be  referred  to  the  incoming  Boar.d  of  Home  Missions. 

Apportionment  for  General  Synod. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be  appor¬ 
tioned  to  the  Efistrict  Synods  for  the  next  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  defray¬ 
ing  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Delegates  to  General  Synod,  and  that  the 
money  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  on  or  before  April  I,  1885. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  requested  to  report  at 
the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod  the  amount  paid  on  their  appor¬ 
tionment  by  the  respective  Synods,  and  the  Delegates  of  those  Synods  which 
do  not  meet  their  apportionment  shall  receive  pay  only  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  paid  by  their  Synods. 

Commending  the  Publication  Society  and  House. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  report  of  the  Publication  Board  indicates  most  marked  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  material  prosperity  of  the  Publication  House,  and 

Whereas,  The  donations  given  to  the  different  benevolent  organizations  in 
connection  with  the  General  Synod  by  the  Publication  Society,  show  what  a 
source  of  power  and  profit  to  the  Church  this  Society  may  become,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  with  its  Publication  House  be  commended  anew 
to  the  patronage  of  the  Church ;  and  further, 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  Board  of  Publication  our  hearty  thanks  for 
its  self-denying  labors  in  the  promotion  of  a  healthy  church  literature,  and  for 
the  energetic  efforts  put  forth  by  it. 

Report  .of  Committee  on  nominating  a  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Board  of  Home  Missions. 
(See  Home  Missions .) 

Report  of  the  Sunday-school  Committee. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  that  the  work  among  the  children  as  carried 
forward  by  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  General  Synod,  is  exceedingly  prosper¬ 
ous. 

Were  accurate  data  at  hand  for  comparison,  we  doubtless  would  discover  a 
large  increase  in  numbers,  power  and  efficiency  since  the  last  meeting  of  .the 
General  Synod. 
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It  is  a  most  pleasing  matter  to  report  the  growth  of  a  missionary  spirit 
among  the  children  of  the  church,  who  will  form  our  future  workers. 

Representation  has  been  continued  upon  the  International  Sunday-school 
Executive  Committee,  and  also  upon  the  International  Lesson  Committee. 

Our  representative  on  the  Lesson  Committee,  Rev.  Prof.  PI.  L.  Baugher, 
D.D.,  is  Spoken  of  as  one  of  its  most  able  members. 

At  the  Sunday-school  assembly  at  Chautauqua,  with  its  5,000  to  10,000 
visitors  daily,  we  have  had  a  Lutheran  Pleadquarters  in  the  seasons  of  1881, 
1882,  and  will  have  in  1883. 

Our  Church  has  been  represented  on  the  propramme  of  this  assembly,  and 
our  Augsburg  Lessons  have  been  used  in  its  great  Sunday-school. 

At  Island  Park,  Indiana,  a  headquarters  will  be  established. 

Our  workers  are  found  as  hearty  participants  in  the  Sunday-school  assembly 
at  Lake  Side,  and  at  other  assemblies. 

The  Lourth  Lutheran  National  Sunday-school  Convention  resolved  to  hold 
a  convention  in  1882. 

This  convention  was  not  held ;  as  this  matter  was  not  under  the  direction  of 
your  committee,  no  reasons  can  be  given  why  it  was  not  held. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  appoint  the  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany  as 
Children’s  Day;  at  which  time  the  pastors  devote  themselves  to  arousing  more 
interest  in  the  parents  respecting  the  Sunday-school  work,  and  also  address 
the  children  on  the  important  work  of  the  church. 

2.  Concerning  the  paper  submitted  to  us  from  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  publish  a  work  for  use  in 
Normal  Sunday-school  classes,  designed  to  prepare  persons  for  the  important 
work  of  teaching  in  the  Sunday-school. 

3.  That  the  General  Synod  appoint  a  statistical  secretary  who  shall  gather 
all  facts  and  figures  that  may  be  valuable  to  a  just  estimation  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work  in  our  church. 

4.  The  committee  suggest  the  following, 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  urge  upon  pastors  and  superintendents 
of  Sunday-schools  throughout  the  church,  the  use  of  our  own  publications  as 
the  very  best  and  most  suitable  for  Lutheran  Sunday-schools.

■  Sunday-School  Music  and  Hymn-Book. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  All  sorts  of  Music  and  Hymn-Books  have  found  their  way  into 
some  of  our  Lutheran  Sunday-Schools,  many  of  which  are  not  only  alien  to 
the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  church,  but  positively  injurious;  and  believing 
that  the  time  has  fully  come,  when,  in  self-defence,  and  for  the  highest  good 
of  our  schools,  the  publication  of  a  Lutheran  Sunday-School  Music  and 
Hymn-Book  is  an  absolute  necessity;  and  regarding  it  as  the  duty  of  the 
General  Synod,  enjoined  by  its  Constitution,  to  provide  such  a  book;  there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  ministers  and  two  laymen  be  appointed 
to  co  operate  with  our  Board  of  Publication  to  prepare  and  publish  such  a 
book  at  the  earliest  practicable  period. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Documents  Concerning  the  German 
Theological  Seminary. 

The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the 
German  Theological  Seminary  and  the  paper  on  the  same  subject,  presented 
by  Rev.  J.  D.  Severinghaus,  beg  leave  to  report : 

1.  That  the  Board  held  a  meeting  in  Carthage  soon  after  their  appointment, 
and  elected  Rev.  Prof.  E.  F.  Giese,  D.  D.,  its  financial  agent  to  raise  an  endow¬ 
ment  for  its  first  professorship,  with  the  implied  assurance  that  he  should  be  the 
appointee  whenever,  in  the  providence  of  God,  he  should  be  ready  to  devote 
himself  entirely  to  the  work  contemplated  by  its  appointment.  He  went  forth 
during  part  of  his  summer  vacation,  into  our  German  churches  chiefly,  in  the 
earnestness  of  his  soul,  but  met  with  only  very  partial  success. 

2.  The  Board  was  duly  incorporated  according  to  the  forms  of  the  law  of 
the  State  of  Illinois.  One  year  ago  Dr.  Giese  resigned  his  professorship  in 
Carthage  College,  and  resolved  to  devote  himself  more  fully  to  this  particular 
work.  Various  propositions  from  friends  were  entertained  as  to  the  basis  and 
mode  of  operations;  but  it  was  thought  best,  if  Dr.  Giese  could  see  his  way 
clear,  to  locate  the  Seminary  at  Chicago,  as  the  most  desirable  centre  of  opera¬ 
tion  for  this  particular  work,  and  as  in  consonance  with  the  spirit  of  the  action 
of  the  General  Synod.  * 

3.  The  Board  held  its  second  meeting  in  Chicago  in  the  latter  part  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1882,  and  formally  sanctioned  this  change,  and  appointed  Dr.  E.  F. 
Giese  as  Professor  in  the  contemplated  Seminary.  Dr.  Giese  is  now  estab¬ 
lishing  a  German  Gymnasium  or  High  School  in  Chicago,  which  promises  to 
aid  materially  in  supporting  him,  and  in  furnishing  the  means  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion  to  such  German  youths  as  may  avail  themselves  of  it.  He  has  also  had 
six  theological  students  under  his  care  during  the  last  year. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  officially  reported  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
after  carefully  considering  the  plans  proposed  by  the  Board  and  by  Rev.  J. 
D.  Severinghaus  for  future  action,  the  committee  recommend  : 

I.  That  the  Synod  approve  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  Board. 

II.  That  it  re-adopt  its  action  taken  tv\p  years  ago,  with  certain  modifica¬ 
tions,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  control  of  the  contemplated  institution  be  left,  for  the  present, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  appointed  by  the  General  Synod. 

2.  That  this  Board  may  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  members  chosen  by 
District  Synods  connected  with  General  Synod  participating  in  the  support  of 
said  institution,  in  the  ratio  of  one  to  every  seven  ministers  in  each  synod  par¬ 
ticipating,  and  pastors  officiating  in  the  German  language. 

3.  That  the  institution  be  located,  for  the  present,  in  Chicago. 

4.  That  the  Board,  constituted  as  above  stated,  may  elect  two  additional 
members  from  Lutheran  churches  in  Chicago  connected  with  the  General 
Synod. 

5.  That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  present  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  General  Synod. 
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6.  That  all  moneys,  property  and  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Board  shall  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  General  Synod. 

7.  That  the  instruction  given  in  said  institution  by  the  professors  shall  be  in 
conformity  with  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod,  and  may  for  the 
present  be  given  in  the  German  and  Scandinavian  languages,  and  we  hope 
that  at  as  an  early  a  day  as  possible  an  English  Professor  may  be  appointed. 

8.  That  no  Professor  of  Theology  shall  ever  be  appointed  in  this  Seminary 
who  does  not  believe  and  hold  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
all  theological  instruction  shall  be  conformed  thereto. 

9.  That  the  Directors  of  this  Seminary  shall  make  a  report  of  the  state  and 
condition  of  the  Institution  to  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  which  re¬ 
serves  to  itself  the  right  of  approval  or  rejection  in  all  matters  whatever.

Inasmuch  as  the  report  presented  to  this  Synod  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  in  Altoona 
two  years  ago  is  too  lengthy  for  publication  in  our  Minutes,  we 
hereby  recommend  for  adoption  the  following:

Report  of  Committee  on  Luther  Commemoration. 

Resolutions  on  400th  Anniversary  of  Martin  Luther’s  Birth¬ 
day. 

Whereas,  The  10th  of  November  next  will  be  the  400th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Martin  Luther,  an  event  that  will  be  commemorated  in  every 
Protestant  country  of  Continental  Europe,  and  by  thousands  of  Lutherans  in 
other  parts  of  the  world,  as  well  as  our  fellow-believers  in  this  country,  it  is 
eminently  proper  that  we  as  a  General  Synod  should  recommend  the  special 
celebration  of  that  great  historic  event — the  fourth  centennial  anniversary  of 
the  great  Reformer,  whose  name  is  more  frequently  mentioned  by  Protestant 
writers,  whose  transcendent-  services  are  better  understood  and  more  valued, 
whose  character  and  writings  are  more  thoroughly  understood  to-day  than  at 
any  previous  period  for  300  years  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  pastors  to  bring  before  their 
people  the  leading  facts  in  the  life  of  Luther  and  the  history  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  ;  that  during  this  year,  sermons  be  preached  on  the  apostolical  character 
of  our  church;  her  distinctive  doctrines;  her  scriptural  services  and  catechet¬ 
ical  usages;  her  relation  to  education  and  missions;  her  institutions  and  liter¬ 
ature,  and  her  mission  in  this  western  world. 

Resolved,  That  Saturday  the  10th  of  November,  or  a  day  near  to  it,  be  a 
day  of  special  commemoration,  with  services  adapted  to  awaken  feelings  of 
thanksgiving  to  God,  for  raising  up  in  his  providence  that  mighty  champion 
of  the  truth,  and  endowing  him  so  marvelously  for  his  great  work — for  enabling 
him  to  furnish  the  materials  for  ths  Augsburg  Confession,  and  translating  the 
Bible. 
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Resolved ,  That  our  pastors  be  urged  to  disseminate,  by  all  proper  Scriptural 
means,  the  knowledge  of  our  faith,  by  the  circulation  of  the  best  publications 
of  our  writers,  and  to  awaken  among  our  people  a  more  devoted  church  love.

Children’s  Celebration  of  Luther’s  Birthday. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  recommends  the  assembling  of  all  the 
children  of  our  churches  and  schools  in  their  usual  places  of  meeting  on  the 
morning  of  November  loth,  1S83,  to  celebrate  the  400th  birthday  of  Dr. 
Martin  Luther. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz  and  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner  be  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  prepare  and  publish  a  suitable  order  of  service  for  that  occasion. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Indian  Agency  at  San  Bernar¬ 
dino,  California. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  this  subject  would  respectfully  state  that  the 
documents  committed  to  them  are,  first,  the  last  Report  of  the  Board  of  In¬ 
dian  Commissioners  of  the  United  States,  and  secondly,  two  letters  from  the 
Rev.  S.  S.  Lawson,  Indian  Agent  of  the  United  States,  at  San  Bernardino, 
California. 

It  appears  that  some  five  years  ago,  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Lawson,  a  Lutheran 
minister  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  the  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois,  was 
appointed  Indian  Agent  at  San  Bernardino,  by  the  authorities  of  the  United 
States  Government,  an  appointment  which  he  still  holds.  This  agency,  called 
“  The  Mission  Agency,”  was  assigned  to  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church, 
just  as  other  agencies  were  assigned  to  the  several  religious  denominations  ; 
and  it  was  also  intended  that  we  should  have  a  representative  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Indian  Commissioners.  As  a  church  we  have  hith¬ 
erto  done  nothing  in  this  matter,  and  it  seems  proper  and  important  that  we 
should  take  some  action  in  the  case.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  we 
should  recognize  this  Agency  as  opening  to  us  a  door  for  work  among  the 
Red  Men  of  our  land,  that  we  may  aid,  in  some  humble  measure,  at  least,  in 
“  solving  the  Indian  problem  of  the  nation,”  in  the  true  Christian  way — to 
assist  in  the  great  and  good  work  of  stopping  Indian  wars  and  bloodshed, 
and  civilizing  and  saving  these  aborigines  of  our  country.  “  The  Indians 
should  no  longer  be  regarded  as  ravenous  beasts,  to  be  hunted  down  and  ex¬ 
terminated,  but  as  men  of  like  passions  with  ourselves,  to  be  treated  as  we 
treat  ourselves,  and  destined  to  become  one  with  us,  a  part  of  our  great 
American  Christian  Nation.” 

We  would  therefore  propose  the  following  action  as  proper  to  be  taken  by 
this  Synod  in  this  matter. 
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1.  Resolved ,  That  we  recognize  and  accept  the  trust  here  committed  to  our 
Church  of  the  General  Synod,  and  will  enter  this  door  opened  to  us  in  the 
Providence  of  God  for  mission  work  among  the  Indians  at  the  earliest  day 
possible. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  be  styled  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Mission  Work  among  the  Indians,  to  co-operate  with  our  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  in  arranging  the  preliminaries  of  establishing  a  mission 
among  the  Indians  of  “  Mission  Agency  ”  at  San  Bernardino,  California;  and 
that  the  documents  now  in  our  hands  he  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  appoint  an  agent  to  represent  us  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Indian  Commissioners.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Directors  for  tie 
German  Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago  reported  the  follow¬ 
ing  names,  which  were  confirmed :  Rev.  F.  W.  Steffens,  Rev.  S.

Synod  suspended  business  for  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Par¬ 
ent  Education  Society,  and  for  special  meetings  of  the  Historical 
and  Publication  Society.  {See  Proceedings  of  these  Societies .) 

Special  Order  of  Business  Amended. 

On  motion  the  Special  Order  of  Business  No.  2  was  amended 
so  as  to  read  “  'The  Business  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in 
like  manner  shall  be  the  special  order  for  the  first  Friday  morn¬ 
ing.”  . 

State  of  the  Church. 

The  committee  on  state  of  the  church  asked  and  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  one  week’s  extension  of  time  to  prepare  their 
report.  It  was  forwarded  to  the  Secretary,  and  is  here  inserted. 
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State  of  The  Church. 

Clearly,  the  Minutes  themselves  of  the  General  Synod  are  the  best  and 
only  full  report  that  can  be  made  of  the  Slate  pf  the  Church  within  its  bounds. 
Anything  less  must  of  necessity  be,  to  some  extent,  imperfect  and  unsatisfac¬ 
tory;  but  we  will  do  the  best  we  can  with  the  materials  at  hand. 

There  are.  in  America,  59  District  Synods,  14  of  which  are  independent, 
each  one  standing  alone,  and  the  other  45  have  united  themselves  into  four 
General  Bodies,  presenting  the  following  statistics:  I.  The  General  Synod 
has  connected  with  it  23  District  Synods,  845  ministers,  1301  churches,  and 
128,338  communicants.  II.  The  General  Council  has  10  Synods,  648  minis¬ 
ters,  1249  churches,  and  199,438  communicants.  III.  The  Synodical  Con¬ 
ference  has  6  Synods,  1119  ministers,  1880  churches,  and  228,547  commun¬ 
icants.  IV.  The  General  Synod  South  has  6  Synods,  142  ministers,  240 
churches,  and  18,575  communicants  V.  The  14  Independent  Synods  have 
740  ministers,  1501  churches,  and  166,588  communicants.  This  presents  an 
aggregate  of  59  District  Synods,  3404  ministers,  6171  churches,  and  801,236 
communicants.  These  statistics,  the  most  reliable  that  we  have  been  able  to 
get,  are  taken  from  the  Lutheran  Almanac  of  1883,  published  by  our  Board. 

Accordingly,  the  General  Synod  embraces  over  one-thi/d  of  the  Synods, 
and,  in  round  numbers,  one  fourth  of  the  ministers  and  churches,  and  one- 
sixth  of  the  communicants.  It  extends  over  an  immense  territory,  six  of  its 
Districts  being  in  Pennsylvania,  three  in  New  York,  one  in  Maryland,  three  in 
Ohio,  two  in  Indiana,  four  in  Illinois,  one  in  Iowa,  one  in  Nebraska,  one  in 
Kansas,  and  one  in  Tennessee.  Of  these  Districts,  one  is  wholly  German, 
eight  may  perhaps  be  said  to  be  entirely  English,  and  the  other  fourteen  have 
some  pastors  who  preach  also  in  German,  though  the  English  language  mainly 
prevails. 

Institutions. — Connected  with  the  General  Synod,  there  are  five  Theological 
Seminaries,  three  colleges,  four  academies,  four  young  ladies’  seminaries,  which 
are  all  prosperous,  and  doing  a  good  work  in  the  education  of  ministers,  and 
higher  education  in  general.  There  are  also  three  orphans’  homes,  offering 
places  of  refuge  to  the  parentless  children  of  the  Church. 

The  Periodical  Publications  are  twenty-four  in  number,  seventeen  being  in 
English,  and  seven  in  German,  which  are,  with  a  few  exceptions,  largely  circu¬ 
lated  and  well  sustained  by  our  people. 

Two  Foreign  Missions  are  under  our  care— one  at  Guntur,  in  India,  and  the 
other  in  Western  Africa.  While  it  is  true  that  we  have  but  fairly  commenced 
the  great  and  good  work  of  spreading  the  gospel  of  Christ  among  the  heathen, 
we  are  cheered  by  the  fact  that  these  missions  are  growing  rapidly,  and  are 
doing  immense  good.  They  were  never  so  deeply  rooted  in  the  affections  of 
our  people,  nor  so  full  of  promise,  as  at  the  present  moment.  Through  them 
God  is  opening  to  us  great  and  effectual  doors  for  work  in  these  benighted 
lands.  But  more  laborers  are  much  needed,  and  largely  increased  contribu¬ 
tions,  and  we  must  unceasingly  call  upon  God  for  both.  The  whole  receipts 
for  this  cause  during  the  last  two  years  amounted  to  the  goodly  sum  of  $50,- 
741.08. 
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Our  Home  Mission  Work  also  has  prospered  during  the  past  two  years  be¬ 
yond  any  former  time.  Seventy-one  Missions  have  been  aided,  representing 
63  congregations,  and  3,680  communicants.  Sixteen  new  houses  of  worship 
have  been  erected  among  them,  and  the  Missions  themselves  have  for  all 
purposes  contributed  $96,544.01  during  the  two  years  past;  and  our  churches 
have  given  $38,470.03  for  this  cause.  But  there  are  still  hundreds  of  places, 
partly  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  East  and  South,  but  especially  in  the  great 
West  and  Northwest,  where  we  ought  immediately  to  plant  and  sustain  Mis¬ 
sion  churches. 

Our  Church  Extension  Board,  too,  has  been  doing  a  great  and  good  work, 
having  assisted  in  obtaining  lots  and  buildings  in  several  important  cities  and 
towns,  and  in  the  erection  of  churches  in  others.  Amount  received  in  the  two 
years  is  $41,791.88.  With  larger  means  at  its  disposal,  it  could  <jf  course  ac¬ 
complish  much  more. 

The  Board  of  Publication  has  been  very  active,  and  made  a  great  forward 
movement.  It  is  rapidly  giving  us  a  good  Lutheran  Literature,  and  is  begin¬ 
ning  to  make  money  for  the  Church  !  This  is,  indeed,  good  news.  During 
the  past  two  years  it  has  not  only  sustained  itself,  but  has  been  enabled  to  do¬ 
nate  $6,000  to  the  work  of  Missions  and  Education  among  us.  Surely  the 
whole  Church  will  now  see  the  duty  and  importance  of  sustaining  this  Board 
far  more  vigorously,  by  the  purchase  and  use  of  its  books,  periodicals,  station¬ 
ery,  and  whatever  we  need  in  that  line,  so  that  the  amount  of  its  profits  may 
increase  “  a  hundred  fold.” 

“  The  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,”  and  “  The  Chil¬ 
dren' s  Missionary  Society,”  have  also  proved  themselves  important  auxiliaries 
in  our  great  work.  Both  these  associations  are  still  in  their  infancy  in  our 
Church,  and  may  not  as  yet  have,  in  all  things,  hit  the  best  plansof  operation; 
but  surely  we  can  now  all  see  that  they  are,  or  may  be,  made  sources  of  great 
power  for  good.  Woman  has  been  well  styled  “  the  power  behind  the  throne  ;” 
and  “  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will 
not  depart  from  it,”  is  true  here  as  elsewhere. 

The  Committee  would  have  been  glad  if  in  this  report,  on  the  broad  sub¬ 
ject  of  “  The  State  of  the  Church,”  they  could  have  gone  more  into  particu- 
ars  in  reference  to  the  condition  of  things  in  each  District  Synod ;  but  they 
have  not  the  necessary  materials  at  hand  to  enable  them  to  do  justice  to  the 
subject.  Are  we  in  the  General  Synod  becoming  more  closely  united  on  a 
thoroughly  Scriptural  Lutheranism  ?  What  customs  prevail  in  regard  to  Infant 
Baptism,  Catechetical  Instruction,  Confirmation,  the  mode  of  administering  the 
Lord’s  Supper?  How  far  are  Liturgical  Forms  being  introduced  into  Public 
worship?  Do  we  still  have  genuine  Revivals  of  Religion,  and  are  our  peo¬ 
ple  growing  in  vital  godliness?  It  has  been  intimated  in  certain  quarters  that 
in  some  few  of  our  Synods  un-Lutheran  practices  occasionally  prevailed — that 
the  number  of  Infant  Baptisms  and  Confirmations  has  been  very  small— that 
in  a  few  churches,  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  the  bread  and 
wine  had  been  carried  around  in  congregation  after  the  fashion  of  some 
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Presbyterians — that  in  some  “  wild  sections”  even  our  Lutheran  hymn-books 
had  been  driven  out  by  the  so-called  “  Gospel  Songs,”  and  the  like.  Your 
committee  find  themselves  utterly  unable  properly  and  fully  to  investigate  these 
matters,  for  want  of  necessary  and  reliable  information.  Certainly  no  Synod 
has  sanctioned  any  such  un-Lutheran  practices,  and  if  any  churches  have  fallen 
into  them,  they  are  “  few  and  far  between.”  In  our  widely  extended  Terri¬ 
tory,  especially  in  the  West,  it  is  well  known  that  our  people  are  surrounded 
by  all  sorts  of  doctrines  and  church  customs  and  ways,  and  it  would  be  a 
wonder  if  in  no  instance  they  had  been  influenced  by  them.  Indeed,  we 
know  that  some  are  ignorant  of  the  history,  doctrines,  and  ways  of  their  own 
Church,  and  have  been  led  greatly  to  undervalue  them — even  to  sell  their 
Lutheran  “  birthright  for  a  mess  of  pottage.”  Over  this  we  may  all  mourn, 
and  the  evil  be  corrected  just  as  the  number  of  true  ministers  of  our  Church 
is  multiplied,  and  we  are  enabled  more  fully  to  take  possession  of  our  whole 
field,  and  to  cultivate  it  properly.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  prepared  to  say 
unhesitatingly,  looking  over  our  whole  Territory,  that  our  entire  Church  of 
the  General  Synod  is  moving  forward  grandly,  gloriously,  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.  Our  prospects  were  never  as  bright  and  cheering  as  they  are  at  this 
moment.  Our  people  are  manifestly  growing  in  intelligence,  piety,  and  liber¬ 
ality.  They  are,  with  some  unimportant  exceptions,  becoming  better  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  history  and  doctrines  of  their  own  Church ;  acquiring  a 
clearer  and  stronger  Lutheran  consciousness — not  in  the  direction  of  bigotry 
and  exclusiveness — of  cold  orthodoxy  and  formalism — of  hair-splitting  distinc¬ 
tions  in  non-essential  matters — but  of  that  manly  form  of  true  godliness,  re¬ 
stored  to  the  world  by  Luther  and  his  co-laborers,  consisting  in  justification 
by  faith,  the  union  of  the  believing  soul  with  Christ,  a  holy  life,  and  good 
works  as  the  fruits  and  evidence  of  faith.  Our  ministers  and  people,  in  the 
General  Synod,  are  becoming  more  Lutheran  in  this  direction.  They  are  not 
ashamed  of  the  Lutheran  name,  nor  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

It  may  serve  a  good  purpose,  in  closing  this  report,  to  add  up  the  contribu¬ 
tions  of  our  churches  for  the  last  two  years,  and  present  them  in  one  whole 
sum,  as  correctly  as  possible.  As  far  as  reported,  they  are  as  follows  :  Pas¬ 
tors’  Fund,  $1,951.84;  Foreign  Missions,  $50,741 .08 ;  Home  Missions,  $38,- 
470.03;  Church  Extension,  $41,971.88;  Publication  Board,  $14,016.53; 
Treasury  of  the  General  Synod,  $2,942.88;  value  of  boxes  made  up  and 
sent  to  missionaries,  $2,755.35  >  contributions  by  the  Home  Missions  for  all 
purposes,  $96,544.01  ;  (part  of  this,  but  not  a  large  one,  is  probably  included 
in  several  of  the^&ther  sums.)  This  aggregates  $272,613.60,  contributed  for 
the  objects  named,  in  two  years ;  but  this  does  not  include  money  given  for 
the  building  and  repairing  of  churches  and  parsonages,  for  the  support  of 
Sunday-schools,  for  colleges  and  seminaries,  and  the  salaries  of  pastors  and 
professors.  If  these  sums  were  all  ascertained  and  added,  as  is  done  in  the 
financial  statistics  of  some  denominations,  the  sum  would  be  very  large,  and 
would  show  that  Lutherans  are  not  so  far  behind  in  contributions  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  on  earth,  as  is  sometimes  supposed.  From 
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reliable  data,  we  are  prepared  to  state,  that  the  churches  of  the  General 
Synod  pay  annually,  for  all  religious  purposes,  not  far  short  of  one  million  of 
dollars;  and  as  they  constitute  only  one-fourth  of  the  churches,  and  one-sixth 
of  the  communicants  of  the  Lutherans  in  America,  it  is  just  to  say  that  the 
people  of  our  whole  Church  in  this  country  give  annually  from  three  to  four 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  upbuilding  and  support  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ! 
All  things  considered,  there  are  few  that  do  better. 

We  have  taken  the  actual  published  statistics  of  four  of  our  Synods  (not 
the  richest  and  best),  one  of  which  is  located  in  New  York,  two  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  one  in  Illinois,  and  we  find  the  following  facts:  These  four  synods 
report  a  membership  of  28,532,  and  last  year  they  paid  for  all  church  pur¬ 
poses,  including  pastors’  salaries,  as  far  as  reported,  the  sum  of  $185,222, 
which  is  a  fraction  less  than  $6.50  per  member.  Now  we  have  no  reason  to 
say  or  think  that  any  of  the  synods  have  done  less  in  proportion — some  have 
done  more — and  therefore  if  28,532  members  have  given  $185,222,  then  128,- 
338  persons,  the  entire  membership  of  the  General  Synod,  have  given  $834,- 
197  in  one  year.  And  as  many  reports  are  incomplete,  and  not  all  that  has 
been  contributed  for  all  purposes  appears  on  the  statistical  tables  of  the  Synods, 
we  cannot  lie  far  in  the  wrong  in  claiming  that  our  General  Synod  people  are 
at  the  present  time  contributing  the  large  sum  of  one  million  of  dollars 
annually  to  the  cause  of  Christ !  And  as  this  constitutes  but  one  fourth  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  we  are  correct  in  saying  that  the  Lutherans  of 
this  country  are,  at  the  present  time,  contributing  from  three  to  four  millions 
of  dollars  annually  for  the  support  of  Christianity  !  We  do  not  say  this  by 
way  of  boasting,  or  to  intimate  that  we  are  doing  all  that  we  can  do,  and 
ought  to  do ;  but  we  desire  to  encourage  our  people,  and  by  actual  facts  for¬ 
ever  to  shut  the  mouths,  if  such  a  thing  be  possible,  of  those  who  have  always 
been  trying  to  belittle  our  Lutheran  Zion,  or  ignore  it  altogether.  We  admit 
that  as  a  church  we  have  our  faults  There  is  room  for  great  improvements 
in  many  directions.  Our  divisions  ought  to  be  healed,  and  we  verily  believe 
they  are  gradually  being  healed.  God  is  bringing  us  to  begin  to  see  more 
nearly  eye  to  eye.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  Lutherans !  Stand  together,  and 
stand  for  Christ,  and  “the  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail  against  you.”  “  Arise, 
shine ;  for  thy  light  is  come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen  upon  thee.”

Report  of  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Your  Committee  on  Temperance  would  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

Whereas,  Intemperance  is  known  to  be  a  great  and  growing  evil  in  our 
land,  sapping  the  very  life  blood  of  our  nation,  bringing  ruin  to  countless  num¬ 
bers  of  homes,  destroying  the  very  pillars  of  our  institutions,  and  endangering 
the  perpetuity  of  all  the  sacred  trusts  committed  to  us  by  the  fathers.  And 
Whereas ,  it  presents  one  of  the  greatest  barriers  to  the  upbuilding  of 
character  and  the  salvation  of  souls,  being  the  cause  of  the  great  majority  of 
all  our  crimes ;  Therefore, 
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1 .  Resolved,  That  it  is  with  profound  regret  we  record  the  failure  in  several 
states  of  the  prohibitive  amendment  to  the  constitution,  and  the  combined  op¬ 
position  to  all  temperance  reform ;  and 

2.  Resolved,  That  encouraged  by  the  rapid  and  wide-spread  progress  made 
by  the  friends  of  temperance  throughout  the  entire  land,  we  apply  ourselves 
with  renewed  zeal,  and  unshaken  faith  in  God,  to  the  work  ;  and 

3.  Resolved,  That  realizing  all  reformation  to  be  a  growth  and  development 
resulting  from  education  and  well  grounded  principle,  instead  of  sudden  or 
spasmodic  movement,  we  apply  ourselves  to  the  education  of  the  people  with 
wisdom  and  earnestness,  and  especially  to  the  instruction  of  the  children  of 
our  Sabbath-schools. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  our  Christian  parents  the  necessity  of 
training  up  their  children  in  the  way  they  should  go — sowing  the  good  seed  of 
the  kingdom  in  the  youthful  mind  as  the  only  sure  foundation  for  true  and 
noble  life. 

5.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  manifold  evils  arising  from  intemperance 

we  apply  ourselves  by  judicious,  consistent  and  determined  action  to  its  final 
banishment  from  our  midst,  relying  on  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  .Spirit  to  lead 
us  on  to  victory.

Sabbath  Observance. 

The  following  resolutions  on  the  Sabbath  were  presented  and  adop^d  : 

Whereas,  The  Christian  Sabbath  has  its  appointment  in  the  word  of  God 
as  a  day  of  rest  and  sacred  employment,  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  creation, 
and  continuing  all  down  the  line  of  ages  for  thousands  of  years  with  unbroken 
authority  ;  And  whereas,  the  Lord’s  day,  observed  from  the  resurrection  of  our 
Lord  by  himself  and  his  disciples,  as  well  as  the  apostolic  church,  has  been 
recognized  by  the  founders  of  our  national  and  religious  life,  thus  becoming  an 
inseparable  part  of  our  common  history,  entering  into  the  establishment  of  all  our 
institutions,  and  the  framing  of  all  our  laws,  constituting  a  distinguishing  and 
glorious  feature  of  our  republic;  And  whereas,  this  divine  and  time  honored 
institution  has  been  declared  by  our  greatest  statesmen  in  every  generation,  as 
weil  as  by  the  fathers  in  the  church,  to  be  one  of  the  pillars  of  our  national  and 
social  life,  upon  which  this  great  temple  of  liberty  and  justice  has  been  erected  ; 
And  whereas,  it  is  well-known  that  the  present  generation  is  one  of  growing 
disregard  and  open  opposition,  on  the  part  of  certain  classes  of  our  citizens,  and 
of  irregularity  and  questionable  conduct  on  the  part  of  many  professing  Chris¬ 
tians  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we,  the  ministers  and  laymen  composing  the  delegates 
of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States, 
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do  hereby  declare  our  belief  in  the  divine  authority  of  the  Christian  Sabbath  as 
a  day  of  sacred  rest  and  religious  instruction,  and  worship  of  Almighty  God. 

2d,  That  we  most  earnestly  recom men  1  to  all. corporations,  firms,  companies 
and  employees,  the  propriety  as  well  as  the  duty  of  observing  the  Lord’s  Day 
as  a  day  of  rest,  demanded  alike  by  the  laws  of  natural  life  governing  man  and 
beast. 

3d,  In  view  of  the  vital  importance  connected  with  the  observance  of  the 
Lord’s  day,  as  the  foundation  of  our  national,  social  and  religious  life,  we  urge 
upon  a'l  Christian  people  the  necessity  of  awakening  to  the  responsibility  rest¬ 
ing  upon  them  as  tl.e  light  of  the  world,  that  they  be  examples  of  its  proper 
observance. 

4th,  That  we  recommend  to  the  respective  Synods  of  the  General  Synod  that 
they  take  such  action  from  time  to  time  as  shall  lead  to  more  frequent  and 
earnest  appeals  from  all  the  pulpits  of  our  church  upon  this  all-important  subject. 

5th,  That  with  uplifted  hands  to  that  God  who  is  the  Father  of  us  all,  w'e 
unceasingly  implore  that  the  day  be  hastened  when  all  the  earth  shall  be  freed 
from  the  power  of  sin,  and  when  life  shall  be  one  universal  Sabbath  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth. 

New  Liturgy. 

The  petition  of  fifty-five  ministers  for  a  new  liturgy  was  an¬ 
swered  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Whereas,  This  Synod  has  heard  with  much  interest  the  petition  of  fifty-five 
ministers,  expressing  their  opini  >n  that  the  liturgy  authorized  by  this  body  at 
its  last  convention  does  not  meet  the  wants  of  the  church,  and  expressing  also 
a  desire  for  a  book  more  in  harmony  with  historic  Lutheran  books  of  worship, 
and  enunciating  more  clearly  the  doctrines  of  the  church  ; 

And  WHEREAS,  This  Synod  has  already  entered  into  preliminary  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  Southern  General  Synod,  looking  to  the  preparation  of  a  com¬ 
mon  service  of  worship  for  all  English-speaking  churches; 

And  whereas,  The  present  indications  are  that  no  order  of  public  worship 
and  forms  for  minsterial  acts  would  be  acceptable  to  the  other  bodies  invited 
to  unite  in  the  preparation  of  a  common  service,  that  would  not  be  conformed 
to  the  order  and  method  recognized  by  the  consensus  of  the  standard  Lutheran 
Liturgies  of  the  Church  in  Europe  and  America  ; 

And  whereas,  this  Synod  is  not  aware  that  any  students  of  the  subject  in 
this  body  have  yet  outlined,  in  writing,  of  appropriate  literary  excellence,  a 
well-defined  ideal  of  such  a  book  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  not  expedient  to  appoint  a  committee  at  this  time  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  new  liturgy. 

Resolved,  That  the  Publishing  Committee  be  advised  to  keep  011  hand  only 
a  limited  number  of  copies  of  the  last  liturgy. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  project  of  a  common  service  for 
all  English-speaking  churches,  the  attention  of  the  District  Synods  be  called 
to  this  subject,  with  a  view  of  eliciting  and  giving  shape  to  an  intelligent  sen¬ 
timent  among  our  brethren. 
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Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  hereby  suggest  to  the  ministers  possessing  a  liturgic 
spirit,  and  gifted  with  a  style  of  writing  characterized  by  scholarly  excellence, 
the  propriety  of  a  thorough  study  of  the  whole  liturgical  subject,  and  the  out¬ 
lining  of  well  matured  forms,  and  their  publication  in  papers  or  periodicals 
with  a  view  to  aiding  ministers  and  people  in  forming  clearer  opinions  on  the 
subject,  and  that  the  way  may  be  prepared  to  constitute  the  future  committee 
to  represent  this  body  iti  a  joint  committee  of  all  the  bodies  that  may  unite  in 
the  preparation  of  a  Common  Service  and  Liturgy. 

Freedmen. 

In  reference  to  a  paper  relating  to  the  education  of  Freedmen 
it  was 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  all  contributions  for  the  general  work 
of  the  education  of  freedmen  and  the  building  of  churches  for  them  be  sent  to 
the  committee  on  the  subject  in  General  Synod  South. 

Trustees  of  Pastors’  Fund. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  nominate  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  re¬ 
spectfully  present  the  following  :

Minutes  of  Eleventh  Session  read  and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Railroads. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Standing  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  consist  of  three  per¬ 
sons,  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  the  most  advantageous 
rates  of  passage  on  all  lines  of  travel  leading  to  the  place  of  the  meeting  of 
each  General  Synod. 

The  President  accordingly  appointed  said  Committee,  Rev. 
J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  and  the  pastor  of  the 
church  in  which  Synod  convenes. 
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German  Orphan  Asylum. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  There  have  been  legacies  set  apart  and  collections  made  for  a 
German  Orphan  Asylum  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  such  institution  in  existence,  whilst  there  are  many 
within  the  bounds  of  other  synods ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Directors  be  appointed  with  authority  to  secure 
such  legacies  and  donations  for  the  purposes  named  and  proceed  to  the  inaug¬ 
uration  of  such  an  institution,  that  shall  be  able  to  enlist  the  sympathies  of  our 
German  people,  and  look  for  its  support  to  their  free-will  offerings. 

Directors  of  German  Orphan  Asylum. 

The  President  appointed  Rev.  J.  D.  Severingbaus,  Rev.  J.  G. 
Gronmiller  and  Mr.  W.  Niestadt,  Directors  of  a  German  Orphan 
Asylum. 

Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg. 

The  following  report  was  read  by  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod, 
at  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

The  regular  constitutional  report  for  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  Institu¬ 
tion  is  hereby  rendered  to  the  General  Synod. 

Within  the  interim  of  the  two  years  since  the  presentation  of  the  last  report, 
this  cherished  Seminary  has  continued  to  enjoy  a  goodly  degree  of  prosperity, 
though  not  exempt  from  anxiety  and  sorrow. 

It  is  deemed  proper  to  state  that,  one  year  ago,  the  long-continued  illness  of 
Dr.  J.  A.  Brown,  formerly  chairman  of  the  faculty,  and  subsequently  bearing 
the  honorary  relation  of  Professor  Emeritus,  terminated  in  death.  A  suitable 
testimonial  of  high  regard  was  framed  and  recorded  at  the  succeeding  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

Nearly  two  years  have  passed  since  Dr.  C.  A.  Stork  was  inducted  into  the 
professorship  of  Theology,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Dr.  Brown’s  afflic¬ 
tion.  We  learn  that  in  consequence  of  his  suffering  from  a  throat  trouble,  the 
other  two  prdifcssors — Drs.  Hay  and  Wolf — have  shared  his  work  between 
them  since  New  Year.  A  few  weeks  thereafter,  the  invalid  professor  is  said 
to  have  retired  temporarily  from  his  home  to  be  near  his  physician,  and  will 
probably  not  be  able  to  resume  work  during  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
Dr.  Morris  is  still  continued  as  lecturer  in  the  Seminary. 

The  finances  are  carefully  guarded  by  the  vigilant  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  S. 
Weiser,  of  York,  Pa.,  who  is  aided  by  an  efficient  committee.  The  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  amounts  at  this  time  to  about  eighty-six  thousand  dollars.  The 
finance  committee  believe  that  the  moneys  are  all  securely  invested.  The 
Financial  Secretary,  Rev.  A.  M.  Whetstone,  has  returned  about  twelve  thousand 
dollars  as  a  result  of  his  work  in  the  time  thus  engaged,  a  period  of  about  two 
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Thirty  students  have  attended  the  instructions  of  the  current  year.  Of  these, 
twelve  will  complete  their  course  with  the  close  of  the  present  session.  It 
must  appear  evident  to  all,  that  these  numbers  fall  far  short  of  the  provision 
made  by  the  Church  in  this  institution,  and  that  they  are  not  adequate,  even 
with  what  is  done  by  other  schools,  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  territory  in  the 
east.  It  is,  therefore,  greatly  important  that  both  pastors  and  people  awake 

to  a  deeper  interest  in  the  work  of  securing  and  preparing  young  men  for  the 

.  .  • 
ministry. 

Pursuant  to  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  concerning  a  more  desirable  house  for  the  third  professor,  Dr.  Wolf,  the 
old  house  in  town  has  been  sold,  and  a  new  one  is  in  process  of  erection,  on 
Seminary  Ridge,  in  a  range  with  the  other  professors’  houses.  Additional 
funds  for  this  object  have  been  secured  from  churches  by  the  personal  efforts 
of  the  professor  himself,  but  the  sum  of  a  thousand  dollars  is  still  needed  to 
meet  the  entire  cost. 

In  closing  this  paper,  we  yet  bespeak  the  sincere  prayer  of  this  body,  that 
the  Lord  will  even  more  graciously  smile  for  the  time  to  come  than  he  has 
done  in  the  past,  upon  this  institution  of  the  Church,  one  of  the  earliest  and 
most  precious  monuments  of  the  wisdom  and  piety  of  the  General  Synod.

Resolved,  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  the  Church  at  Large  and 
the  General  Synod  as  well  as  the  Church  Extension  Board,  for  their  prompt 
aid  in  enabling  us  to  pay  off  a  mortgage  of  $10,000,  thereby  placing  our  con¬ 
gregation  in  a  more  favorable  condition  to  become  self-sustaining.

Lutheran  Church  Union. 

The  following  prevailed  : 

Whereas,  According  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod,  “this  body 
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shall  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times 
and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians 
in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and 
unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected 
and  unavailing,”  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  growing  sentiment  deprecating  the  divided  state  of 
our  Church  in  this  country  and  in  favor  of  unity  of  organization,  both  among 
the  clergy  and  laity,  and 

Whereas,  This  sentiment  has  found  decided  expression  in  various  forms  in 
all  parts  of  the  Church ;  therefore 

Resolved  i,  That  we  hail  with  gratification  the  desire  thus  manifested,  and 
will  rejoice  in  any  movement,  looking  towards  the  healing  of  our  divisions 
and  the  promotion  of  that  unity  of  our  Church  in  this  country. 

Resolved  2 ,  That  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  co-operate  with  similar  committees  upon  the  part  of  any  of  our 
Lutheran  bodies  in  any  feasible  measures  that  will  bring  about  this  desired 
end,  and  fulfill  the  Saviour’s  prayer  “  that  all  the  disciples  may  be  one  as  lie 
and  the  Father  are  one.” 

Time  of  Next  Convention. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  time  of  the  next  Convention 
be  at  9  a.  m.,  the  first  Wednesday  after  Whitsunday  in  the  year 
1885. 

Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence  report :  The  only  docu¬ 
ments  put  into  their  hands  are  those  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  the  United  States,  referring  to  a  letter  from  the  delegate  to  this 
body,  Rev.  Dr.  D.  Van  Horn,  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Seventh  Triennial 
Convention  of  that  Synod,  and  a  copy  of  the  Report  of  Foreign  Missions. 
The  letter  expresses  the  Christian  greetings  and  best  wishes  of  the  brethren  of 
this  sister  church,  and  expresses  a  regret  of  the  writer’s  inability  to  be  present 
at  this  meeting,  and  the  hope  of  a  continuance  of  our  fraternal  correspond¬ 
ence.

Orphans’  Home,  of  Loysville,  Pa.,  I  present,  as  President  of  its  Board  of 
Trustees,  a  brief  statement  of  its  work  during  the  last  year,  and  of  its  imme¬ 
diate  needs. 

LOCATION  OK  THE  HOME. 

The  Home  is  located  at  Loysville,  Perry  county,  Pa.,  on  a  tract  of  land 
owned  by  the  Board,  the  products  of  which  have  materially  aided  in  reducing 
the  expenses  of  the  institution,  it  having  been  brought  to  a  high  degree  of  cul¬ 
tivation,  under  the  efficient  superintendency  of  the  Rev.  P.  Willard.  The 
healthfulness  of  the  location  is  abundantly  proved  by  the  excellent  health  of 
all  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  sickness  being  rare  and  of  trifling  character. 

INMATES  OF  THE  HOME. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Home  140  children,  81  of  whom  are  soldiers’ 
orphans,  and  59  church  orphans.  The  buildings  are  crowded  far  beyond  their 
capacity.  Indeed,  so  serious  has  the  lack  of  room  been,  that  for  one  year  past 
it  has  been  impossible  for  us  to  receive  any  applicants.  Between  fifty  and 
»eventy-five  orphans  have  thus  been  turned  from  our  doors,  the  circumstances 
of  a  large  number  being  unusually  distressing. 

CARE  OF  THE  CHILDREN. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  management  is  to  provide  a  home  for  those  placed 
under  its  care.  The  best  instructors  are  provided,  and  the  intellectual,  physi¬ 
cal,  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  every  inmate  looked  after  with  scrupulous 
fidelity.  Unsought  testimonials  from  the  highest  sources  amply  testify  to  the 
success  attained. 

RECEIPTS. 

The  treasurer’s  report  shows  that  #11,901.75  were  received  last  year.  Of 
this,  #8,364.93  came  from  the  State  for  the  support  of  soldiers’  orphans; 
#2,087.18  were  received  from  various  Synods;  #490.86  from  Sunday  schools, 
and  #958.78  from  various  other  sources.  If  the  Home  should  be  compelled 
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to  depend  upon  the  contributions  of  our  churches  alone,  it  would  necessitate 
the  immediate  removal  of  no  children.  There  is  a  loud  call  for  largely  in¬ 
creased  contributions  if  this  work  is  not  to  be  seriously  crippled.  The  Treas¬ 
urer,  to  whom  all  money  should  be  sent,  is  Mr.  Daniel  Eppley,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOME. 

"Our  most  pressing  need  is  an  additional  building.  This  the  Board  has  de¬ 
cided  to  erect  at  once,  and  plans  for  the  same  are  now  being  prepared.  The 
expense  will  be  about  $4,000.  We  appeal  to  all  in  our  General  Synod,  who 
have  the  cause  of  the  orphan  at  heart,  to  assist  us'  in  this  special  work.  We 
ask  the  General  Synod  to  take  the  following  action  : 

1st.  That  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  be  recommended  for  continued  con¬ 
fidence  and  support. 

2d.  That  such  Synods  as  are  not  represented  in  its  Board  of  Trustees  be 
requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  thus  identify  themselves  with  the 
Home.

'Fable,  the  following  as  its  report: 
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This  table  is  necessarily  imperfect  for  several  reasons : 

(1)  Because  Secretaries  of  Synods  did  not  all  send  reports  as  instructed, 
and  consequently  several  had  to  be  made  ®p  partly  from  copies  of  Minutes  for 
one  year,  and  partly  from  memory. 

(2)  Because  some  Synods  reported  according  to  the  blank  for  last  General 
Synod  statistical  reports,  and  others  by  the  blank  furnished  for  “  amplified 
statistics.” 

(3)  Because  some  Secretaries  did  not  fully  understand  the  requirements  of 
the  blank  for  “amplified  st^istics,”  and  therefore  failed  to  report  accurately. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your  Committee  earnestly  recommend  : 

I.  The  discontinuance  of  the  effort  60  amplify  statistics  as  proposed  by  the 
last  General  Synod.

That  the  Secretary  of  General  Synod  send  one  of  these  blanks  to  the 
Secretary  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  in  the  General  Synod  at  least  four 
weeks  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  that  thisblank,  care¬ 
fully  filled  out  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  given,  together  with  the  delegates' 
credentials  and  a  copy  of  Minutes  for  two  previous  years,  to  the  chairman  of 
the  delegation,  to  be  presented  at  the  first  session  of  the  General  Synod. 

IV.  That  the  statistical  reports  of  the  General  Synod  close  with  the  1st  of 
April  preceding  the  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and  cover  the  period  of 
two  years.

bilities,  and  make  such  arrangements  for  its  continued  publication,  either  at 
Chicago  or  elsewhere,  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  best,  with  the  strict 
understanding  that  it  be  conducted  hereafter  as  heretofore  in  the  spirit  and 
interests  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  accordance  with  the  above,  the  President  appointed  Rev. 
S.  W.  Harkey,  D.  D.,  F.  Hasse,  M.  D.,  and  Mr.  W.  Niestadt  the 
committee. 

Thanks  for  Entertainment. 

Resolved,  That  th^,$)ost  hearty  thanks  of  this  body  are  herewith  extended 
to  the  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  church,  to  the  Lutheran  congregation,  and  to 
the  Christian  community  of  Springfield  for  the  welcome,  comfort  and  enter¬ 
tainment  we  have  enjoyed  at  their  hands. 

Thanks  to  the  Press. 

Resolved,  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  the  members  of  the  press  of  this 
city,  with  particular  mention  of  the  Daily  Republican  and  Globe,  for  the  full 
and  complete  report  made  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Sessions  of  Synod. 

Minutes  Printed. 

The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  have  2000  copies  of  the  minutes 
of  the  Synod  printed  for  distribution. 

Swedish  Church  Paper. 

The  following  prevailed  : 

Whereas,  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  General  Synod  and  its  work 
on  the  part  of  our  Scandinavian  brethren,  and  the  need  of  an  organ  in  the 
Swedish  language  setting  forth  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  General 
Synod  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication,  by  correspondence  with  the  Swed¬ 
ish  pastors  of  the  General  Synod,  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  the  issuing  of 
a  monthly  paper  in  the  Swedish  language. 

Scarcity  of  Ministers. 

The  Committee  on  Scarcity  of  Ministers  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  question  proposed  for  solution  is,  What  is  the  most  efficient  method  for 
increasing  the  number  of  ministers  in  our  Church?  The  need  of  more  men 
in  the  active  ministry  is  clearly  recognized.  During  some  while  in  the  past, 
the  majority  of  young  men  in  our  churches  have  turned  their  attention  to  sec¬ 
ular  pursuits.  The  world  spirit  in  our  time  is  so  active  and  lively,  that  tem¬ 
poral  concerns  have  come  to  be  regarded  on  all  sides  as  the  more  significant, 
and  deserving  the  most  earnest  care.  In  the  practical  affairs  of  men,  the  pros- 
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pects  for  the  future  are  so  inviting,  and  the  assurance  of  present  gain  so  strong 
that  young  men  in  every  part  of  the  country  are  drawn  from  the  work  of  the 
Church  into  the  various  callings  whose  only  end  is  temporal  well-being. 

On  this  account,  few  in  the  schools  in  the  General  Synod  are  preparing 
themselves  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

How  to  stop  the  movement  of  Christian  young  men  away  from  the  minis¬ 
try,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  those  who  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  is 
the  problem  to  be  solved. 

The  method  of  solution  may  be  indicated  as  follows: 

ist.  Special  effort  must  be  made  by  the  pastors  to  persuade  young  men  in 
their  congregations  to  begin  the  work  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry. 
Direct  personal  effort  is  essential.  The  pastor  is  the  man  best  qualified  to  do 
this  kind  of  work. 

2d.  Ample  provision  must  be  made,  by  the  District  Synods,  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  beneficiaries.  The  Church  cannot  afford  to  throw  aside  beneficiary 
education.  This  is  a  truth  too  well  settled  to  be  despised. 

3d.  It  is  necessary  that  the  charges  in  the  General  Synod  pay  their  pastors 
larger  salaries.  Young  men  understand  that  human  strength  wears  out,  and  old 
age  will  overtake  the  minister  of  the  Gospel,  as  well  as  men  in  other  callings. 
If  pecuniary  support  is  very  meagre,  it  is  highly  probable  that  few  will  be  dis 
posed  to  choose  preaching  the  Gospel  as  their  life  work.  Higher  salaries  are 
necessary. 

4th.  The  injunction  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  must  he  heeded; 
“  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest.”  S.  A.  ORT,

PROCEEDINGS 

RELATING  TO  THE 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 


Rev.  Jacob  A.  Clutz,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
read 

The  Twenty-second  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren:  In  the  kind  providence  of 
God,  we  are  permitted  to  present  to  you  the  Twenty-second  Biennial  Report 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Work  of  our  Church.  In  so  doing,  we  would  respect¬ 
fully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  particulars  : 

I.  THE  WORK  AT  HOME. 

I.  Receipts  and  Expenditures :  Our  last  report  which  closed  March  31st, 
1881,  showed  a  balance  of  82,222.08  in  the  treasury  for  current  use.  The 
Board  then  asked  the  churches  for  at  least  $40,000  for  the  next  two  years, 
which  was  an  advance  of  nearly  $10,000  over  the  contributions  for  the  previ¬ 
ous  two  years.  The  General  Synod  heartily  endorsed  the  request,  and  passed 
a  resolution  earnestly  exhorting  our  pastors  and  people  “  to  make  every  possi¬ 
ble  effort  to  raise  this  amount.”  We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  call  thus  made 
upon  the  Church  has  been  responded  to  most  cheerfully  and  generously. 
From  March  31,  1881,  to  March  31,  1883,  the  time  covered  by  our  Financial 
Report,  the  Board  received  from  all  sources  for  the  General  Fund  $50,741 .08. 
This  is  a  most  gratifying  increase  in  the  contributions  of  the  Church  towards 
this  great  w'ork,  being  an  advance  of  $20,607.94,  or  more  than  65  per  cent. 
If  a  like  rate  of  increase  is  maintained  for  a  few  years  more,  w'e  will  begin  to 
take  our  proper  place  as  a  Church  in  the  great  advancing  hosts  of  God’s 
people  that  are  now'  sweeping  on  to  the  conquest  of  the  whole  world  for  Christ. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Board  during  the  same  time  from  March  31,  1881, 
to  March  31,  1883,  have  been  $45,802.06.  Of  this  sum  $536.76,  or  less  than 
1  y  per  cent,  have  been  absorbed  in  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Board.  This  includes  $316.61  paid  for  the  printing  and  mailing  of  20,000 
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copies  of  our  last  Biennial  Report,  and  also  $58.34  expended  for  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  “  Appeal  to  the  Churches”  recently  issued. 

An  unsually  large  amount  has  been  spent  during  the  past  two  years  for  the 
traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries  going  to  and  from  India.  The  return  of 
Mr.  Rowe  and  his  family  to  India  soon  after  the  last  General  Synod;  the 
coming  home  of  Dr.  Unangst  on  leave  of  absence,  and  the  bringing  back  to  the 
United  States  of  Miss  Boggs  and  the  wife  and  children  of  our  lamented  Brother 
Rowe,  have  together  involved  an  expenditure  of  over  $3,000.  But  this  is 
one  of  the  exigencies  of  the  work  which  cannot  be  avoided  sometimes,  and 
which  when  it  arises  must  be  promptly  and  cheerfully  met. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  of  cash  in  hand  for  current  use, 
March  31 ,  1883,  of  $7,161 .10.  Besides  this,  we  still  have  $5, 173.62  of  the  Coher 
legacy,  held  in  reserve  for  special  work  in  Africa  in  accordunce  with  the  terms 
of  the  will  of  Mr.  Coher.  We  have  also  the  Permanent  Fund  of  $2,000  es¬ 
tablished  three  years  ago  by  a  “  Friend  of  Missions”  for  the  training  of  native 
helpers  in  India.  Both  of  these  funds  are  securely  invested.  We  also  hold 
two  Memorial  Church  Bonds  of  $500  each,  which  were  presented  to  the 
Board  some  years  ago  by  a  “  Friend  of  Missions,”  and  the  interest  of  which 
is  to  be  applied  each  year  to  the  support  of  two  boys  in  the  Boarding  School 
in  India. 

A  more  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  found  in  the 
summary  to  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer. 

2.  The  Appeal  of  the  Board  to  the  Churches  :  In  consequence  of  the  unusually 
heavy  demands  upon  our  treasury  alluded  to  above,  and  the  necessity  of  send¬ 
ing  out  at  least  two  new  missionaries  at  an  early  day,  the  Board  issued,  in  Jan¬ 
uary  last,  a  special  appeal  to  the  churches  for  increased  contributions  to  meet 
the  emergency.  This  appeal  was  printed  in  tract  form,  and  22,000  copies  of 
it  were  sent  out  to  our  pastors  for  free  distribution.  Of  course  we  cannot 
know  just  how  much  of  the  increase  in  our  receipts  has  been  due  to  this  ap¬ 
peal,  but  there  have  been  a  number  of  very  liberal  and  encouraging  responses 
to  it,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  done,  and  will  yet  do,  much 
good. 

3.  Legacies:  The  Board  has  received  three  legacies  during  the  past  two 
years,  viz  :  From  Catharine  Barclay,  of  Knowersville,  N.  Y.,  $100;  from 
Catharine  Shutt,  of  Lawyersville,  N.  Y.,  $600;  and  from  Mr.  E.  Melchinger, 
of  Dover,  York  county,  Pa.,  $948.  Though  none  of  these  legacies  have  been 
large,  it  is  still  a  hopeful  sign  that  more  and  more  of  our  people  are  remember¬ 
ing  the  claims  of  the  heathen  in  making  a  final  distribution  of  their  worldly 
goods. 

We  commend  the  example  of  these  departed  worthies  to  others,  and  hope 
that  there  may  be  many  who  will  do  likewise.  What  better  use  can  be  made 
of  the  accumulations  of  a  life-time,  after  reasonable  provision  for  the  wants  of 
relatives  or  friends,  than  to  leave  them  in  trust  to  the  various  Boards  of  the 
Church  to  go  on  doing  God’s  work  in  the  world,  when  the  hands  that  have 
gathered  them  are  folded  to  rest  in  the  grave?  Those  who  wish  so  to  remem- 
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ber  the  cause,  should  always  be  careful  to  state  their  purpose  distinctly,  and  to 
use  the  full  name  of  the  Board  as  found  at  the  head  of  this  report. 

4.  The  Woman' s  Missionary  Society  :  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise 
of  the  wisdom  and  energy  with  which  the  good  women  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  work  of  this  Society  have  been  pushing  it  forward  in  every  part  of  the 
Church,  nor  of  the  promptness  and  liberality  with  which  they  have  responded 
to  every  call  made  upon  them  in  aid  of  our  foreign  work.  Since  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  they  have  had  a  house  erected  in  Guntur,  as  a  residence  for  their 
missionaries,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  all  of  which  has  been  paid.  They  have  also 
provided  for  the  support  of  the  Zenana  work,  and  the  schools  for  girls  in  Gun¬ 
tur,  at  an  annual  cost  of  $600,  and  recently  they  have  agreed  to  furnish  $1000 
for  this  work  during  the  present  year.  They  have  also  paid  the  salary  of  their 
special  missionary,  Miss  Boggs,  regularly  in  advance,  have  provided  for  all  the 
extra  expenses  incident  to  her  illness,  and  will  pay  her  passage  home.  And 
now,  nothing  discouraged  by  the  long  illness  and  enforced  return  from  India 
of  their  first  missionary,  they  are  about  to  send  out  two  new  female  mission¬ 
aries  during  the  coming  summer,  and  are  preparing  to  prosecute  every  part  of 
their  work  with  even  increased  energy  and  determination. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  shows  a  total  of  $4,795.01,  received  from  this  source 
for  the  purposes  named  above  during  the  past  two  years,  and  we  doubt  not, 
that  much  of  the  increased  interest  and  liberality  of  the  church  at  large  is  due 
to  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society.  We  bid  them  a  most  hearty  God-speed, 
and  cordially  commend  them  and  their  work  to  the  sympathy  and  co-operation 
of  all  our  pastors  and  people. 

5.  The  Children' s  Foreign  Missionary  Society :  This  also  has  been 
steadily  growing  in  strength  and  efficiency  during  the  past  two  years.  It 
now  numbers  quite  10,000,  and  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  have  been 
$2,535.21,  and  for  the  two  years  closing  with  March  31,  1883,  $4,673.04. 
And  yet  we  are  persuaded  that  its  work  is  just  beginning.  Of  the  900 
Sunday-schools  in  the  General  Synod,  not  more  than  two  hundred  are 
connected  with  it.  If  the  remaining  seven  hundred  could  only  be  interested, 
and  the  proper  effort  were  made  by  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents,  we 
doubt  not  that  the  amount  contributed  could  easily  be  doubled.  Shall  it  not 
be  done?  Ought  it  not  to  be  done?  We  especially  commend  this  Society  to 
the  pastors  and  churches,  and  urge  its  introduction  into  every  Sunday-school 
in  the  General  Synod,  that  so  our  people  may  be  trained  from  childhood  to  an 
interest  in  Foreign  Mission  work,  and  to  the  habit  of  giving  regularly  for  its 
support.

The  cost  of  conducting  the  work  of  the  Society,  including  the  printing  and 
mailing  of  the  certificates  for  the  children,  has  been  $402.81.  This  will  ac¬ 
count  for  the  difference  between  the  receipts  of  the  Society  as  shown  by  the 
above  statement,  and  the  amount  acknowledged  as  received  from  the  -Society 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

6.  The  Contributions  from  the  Southern  Churches :  Your  Board  has  been  much 
gratified  by  the  increasing  interest  in  our  work  shown  by  many  of  the  churches 
and  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Southern  General  Synod.  Quite  a 
number  of  them  are  now  regular  contributors,  and  the  receipts  from  this  source 
for  the  past  two  years,  including  the  amount  paid  to  the  Children’s  Missionary 
Society,  have  been  8803.1 1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  South, 
held  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  in  May,  1882,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  send  out  a 
Missionary  to  India  under  the  auspices  of  our  Board,  and  to  undertake  his 
support,  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man  could  be  found.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  carry  this  resolution  into  effect,  and  there  is  good  ground  for  the  hope  that 
their  purpose  will  be  realized  at  no  very  distant  day.  It  gives  us  peculiar 
pleasure  to  make  these  statement's,  as  we  think  that  a  union  of  hearts  and 
hands  in  this  great  work  of  the  Church  is  the  truest  and  best  kind  of  union, 
and  will  eventually  prepare  the  way  for  a  closer  organic  union  of  those  so 
long  and  so  needlessly  separated. 

7.  The  Missionary  Journal :  This  very  interesting  and  useful  little  paper 
has  filled  a  very  important  place  in  our  church  work.  It  has  regularly  paid  its 
monthly  visits  to  at  least  nine  thousand  homes,  carrying  valuable  information 
about  our  home  and  foreign  work,  and  everywhere  stimulating  a  more  intelligent 
interest  in  the  work,  and  an  increased  liberality  in  its  support.  It  has  not  cost 
the  Board  one  dollar  for  its  support,  and  last  year  it  paid  875  into  our  treasury. 
Its  circulation,  however,  should  be  twice  as  large  as  it  is,  and  we  hope  it  will 
not  belong  before  it  shall  be  greatly  increased.  An  earnest  and  active  pastor 
cannot  find  any  more  efficient  helper  in  the  education  of  his  people  into  full 
sympathy  with  the  Mission  work  of  the  Church,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
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8.  The  American  Tract  Society  has  generously  continued  its  annual  ap¬ 
propriations  of  $100  for  Tract  work  in  India,  with  the  condition  that  it  be  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  circulation  of  undenominational  tracts. 

9.  Charter  :  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod,  the 
Board  has  procured  a  charter  from  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  addition  to  the 
one  secured  by  the  former  Board  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  they 
now  enjoy  the  benefits  of  incorportion  in  both  States. 

10.  Fu  ure  Wants:  Gratifying  as  has  been  the  large  increase  in  the 
receipts  of  the  Board  for  the  past  two  years,  it  has  hardly  kept  pace  with  the 
enlargement  of  our  work,  and  the  consequently  increasing  demands  upon  our 
treasury,  especially  in  India.  Indeed  the  Board,  in  view  of  the  heavy 
expenses  attending  the  expected  return  to  India  of  Dr.  Unganst  and  his 
wife,  and  the  sending  out  of  several  new  missionaries  this  coming  summer, 
felt  compelled  to  cut  down  the  India  budget  for  the  present  year  more 
than  $1,000,  although  the  missionaries  assured  us  that  they  had  included 
nothing  that  was  not  absolutely  necessary  to  the  proper  care  and  development 
of  the  work.  This  necessity  ought  not  to  exist.  For  years  the  Church  has 
been  praying  for  God’s  blessing  upon  the  labors  of  our  missionaries  in  that  be¬ 
nighted  land.  For  years  we  have  been  crying  to  him  for  the  former  and  the 
latter  rains,  in  order  that  the  seed  sown  might  spring  up  and  bring  forth  fruit 
manifold.  And  surely  now,  when  he  is  so  graciously  answering  our  prayers, 
the  Church  should  not  draw  back,  and  refuse  to  provide  the  men  and  the 
means  necessary  for  gathering  the  abundant  harvests  that  whiten  the  field  with 
promise  in  every  direction. 

In  Africa  also  there  are  many  indications  that  God  is  with  us,  and  that  he 
is  opening  the  way  for  a  considerable  extension  of  our  work  at  no  very  distant 
day.  And  when  that  day  comes  we  ought  to  be  ready  to  promptly  improve 
the  opportunity,  and  enter  every  open  door  that  may  be  set  before  us.  But  this 
also  will  require  increased  expenditures. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  to  make  a  large  permanent  advance  in 
her  contributions  to  this  work,  and  we  would  earnestly  ask  for  at  least  $30,- 
000  for  each  of  the  next  two  years.  We  believe  that  this  figure  is  easily 
within  our  reach,  and  less  than  this  will  not  suffice  to  do  the  work  to  which 
God  is  calling  us. 

II.  THE  INDIA  MISSION. 

1.  Sick?tess  ami  Death  of  Missionaries  :  Our  India  Mission  has  been  very 
sadly  afflicted  during  the  past  two  years.  First,  came  the  serious  and  pro¬ 
longed  illness  of  Miss  Boggs  and  Mrs.  Schnure,  the  first  tidings  of  which  had 
just  reached  us  at  the  last  General  Synod.  Miss  Boggs  was  taken  sick  soon 
after  her  arrival  in  Guntur,  and  for  many  months  even  her  life  was  despaired 
of.  After  nearly  two  years  of  most  intense  suffering,  borne  with  the  patience  and 
fortitude  of  a  martyr,  she  so  far  recovered  her  strength  as  to  be  able  to  attempt 
the  journey  back  to  America,  where  she  has  only  recently  arrived.  Her  con¬ 
dition  has  been  somewhat  improved  by  the  voyage  home,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
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under  the  influence  of  this  more  bracing  climate,  she  will  eventually  be  en¬ 
tirely  restored  to  health.  Mrs.  Schnure’s  illness,  though  not  so  severe  as  that 
of  Miss  Boggs,  was  yet  of  such  a  character  that  she  suffered  very  greatly,  and 
her  strength  was  so  reduced  that  it  was  necessary  for  her  to  leave  Guntur  dur¬ 
ing  the  hot  season,  and  go  to  the  cooler  and  healthier  hills  in  the  south  of* 
India.  As  she  was  too  weak  to  travel  alone,  or  take  care  of  herself,  her  hus¬ 
band  had  to  accompany  her.  She  has  recently  improved  very  much  in  health, 
and  during  the  last  cool  season,  spent  some  months  in  Guntur,  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  Mission  work.  The  prospects  are  now  good  that  with  care  she  may 
be  able  to  remain  in  India  for  some  years. 

Notwithstanding  her  illness,  she  has  never  intermitted  the  study  of  Telugu, 
and  is  now  able  to  use  it  in  her  work  in  the  schools  and  among  the  women, 
being,  we  believe,  the  first  lady  in  our  mission  who  has  ever  undertaken  to 
learn  the  native  tongue. 

Then,  as  the  crowning  affliction,  there  came  the  sickness  and  death  of  the 
Children’s  Missionary,  Rev.  A.  D.  Rowe,  the  announcement  of  which,  last 
fall,  occasioned  such  deep  and  genuine  sorrow  in  all  our  churches  and  Sun¬ 
day-schools.  As  proposed  in  our  last  report,  Mr.  Rowe  and  his  family  re¬ 
turned  to  India  from  this  country  a  few  months  later.  They  sailed  from  New 
York  September  24,  and  arrived  in  Guntur  November  23,  1881,  having  made 
an  unusually  quick  and  prosperous  journey.  As  soon  as  he  reached  the  mission 
field,  Brother  Rowe  went  to  work  with  his  customary  energy.  The  district 
work  was  just  then  very  laborious  in  consequence  of  the  many  recent  additions 
to  the  Church,  and  the  large  number  of  inquirers,  or  candidates  for  baptism. 
As  Mr.  Schnure  was  absent  W'ith  his  "wife,  and  would  hardly  have  been  able 
as  yet  to  use  the  language  even  if  present,  this  whole  work  devolved  upon  Dr. 
Unangst  and  Mr.  Rowe.  Besides  this,  he  superintended  the  erection  of  two 
new  bungalows,  or  dwelling  houses,  authorized  by  the  Board,  the  one  for  the 
use  of  a  missionary  family,  the  other  for  the  use  of  missionaries  of  the  Woman’s 
Society.  He  was  also  occupied  with  a  very  heavy  correspondence  w'ith  the 
subscribers  to  the  Temporary  Training  School  fund,  and  to  various  other 
special  objects,  most  of  whom  he  had  secured  by  his  own  personal  efforts 
while  in  the  United  States.  In  the  Spring  of  1882,  this  burden,  already  too 
heavy  for  one  man  to  carry,  was  still  further  increased  by  the  return  of  Dr. 
Unangst  to  America,  in  accordance  with  the  furlough  granted  him  by  the 
Board.  Mr.  Rowe  was  thus  left  practically  alone  in  the  evangelistic  work, 
Mr.  Uhl  being  fully  occupied  with  the  school,  and  Mr.  Schnure  not  having 
yet  returned  from  the  hills.  It  w'as  not  in  his  nature  to  leave  anything  undone, 
so  long  as  he  had  the  strength  to  do  it  himself,  and  it  is  clear  that  under  the 
circumstances  he  undertook  too  much,  and  completely  overworked  himself. 
He  thus  became  an  easy  prey  to  typhoid  fever,  with  which  he  was  seized 
August  12,  and  died  September  16,  1882. 

As  several  very  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  Brother  Rowe’s  life  and  work, 
and  also  of  his  last  illness,  and  the  circumstances  attending  his  death,  have 
already  been  published  in  the  various  periodicals  of  the  church,  we  need  do 
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nothing  more  here  than  to  place  on  record  in  this  official  report,  our  high  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  personal  character,  and  of  his  zeal  and  fidelity  in  his  work  as 
a  missionary,  for  which  he  had  such  exceptional  qualifications.  He  was,  in¬ 
deed,  a  “  chosen  vessel,”  and  his  memory  and  influence  will  long  abide  in  the 
Church,  both  here  and  in  India,  as  a  bright  example  and  a  powerful  stimulus 
to  all  who  knew  and  loved  him.  May  the  mantle,  and  a  “  double  portion  of 
the  spirit,”  of  our  departed  brother  fall  upon  many  other  young  men  of  the 
Church,  who  shall  feel  called  of  God  to  take  up  and  continue  the  work  to 
which  he  was  so  devoted,  and  in  which  he  was  so  eminently  successful. 

His  wife  and  children  are  now  on  their  way  back  to  the  United  States, 
where  they  are  expected  to  arrive  at  an  early  day.  They  are  cordially  com¬ 
mended  to  the  sympathy,  and  prayers,  and  kind  offices  of  the  Church,  in 
whose  service  they  have  been  so  sadly  bereaved. 

2.  Evangelistic  IVork  ;  As  Dr.  Unangst  had  left  India  some  months  before 
Brother  Rowe’s  death,  the  whole  evangelistic  work  of  the  mission  has  since 
devolved  upon  Brother  Sclmure.  Although  Brother  Schnure  had  had  no  pre¬ 
vious  experience  in  district  work,  he  at  once  took  up  the  work  where  Brother 
Rowe  laid  it  down,  and  has  already  shown  himself  to  be  “  a  workman  not 
needing  to  be  ashamed.”  He  has  visited  a  large  part  of  the  Guntur  district, 
has  regularly  met  and  examined  the  village  teachers  and  preachers,  and  has 
been  giving  as  much  attention  as  possible  to  the  correspondence  with  the 
patrons  of  the  boarding  school,  and  other  special  objects  of  support.  The 
mission  has  thus  suffered  less  than  might  have  been  expected  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Still,  the  effect  of  having  so  small  a  force  of  missionaries  in  the  field  is  man¬ 
ifest  in  the  results  of  the  work  for  the  past  year,  during  which  the  number  of 
baptisms  has  been  only  six  hundred  and  fourteen,  as  over  against  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  eighty  in  1881,  and  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  in  18S0. 
But  when  all  the  circumstances  of  the  mission  are  taken  into  consideration,  the 
results  of  the  last  two  years’  work  taken  together  present  a  very  encouraging 
showing.  They  are  as  follows  : 

Number  baptized,  men  594;  women,  566;  and  children,  1,034;  total, 
2,194.  The  net  gain  for  the  two  years,  after  deducting  all  losses,  has  been  for 
1881,  1168;  for  1882,  222;  total,  1390. 

The  details  of  the  work  for  1882,  and  the  general  status  of  the  mission  at 
its  close,  will  appear  from  the  following  statistical  table.  The  figures  of  the 
last  Report  are  also  given,  and  the  gain  or  loss  under  each  item  indicated,  in 
order  to  give  a  full  and  clear  view'  of  the  progress  really  made: 
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1880.

3,  The  Schools  :  Special  mention  should  be  made  here  of  the  work  in  the 
A.  V.  High  School,  which  is  under  the  care  of  Rev.  L.  L.  Uhl.  Brother  Uhl 
spares  no  time  or  labor  in  his  efforts  to  make  this  school  an  effective  agency, 
not  only  for  the  education,  but  also  for  the  evangelization  of  the  pupils,  and  it  is 
to  this  that  we  must  look  for  the  training  of  an  able  and  efficient  corps  of  na¬ 
tive  helpers.  Realizing  the  importance,  we  might  say,  the  absolute  necessity, 
of  getting  a  hold  on  the  higher  castes,  if  India  is  ever  to  be  brought  generally 
under  the  power  of  the  Gospel.  Bro.  Uhl  has  been  especially  earnest  in  his 
efforts  to  reach  these  better  educated  and  more  influential  classes  through  the 
school,  and  his  labors-  have  at  last  been  crowned  with  at  least  a  measure  of 
success.  The  church  has  already  been  made  acquainted  with  the  conversion

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and  baptism  of  Ramachandrayya  Garu,  the  story  of  whose  persecution  by  his 
friends,  because  of  his  change  of  faith,  and  the  patience  and  firmness  with 
which  he  bore  it,  has  been  so  well  told  in  the  church  papers  by  Brother  Uhl 
himself.  But  it  may  be  well  again  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  vast 
importance  of  this  event  in  our  mission  work,  as  giving  us  an  earnest  of  the 
day  when  many  of  the  intelligent  and  influential  classes  of  India  shall  accept 
Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  Lord.  R.  Garu  is  now  at  the  Madras  Christian 
College,  pursuing  an  advanced  course  of  study,  and  it  is  hoped  that  he  may 
yet  prove  to  be  a  most  efficient  co-worker  with  our  missionaries  in  their  labors 
among  the  high  castes,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  Several  other  high  caste 
young  men  have  shown  great  interest  in  the  Bible  and  the  religion  of  Christ, 
and  give  evidence  of  an  awakened  condition  of  mind  which,  it  is  hoped,  may 
issue  at  an  early  day  in  their  avowal  of  faith  in  Christ,  and  their  baptism  in 
his  name.  Three  Brahmin  girls,  or  women,  have  also  recently  placed  them¬ 
selves  under  the  care  and  instruction  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Uhl,  and  these  also  are 
likely  soon  to  be  led  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  to  a  saving  faith  in  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  thus  the  way  is  at  last  being  opened  for  reaching 
these  proud  and  haughty  Pharisees  of  India,  on  whom  the  Gospel  seems  as 
yet  to  have  made  so  little  impression,  and  so  few  of  whom  comparatively  have 
ever  become  Christians  in  any  mission. 

In  all  this  work  among  and  for  the  higher  castes,  and  among  the  schools  in 
Guntur  in  general,  Brother  Ldil  has  had  a  most  active  and  efficient  helpmeet 
in  the  person  of  his  wife.  Mrs.  Uhl  has  been  most  untiring  and  self-sacrificing 
in  her  labors,  especially  among  those  of  her  own  sex.  All  unknown  and  un¬ 
heralded  to  the  church,  she  has  been  doing  a  work  in  Guntur  whose  fruits 
have  already  been  very  precious,  and  will  continue  to  be  gathered  for  many  a 
year  to  come,  and  will  make  her  name  and  her  memory  blessed  long  after  she 
herself  has  rested  from  her  labors.  Permission  has  been  given  to  both  Brother 
Uhl  and  his  wife  to  return  to  the  United  States  in  1884,  to  take  some  well- 
earned  rest,  and  recruit  their  health  and  wasted  energies. 

IV.  THE  TEMPORARY  TRAINING  SCHOOL  AND  SPECIAL  OBJECTS  OF  SUPPORT.. 

Something  should  probably  be  said  in  reference  to  the  temporary  training 
school  in  India,  spoken  of  in  our  last  report,  and  in  which  so  many  are  inter¬ 
ested  as  contributors  to  its  support.  Some  misapprehension  has  been  created 
by  the  statement  in  letters  from  the  missionaries,  especially  since  Brother 
Rowe’s  death,  that  this  school  had  been  abandoned.  The  particular  plan  of 
work  proposed  by  Bro.  Rowe  when  in  this  country  was  abandoned,  or  rather 
was  modified  by  the  action  of  the  India  Conference  after  his  return  to  the 
mission.  But  the  main  features  of  the  plan  are  being  faithfully  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  regular  boarders’  school,  into  which  the  special  training 
school  was  merged.  Pupils  have  been  taken  in  for  all  the  patrons  of  the  train¬ 
ing  school  fund,  and  are  being  regularly  trained  as  helpers.  If  any  who  have 
subscribed  have  been  overlooked,  and  have  had  no  pupils  assigned  them,  the 
oversight  has  been  unintentional,  and  will  be  corrected  as  soon  as  possible. 
There  was  necessarily  more  or  less  of  confusion  incident  to  the  sickness  and 
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death  of  Brother  Rowe, who  had  charge  of  this  work,  and  the  transfer  of  it  to 
Brother  Schnure  without  any  opportunity  for  consultation  or  explanation. 

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  none  of  the  patrons  will  become  impatient,  if  they 
should  not  receive  regular  reports  from  their  several  proteges ,  as  it  is  quite  im¬ 
possible  for  the  two  missionaries  now  in  the  field  to  be  prompt  in  sending  so 
many  letters,  in  connection  with  all  the  other  labors  devolving  upon  them. 

We  w'ould  again,  in  this  connection,  recommend  to  the  people  this  method 
of  giving  to  the  cause,  by  selecting  some  special  object  of  support.  There  are 
quite  a  number  of  things  from  which  a  selection  can  be  made.  The  number 
of  pupils  in  the  Boarding  and  Training  School  might  be  largely  increased  in 
this  way ,  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  work.  It  is  to  this  school  that  we  must 
look  for  the  preparation  of  native  helpers,  and  as  our  work  extends  and  the 
the  number  of  Christians  increases,  the  need  for  efficient  native  teachers  and 
preachers  becomes  more  and  more  pressing.  $25.00  a  year,  for  from  three  to 
five  years,  will  carry  a  young  man  or  woman  through  the  school  and  fit  them 
for  w  ork.  Or  some  may  prefer  to  assume  the  support  of  one  of  the  helpers  in 
the  field,  of  whom  we  have  over  a  hundred.  These  can  select  a  village  teacher 
at  $20.00  a  year,  or  a  village  preacher  at  $30.00.  Others  may  wish  to  contri¬ 
bute  enough  to  build  a  prayer-house  each  year  in  one  of  the  villages  where 
Christians  reside  ;  this  will  require  from  $15.00  to  $20.00.  We,  of  course,  do 
not  wish  any  to  stop  or  reduce  their  regular  contributions  to  the  general  fund. 
This  must  not  be  allowed  to  suffer,  but  it  is  believed  that  many  wall  give  much 
larger  amounts  when  they  know  that  their  gifts  are  going  to  some  particular 
work,  in  which  they  will  then  have  a  special  interest,  and  from  which  they 
will  receive  regular  reports. 

5.  New  Houses:  Instead  of  one  double  house,  as  contemplated  in  our  last 
report,  it  was  judged  better,  after  Mr.  Rowe’s  return  to  India,  to  erect  two  sin¬ 
gle  houses  in  close  proximity  to  each  other,  and  this  has  been  done.  The  cost 
of  each  house  has  been  about  $2000.00.  The  house  for  the  missionary  family 
was  completed  and  occupied  by  Brother  Rowe  for  some  months  before  his 
death.  The  women's  house  was  also  completed  just  before  Brother  Rowe 
was  prostrated  by  the  fever.  It  is  now  rented  out  until  such  time  as  the  new 
missionaries  to  be  sent  out  by  the  Woman’s  Society  shall  wish  to  occupy  it. 
Both  houses  are  in  the  same  compound,  comprising  fourteen  acres,  and  enclosed 
by  a  hedge. 

6.  Return  op' Dr.  Unangst  to  India ,  and  New  Missionaries:  After  twenty- 
four  years  of  faithful  service,  interrupted  by  only  one  furlough  of  two  years, 
and  after  ten  years  of  separation  from  his  wife  and  children,  all  of  whom  re¬ 
mained  in  the  United  States  when  he  went  to  India  the  second  time,  Dr. 
Unangst  was  granted  permission  to  come  to  America  in  the  spring  of  1882  to 
see  his  family  and  rest  for  a  couple  of  years.  But  as  the  unexpected  death  of 
Brother  Rowe  has  left  the  mission  so  insufficiently  manned,  he  has  voluntarily 
offered  to  go  back  again  this  coming  summer.  As  their  children  have  now  all 
grown  up,  at  least  sufficiently  to  be  left  without  parental  oversight,  Mrs.  Unangst 
is  expecting  to  accompany  her  husband  on  his  return  to  India.  It  will  he  a 
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sight  to  stir  the  blood  of  the  younger  men  and  women  of  the  church,  to  see 
this  faithful  couple  go  forth  again  at  the  call  of  duty,  to  spend  their  remaining 
days  in  preaching  Christ  among  the  people,  to  whom  they  first  went  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago.  And  how  great  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  on  that 
distant  shore  since  they  first  went  thither  on  their  errand  of  love  and  mercy ! 
Then  our  mission  was  yet  in  its  infancy,  and  there  were  but  few  who  had  ac¬ 
cepted  Christ.  The  work  was  full  of  difficulty  and  discouragements.  The 
number  of  accessions  was  small,  and  very  few  cared  ever  to  hear  the  mission¬ 
ary’s  message.  Now,  the  number  of  native  Christians  has  grown  to  thousands, 
and  hundreds  are  annually  found  asking  for  further  light  and  instruction. 
And  though  the  work  is  still  difficult,  it  is  now  full  of  encouragement  for  the 
earnest  and  faithful  worker.  And  much  of  this  growth  and  improvement  has 
been  the  result  of  the  patient  toil  and  earnest  prayers  of  this  veteran  in  the 
great  missionary  host,  whom  we  are  all  glad  to  see  among  us  to-day. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Board  to  send  out  at  least  two  new  missionaries 
with  Dr.  Unangst,  and  two  young  men  are  now  under  appointment  for  this 
work.  The  Woman’s  Society  are  also  proposing  to  send  two  female  mission¬ 
aries  at  the  same  time. 

But  even  this  strong  reinforcement  will  hardly  suffice  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  work  which  is  so  rapidly  growing  in  extent  and  importance.  At  least 
two  more  men  ought  to  follow  within  a  year,  or  at  farthest,  two  years  later. 
If  we  wish  to  do  our  duty  in  this  field,  and  reap  the  harvest  of  souls  which  is 
now  fast  ripening  under  God’s  favor  and  blessing  upon  our  work,  we  must  not 
halt  nor  hold  back  for  one  moment.  Having  put  our  hand  to  the  plough,  we 
must  not  even  look  back,  lest  we  should  show  ourselves  unfit  for  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  Rather  should  we  press  forward  each  year  towards  still  larger 
gifts  of  men  and  money,  and  a  more  vigorous  policy. 

As  stated  above,  Brother  Uhl  is  expecting  to  come  home  next  year,  and  one 
of  the  new  missionaries  will  then  be  compelled  to  take  his  place  in  the  High 
School.  This  will  leave  but  three  men  for  evangelistic  work,  which  will  be 
too  small  a  force  for  effective  service  in  the  present  condition  of  the  field. 

Then  there  seems  to  be  a  special  opening  for  work  among  the  Moham¬ 
medans,  for  whom  we  have,  as  yet,  done  practically  nothing.  They  form  quite 
a  distinct  class  in  India,  of  a  very  superior  character,  and  we  ought  to  have  a 
man  who  could  especially  prepare  himself  for  this  work,  and  then  give  it  his 
whole  time  and  strength.  The  need  of  this  is  strongly  insisted  on  by  both 
Brother  Uhl  and  Dr.  Unangst,  and  we  know  it  pressed  heavily  upon  the  mind 
and  heart  of  Brother  Rowe  also. 

Another  thing  that  makes  it  imperative  upon  us  to  keep  our  ranks  full,  is 
the  encroachments  now  being  make  upon  our  field  by  the  Baptists  from  the 
Ongolo  Mission,  to  the  south  of  Guntur.  In  disregard  of  the  well-known  and 
generally  observed  rule  of  denominational  non-interference  in  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  work,  they  are  coming  over  upon  the  territory  which  has  hitherto  been 
regarded  as  belonging  to  our  Church,  and  are  working,  not  only  among  the 
heathen,  which  would  not  be  so  objectionable,  but  also  among  our  own  peo- 
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pie.  Recently,  two  of  their  men  have  come  to  Guntur,  and  say  they  have 
come  to  stay,  in  spite  of  the  kind  expostulations  and  earnest  protests  of  our 
missionaries.  The  results  of  this  can  be  easily  understood.  It  means  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  confusion  into  the  minds  of  the  people,  the  unsettling  of  the 
faith  of  many,  and  great  embarrassment  to  our  work  in  many  ways. 

But,  as  we  have  no  means  of  excluding  them  from  our  field  except  an  earn¬ 
est  protest,  and  an  appeal  to  the  generally  recognized  rule  of  non-interference, 
and  as  they  refuse  to  pay  any  attention  to  either  of  these,  the  only  thing  left 
for  us  to  do  is  to  keep  our  Mission  always  well  manned,  and  well  supplied 
with  funds  for  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work,  so  as  to  leave  as  little 
room  and  opportunity  as  possible  for  them  to  get  the  advantage  of  us,  and  rob 
us  of  the  hard-earned  fruits  of  many  years  of  prayer  and  work. 


III.  THE  AFRICAN  MISSION, 

Our  work  at  Muhlenberg  is  in  an  encouraging  condition,  though  the  pro¬ 
gress  in  Africa  is  necessarily  slow.  The  health  of  Brother  Day  and  his  wife  has 
been  generally  good.  Still,  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  give  them  a  short  leave 
of  absence  again  this  summer,  in  order  that  they  might  return  to  the  United 
States  for  a  few  months  to  recruit.  Three  or  four  years  seems  to  be  about  as 
long  as  it  is  wise  for  any  white  person  to  remain  on  the  African  coast  at  one 
time.  Few  missionaries  are  able  to  stand  it  so  long  as  that.  And  even  if 
there  are  no  very  decided  symptoms  of  exhaustion,  or  failing  health,  a  short 
vacation  every  three  or  four  years,  seems  necessary  to  keep  the  mind  and  body 
up  to  anything  like  a  healthy  working  tone  for  any  considerable  number  of 
years. 

Brother  Day  and  his  wife  left  Muhlenberg  February  20th,  and  arrived  in 
New  York  April  16th.  They  expect  to  remain  here  only  for  a  few  months, 
and  then  to  go  back  again  to  their  field  of  labor. 

The  following  statistics  of  the  mission  for  1882,  have  been  furnished  by 
Brother  Day,  and  will  show  the  character  and  extent  of  the  work  being  done. 
A  similar  comparison  is  made  here,  to  that  made  in  the  India  statistics,  to 
show  the  progress  from  1880  to  1882:

These  statistics  are  very  encouraging.  Though  the  progress  made  has  not 
been  very  great,  perhaps,  there  has  yet  been  advance  in  nearly  every  item, 
which  indicates  healthy  and  substantial,  if  not  very  rapid  growth. 

But,  as  Brother  Day  says  in  his  letter  accompanying  the  statistics :  “  Statis- 
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tics  can  by  no  means  represent  the  amount  of  work  done.”  Here,  mere  fig¬ 
ures  are  well-nigh  mute,  especially,  when  they  have  to  do  with  work  in  a  field 
like  Africa.  *  *  *  They  can  tell  the  bare  results;  but  of  the  care,  and 
toil,  and  sacrifice,  the  deep  and  incessant  wear  and  tear  of  body,  mind  and 
heart,  by  which  the  results,  however  meagre,  have  been  secured  ;  of  these,  bare 
statistics  tell  but  little  or  nothing.  When  it  is  said  that  so  many  children 
have  been  taught  in  the  school,  and  so  many  have  been  baptized,  and  so  many 
married  and  settled  in  Christian  homes,  etc.;  only  those  who  have  done  the  work 
in  prayer,  and  faith  and  hope,  and  the  Master,  in  whose  name  and  for  whose 
sake  it  has  been  done,  can  understand  what  it  has  cost  in  the  coin  of  the  soul. 

Some  extracts  from  Brother  Day’s  Report  will  present  several  especially 
encouraging  and  hopeful  features  of  the  work. 

He  says,  “  On  Sabbath  the  chapel  is  filled,  and  on  any  special  occasion,  we 
have  to  let  the  smaller  children  out,  and  hold  an  extra  service  for  them.  We 
have  some  fifteen  excellent  native  helpers ;  they  are  young,  but  having  been 
trained  several  years  in  the  Mission,  render  good  service  in  over-seeing  and 
teaching  the  smaller  children.  In  one  of  the  girls,  Mrs.  Day  finds  a  valuable 
asssistant.  In  this  way  we  are  endeavoring  to  train  a  native  agency,  so  that 
the  work  may  be  done  as  far  as  possible,  by  indigenous  workers.  When  we 
take  into  consideration,  the  fact  that  the  average  life  of  white  missionaries  on 
this  coast  has  been  only  about  two  years,  you  will  see  the  importance  of  this. 

“  The  entire  standard  of  the  Mission  has  been  raised  in  education,  dress 
and  general  training.  In  many  of  the  non-Christian  natives,  more  civilized 
habits  are  appearing.  Some  of  them  are  getting  themselves  homes,  and  living 
with  but  one  wife.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Mission  is  greater  than  it 
should  be ;  but  some  of  the  older  ones  will  leave  as  soon  as  land  can  be  sur¬ 
veyed  for  them.  Everything  here  moves  slowly,  and  he  who  becomes  impa¬ 
tient  with  African  delays,  fares  badly  and  gains  nothing.” 

In  a  later  letter,  he  says:  “I  have  organized  a  native  school  of  thirty 
scholars  about  two  miles  from  the  Mission.  It  is  a  day-school,  in  which  the 
simplest  Bible  truths  are  taught  in  the  simplest  manner — the  pupils  being  also 
taught  to  read.  I  have  provided  for  its  support,  at  least  until  I  return,  by  col¬ 
lections  at  Muhlenberg,  so  that  it  does  not  cost  the  Board  one  cent.” 

All  these  items  indicate  substantial  progress,  and  are  full  of  the  prophecy 
and  promise  of  better  things  to  come. 

But  the  most  encouraging,  as  it  has  been  the  most  important  feature  of  our 
work  at  Muhlenberg,  during  the  past  two  years,  has  been  the  recent  licensure 
of  the  first  native  minister  of  the  Gospel.  His  name  is  David  Davidson.  He 
is  a  man  of  35  or  40  years  of  age,  who  was  educated  in  our  Mission  School, 
and  then  married  and  settled  near  the  mission,  where  he  has  a  small  coffee 
farm,  by  which  he  maintains  himself  and  family.  He  is  spoken  of  by  Brother 
Day  as  a  man  of  great  natural  ability,  especially  as  a  preacher  to  his  own  peo¬ 
ple,  and  of  most  earnest  and  devoted  piety  and  exemplary  life.  He  is  highly 
respected  by  the  natives,  and  has  great  influence  among  them,  in  both  tem¬ 
poral  and  spiritual  things.  For  several  years  past  he  has  conducted  the  Sun- 
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day  services  in  the  Mission,  in  Brother  Day’s  absence,  and  he  has  been  a  valu¬ 
able  assistant  in  various  ways.  On  the  recommendation  of  Brother  Day,  the 
Board  requested  the  President  of  the  Franckean  Synod,  of  which  Brother  Day 
is  a  member,  to  authorize  him  to  license  Mr.  Davidson  for  one  year.  This 
request  was  promptly  complied  with,  and  on  Sunday,  February  4th,  1883, 
David  Davidson  was  duly  set  apart  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  and  deeply  interested  congregation. 

The  work  in  the  interior  has  not  developed  so  rapidly  as  we  had  hoped  at 
the  time  of  our  last  report,  two  years  ago.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  estab¬ 
lish  schools,  because  the  way  has  not  seemed  to  be  open  yet.  But  this  work 
has  not  been  at  all  neglected  or  overlooked.  Bro.  Day  has  been  spending  all 
the  time  he  could  spare  from  the  mission  in  exploring  as  well  as  he  could  the 
country  bordering  on  the  mission.  In  a  series  of  short  trips,  he  has  visited 
more  than  a  hundred  towns  in  the  neighborhood  of  Muhlenberg,  the  farthest 
ones  being  about  150  miles  distant.  He  has  always  been  kindly  received  by 
the  chiefs  and  their  people,  and  he  hopes  that  the  way  is  thus  being  gradually 
prepared  for  the  establishment  of  a  number  of  schools,  and  the  beginning  of 
evangelistic  work  through  them.  But  it  will  take  time,  and  it  may  be  years 
yet  before  any  considerable  work  of  this  kind  can  be  done.  In  Africa,  of  all 
lands  under  the  sun,  it  is  wise  and  necessary  to  make  haste  slowly.  Bro.  Day 
says  in  his  report :  “  I  shall  organize  schools  as  soon  as  practicable ;  but  to  do 
this,  the  tedium  of  ‘  palavers’  with  the  chiefs  and  head  men  must  be  gone 
through  with.  I  believe  I  know  African  character  well  enough  not  to 
attempt  any  work  in  a  village  without  calling  a  council  of  head  men,  and  hav¬ 
ing  a  long,  long  talk.  If  we  go  into  a  town  without  doing  this,  we  are  pretty 
soon  asked  by  the  chief,  ‘  What’s  the  matter;  you  no  tell  me  dem  God  palaver 
first.’  ” 

And  so  we  can  only  work  on  slowly,  faithfully  and  surely,  hoping  and  look¬ 
ing  for  the  day  when,  at  last,  this  “  Dark  Continent”  shall  be  flooded  with  the 
light  of  the  Gospel,  and  all  her  people  shall  stretch  forth  their  hands  unto  God. 
Neither  is  there  any  reason  for  discouragements.  We  believe  that  God  is  in 
the  work,  and  He  can  make  even  the  smallest  beginnings  lead  on  to  and  issue 
in  the  grandest  results.  And  this  He  will  do  with  our  work  in  his  own  time 
and  way,  if  we  as  a  church  are  faithful  and  zealous  in  doing  what  we  can,  ever 
giving,  working,  praying  and  trusting,  in  the  face  of  all  difficuhies  and  dis¬ 
couragements.  No  one  can  possibly  realize  these  difficulties  and  discourage¬ 
ments  more  fully  or  more  vividly  than  our  dear  Bro.  Day,  who  has  had  to  face 
them  alone  with  his  faithful  wife  for  the  past  nine  yeai*>.  And  yet  he  seems 
never  to  lose  heart,  nor  to  despair  of  final  success.  In  closing  his  last  report, 
he  says :  “  From  a  human  standpoint,  the  outlook  seems  appalling,  and  it  will 
cost  very  much  of  life  and  treasure,  and  many  exceeding  sore  disappointments. 
Let  us  not  be  deceived.  Constant  wars,  slavery,  polygamy,  moral  rottenness 
foul  beyond  description,  present  such  obstacles  to  the  work  here,  that  none  but 
men  and  churches  entirely  consecrated  to  Christ  dare  undertake  it.  I  have 
faith  enough  to  believe  that  our  Lutheran  Church  will  never  shrink  from  the 
call  of  duty  anywhere.” 
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That  we  may  jus'.ify  this  faith,  and  show  ourselves  to  be  a  constituency 
worthy  of  such  a  representative,  and  above  all,  that  we  may  show  ourselves 
worthy  disciples  and  followers  of  our  Divine  Master,  who  has  called  us  all  to 
this  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  world,  and  has  bidden  us  to  preach  his 
Gospel  to  every  creature,  let  us  now  and  here  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to 
Christ  and  to  the  glorious  mission  of  His  church,  to  win  “the  heathen  for  His 
inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  His  possession.” 

In  accordance  with  a  standing  resolution  of  the  General  Synod,  we  have 
prepared  a  number  of  resolutions  concerning  the  different  items  of  the  Report, 
which  are  herewith  submitted  to  your  consideration.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Resolved,  That  regarding  the  work  of  evangelizing  the  world  as  one  of 
the  most  sacred  trusts  committed  to  the  Church  of  Christ  by  her  Divine  Mas¬ 
ter  and  Head,  and  considering  the  degree  of  interest  shown  in  this  work  as 
one  of  the  surest  tests  of  the  spiritual  life  and  growth  of  the  Church,  we  re¬ 
joice  in  the  large  increase  of  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  reported  by  our 
Board,  and  return  most  hearty  thanks  unto  God  for  this  special  mark  of  his 
presence  and  favor. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  have  also  heard  with  great  satisfaction,  and  sincere 
gratitude  to  God,  of  the  continued  progress  of  our  work  in  both  India  and 
Africa,  notwithstanding  many  difficulties  and  discouragements;  and  that  we 
are  especially  gratified  by  the  hopeful  condition  of  the  Missions  at  the  present 
time,  and  the  promising  outlook  for  the  future. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  sympathize  most  deeply  with  our  Mission  in  India, 
under  the  sore  afflictions  and  bereavements  which  it  has  been  called,  in  God's 
providence,  to  suffer  during  the  past  two  years ;  and  that  we  pledge  to  our 
missionaries  there  our  most  earnest  prayers  and  our  most  cordial  support. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  our  dear  brother,  Rev.  A.  D.  Rowe,  the 
Church  has  lost  a  most  worthy  and  able  minister,  a  most  zealous  and  efficient 
missionary,  and  a  wise  and  trusted  leader,  whose  life  and  work  will  long  be 
cherished  among  11s  as  a  precious  legacy,  and  a  bright  and  shining  example 
for  others  to  follow,  both  here  and  in  India. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  tender  and  prayerful  sympathy  to  his 
bereaved  wife  and  children  in  their  deep  and  sore  distress,  and  commend 
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them  to  the  watch  and  care  of  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  the  Judge  of 
the  widows,  and  also  to  the  loving  sympathy  and  care  of  the  whole  church. 

6.  Resolved,  That  instead  of  being  in  any  wise  discouraged  by  these  afflic¬ 
tions,  we  will  rather  bow  in  humble  and  chastened  submission  to  the  will  of 
God,  and  consecrate  ourselves  and  our  means  more  fully  than  ever  to  the  vig¬ 
orous  prosecution  and  the  liberal  support  of  this  great  work,  so  that  our  breth¬ 
ren  and  sisters  may  not  have  suffered  or  died  in  vain. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  fagt  that  as  the  missionaries  in  the  field 
are  compelled  by  sickness  or  death  to  laydown  their  work,  others  in  the  church 
at  home,  both  men  and  women,  are  found  ready  to  go  forth  and  take  it  up,  and 
carry  it  on,  nothing  dismayed  by  the  sacrifices  or  perils  which  they  may  have 
to  meet;  and  that  we  will  accompany  the  new  missionaries  soon  to  be  sent  out 
with  our  hearty  sympathy,  and  our  earnest  prayers  that  God  may  be  with  them 
and  keep  them,  and  bless  them  most  abundantly  both  in  their  persons  and  in 
their  work. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  are  especially  pleased  to  see  among  us  at  this  session 
of  the  General  Synod,  our  veteran  missionary  to  India,  Rev.  E.  Unangst,  D. 
D.,  who  after  a  short  rest,  is  now  expecting  to  go  back  again  at  an  early  day 
to  that  distant  and  arduous  field  of  labor  where  he  has  worked  so  patiently  and 
faithfully  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  where  God  has  so  richly 
blessed  the  labor  of  his  hands. 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  also  cordially  welcome  among  us  Rev.  David  A.  Day, 
from  our  African  Mission,  and  that  we  pledge  him  our  hands  and  our  hearts 
in  his  difficult  work,  praying  that  God  may  continue  to  him  life  and  health, 
and  long  spare  him  to  the  field  and  work  at  Muhlenberg. 

10.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  call  of  the  Board  for  $6 0,000 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  during  the  next  two  years,  and  that  we  lay  it 
upon  the  heart  and  conscience  of  the  Church  as  a  solemn  duty  to  heed  this  call, 
and  not  allow  the  work  to  languish  or  be  hindered  in  its  progress  by  the  want 
of  means  for  its  support. 

1 1.  Resolved,  That  we  again  heartily  recommend  to  the  sympathy  and  co-op 
eration  of  all  our  pastors  and  people,  both  the  W.  Id.  and  F.  M.  Society  and 
the  Children’s  F.  M.  Society,  and  express  the  hope  that  both  of  these  societies 
may  speedily  be  introduced  into  all  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools. 

12.  Resolved,  That  we  also  recommend  to  the  more  active  and  cordial  support 
of  the  pastors  and  people,  the  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal,  believing  that 
its  wider  circulation  would  contribute  largely  to  the  still  further  progress  of 
our  Church  in  liberality,  not  only  in  this  but  in  all  our  benevolent  work. 

13.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  unite  with  the  Board  in  their  expression  of 
satisfaction  at  the  increased  interest  in  our  work  on  the  part  of  our  brethren 
of  the  Southern  General  Synod,  believing  that  co-operation  in  Christian  work 
must  and  will  draw  more  closely  the  bonds  of  fraternal  sympathy  and  love  be¬ 
tween  us. 

14.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  great  surprise  and  sorrow,  of  the 
encroachments  of  the  American  Baptist  Missionaries  from  Ongolo  on  our  ter- 
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ritory,  in  India,  and  especially  of  the  immersion  by  them  of  our  own  converts 
and  baptized  members,  and  of  the  consequent  confusion,  and  loss,  and  other 
evil  results  already  flowing  therefrom,  and  likely  to  increase  in  the  future. 

15.  Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  instructed  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  American  Baptist  Union  to  this  grievance,  and  that  they  be 
respectfully  requested  to  remove  it.

PROCEEDINGS 

RELATING  TO  THE 

Board  of  Home  Missions. 


Rev.  J.  W.  Goodlin,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  read 

The  Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  General  Synod — Brethren: 
In  the  providence  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  according  to  one  of 
the  duties  of  its  office,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  would  present  for  your  in¬ 
formation  and  inspection,  its  Seventh  Biennial  Report. 

DEATH  OF  A  MEMBER. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Board,  it  is  made  its  painful  duty  to 
report  the  death  of  one  of  its  members  and  officers — Bro.  Daniel  Kraber. 
He  was  born  at  York,  Pa.,  in  1808:  died  Jan.  18th,  1882 — aged  74  years. 
He  was  made  a  member  of  the  Board  at  its  first  organization,  and  continued 
such  until  his  death — a  period  of  thirteen  years.  He  served  as  treasurer  for 
nearly  four  years.  The  Board  adepted,  and  placed  upon  its  record,  resolu¬ 
tions  expressive  of  his  high  Christian  character,  his  faithfulness  and  interest  in 
his  office  and  in  the  work,  and  of  condolence  and  sympathy  with  his  bereaved 
family. 

REORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Altoona,  Pa,  June,  1881,  Rev.  A. 
W.  Lilly,  Rev.  L.  A.  Gotwald,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  S.  Albert,  Rev.  Lee  M. 
Heilman,  Rev.  J.  C.  Roller,  and  Messrs  E.  G.  Smyser  and  Daniel  Kraber, 
were  elected  as  members  to  constitute  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

On  the  first  of  July,  1881,  these  members  met,  and  reorganized  the  Board, 
by  electing  Rev.  L.  A.  Gotwald,  D.  D.,  President :  Rev.  Lee  M.  Heilman, 
Secretary  pro  tcm.,  and  Daniel  Kraber,  Treasurer. 

Subsequently,  on  the  death  of  Daniel  Kraber,  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Weiser  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  also  elected  treasurer.  Rev.  L.  M.  Heilman, 
having  been  appointed  as  Missionary  at  Chicago,  Ills.,  resigned  his  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Board,  and  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  was  chosen  in  his  place. 

Believing  it  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  a  more  vigorous 
and  extended  prosecution  of  the  work,  as  well  as  with  the  sentiment  of  the 
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Church,  the  Board  appointed  two  Secretaries — a  General  Secretary  and  a 
Western  Secretary. 

Rev.  J.  IV.  Goodlin,  Findlay,  O.,  was  appointed  the  General  Secretary; 
and  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  of  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  the  Western  Secretary. 

Thus  reorganized,  the  Board,  in  humble  reliance  on  divine  guidance  and 
aid,  and  with  the  assured  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the  Church,  entered 
upon  the  great  and  responsible  work  entrusted  to  its  care.  With  what  success 
and  efficiency  the  work  has  been  done,  you  can  judge  from  the  report  now 
submitted. 

STATEMENTS  OF  THE  WORK. 

NUMBER  OF  MISSIONS. 

In  the  Sixth  Biennial  Report ,  made  June,  1881,  the  Board  reported  fifty- 
three  Missions  on  the  list.  Since  then,  there  have  been  eighteen  new  Missions 
added,  making  seventy-one  under  the  management  of  the  Board  during  the 
two  years  now  closing. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  distribution  of  these  missions  among  the  States  is  the  following :  In 
Kansas,  12;  in  Nebraska,  Illinois,  and  Ohio,  each  8;  in  Iowa,  7;  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  10;  in  New  York,  6;  in  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  2;  in  Mis¬ 
souri,  Michigan,  Maine,  District  of  Columbia,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  Da 
kota  Territory  and  Canada,  each  1. 

The  distribution,  according  to  the  Synods,  is  as  follows  :  In  Kansas  Synod, 
13;  in  Iowa,  7;  in  Nebraska,  9;  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  6;  in 
East  Ohio  and  East  Pennsylvania,  each  5  ;  in  Central  and  Northern  Illi¬ 
nois,  each  4;  in  Maryland,  3 ;  in  Central  Pennsylvania,  Olive  Branch,  Wit¬ 
tenberg,  Susquehanna,  and  Franckean,  each  2;  and  in  Northern  Indiana, 
Miami,  Hartwick,  West  Pennsylvania,  and  Tennessee,  each  1. 

Three  of  the  missions  are  German,  and  three  Swedish.

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SELF-SUSTAINING. 

Fifteen  of  these  missions  have  become  self-sustaining :  Loudonville,  O.; 
Shipman,  Macomb,  Mt.  Carmel,  and  OIney,  Ill.;  Bellefonte,  Chalfont,  Lock 
Haven,  and  the  German  Mission  at  Carlisle,  Pa.;  Louisville,  Ky.  (No.  i); 
Grafton  and  Oakland,  Md.;  Trenton,  N.  J.;  and  Liberty  Centre,  la.;  and  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  for  the  support  of  the  mission  at  Orrville,  O., 
without  further  aid  from  the  Board. 

In  a  short  time  several  more  will  become  self  sustaining. 

HOUSES  OF  WORSHIP. 

Houses  of  worship  have  been  erected  and  dedicated  by  the  missions  at 
Salina,  Bunker  Hill,  Greenleaf,  and  Barnes,  a  part  of  the  Greenleaf  Mission; 
Eureka,  Wayne,  Waverly,  and  Oakland,  a  part  of  the  Tekamah  Mission, 
Cedar  Rapids,  Davenport,  Alliance,  Capitol  Hill,  and  Deer  Park,  a  part  of 
the  Oakland  (Md.)  Mission,  and  Williamsport.  Lincoln  and  Hastings  Mis¬ 
sion  each  bought  and  refitted  churches.  In  all  sixteen  churches  have  been 
secured  by  the  missions.  Many  of  them  are  large  and  beautiful  buildings, 
and  most  of  them  are  out  of  debt. 

A  number  of  the  missions  have  remodeled  their  church  buildings.  Others 
have  churches  in  process  of  construction.  But  with  very  few  exceptions,  all 
have  houses  of  worship. 

MISSIONS  DISCONTINUED. 

The  Board  has  dropped  from  its  list  the  Swedish  Mission  at  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  Cleveland,  O.,  and  Dillon,  Kansas.

These  53  missions  represent  66  congregations,  3,680  members,  61  Sab¬ 
bath-schools,  5,006  Sabbath-school  scholars,  and  42  houses  of  worship. 


MISSION  POINTS  DETERMINED. 

In  addition  to  these  53  missions,  the  Board  has  on  its  list  several  points  at 
which  it  has  determined  to  establish  missions  soon. 

Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to  begin  the  work  in  Burlington,  la., 
and  Denver,  Col.  In  a  short  time,  the  second  mission  will  be  commenced  in 
Kansas  City;  Louisville,  Ky.  is  ready  for  the  third  mission  ;  and  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  the  prospects  are  encouraging  for  the  speedy  commencement  of  the  w  ork 
there. 


MEASURES  FOR  THE  EXTENSION  OF  THE  WORK. 

The  Secretary,  having  been  instructed  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  to 
prepare  a  financial  estimate  of  the  work,  subsequently  reported  that  it  w'ould 
require  from  eighteen  to  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  first  year. 

This  amount  would  be  needed:  1.  to  carry  on  the  w7ork  already  under  its 
care :  2.  to  meet  the  demands  necessarily  growing  out  of  the  labors,  and  in 
the  field,  occupied  by  the  Western  Secretary;  and  3;  by  the  calls  for  aid 
which  w'ould  come  from  other  parts  of  the  country  and  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

As  the  annual  receipts  had  previously  amounted  to  about  thirteen  thousand 
dollars,  and  as  this  amount  would  be  exhausted  in  the  work  already  on  the 
funds,  it  wras  a  perplexing  question  how  to  make  financial  provision  for  the 
additional  work. 
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To  meet  tlie  emergency,  the  Board  Resolved, 

1.  To  borrow  funds  as  the  necessities  of  this  additional  work  might 
demand. 

2.  That  the  Board,  through  the  visits  of  the  secretary,  and  by  the  occasional 
visits  of  the  clerical  members,  as  also  by  the  constant  presentation  in  the 
church  papers,  and  the  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal,  of  the  demands  of  this 
additional  work,  appeal  to  our  ministers  and  congregations  for  increased  con¬ 
tributions. 

3.  That  each  member  of  the  Board,  especially  the  clerical,  thoroughly  in 
form  himself  of  the  field,  operations,  and  wants  of  the  work;  and,  whenever 
opportunity  occurs,  present  the  claims  of  the  cause ;  and  particularly  to  have 
them  brought  before  the  conferences  of  their  respective  Synods,  and  by  letter, 
or  in  some  direct  way,  call  the  attention  of  the  pastors  to  the  needs  of  the 
work,  and  specially  urge  each  one  to  raise  the  apportionment  assigned  him  by 
his  Synod. 

4.  That  the  Western  Secretary  furnish  the  Boards  with  facts,  promising 
points,  information  of  the  work,  suggestions,  the  wants  of  the  field — anything 
that  will  awaken  an  interest  in  the  cause  with  a  view  to  its  being  published. 

The  loan  of  $4,000  was  made;  the  measures  were  strictly  and  faithfully 
carried  out.  Every  ministerial  member  visited  a  Synod,  as  required,  and 
some  of  them  two,  and  presented  the  claims  of  the  work.  The  two  Secre¬ 
taries  also  visited  Synods,  especially  those  in  the  West,  and  in  every  way  fol¬ 
lowed  and  executed  the  instructions  and  measures  of  the  Board.  So  that  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  work,  every  Synod  was  visited  the  same 
year.  A  printed  statement  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  work,  and  an 
appeal  for  funds,  were  sent  to  every  pastor  with  the  request  that  they  be  read 
to  the  congregation.  This  statement  and  appeal,  with  frequent  articles  on  the 
work,  were  published  in  the  church  papers. 

The  results  of  the  efforts  and  measures  of  the  Board  have  been  most  grati¬ 
fying.  The  receipts  for  the  two  years  have  been  $38,470.03;  the  loan  of 
$4,000  has  been  paid,  and  a  balance  of  $7,389.83  remains  in  the  treasury  with 
which  to  begin  the  work  of  the  next  two  years. 

OTHER  AIDS  IN  THE  WORK. 

In  its  work,  the  Board  has  been  generously  aided  by  other  agencies,  whose 
assistance  it  has  greatly  appreciated. 

Among  these  are  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  Society. 

This  Committee  has  taken  upon  its  funds  two  missions — the  one  at  Free¬ 
port,  Ill.,  and  the  other  at  Lincoln,  Neb.  It  has  not  only  thus  furnished  ma¬ 
terial  aid,  but  the  interest  it  has  awakened  among  the  women  of  our  Church, 
by  the  synodical  and  congregational  missionary  societies  it  has  organized, 
have  been,  and  will  yet  be  of  still  greater  and  more  valuable  and  effective  aid 
to  the  Board  in  its  work. 

Its  cheerful  and  hearty  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  this  committee  has 
been  a  blessing — has  been  a  union  of  work  and  aim  never  to  be  divorced.  It 
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gives  evident  signs  of  the  sympathy  and  appreciation,  by  the  women,  for  that 
work  which  makes  provision  for  the  destitute  of  their  own  faith,  of  their  own 
land,  and  it  may  be,  of  their  own  kin. 

Our  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  has  done  a  helpful  work. 

In  November,  18S1,  through  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  M.  Shee- 
leigh,  the  Board  of  Publication  communicated  the  following  action  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  this  Board  donate  five  hundred  dollars  worth  of  Sunday- 
school  periodicals  for  the  year  1882,  to  be  distributed  by  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  among  the  most  destitute  of  our  mission  schools,  said  Board  to  have 
the  privilege  of  ordering  as  necessity  may  arise.” 

This  same  donation  was  repeated  for  the  year  1883 — thus  making  a  thous¬ 
and  dollars  worth  of  publications  in  the  two  years. 

This  liberal  donation  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  Sabbath-schools  of  our 
missions.  Many  had  no  Sabbath -school  literature,  being  too  poor  to  buy 
what  they  needed.  Others  had  but  a  meagre  supply,  and  that  often  not  of  our 
own  publications. 

This  help  in  its  work  has  given  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  realize  that 
it  had  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
in  its  arduous  labors  and  efforts.  It  has  created  a  bond  of  sympathy  and 
brought  forth  expressions  of  gratitude  from  our  struggling  mission  schools  as 
well  as  a  work  not  to  be  forgotten,  and  which  should  cause  the  whole  church 
to  liberally  support  42  North  Ninth  street,  Philadelphia,  for  in  doing  this  the 
church  indirectly  aids  the  cause  of  Home  Missions. 

Sabbath-schools  have  also  begun  to  render  good  service.  The  Sabbath- 
school  of  the  Lutheran  congregation  at  Dayton,  O.,  Rev.  Jos.  II.  Barclay, 
D.  D.,  pastor,  contributed,  last  year,  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board;  and  this  year  has  undertaken  to  support,  as  its  own  mission  work,  the 
mission  at  Topeka,  Kans.,  which  will  require  an  additional  five  hundred. 

The  Sabbath-school  of  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  congregation  at  York,  Pa.,  Rev. 
L.  A.  Gotwald,  D.  D.,  pastor,  has  also  undertaken  the  support  of  the  re¬ 
cently  organized  mission  at  Nevada,  la.,  which  will  require  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  annually  for  several  years.  There  are  indications  that  other  schools  will 
follow  the  example  of  these. 

BOXES. 

The  women  of  many  of  our  congregations,  and  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  have  generously  supplied  a  large  number  of  our 
missionaries  with  “  boxes  of  clothing.”  In  this  they  have  done  a  good  work. 
They  have  made  glad  the  hearts  and  homes  of  many  of  our  home  mission¬ 
aries;  thus  showing  that,  amid  their  struggles  and  privations,  there  were  gen¬ 
erous  hands  ready  to  minister  to  their  comfort. 

But  those  who  have  done  the  work,  who  have  wrought  the  results  which 
are  to  give  it  success  and  permanency,  are  our  worthy  home  missionaries. 
These  have  gone  out  into  the  field,  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day. 
They  have  gone  into  the  “  hedges  and  highways,”  into  the  trenches,  the  true 
missionary  work.  They  have  been  beset  with  difficulties  from  the  very  out- 
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set.  Heavy  odds  have  been  against  them.  They  know  what  obstacles  and 
discouragements  are. 

But  they  have  toiled  and  endured  nobly,  patiently,  hopefully,  and  have  been 
successful,  and  a  grateful  church  recognizes  their  labor  and  success  as  being 
for  her  and  her  Master’s  glory;  and  will,  therefore,  give  them  her  deepest 
sympathy  and  generous  support.  Theirs  truly  have  been  the  helping  hands 
in  the  gratifying  results  of  the  past  two  years. 

THE  WORK  FOR  THE  FUTURE. 

From  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Western  Secretary,  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz, 
the  work  of  the  future  presents  itself  as  simply  stupendous.  The  States,  espe¬ 
cially  those  of  the  West,  are  white  unto  the  harvest.  Nebraska,  in  1880,  had 
a  population  of  nearly  half  a  million,  of  which  sixty  thousand  were  Lutherans. 
Kansas  had  then  a  population  of  one  million,  one  hundred  thousand  of  which 
are  Lutherans,  or  one  in  every  ten.  Iowa  had  then  a  population  of  one  mil¬ 
lion  six  hundred  thousand.  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  of  these  are 
Lutherans.  The  estimated  population  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  is  about  a 
quarter  of  a  million.  The  rate  of  settlement  is  about  one  thousand  home¬ 
steads  a  day,  equivalent  to  from  two  thousand  to  four  thousand  newcomers 
every  twenty-four  hours,  and  a  large  proportion  of  these  daily  immigrations 
into  this  wonderful  territory,  are  Lutherans.  Then  there  are  Washington  and 
Oregon  Territories,  either  of  which  is  larger  than  all  New  England.  In  these, 
it  is  estimated  that  three-fourths  to  four-fifths  of  the  people  habitually  fail  to 
attend  Sabbath  services,  and  hardly  more  than  one  third  of  the  children  go  to 
Sabbath-school.  It  is  so  in  other  territories.  These  are  opening  up  their 
great  highways,  giving  promise  to  our  church  for  a  large  and  speedy  ingather¬ 
ing  of  souls.  Cities  and  towns,  in  all  these  States  and  Territories,  afford  great 
opportunities  for  the  most  prompt  and  aggressive  work,  assuring  abundant 
success.  Call  succeeding  call,  in  most  earnest,  pleading  voice,  comes  from 
those  of  our  own  Zion  far  out  in  the  desert  places.  They  plead  for  her  pas¬ 
tors,  her  ordinances,  her  customs,  for  her  to  send  them  the  salvation  of  her 
Lord. 

It  behooves  this  General  Synod  to  weigh  well  the  significancy  of  its  mission 
of  to-day;  to  rise  to  a  full  realization  of  its  present  God-imposed  responsibil¬ 
ities,  and  to  a  just  sense  of  great  opportunities.  A  crisis  has  come.  God’s 
hand  is  in  it.  Let  the  Synod  act  wisely ;  adopt  measures  that  will  be  effective, 
far-reaching,  aggressive,  broad,  liberal,  and  that  will  insure  still  greater  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  work  of  home  evangelization. 

SUMMARY  BY  CONTRAST. 

The  following  is  a  summary  by  way  of  contrast,  with  preceding  years  of  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  for  the  two  years  now  closing : 

1.  At  no  time  since  the  beginning  of  the  work  by  the  General  Synod,  or  * 
since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  has  there  been  such  an  interest  in  the 
Church  on  the  subject  of  Home  Missions,  as  in  the  past  two  years.  The  whole 
Church  seems  to  have  been  stirred,  as  never  before,  by  the  spirit  of  missions, 
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and  that  of  Home  Missions  has  been  awakened  to  an  unusual  degree.  Indi¬ 
viduals,  congregations,  pastors,  synods,  theological  seminaries,  and  our  Sab¬ 
bath-schools,  have  received  a  new  impetus— inspired  to  greater  zeal  in  the 
work.  So  that  if  the  past  two  years  have  been  but  thirty-fold,  the  next  two 
may  be  sixty. 

2.  During  the  last  two  years  six  more  missions  have  been  sustained ;  182 
more  members  added  ;  193  losses  less;  58  infant  baptisms  more;  763  more 
catechumens,  than  in  the  two  years  previous. 

There  have  been  $4,484  more  paid  to  the  salaries  of  the  home  missionaries , 
$6,355  more  to  church  property ;  $23°  more  to  home  missions;  $286  more 
to  foreign  missions,  and  but  $94  less  to  foreign  than  to  home  missions,  show¬ 
ing  our  poor  struggling  home  missions  are  not  actuated  by  the  spirit  that  thinks 
“  Charity  begins  at  home;”  but  out  of  their  “  deep  poverty”  contribute  gener¬ 
ously  to  the  cause  and  workers  who  are  sending  and  carrying  the  gospel  to 
others  over  the  seas.  Contributions  to  Church  Extension  and  Beneficiary 
Education  have  increased  in  the  same  proportion. 

The  total  increase  of  all  the  contributions  by  the  missions  over  the  two 
previous  years  is  nearly  $15,000. 

Seven  more  missions  have  become  self-sustaining,  and  within  three  of  the 
number  added. 

Ten  more  houses  of  worship  have  been  erected  and  dedicated,  and  gener¬ 
ally  of  a  better  style,  and  freer  from  debt. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  two  years  were  $38,407.03,  an  increase  of  about 
eleven  thousand  dollars  over  the  two  preceding  years.  Thirty-two  thousand 
six  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  were  contributed  by  the  Synods,  an  excess 
of  $7,333.69  over  the  two  previous  years;  and  the  Synods  contributed  nearly 
nine  thousand  dollars  more  the  last  than  the  first  year. 

BEQUEST. 

The  Board  received  a  bequest  of  $1,000  from  Mr.  Alexis  Smith,  of  Fred¬ 
erick,  Md.,  for  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  on  the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad,  and  one  of  $500  from  Mr.  David  Scheffer,  of  Lamartine,  Pa.,  for 
the  education  of  a  young  colored  man  for  the  Lutheran  ministry — the  advance 
guard,  it  may  be,  of  the  many  of  that  people  who  may  yet  become  Home 
Missionaries  to  the  freedmen,  or  become  helpers  with  those  who  are  now 
planting  the  cross  on  the  banks  of  Afric’s  sunny  fountains. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  express  its  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  marked  success  in  its  Home  Mission  work,  and  for  the  growing  inter¬ 
est  and  gratifying  liberality  of  the  churches  during  the  two  years  past. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  express  its  appreciation  of  the  self-denial,  devo¬ 
tion,  and  labor  of  our  Home  Missionaries,  assuring  them  of  its  sympathy,  sup¬ 
port,  and  hearty  co-operation  in  their  toils  and  work. 

3.  That  a  day  be  set  apart  to  be  known  as  “The  Missionary  day,”  as  a 
season  of  prayer  to  the  God  of  Missions  for  his  blessing  upon  the  future  work, 
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and  for  sermons  or  addresses  suited  to  the  occasion,  and  that  the  day  be  ob¬ 
served  by  all  the  churches,  Boards,  Woman’s  Missionary  Societies  and  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

4.  That  because  of  the  encouraging  increase  of  the  receipts  evident  on  the 
faithful  application  of  the  apportionment  plan,  the  General  Synod  express  its 
confidence  in  its  effectiveness  in  securing  mission  funds,  and  urge  the  Synods 
and  pastors  and  congregations  to  put  forth  every  possible  and  diligent  effect  to 
meet  their  apportionment  for  the  next  two  years. 

5.  That  because  of  the  acknowledged  fact  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers  in 
our  Church ;  and  because  this  fact  must  eventually  interfere  largely,  as  it  does 
even  now,  with  the  Home  Missionary  work,  the  Board  recommend  the  General 
Synod  to  adopt  some  measure  by  which  the  church  might  be  made  to  realize 
this  fact,  and  our  young  men  reached  and  induced  to  enter  the  gospel  min¬ 
istry. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  great  necessity  for  immediate  enlargement  of  the 
work  and  to  meet  the  many  pressing  demands,  the  Board  would  ask  for  at 
least  $30,000  annually  for  the  work  for  the  next  two  years.

PROCEEDINGS

Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly,  President  of  the  Board,  read 

The  Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

Mr.  President  and  Brethren  of  the  General  Synod :  In  accordance  with 
the  constitutional  requirements  of  your  Body,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
respectfully  presents  its  Seventh  Biennial  Report,  including  the  time  from 
June  1st,  i88l,to  May  1st,  1883. 

The  Board  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  met  for  organization,  July 
18,  1881.  Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly  was  appointed  President,  M.  B.  Spahr,  Esq., 
Secretary  pro  tern .,  and  E.  G.  Smyser,  Esq.,  Treasurer.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting,  the  organization  was  completed  by  the  appointment  of  E.  C.  Bender, 
Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

DEATH. 

It  is  our  painful  duty  to  report  the  death  of  an  esteemed  member  of  this 
Board.  Mr.  Daniel  Kraber,  connected  with  this  Board  since  its  first  appoint¬ 
ment  in  1869,  was  taken  from  his  work  here  to  his  reward  in  the  hereafter, 
on  the  1 8th  of  January,  1882.  We  desire  to  record  our  cheerful  testimony 
to  his  personal  worth  and  to  his  faithfulness  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  We 
sincerely  deplore  his  loss,  but  seek  grace  to  bow  submissively  to  the  will  of 
God,  and  take  to  ourselves  the  admonition  “  Be  ye  also  ready,”  etc. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  this  death  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  David 
Emmett,  Esq. 

PREPARATION  FOR  WORK. 

To  give  efficiency  to  the  action  of  General  Synod  in  establishing  a  Donation 
Fund,  in  addition  to  the  Loan  Fund  already  in  operation,  the  Board  adopted 
Pules  for  the  management  of  these  respective  funds.  These  Rules,  together 
with  the  resolutions  of  General  Synod  bearing  upon  these  funds,  were  printed 
with  a  blank  “  Form  of  Application.”  This  form  of  application  is  required 
to  be  carefully  filled  up  by  applicants  for  appropriations,  so  as  to  secure  the 
best  information  as  regards  the  circumstances  and  necessities  of  the  applicants. 
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With  this  organization,  and  with  these  rules  and  regulations,  the  Board  ad¬ 
dressed  itself  to  the  responsible  task  of  doing  the  best  for  the  Church  in  the 
line  of  Church  Extension.  The  aim  has  been  steadily  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  amount  of  good — to  extend  the  borders  of  our  Lutheran  Zion  rapidly 
and  build  as  many  houses  of  worship  as  could  be  done  with  the  amount  of 
money  furnished  by  the  Church.  The  opportunities  offered  were  great  in  im¬ 
portance  and  many  in  number,  and  the  demands  for  help  were  urgent;  but 
because  of  the  inadequacy  of  funds,  many  strong  appeals  for  aid  had  neces¬ 
sarily  to  be  declined. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  ACCOMPLISHED. 

The  work  required  of  the  Board  by  the  General  Synod  may  be  summed  up 
in  this  way:  to  extend  aid  to  needy  congregations  for  building  churches,  by 
donations  or  loans  ;  to  make  appeals  to  Synods,  or  to  the  Church  at  large,  for 
such  objects,  or  allow  such  appeals  to  be  made  by  the  applicants  themselves 
for  aid.  The  Board  may  also  relieve  congregations  burdened  with  oppressive 
debt,  or  church  property  in  danger  of  being  sold ;  also  it  may  aid  in  purchasing 
houses  of  worship,  and  in  securing  lots  of  ground  for  church  building. 

In  one  or  more  of  these  different  ways,  twenty-three  congregations  have  been 
assisted  during  these  two  years.  Nearly  all  the  appropriations  made  were 
loans,  because  the  donation  treasury  had  no  funds  until  after  the  last  year’s 
meetings  of  the  District  Synods.  The  Treasurer’s  report  will  exhibit  in  detail 
the  appropriations  made. 

WHAT  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  RECOMMENDED. 

a.  At  the  meeting  in  1879,  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  the  General  Synod  recommended 
the  Mission  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  the  Mission  at  Salina,  Kansas,  to  make 
their  appeals  to  the  people  of  the  Church  at  large,  through  the  church  papers, 
and  also  through  personal  solicitation  by  the  missionaries,  for  aid  in  securing 
houses  of  worship.  The  Board  was  instructed  to  extend  assistance  to  the 
Brooklyn  Mission  to  enable  it  to  procure  a  suitable  house  of  worship — to  as¬ 
sume  some  financial  obligation  to  effect  it.  This  needful  help  was  extended 
as  far  as  the  Board  was  able,  and  such  encouragement  and  counsel  given  to 
the  missionary  in  the  laborious  work  of  collecting  funds  as  was  necessary. 
The  result  is,  a  desirable  and  valuable  church  property  on  Clinton  St.,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  has  been  purchased.  The  church  responded  to  the  call  for  $10,000 
which  has  been  paid — the  mission  is  safe,  and  goes  on  rejoicing,  and  what  re¬ 
mains  to  be  paid  is  in  a  manageable  shape.  The  work  for  Brooklyn  is  done. 

The  Mission  Church  at  Salina  is  built  and  dedicated.  The  missionary 
labored  hard  and  long,  traveled  through  the  Church,  East  and  West,  until 
he  accomplished  his  purpose.  The  success  is  a  beautiful  and  substantial 
church  edifice,  a  creditable  monument  to  Lutheran  enterprise.  It  is  said  to  be 
a  model  structure — one  of  the  best  in  Kansas  for  the  cost,  and  the  mission¬ 
ary’s  management  of  building  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 

The  mission  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  was  recommended  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  in  its  appeal  for  Church  Extension  aid.  The  missionary  was  author- 
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ized  to  call  upon  the  Church  for  help  to  erect  a  church  building.  He  labored 
industriously  and  successfully,  and  collected  sufficient  means  to  accomplish 
the  work.  And,  by  dint  of  perseverance,  he  not  only  built  the  chapel  for  his 
people  to  worship  in,  but  has  managed  to  put  up  a  parsonage  for  his  own  in¬ 
dwelling. 

This  work  in  securing  these  three  mission  churches  recommended  by  the 
General  Synod  is  done,  and  we  think  well  done. 

b.  The  rules  adopted  require  that  no  donation  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $500, 
and  no  donation  shall  be  given  to  any  church  costing  over  $5,000.  No  loan 
shall  exceed  $5,000.  But  property  may  be  purchased  by  the  Board  of  higher 
value  than  $5,000,  and  the  title  of  such  property  be  vested  in  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  also  completed  methods  by  which  all  the  money  appropri¬ 
ated,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  its  action  is  secured  to  the  Church.  Loans  are 
always  secured  by  first  mortgage.  Now  donations  are  also  secured  to  the 
Board  by  conditional  mortgage ;  but  are  required  to  be  refunded  only  in  case 
of  dismemberment  of  the  beneficiary  congregation,  or  its  severance  from  the 
General  Synod.  This  is  a  great  saving  to  our  Church.  Whatever  is  contrib¬ 
uted  to  the  aid  of  congregations  in  erecting  church  buildings,  or  securing 
church  property,  will  be  secured  to  the  General  Synod’s  Board,  and  cannot 
be  lost,  as  thousands  of  dollars  have  already  been  lost.  This  we  regard  as  a 
very  important  feature  of  Church  Extension  work. 

The  loans  made  during  these  two  years  are  considerably  in  advance  of 
former  years  and  have  contributed  much  relief  to  needy  congregations.  In 
addition  to  the  loans  and  donations  made  directly,  the  Board  has  operated  in 
other  ways  to  extend  aid  to  weak  congregations,  who  were  laboring  under  dif¬ 
ficulties,  in  securing  church  homes.  Appeals  have  been  made  to  the  church 
for  special  objects,  and  permission  was  also  granted  to  applicants  to  make  their 
own  appeals  and  solicit  aid  from  the  church. 

1.  The  congregation  at  Tyrone,  Pa.,  applied  to  the  Allegheny  Synod  for 
financial  help  to  build  a  church.  The  Synod  recommended  this  application 
to  the  sympathy  and  help  of  the  congregations  in  its  bounds,  and  referred  this 
recommendation  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  As  the  measure  was  favored 
by  the  Synod,  the  request  of  the  congregation  was  granted  and  the  pastor 
authorize  to  collect  $2000  among  the  congregations  of  said  Synod  for  the 
building  of  a  church  at  that  place. 

2.  The  Miami  Synod,  O.,  at  its  meeting  in  1881  requested  that  $402  of  its 
church  extension  funds  be  loaned  to  the  mission  at  Circleville,  O.  This  action 
was  referred  to  the  Board,  and  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  loan  that 
amount  if  paid  in  by  the  Synod,  to  that  mission  for  three  years. 

3.  An  urgent  appeal  was  made  to  the  Board  by  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner  for 
immediate  help  to  purchase  for  his  congregation  St.  George’s  chapel  in  the 
city  of  New  York.  While  the  Board  felt  a  deep  sympathy  in  this  project,  no 
help  could  possibly  come  from  this  source  for  want  of  funds,  but  Bro.  Wenner 
was  allowed  to  make  his  wants  known  to  the  church  and  solicit  aid  in  that 
way.  This  permission  was  given  after  the  Board  had  obtained  satisfactory  in-

formation  in  regard  to  the  location  and  the  value  and  condition  of  the  pro¬ 
perty.  The  amount  asked  of  the  church  was  $5000  in  aid  of  paying  for  this 
desirable  and  valuable  church  property. 

4.  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  established  a  mission  in  the  city  of  Free¬ 
port,  Ill.,  two  years  ago.  The  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  through  its  executive  committee  proposed  to  assume  the  support  of 
this  mission.  This  proposition  was  made  with  a  view  of  stimulating  activity 
among  its  auxiliaries  and  creating  deeper  interest  by  localizing  their  work. 
The  support  of  the  mission  was  readily  transferred  and  is  styled  the  Woman’s 
First  Mission.  But  under  the  efforts  and  experiences  of  the  missionary  it  soon 
became  apparent  that  success  in  Freeport  required  a  church  building.  A  pro¬ 
position  was  made  to  the  Woman’s  Society  to  undertake  the  work  of  raising 
funds  in  aid  of  building  a  house  of  worship  for  its  first  mission.  The  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society,  after  deliberation,  resolved  to  under¬ 
take  the  task.  The  Board  was  asked  for  and  gave  permission  to  make  an 
appeal  to  the  female  members  of  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  for  $1 
contributions  to  the  amount  of  $8000,  to  aid  that  mission  in  building  a  house 
of  worship.  That  appeal  of  the  Woman’s  Society  is  now  before  the  church. 

5.  A  church  lot  and  building  on  it  was  purchased  by  the  Board  in  the  city 
of  Lincoln,  the  flourishing  capitol  of  Nebraska.  The  possession  of  a  church 
property  in  such  a  thriving  western  city  is  a  very  great  advantage  and  a  for¬ 
ward  step  in  the  building  up  of  the  church.  A  promising  mission  has  been  es¬ 
tablished,  and  with  an  active  missionary,  hold  regular  worship  in  the  church. 

6.  The  Board  has  recently  purchased  a  lot  of  ground  for  a  church  building 
in  the  city  of  Chicago,  situated  on  the  north  side,  corner  of  Franklin  street  and 
Chicago  avenue.  It  is  a  very  desirable  locality  and  with  reference  to  the 
material  that  is  to  be  gathered  in,  is  as  good  as  could  be  made.  No  mission 
ground  has  been  secured  by  this  Board,  or  any  other,  that  has  more  promise  in 
it  than  this.  The  prospect  for  rapid  growth  and  for  commanding  influence  of 
a  church  in  this  locality  is  very  bright,  and  the  work  of  building  a  house  of 
worship  on  this  lot  deserves  the  hearty  sympathy  and  liberal  support  of  the 
whole  church. 

For  the  purchase  of  this  lot  and  for  building  on  it  a  temple  of  worship  the 
Board  was  obliged  to  appeal  to  the  church  at  large.  A  church  for  this  mission 
is  of  the  first  importance  and  the  call  should  be  promptly  met.  The  figure  is 
higher  than  the  Board  has  heretofore  ventured  to  make.  But  the  object  is  of 
such  importance,  and  property  and  building  in  Chicago  rate  so  high,  that  we 
cannot  do  with  less.  In  a  city  of  this  class,  and  of  such  imposing  private  and 
public  buildings,  and  with  so  many  large  and  attractive  church  edifices  a  mis¬ 
sion,  to  have  any  show  of  success,  must  from  its  very  beginning  have  some 
attractive  features.  Its  house  of  worship  must  present  some  fitness  to  the 
place  it  occupies  and  to  the  people  who  are  desired  to  come  in  and  engage  in 
worship  and  identify  themselves  with  Christian  work. 

The  Board  felt  constrained  to  occupy  some  part  of  Chicago,  and  to  aid  a 
mission  in  securing  a  foothold  and  get  a  home.  It  felt  that  no  longer  time 
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should  be  lost  on  the  vast  material  that  floats  about  in  that  city,  and  that  if 
the  General  Synod  ever  meant  to  unfurl  the  banner  of  the  cross  on  that  field, 
and  occupy  for  Christ,  now  was  as  good  a  time  to  undertake  it  as  any  other. 
An  English  Lutheran  church  m  a  quarter  of  the  city  where  there  are  said  to 
be  seventy-five  thousand  Lutheran  people  and  only  one  English  speaking 
church,  seemed  to  be  asked  at  our  hands,  and  so  the  Board  has  launched  out 
in  the  effort,  believing  it  to  be  our  duty  as  well  as  our  privilege.  And  in  the 
name  of  the  Master,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  great  First  Church  of  the  Re¬ 
formation,  and  for  the  honor  of  the  General  Synod  we  ask  the  whole  Church 
to  rally  around  this  enterprise,  and  respond  promptly  to  the  call  for  $18,000. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  Board  could  not  respond  more  favorably  to 
all  needy  applicants.  Some  very  urgent  appeals  were  made  for  help,  and  no 
doubt  many  of  these  calls  were  deserving,  and  help  for  them  would  have 
proven  good  investments.  But  the  funds  were  not  at  hand,  and  the  applica¬ 
tions  must  be  declined  or  deferred  to  the  event  of  a  fuller  treasury. 

The  Board  has  felt  the  need  of  some  architectural  plans  and  specifiations 
for  church  buildings.  There  is  a  growing  necessity  for  some  more  specific 
method  of  erecting  buildings  as  to  style,  and  arrangement,  and  expense.  The 
Board  has  arranged  with  an  architect  for  plans,  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  fur¬ 
nish  some  to  those  congregations  who  are  building.  It  requires  time  and 
means,  and  close  attention  to  supply  these  and  all  other  equipments  for  our 
Church  Extension  work. 

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

We  take  no  little  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  cause  of  Church  Extension  is 
growing  in  interest  among  our  people.  There  is  a  conviction  possessing  the 
Church  that  this  branch  of  benevolent  work  must  be  lilted  higher  up,  and 
pushed  more  rapidly  forward.  It  is  a  link  connecting  our  settled  churches 
with  the  progress  and  permanency  of  our  Home  Missions.  It  is  the  strong 
right  arm  of  Home  Missions.  And  we  are  glad  to  see  the  General  Synod 
disposed  to  take  it  out  of  the  back  seat  and  walk  it  up  front,  and  give  it  a  day 
for  business  and  discussion,  and  an  evening  for  anniversary.  The  apportion¬ 
ment  of  $15,000  per  annum  for  the  work  is  encouraging,  in  this,  that  its  im¬ 
portance  is  valued  more  than  formerly.  There  has  been  more  written  and 
spoken  on  the  subject.  Its  work  and  wants  are  becoming  better  known.  Our 
church  papers  have  been  more  outspoken  about  its  claims  on  the  sympathy 
and  support  of  the  church.  The  editors  of  the  Observer  and  of  the  Evangelist 
have  helped  the  cause  greatly  by  their  telling  editorials  on  Church  Extension 
work.  Encouragement  comes  all  along  the  line  of  the  Church. 

PLANS  AND  POLICIES. 

One  ,of  the  favorable  indications  of  growing  interest  in  the  church  on  the 
subject  of  Church  Extension  is  the  proposition  of  plans  to  get  more  money. 
So  many  wish  to  raise  more  funds  to  build  more  churches.  There  is  a  preva¬ 
lent  feeling  that  w t  should  do  more,  and  that  we  must  do  more  to  meet  our 
responsibilities  as  a  church.  Every  one  who  reads,  and  has  any  interest,  feels 
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impressed  with  the  necessity  of  building  churches  rapidly  all  over  our  fast 
populating  West.  Hence  people  will  think  and  plan  and  devise  for  a  larger 
amount  of  funds  for  doing  this  work.  It  is  a  sign  of  interest  on  this  question. 

1.  The  old  Society  had  its  definite  policy,  which  maybe  styled  the  endow¬ 
ment  policy.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  was  the  sum  fixed,  and  the  interest  of  this 
amount  was  to  constitute  a  settled  fund  for  loans  to  needy  congregations  for 
building  churches.  The  annual  income  of  this  sum,  with  the  interest  on  loans 
and  the  return  of  the  principal,  when  matured,  was  to  be  the  Church  Exten¬ 
sion  fund.  But  the  Society  never  received  the  one  fourth  of  this  original 
sum. 

At  the  dissolution  of  the  Society  in  1869  when  the  papers  and  funds  were 
turned  over  to  the  Board,  then  appointed,  the  entire  assets  did  not  amount  to 
more  than  a  little  over  tzvelve  thousand  dollars.  Hence,  instead  of  a  self-sus¬ 
taining  institution,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  appeal  its  wants  to  the  church 
for  help  for  the  necessities  that  met  us.  Opportunities  multiplied  upon  our 
hands,  good  chances  for  church  investments  came  and  went,  and  our  Home 
Mission  work  languished  for  want  of  houses  of  worship.  The  whole  Church 
Extension  interest  was  in  a  state  of  languor. 

2.  In  1877  !he  General  Synod  adopted  the  apportionment policy .  This  pol¬ 
icy  was  to  be  worked  up  by  the  box  system,  or  the  envelope  system,  or  the 
committee  system,  or  some  such  system  as  congregations  may  elect.  But  the 
sum  to  be  raised  was  fixed  and  apportioned  among  the  Synods  The  Church 
Extension  cause  was  allowed  one  half  the  amount  of  Home  Missions,  and 
withal,  great  liberty  was  taken  with  this  small  amount  and  diverted  to  vari¬ 
ous  purposes  other  than  the  use  of  the  Board.  This  independent  appropria¬ 
tion  of  funds  collected  for  church  building  was  a  loss  to  the  cause  and 
defeated  the  object  of  the  apportionment.  But  the  General  Synod  still 
clung  to  this  policy,  and  sought  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  all  the 
Synods  and  congregations.  Hence,  in  1879  the  General  Synod  emphasized 
this  policy  by  a  more  definite  action  in  dividing  the  sum  apportioned  equitably 
among  the  District  Synods,  and  required  the  Synods  to  apportion  equitably 
among  the  congregations  their  respective  quotas.  This  definite  action  settled 
the  Synod’s  policy  as  systematically  and  decidedly  as  it  could  be  settled. 

Under  this  plan  the  work  has  steadily  advanced.  It  is  gradually  making 
its  way  to  good  working  order.  And  the  encouraging  success  in  obtaining 
funds  more  regularly  and  liberally  than  formerly,  entitles  it  to  our  approval. 
And  it  has  the  indorsement  of  the  representatives  of  the  whole  church. 

3.  During  the  last  /ear  several  plans  have  been  suggested,  which  were 
gladly  received,  and  deserve  to  be  noticed.  An  interested  Christian  layman 
of  Springfield,  O.,  offered  to  be  one  of  five  hundred  to  give  one  dollar  a  week 
for  one  year  to  raise  $26,000  to  build  a  church  every  two  weeks  for  one  year. 
The  plan  is  good,  and  a  fund  of  this  amount  raised  in  this  way  would  fairly 
prepare  the  way  for  raising  the  same  amount  for  another  year. 

Another  layman  deeply  interested  in  every  good  work  for  the  Church,  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  one  of  a  hundred  to  give  $1,000  toward  a  fund  of  $100,000  to  be 
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paid  into  the  Treasury  for  Church  Extension  work.  This  brother  lives  in  the 
bounds  of  the  Hartwick  Synod,  and  while  the  proposition  has  not  been  pub¬ 
lished,  no  doubt  if  the  number  of  persons  can  be  found  who  will  give  $1,000 
each,  he  will  be  ready  to  make  good  his  offer. 

A  clerical  brother  of  the  Church,  also  of  Springfield,  O.,  proposed  a  plan 
to  build  more  churches.  It  was  announced  as  “A  panacea  for  lamentations.” 
The  plan  is  to  secure  eight  or  ten  thousand  persons  in  the  Lutheran  Church 
of  the  General  Synod  to  agree  to  contribute  one  dollar  each  for  every  church 
edifice  the  Board  will  undertake  to  erect  at  important  places.  Such  contribu¬ 
tions  are  to  continue  for  every  call  as  long  as  the  results  are  satisfactory.  This 
plan,  as  we  understand  it,  is  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular  collections  under 
the  apportionment  system.  All  the  funds  secured  by  this  plan  are  intended  as 
additional  for  the  Church  Extension  work.  This  plan  is  good,  and  ought  to 
succeed,  and  many  in  the  church  desire  it  to  be  tried.  It  seems  easy  to  pay  a 
dollar  upon  a  call  for  a  good  object,  and  this  is  probably  one  of  the  features 
that  makes  it  popular.  Ten  thousand  willing  hearts  will  bring  in  ten  thousand 
dollars  very  readily. 

But  all  these  plans  require  some  one  to  take  charge  of  them  and  devote  ta 
them  consideration,  and  elaborate  them  into  system  and  working  order.  The 
one  plan  requires  five  hundred  contributors  to  pay  one  dollar  a  week  for  a  year, 
and  some  one  must  see  to  it  that  this  number  is  secured. 

Another  plan  requires  one  hundred  contributors  to  pay  one  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ;  but  some  one  must  find  one  hundred  persons  who  are  willing  to  contri¬ 
bute  this  amount  and  secure  their  contributions. 

The  other  plan  contemplates  eight  or  ten  thousand  persons  to  be  ready  and 
willing  to  pay  one  dollar  whenever  the  call  is  made ;  here  again  appears  the 
necessity  of  some  one  to  take  the  time  and  patience  in  securing  this  number 
of  willing  contributors.  These  different  propositions  are  well  meant,  and 
show  a  deep  interest  in  the  cause,  but  they  require  the  time  and  attention  and 
patience  of  some  one  to  work  them  up  to  a  system,  and  good  working  condi¬ 
tion  No  one  plan  will  run  itself,  however  good  and  wise  it  may  be.  It  is 
necessary  for  a  man  to  take  charge  of  a  plan  and  work  it  up  and  put  it  into 
practicable  shape. 

While  the  Board  sympathizes  with  these  brethren  in  their  plans  and  their 
interest  in  the  cause  of  Church  Extension,  while  it  thankfully  acknowledges 
the  receipt  of  these  plans,  yet  we  hold  that  the  apportionment  plan  of  the 
General  Synod  has  the  greatest  advantages;  it  is  equitable  and  well  distributed 
— it  goes  out  from  the  pastor  and  reaches  out  to  every  member  of  the  Church 
— it  is  an  educational  measure,  and  as  such  has  a  helpful  influence  in  develop¬ 
ing  benevolence  in  the  congregations  and  begets  a  greater  interest  in  the  cause 
of  Church  Extension.  The  plan  lays  the  sacred  duty  of  systematic  beneficence 
upon  the  conscience  of  the  Church,  the  pulpit  and  the  pew. 

THE  WORK  TOO  HEAVY  FOR  OUR  PRESENT  ORGANIZATION. 

The  operations  of  this  Board  have  been  too  limited ;  we  have  been  unable 
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to  keep  pace  with  our  opportunities  because  of  limited  funds  and  also  because 
the  time  and  attention  could  not  be  given  by  any  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
to  the  work,  as  it  deserves.  The  field  is  Continually  enlarging  before  our  eyes, 
opportunities  are  pressing  upon  us,  God  calls  to  us  loudly  in  an  unmistakable 
voice,  to  occupy  our  ground.  A  crisis  is  upon  us  as  a  denomination,  and  we 
are  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  we  meet  it.  It  will  soon  be  past.  It  is 
necessary  to  study  the  subject — to  launch  out  into  the  inviting  field — to  aid  in 
working  up  the  plans  adopted  for  securing  funds  to  push  forward  the  work  and 
give  it  breadth  and  efficiency.  To  carry  on  the  correspondence,  to  get  up  and 
circulate  the  literature  that  may  be  necessary,  to  take  the  oversight  of  the 
plans  of  work  and  of  the  building  of  churches  with  the  instructions  and  author¬ 
ity  of  the  Board,  will  occupy  all  of  one  man’s  time  and  care. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  Board,  as  now  organized,  to  give  the  cause  the  atten¬ 
tion  it  must  have.  The  laymen  of  the  Board  have  their  business  relations,  but 
they  cannot  give  the  subject  the  thought  and  study  the  cause  demands.  The 
clerical  members  of  the  Board  are  similarly  situated.  Two  of  them  are  pas¬ 
tors  of  congregations.  They  owe  their  time  and  attention  first  of  all  to  them. 
The  congregation  demands  the  care  and  devotion  and  study  of  the  pastor,  and 
to  do  his  duty  faithfully  he  has  no  leisure  to  give  attention  to  anything  else. 
The  attention  given  by  this  Board  to  the  Church  Extension  interests  was 
cheerful  and  ready,  and  we  may  say  with  unaffected  modesty,  that  with  the 
means  at  hand  the  work  has  greatly  prospered.  And  now  at  this  juncture  of 
our  Church  Extension  Work,  having  come  up  to  what  it  is,  and  what  the  im¬ 
mediate  future  demands  of  it,  a  new  departure  is  apparently  necessary. 

PROSPECT  BEFORE  US. 

In  the  suggestion  of  additional  force  to  our  Church  Extension  operations  we 
are  moved  by  the  prospects  that  lie  before  us.  The>e  lies  the  field  broad  and 
grand  and  white  unto  harvest.  It  opens  up  everywhere,  but  especially  in  the 
rapidly  populating  West,  and  from  every  quarter  comes  the  repeated  cry,  “Come 
over  and  help  us.”  There  is  no  denomination  in  Protestant  Christendom  that 
has  greater  opportunities,  nor  heavier  responsibilities  than  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  church.  There  are  more  of  her  persuasion  settling  on  our  Western 
domain  than  of  any  other.  The  immigrants  from  Europe,  and  the  westward 
bound  adventurers  from  our  Eastern  States,  are  populating  the  cities  and  fertile 
prairies  beyond  the  Mississippi  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  are  Lutheran 
by  education  and  faith.  They  cry  aloud  for  help  to  provide  for  their  spiritual 
wants.  They  want  houses  of  worship,  homes  for  their  devotional  assemblies. 

Now  is  the  time  to  occupy  those  points.  Soon  it  will  be  too  late.  In  this 
newly  developing  country  every  one  is  striving  for  advantage.  On  every 
hand  is  rush  and  drive  and  hurry.  The  capitalist  is  constructing  railroads,  and 
the  operator  is  locating  mines,  the  speculator  is  seeking  lands,  the  adventurer 
is  laying  out  cities,  and  the  artisan  building  houses,  and  on  every  hand  is  life 
and  enterprise  for  worldly  gain.  If  the  world  is  thus  busy,  what  vigorous 
efforts  should  the  church  make  to  pre-empt  rights  and  settle  herself  in  the  van 
of  this  outgoing  flow  of  population  and  activity.  If  we  have  hesitated  and 
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waited  and  lost  ground  we  ought  to  address  ourselves  earnestly  to  repair  what 
we  can.  If  we  have  fallen  in  the  rear  of  other  advancing  Christian  enter¬ 
prises  we  must  not  tarry  in  the  rear.  Our  time  is  now,  and  there  is  much  to 
stimulate  us. 

Church  Extension  work  must  march  hand  in  hand  with  our  Home  Mission 
work.  An  unsheltered  mission  must  be  protected  and  housed.  Its  very  exis¬ 
tence  depends  on  this,  and  it  has  no  future  without  it.  It  is  unwise  policy  to 
let  a  young  mission  struggle  and  worry,  and  drain  the  treasury  of  its  Board, 
for  wanf  of  a  church  building.  The  Church  Extension  work  must  travel  side 
by  side  with  Home  Missions  into  the  cities  and  over  the  plains. 

But  we  claim  a  little  more  for  the  importance  of  Church  Extension  than 
simply  to  follow,  or  keep  even  pace,  with  Home  Missions.  It  should  go  in  ad¬ 
vance.  It  ought  to  signal  the  missionary  from  a  distance  “to  come  ahead.” 
The  land  should  be  spied  out,  good  locations  should  be  selected  and  secured 
while  they  are  cheap ;  cheap  chapels  should  be  erected  to  invite  the  weary 
immigrant  to  a  church  home  and  church  worship,  the  stakes  should  be  set  for 
Christian  temples  in  advance  of  the  missionary  of  the  cross.  This  would  prove 
a  great  advantage  to  our  mission  operations.  And  if  our  church  means  to 
take  a  hand  with  other  churches  in  winning  the  country  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  we  must  operate  in  some  way  like  this.  We  have  a  chance  equal  to 
any,  or  perhaps  an  advantage  over  many,  in  occupying  a  front  rank  in  build¬ 
ing  up  the  waste  places  in  our  country  with  churches. 

OUR  DUTY  IS  FORWARD. 

In  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  question  will  be  virtually  settled  who  shall  hold 
the  religious  sway  in  this  country.  Christ’s  people  are  industriously  at  work 
for  ascendency.  Many  of  the  denominations  have  taken  advanced  position  in 
evangelization,  and  it  becomes  us  to  apply  our  means  and  influences  to  keep 
pace.  We  must  not  be  tardy  nor  illiberal,  but  forward,  liberal,  and  faithful. 
There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  Israel  when  God  was  displeased  with  the 
people’s  tardiness  in  rebuilding  his  sanctuary.  They  sowed  much,  but  reaped 
little,  because  of  their  neglect.  The  Israelites  wondered  at  this  punitive  visi¬ 
tation,  until  God  told  them  the  reason.  “  It  is  because  of  my  house  that  lieth 
waste,  and  every  man  runneth  to  his  own  house.”  He  reminds  them  of  their 
duty  by  saying,  “  Is  it  time  for  you,  O  ye,  to  dwell  in  your  ceiled  houses, 
and  my  house  lie  waste  ?”  This  admonition  reaches  down  through  the 
centuries  to  us,  and  though  our  harvests  have  not  yet  failed,  and  our  can¬ 
dlestick  is  not  removed,  we  hear  the  cry  of  want  in  building  the  house  of 
the  Lord.  We  possess  means  in  abundance  for  supplying  all  destitution. 
God  has  given  us  much,  and  he  requires  much  of  us.  He  has  filled  our  land 
with  destitute  and  deserving  people,  but  has  also  filled  the  land  with  bounte¬ 
ous  means  and  countless  wealth  to  educate  and  evangelize  them.  We  are 
expected  to  take  the  spiritual  oversight  of  these  great  multitudes  that  populate 
our  shores — the  world  will  not  do  it.  We  are  to  mould  them  into  Christian 
life  and  evangelical  thought,  and  make  them  mighty  forces  for  truth  and 
righteousness — the  world  will  not  do  it.  We  are  to  reach  out  to  them  our  em 
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couragement  and  aid  in  erecting  temples  of  worship  for  the  glory  of  God  and 
the  salvation  of  men.  And  no  agency  is  so  potent  in  bringing  about  these 
results  as  the  Church  Extension  organization.  May  the  whole  Church  rally  to 
its  support,  and  with  one  heart  swell  the  song  of  the  Psalmist :  “  The  Lord 
loveth  the  gates  of  Zion  more  than  all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1 .  That  the  General  Synod  re-affirm  its  apportionment  policy. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $20,000,  annually,  be  apportioned  among  the  District 
Synods  for  Church  Extension. 

3.  That  the  Board  continue  to  make  special  appeals,  when  necessary,  ac¬ 
cording  to  such  plans  as  it  may  adopt ;  but  no  public  appeal  to  the  Church 
shall  be  made  for  aid  except  through  the  Board. 

4.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  Secretary  whose  time  shall  be 
exclusively  devoted  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  cause  of  Church  Extension.

FIRST  SESSION. 


Monday,  9:30  a.  m.,  May  21,  1883. 

The  proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  being  suspended  for 
the  order  of  the  day,  the  Publication  Society  convened  at  9:30 
a.  m. 

On  motion,  the  officers  of  the  General  Synod  were  made  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Publication  Society  at  this  meeting. 

Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  read  the  following  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

Again,  by  the  continued  favor  of  a  gracious  Providence,  do  we 
appear  before  the  Society  with  words  expressive  of  much  satisfac¬ 
tion.  At  this  twenty-eighth  anniversary  of  your  organization  you 
may  speak  your  gratitude  for  the  present,  and  encouragement  for 
^he  future. 

BUSINESS  OF  TWO  YEARS. 

The  business  within  the  two  years  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Society,  which  was  held  at  Altoona,  Pa.,  has  been  prosperous 
without  interruption.  It  has  more  than  maintained  its  former 
position ;  the  sales  having  advanced  several  thousand  dollars  be¬ 
yond  the  figures  last  reported,  as  will  be  traced  in  the  Superin¬ 
tendent’s  Report,  which  is  wholly  embodied  in  this  paper.  The 
amount  of  sales  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1883,  rises  to 

(in) 
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more  than  $49,000,  being,  in  round  numbers,  $8,000  in  excess 
of  the  amount  reported  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1881. 
This  steady  growth  of  business  is  an  item  of  information  that 
should  stimulate  the  whole  Church  to  a  still  more  decided  inter¬ 
est  in  the  House. 

PRESENT  FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  following  reports  rendered  respectively  by  the  Superin-  . 
tendent  and  Treasurer,  which  have  been  officially  audited,  are 
herewith  offered  for  the  inspection  of  the  Society  and  the  Church. 

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  Marc h  31,  1883. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Lutheran  Board 
of  Publication — Brethren:  As  required  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  business  department  of  the  work  of  your 
Board,  I  submit  herewith  the  annual  statement,  showing  assets 
at  date,  amount  of  sales  during  the  year,  etc.  Since  your  last 
biennial  report  to  the  Society,  we  have  earned  for,  and  credited 
the  General  Synod  with,  $1853.88,  for  royalty  on  Books  of 
Worship,  Catechisms  and  Liturgy  ;  charged  off  to  profit  and  loss 
account  $159. 23  for  “  bad  debts reduced  and  charged  off  from 
the  cost  value  of  stereotype  plates,  under  the  ten  per  cent,  rule 
adopted  in  1878,  $2197.50;  and  donated,  under  a  resolution  of 
your  Board,  to  missions  (through  orders  from  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions),  Books  of  Worship  and  Sunday-school  periodi¬ 
cals,  amounting  to  $936.58;  a  total  of  $5147.19.  During  the 
same  time  we  have  increased  our  net  assets  from  $47,751.24  to 
$61,767.77,  a  gain  of  $14,016.53. 

The  result  of  the  work  since  our  last  report  is  an  evidence  or 
indication  of  what  may  be  accomplished  in  the  years  to  come, 
under  wise  legislation  and  economical  management,  for  the 
Church,  through  the  channel  of  her  publication  interests,  with 
the  patronage  of  her  ministers,  laymen,  Sunday-schools  and  col¬ 
leges. 

The  Board  has  cause  for  congratulation  on  the  part  of  the 
Church  for  what,  under  Providence,  has  been  accomplished.

Philadelphia,  April  17,  1883. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Publica¬ 
tion — Brethren:  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1883,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Superintendent’s 
report,  immediately  preceding,  was  presented  to  them  on  April 
16,  1883,  and  that  with  him  they  have  carefully  examined  the 
books  of  the  House,  and  compared  them  with  the  foregoing 
report.  They  have  verified  the  figures  contained  in  the  report, 
and  find  the  same  correct  according  to  the  books. 

The  business  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  House  continues  to 
show  the  same  satisfactory  increase  that  has  lately  characterized 
it.  Much  of  this  increase  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  care  and  good 
management  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  books  are  neatly  and  systematically  kept,  and  all  the  details 
of  the  business,  so  far  as  they  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the 
Committee,  are  managed  in  the  most  approved  methods. 

After  deducting  all  charges  for  bad  debts,  losses,  depreciation 
of  stock,  and  donations,  a  net  profit  of  $5,692.31  has  been  passed 
over  to  capital  account. 

The  amount  of  cash  in  hand,  and  on  deposit,  is  $11,610.96.

With  a  view  to  meeting  one  of  the  benevolent  objects  of  this 
Church  institution,  and  to  stimulating  one  of  the  greatly  impor¬ 
tant  enterprises  of  the  Church,  the  Board,  in  1882,  voted,  for 
that  year,  five  hundred  dollars’  worth  of  church  publications  to 
the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  to  be  distributed  according  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Board  having  that  department  of  Church  work 
in  hand  for  the  General  Synod.  A  like  sum  has  been  donated 
to  the  same  interest  for  the  current  year,  1883.  There  have 
come  to  your  Board,  in  response,  official  assurances  concerning 
the  valuable  and  timely  assistance  thus  rendered  in  extending  a 
service  that  must  be  very  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all  who  are  earn¬ 
estly  praying  and  working  for  the  extension  of  Christ’s  kingdom 
in  this  broad  land.

PERIODICALS. 

This  important  branch  of  the  publishing  operations  continues 
to  advance  in  popularity  and  circulation.  It  is  very  remarkable 
that,  in  view  of  all  existing  circumstances,  these  publications 
should  have  risen  to  such  prominence  within  the  limited  time 
since  their  introduction  to  the  Church.  They  are  all  making 
continuous  progress.  The  figures  relating  to  them  will  be  found 
at  the  appropriate  point  in  the  Superintendent’s  Report. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  IN  AMERICA. 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  General  Synod  two 
years  ago : 

“ Resolved ,  That  in  accordance  with  the  petition  of  the  Historical  Society, 
we  request  the  Board  of  Publication  to  select  a  historian  and  publish  a  His¬ 
tory  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  as  soon  as  possible.” 

The  Board  soon  thereafter  proceeded  to  conform  to  the  sugges¬ 
tion.  Two  well-known  ministers  of  the  Church,  possessing  de¬ 
cided  educational  ability,  as  also  special  adaptedness  for  such 
service,  were  engaged  to  prepare  the  desired  book.  They  are 
laboring  diligently;  but  we  must  have  patience,  as  work  of  such 
magnitude  cannot  be  accomplished  in  a  day. 

BEQUEST. 

The  executors  of  the  estate  of  John  Rung,  deceased,  late  of 
Huntingdon  county,  Pennsylvania,  recently  conveyed  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  Board  that  the  last  will  and  testament  of  decedent 
contained,  among  others,  the  following  item:  “The  other  half 
of  the  said  residue  is  to  be  divided  as  follows;  one-half  of  the 
same  ( being  one-fourth  of  the  whole)  to  Martin  Buehler,  or  his 
successor,  Treasurer  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  now 
located  at  No.  42  North  Ninth  Street,  Philadelphia,  to  be  used 
by  the  said  Publication  Society  for  publishing  Sunday-school 
literature,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  own  constitution.’’ 
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The  property  left  by  Mr.  Rung  consists  of  certain  real  estate, 
ncluding  home-stead,  farm  and  woodland.  The  proceeds  of  this 
bequest  will  not  become  available  during  the  life-time  of  the 
testator’s  widow. 

FIRE  IN  THE  PRINTING  OFFICE. 

The  office  in  which  the  printing  is  done  was  wholly  destroyed 
by  fire,  January  26th,  1882.  Involved  in  this  destruction  was 
an  aggregate  value  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars’  worth  of 
the  property  belonging  to  the  Board,  including,  among  other 
items,  a  good  stock  of  paper,  the  February  edition  of  the  Herald, 
and  nearly  a  thousand  cuts  which  had  accumulated  in  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  that  periodical,  during  its  history  of  more  than  twenty- 
two  years.  Happily,  by  means  of  judicious  insurance  and  care- 
fully-preserved  inventories,  the  full  amount  of  losses  to  your 
House  was  promptly  recovered. 

DEATH  OF  A  MEMBER. 

It  is  with  no  little  pain  that  we  record  another  death  in  the 
Board.  Judge  George  W.  Patton,  formerly  of  Altoona  and 
subsequently  of  Philadelphia,  and  who  was  re-elected  by  the 
Society  two  years  ago  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  was  called  away 
from  his  connection  with  the  Church  on  earth,  March  7th,  1882. 
He  had  served  in  the  Board  five  or  six  years,  and  was  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  institution  during  the  two  years  following  the  decease 
of  Mr.  Martin  Buehler.  The  vacancy  thus  occasioned  in  the 
membership  of  the  Board  was  filled  in  the  person  of  his  son,  Mr. 
T.  B.  Patton,  postmaster  at  Altoona;  and  the  Rev.  P.  Raby  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.

AN  EARNEST  APPEAL. 

We  cannot  close  this  document  without  again  earnestly  calling, 
through  your  Society,  upon  the  whole  Church  for  continued  and 
increasing  patronage.  The  House  is  now  in  a  flattering  con¬ 
dition.  The  Superintendent  has  labored  constantly  and  vigi¬ 
lantly,  in  conjunction  with  a  conscientious  and  laborious  Board, 
to  meet  the  objects  of  the  Society  with  faithfulness.  The  ends 
contemplated  are  now  being  largely  realized.  The  people  of  the 
Church  are  becoming  more  deeply  and  extensively  convinced 
that  the  business  of  the  institution  is  carried  on  carefully,  and  to 
their  interest.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  Board  may  from 
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time  to  time  be  able  to  report  to  the  Society  an  increasing  deter¬ 
mination  on  the  part  of  the  people,  pastors,  Sunday-schools,  etc., 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  in  extending  the  business  of  the 
House.  It  cannot  but  be  clear  to  the  dullest  eye,  that  the  more 
the  patronage  is  enlarged,  by  so  much  the  more  will  the  ability 
and  efficiency  of  the  House  be  felt  in  the  Church.  The  dona¬ 
tions  already  made  known,  and  those  yet  to  be  recommended, 
could  be  realized  by  the  Church  only  by  the  Church  first  giving 
wise  and  practical  recognition  to  the  House. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  an  additional  portion  of  the 
profits  now  in  hand  may  be  spared,  without  detriment,  from  the 
business  operations,  and  be  applied  to  the  benevolent  work  of  the 
Church  represented  in  the  general  church  organizations  con¬ 
nected  with  our  General  Synod.  Therefore,  it  is  hereby  re¬ 
commended  to  the  Society,  as  indicated  in  the  following  proposed 
resolutions,  to  appropriate  at  this  time  an  aggregate  of  five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  two  thousand  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension,  for  the  advancement  of  its  work. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  given  to  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  to  be  applied  to  its  objects. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  in  aid  of  its  enterprises. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  to 
Beneficiary  Education,  through  the  Parent  Education  Society.

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  brings  to  the  attention  of  the  Society  the  renewed  activity  of  a 
body  for  some  years  almost  inoperative,  by  reason  of  the  work  done  through 
the  Societies  of  the  District  Synods.  In  the  providence  of  God  several  young 
men,  outside  of  the  Synods  of  the  General  Synod,  have  been  thrown  upon  our 
hands,  and,  unless  the  aid  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  had  been  secured, 
they  would  have  been  turned  away  without  support.  A  legacy  of  nearly  $500 
came  to  our  hands  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Beckenbaugh  of  Baltimore,  which 
has  enabled  us  to  do  work  outside  the  usual  beneficiary  channels. 

We  are  also  happy  to  state  that  the  Isaac  Baugher  Scholarships — five  in 
number — are  found  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Parent  Education  Society,  thus 
enabling  us  to  furnish  free  tuition  to  several  beneficiary  students.

Rev.  J.  G.  Morris,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  the  Society, 
took  the  chair.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  held  at  Altoona,  Pa., 
June  14,  1881,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  Committee  on  Nominations: 
Revs.  P.  Bergstresser,  D.  D.,  George  Diehl,  D.  D.,  after  which 
Rev.  Prof.  C.  A.  Hay,  D.  D.,  Curator,  read  his  report,  which 
showed  that  quite  a  number  of  documents  of  historical  value 
since  the  last  meeting  had  been  secured  for  the  Society. 

Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society. 

The  Curator  has  the  pleasure  of  reporting  unusually  large  accessions  to  the 
library  of  the  Society  during  the  last  two  years  through  the  generosity  of  wri¬ 
ters  and  publishers,  and  a  few  by  purchase. 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  Society  to  learn  that  some  of  the  books  presented 
during  the  last  two  years  came  from  portions  of  our  church  not  connected  with 
the  General  Synod;  most  of  these  through  the  agency  of  Rev.  Dr.  L.  A.  Got- 
wald,  of  York,  Pa.,  who  published  and  distributed  an  urgent  circular,  address¬ 
ing  it  to  all  known  American  Lutheran  writers,  whose  works  were  not  upon 
our  shelves.  The  responses,  though  not  as  numerous  as  might  have  been  ex¬ 
pected,  nevertheless  added  much  valuable  matter  to  our  archives. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  appears  that  our  funds  are  nearly  ex¬ 
hausted;  and,  as  we  have  a  large  number  of  Synodical  minutes  that  should  be 
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bound,  and  occasionally  need  to  purchase  American  Lutheran  publications 
that  we  cannot  obtain  gratuitously,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  a  collection  be 
taken  up  at  this  meeting  in  behalf  of  our  treasury.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD 

OF  THE 

EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 

IN  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

[As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington ,  D.  C.,  May  14 th,  1869.) 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was 
established  on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with 
the  General  Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be :  “  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
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the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  namely  : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if 
forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six ;  if  seventy,  seven  ;  if  eighty-five,  eight ;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present 
connected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod,  according  to 
this  ratio,  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may 
seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

SECTION  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canon¬ 
ical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  Word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General 
Synod  by  adopting  this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or 
should  any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  send¬ 
ing  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President  and  Secretary;  and, 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained 
minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  origi¬ 
nate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and 
proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the 
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ministers  or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of 
the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least 
two  months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give 
written  notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods,  imme¬ 
diately  upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  submitted 
at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be  re¬ 
quired  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  He 
shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an 
order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable 
of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some  capable 
and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall  have 
the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general  char¬ 
acter.  The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are  chiefly 
the  following : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for 
the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly  several 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn  Books  and 
Catechisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  ot  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
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institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It 
shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practicable  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations 
of  the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations  or  individual  Ministers  or  Laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  or  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows : 
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Section  i.  A  majority  of  Delegates  appearing  with  proper  credentials, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  convention;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Con¬ 
stitution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request 
that  they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  Minutes 
that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall 
be  declared  adopted. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  motion 
made,  seconded,  and  committed  to  writing;  and  the  mover  shall  have  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  withdrawing  such  motion  at  any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

2.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects  to  its 
being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this 
subject  be  discussed?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes, 
unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

3.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more  points, 
it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken  sepa¬ 
rately. 

4.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion  under 
consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second  degree. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained,  except, 

(1)  To  adjourn; 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

(3)  To  close  debate ; 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely; 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  specified  time  ; 

(6)  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod; 

(7)  To  refer  to  a  special  committee  ; 

(8)  To  amend; 

which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  numbered. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member  has 
the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

7.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to  post¬ 
pone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

8.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pending  be¬ 
fore  the  Convention  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  as  provided 
in  Rule  fifth. 

10.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided,  shall  pre¬ 
clude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

11.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  member  has 
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a  right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall  be 
stated  in  the  following  manner:  “  Shall  the  decision  of  the  President  stand 
as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  ?”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  de¬ 
bate  of  the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals  taken 
while  a  debatable  motion  is  before  the  Convention. 

12.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  when  requested  by 
five  members  of  the  Convention. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  nor  shall  he  be  interrupted 
except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
the  permission  of  the  Convention. 

16.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before  the 
Convention,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member,  and  he  shall  have 
the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  the  chair 
when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

17.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

(1)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(2)  On  Credentials. 

(3)  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(4)  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

(5)  On  Correspondence  with  Other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(7)  On  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

(8)  On  Mileage. 

19.  These  rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately  after  the 
organization  of  the  Convention,  and  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

SPECIAL  ORDERS. 

1.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  shall  be  the  special  order 
of  the  first  Thursday  morning  of  the  session  at  10  o’clock. 

2.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  in  like  manner,  the  special 
order  for  the  first  Friday  morning. 

3.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  the  special  order 
for  the  first  Saturday  morning  at  9  o’clock,  after  which  the  remainder  of  the 
day  shall  be  devoted  to  a  fraternal  conference  on  the  state  of  religion  in  the 
churches,  the  discussion  of  subjects  of  general  interest  not  included  in  the  reg¬ 
ular  order,  and  devotional  exercises,  concluding  with  the  services  preparatory 
to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

4.  The  Publication  Society  the  special  order  for  the  first  Monday  morning. 

5.  The  Parent  Education  and  Historical  Societies,  the  special  order  for  the 
first  Tuesday  morning. 

6.  The  anniversaries  of  said  Boards  and  Societies  shall  be  held  on  the  even¬ 
ings  of  the  days  set  apart  for  the  transaction  of  their  business. 

7.  The  second  Wednesday  morning,  at  10  o’clock,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
election  of  Delegates  to  Corresponding  Bodies,  members  of  the  several  Boards 
and  of  Standing  Committees,  and  the  selection  of  the  time  and  place  for  hold¬ 
ing  the  next  Convention  of  Synod. 

8.  The  religious  services  of  Synod  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Devotional  Exercises,  subject  to  the  action  of  this  body. 

9.  That  a  business  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  whom  all  matters  de¬ 
signed  to  come  before  this  body,  not  indicated  in  the  regular  order,  be  referred. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  his  report  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 


BY-LAWS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 


Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  each  Convention  of  this  Synod  shall  be  organ¬ 
ized  according  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  III.  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  presiding 
officer  shall  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of  delegates  from  Synods 
already  connected  with  this  body;  but  an  appeal  may  be  made  from  his  deci¬ 
sion  to  the  members  admitted,  when  the  whole  number  of  certificates  shall 
have  been  presented. 

Art.  3.  According  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  V.  of  the  Constitution,  written  certificates 
of  the  appointment  of  delegates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  which  they  represent,  shall  be  required. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of 
the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  the  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  ot  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  Convention  shall  be  read,  unless 
dispensed  with  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  7.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  connected 
with  this  body,  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  admitted  to 
a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  should  be  made,  in  which  case  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  8.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  participate  in  the  debate,  but  cannot  be  permitted 
to  vote  on,  originate,  or  second  a  proposition. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  every  Convention  a  committee  of 
eleven  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  reports  and 
minutes  of  District  Synods,  with  instructions  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

Art.  10.  The  time  and  place  for  the  next  Convention  shall  be  fixed  by 
ballot. 

Art.  11.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention.

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  the  undersigned  were  appointed 
a  Committee  “  On  mission  work  among  the  Indians,  to  co-operate  with  our 
Board  of  Home  Missions  in  arranging  the  preliminaries  of  establishing  a  mis¬ 
sion  among  the  Indians  of  ‘  Mission  Agency’  at  San  Bernardino,  California,” 
and  we  would  now  respectfully  report  as  follows :  At  the  time  named,  two 
years  ago,  that  Agency  was  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  S.  S.  Lawson,  an  accredited 
Lutheran  minister,  and  that  portion  of  Indian  work  seemed  to  be  thrown 
upon  our  churches,  and,  by  the  aid  of  Mr.  Lawson,  we  might  have  been  able 
to  enter  the  field  successfully.  But  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General 
Synod,  we  ascertained  that  Mr.  Lawson  had  been  removed,  and  another  man 
appointed  in  his  place  who  was  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Lutheran 
Church.  This  was  virtually  taking  the  thing  out  of  our  hands  altogfther,  and 
we  took  no  further  steps  in  the  matter.

PREFACE. 

The  Order  of  Service  which  is  here  presented,  was  compiled  by  a  joint 
committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Synod  (South),  and 
the  General  Council. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  General  Bodies  concerned  in  the  work  of  securing  a 
common  service,  that  the  basis  should  be  the  “common  consent  of  the  pure 
Lutheran  liturgies  of  the  XVIth  century.” 

On  this  basis  there  was  no  room  for  the  private  views  and  preferences  of 
the  members  of  the  committee,  nor  were  they  called  upon  to  compose  a  service 
which,  in  their  opinion,  might  be  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  times.  The  more 
difficult  task  was  set  for  them,  to  present  in  a  clear  and  intelligible  form  the 
essential  parts  of  the  service  as  they  were  universally  recognized  by  the  Re¬ 
formers,  and  to  place  upon  record  the  undisputed  facts  as  to  what  constitutes 
a  Lutheran  Order  of  Service. 

At  the  present  stage  of  their  work,  the  committee  are  able  to  present  only 
the  general  outline  of  the  service  and  the  order  of  the  parts.  Many  of  the  de¬ 
tails  had  to  be  postponed  to  a  future  day. 

Thus,  while  the  committee  were  unanimous  in  their  choice  of  the  Confiteor 
of  Wittenberg,  1559  (Mecklenburg,  1552),  the  question  of  its  translation  was 
left  unsettled. 

The  exact  reading  and  punctuation  of  the  Creed  and  other  parts  was  not 
determined. 

The  text  of  the  Introits,  Collects  and  General  Prayers  was  not  considered. 

The  foot-notes  and  rubrical  directions  were  left  to  be  determined  by  each 
General  Body. 

The  consideration  of  the  Early  Morning  Service,  the  Matins  of  the  Refor¬ 
mation,  was  also  deferred. 

The  general  result  of  the  work  maybe  summed  up  in  the  following  state- 
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merits,  upon  which  the  members  of  the  committee  in  almost  every  instance 
unanimously  agreed : 

PRELIMINARY  PRINCIPLES. 

(i.)  That  the  result  of  our  labors  must  be  referred  to  the  Bodies  we 
represent. 

(2.)  That  we  dare  make  no  service  binding  on  the  Congregation  ;  and  that 
no  part  of  a  service  should  be  used  any  longer  than  it  serves  to  edification. 

(3.)  To  furnish  the  full  Lutheran  Service  with  all  its  provisions  for  all  who 
wish  to  use  it. 

(4.)  That,  if  at  any  time  or  place  the  use  of  the  full  Service  is  not  desired, 
it  is  in  entire  conformity  with  good  Lutheran  usage  to  use  a  simpler  Service,  in 
which  only  the  principal  parts  in  their  order  are  contained. 

TEE  NORMAL  SERVICE. 

(5.)  That  we  first  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  constituent  parts  and  the  order 
of  the  full  normal  Lutheran  Service.  (The  titles  in  Italics  indicate  the  nor¬ 
mal  Lutheran  Service.  Those  in  Roman  letters  indicate  the  additions  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  joint  committee.) 

(6.)  That  the  following  are  the  parts  and  order  of  the  Service  : 

Hymn.  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  etc.  Confession  and  Declaration. 
Introit,  or  Psalm  or  Hymn.  Kyrie.  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  or  Hymn.  Collect 
Epistle.  Alleluia,  or  Hymn.  Gospel.  Creed.  Hymn.  Sermon.  General 
Prayer.  Plymn.  Preface.  Sanctus  and  Hosanna.  Exhortation.  Words 
of  Institution  and  Lord' s  Prayer .  (Their  relative  order  was  not  yet  deter¬ 
mined.)  Agnus  Dei.  Pax.  Distribution.  Collect  of  Thanksgiving.  Bene¬ 
diction. 

When  there  is  no  communion,  the  order  after  the  Sermon  shall  be  :  General 
Prayer,  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  Hymn,  Benediction. 

THE  PARTS. 

(7.)  To  use  the  Introit  for  the  day  (see  p. — ),  or  a  Psalm,  or  a  Hymn. 

(The  Introit  should  be  sung  by  the  choir,  or  it  may  be  said  by  the  minister 
and  congregation  responsively,  or  the  minister  may  say  the  Introit  and  the 
congregation  sing  the  Gloria  Patri .) 

(8.)  That  the  simple  Kyrie  is  the  one  that  should  be  used.  Other  forms 
may  be  used. 

(9.)  The  Gloria  in  Excelsis  should  be  sung. 

Except  on  Festival  days  and  whenever  the  Holy  Communion  is  adminis¬ 
tered,  another  Canticle  or  Hymn  of  Praise  may  be  sung  instead. 

(10.)  The  minister  shall  introduce  the  Gloria  hi  Excelsis  by  saying,  Glory 
be  to  God  on  High. 

(11.)  To  use  the  Collects  for  the  Festivals  and  Sundays  of  the  Church 
Year. 

(12.)  The  Salutation  and  Response  should  be  used,  but  may  be  omitted. 

(13.)  That  the  Confiteor  is  not  essential  to  the  Lutheran  Service. 

(14.)  That  we  all  desire  such  a  Confession,  which  has  some  warrant  in 
some  excellent  Kirchenordn ungen  of  the  XVI.  Century. 
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(15.)  That  the  normal  type  of  the  Lutheran  Service  in  the  XVI.  Century 
begins  with  the  Introit. 

(16.)  When  a  General  Confession  of  the  Congregation  is  used  at  all  in  the 
Lutheran  Agenda,  its  place  is  before  the  Introit. 

(17.)  The  text  of  the  Ccnfiteor ,  found  in  the  Wittenberg  Book  of  1559  is 
preferred  by  the  whole  joint  committee. 

(18.)  It  was  also  agreed  to  use  the  words:  “In  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen.”  as  an  introduction  to  the 
Confession,  and  that  those  who  wish  to  do  so  may  open  the  service  with  a 
Hymn  of  Invocation  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

(19.)  We  will  not  use  the  word  Absolution  as  a  title  of  the  following  declar¬ 
ation. 

(20.)  To  use  the  Epistles  and  Gospels  of  the  Church  Year. 

(21.)  If  either  Body  prefers  to  allow  other  passages  of  Scripture  to  be  read 
here,  we  will  not  object. 

(22.)  That  after  the  Epistle  the  Hallelujah  and  Sentence  may  be  sung,  or 
a  Psalm  or  a  Hymn  may  be  sung. 

(23.)  The  Nicene  Creed  shall  be  used  whenever  there  is  a  Communion. 
When  there  is  no  Communion  the  Apostles’  Creed  may  be  used. 

(24.)  The  Announcements  may  be  made  at  whatever  time  either  of  the 
Bodies  prefers. 

(25.)  The  order  after  the  sermon  shall  be  :  Votuni  (if  used) — General 
Prayer — Hymn . 

(26.)  Additional  prayers  to  be  selected.  Special  prayers  and  thanksgivings 
to  be  provided  for  insertion  into  the  General  Prayer. 

(27.)  The  offerings  may  be  gathered  either  before  or  after  the  General 
Prayer. 

(28.)  Should  any  of  the  General  Bodies  allow  the  use  of  the  General 
Praver  at  a  fitting  place  before  the  Sermon,  we  will  not  object. 

(29.)  The  Lutheran  typical  liturgies  unite  in  prescribing  the  Old  Testament 
Benediction. 

(30.)  In  the  Communion  Service  the  full  Preface  with  proper  Prefaces  shall 
be  used. 

(31.)  Then  shall  be  sung  the  Sanctus  and  Hosanna. 

(32.)  Then  may  follow  the  Exhortation. 

(33.)  Whether  each  Body  shall  choose  its  own  Exhortation  is  left  unset¬ 
tled. 

(The  question  concerning  the  order  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Words 
of  the  Institution  was  postponed.) 

(34.)  The  Agnus  Dei  is  to  follow  the  Words  of  Institution. 

(35.)  Pax  to  procede  Distribution. 

(36.)  The  Thanksgiving  Collect  as  in  the  order  of  Brandenburg-Nuern- 
berg,  1533. 

(37.)  The  question  of  Salutation  and  Response,  Benedicamus  and  Versicle, 
to  be  left  to  each  Body. 

(38.)  Then  the  Benediction. 
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THE  EVENING  SERVICE. 

The  Vesper  Service  of  the  Reformation  was  adopted  for  the  Evening  Ser¬ 
vice,  with  permission  to  use  a  prayer  before  the  Psalm,  if  the  individual  Bod¬ 
ies  prefer.  The  details  of  this  Service  were  not  considered.

O  Christ,  Thou  Lamb  of  God,  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have 
mercy  upon  us  ! 

O  Christ,  Thou  Lamb  of  God,  that  talest  away  the  sins  of  the  world, 
grant  us  Thy  peace.  Amen. 

(Then  shall  the  minister  invite  the  people  to  the  Lord’s  Table,  by  saying :) 

The  peace  of  the  Lord  be  with  you  all. 

THE  DISTRIBUTION. 

Take  eat,  this  is  the  body  of  Christ,  which  is  given  for  you 

Take  and  drink,  this  is  the  blood  of  the  New  Testament  which  is  shed  for 
thy  sins. 

(When  all  have  communed,  there  shall  follow) 

THE  THANKSGIVING. 

O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is  good. 

And  His  mercy  endureth  forever.

(Or  the  Nunc  Dimittis ,  Luke  ii.  29-32.  After  each  canticle  may  be  sung  the  Gloria  Patri.) 
Lord,  now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in  peace  :  according  to  Thy  word. 
For  mine  eyes  have  seen  :  Thy  salvation. 

Which  Thou  hast  prepared  :  before  the  face  of  all  the  people. 

A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles  :  and  the  gloiy  of  Thy  people  Israel. 

PRAYER. 

BENEDICTION. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  similar  committees  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North  America  and  the  General  Council, 
in  the  preparation  of  a  common  order  of  service  on  the  basis  of  the  common 
consent  of  the  pure  Lutheran  liturgies  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  would  re¬ 
spectfully  report : 

At  the  very  outset  of  our  work  we  were  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of 
one  of  our  members,  the  Reverend  Dr.  Stork,  whose  spiritual  discernment 
and  literary  culture  would  have  proved  of  inestimable  value  in  the  work  in 
which  we  were  engaged.  His  place  on  the  committee  was  filled  by  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Dr.  Wolf,  his  colleague  in  the  Seminary,  and  a  former  colleague  in  the 
pastoral  work. 

The  Committee  has  held  altogether  five  sessions.  The  first,  for  our  own 
Committee  only,  was  held  in  New  York,  in  April,  1884.  The  second,  for  the 
Joint  Committee,  was  held  two  weeks  later,  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  The  third 
and  fourth,  for  our  Committee  only,  were  held  in  Gettysburg,  in  August,  1884, 
and  in  May,  1885.  The  final  meeting  was  one  of  the  entire  Joint  Committee, 
and  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on  the  12th  and  13th  of  May,  1885. 

The  subjects  considered  by  us  were  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary, 
namely,  the  Morning  Service,  including  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Even¬ 
ing  Service.  In  the  preparation  of  forms  for  ministerial  acts,  the  other  com¬ 
mittees  had  no  authority  to  confer  with  us,  and  therefore  these  matters  were 
not  considered. 

The  rule  under  which  we  were  appointed,  and  the  conditions  under  which 
we  were  expected  to  labor,  made  our  work,  on  the  one  hand,  very  easy,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  very  difficult.  We  were  relieved,  on  the  one  hand,  from 
the  responsibilities  of  original  composition,  or  even  of  compilation  from  au¬ 
thorities  of  questionable  weight;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  give  close  and  thorough  study  to  the  text  of  the  liturgical  documents 
of  the  Reformation  period,  as  well  as  to  their  origin  and  development.  In 
doing  this,  we  consulted,  as  far  as  possible,  the  best  authorities;  and,  in  many 
cases,  used  the  Reformation  Orders  in  their  original  editions. 
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Each  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  brought  to  the  work  his  own  well- 
considered  views  of  what  a  service  in  its  character  and  parts  ought  to  be.  It 
was,  therefore,  with  a  feeling  of  considerable  restraint  on  our  part,  that  each 
question  as  it  came  up  had  to  be  decided  by  the  testimony  of  the  books,  in¬ 
terpreted,  it  is  true,  in  the  light  of  reason  and  history,  but,  nevertheless, 
mainly  as  a  question  of  exegesis. 

But  the  longer  we  worked  under  this  rule,  the  more  clear  did  it  become  to 
us  that  it  was  the  only  rule  which  could  give  any  assurance  of  our  ever  com¬ 
ing  to  a  successful  result.  Even  within  the  bounds  of  our  own  small  commit¬ 
tee,  there  were  found  such  widely-divergent  sentiments  with  reference  to  the 
purpose,  the  scope  and  the  constituent  parts  of  the  service,  that  if  we  -  had  not 
been  bound  by  the  rules,  we  should  each  of  us  to-day  have  presented  a  new 
and,  doubtless,  excellent  liturgy  of  his  own,  instead  of  one  old  one  which  em¬ 
bodies  the  essential  features  of  a  service  used  always,  everywhere  and  by  all 
Lutherans.  ( Sempei  ubique  et  ab  omnibus.)  But  this  result  was  reached  not 
without  a  painful  sacrifice  of  personal  views  and  prejudices  on  the  part  of 
every  one  of  us. 

The  service  as  here  presented  is  not  a  mere  concatenation  of  the  various 
parts  of  public  worship  without  reference  to  their  relation  to  each  other.  It 
represents  a  historical  growth,  the  roots  of  which  extend  far  back  to  the  earli¬ 
est  ages,  and  whose  development  through  the  Christian  centuries  could  have 
been  possible  only  because  it  served  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  the  Christian  heart 
and  the  worshiping  congregation. 

In  the  outer  court  the  people  confess  their  sin  and  unworthiness  and  receive 
the  declaration  of  grace  in  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel.  The  holy  place 
itself  they  enter  with  a  song  of  lofty  praise  in  the  Gloria  in  excelsis,  or  in  a 
hymn  of  praise.  After  the  Scriptures  have  been  read,  when  in  the  Gospel 
lesson  the  Lord  himself  has  spoken  to  Ilis  people,  the  sheep,  who  also  know 
their  Shepherd,  respond  in  the  confession  of  their  faith  in  the  Apostles’  or 
Nicene  Creed.  Then  follows  the  message  of  Christ’s  minister  in  the  sermon, 
to  which  the  people  once  more  respond  by  laying  their  offerings  upon  the  altar 
as  symbols  of  the  consecration  of  themselves  unto  the  Lord.  The  whole  con¬ 
gregation,  conscious  of  their  fellowship  one  with  another,  then  unite  in  prayers 
of  intercession  and  thanksgiving.  They  remember  also  the  absent  ones,  the 
sick  and  the  sorrowing;  they  pray  for  the  extension  of  the  Church,  for  Chris¬ 
tian  schools,  and  for  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men,  and  close  their  petition, 
as  in  a  summary,  with  the  prayer  which  Christ  himself  has  taught  them.  The 
benediction  closes  the  second  part  of  the  service,  and  this,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  is  the  end  of  the  morning  service.  But  if  there  be  a  commun¬ 
ion  it  still  remains  for  the  congregation  to  enter  the  Holy  of  Holies. 

In  fitting  language  of  prayer  and  praise  they  draw  near  to  the  Lord’s  table. 
Through  the  words  of  the  Master,  the  consecration  takes  place,  and  in  the 
Lord’s  Prayer  the  people  claim  their  filial  relation  to  their  Heavenly  Father, 
and  make  humble  access  unto  Him.  After  the  communion  there  follows  a 
prayer  of  thanksgiving,  a  doxology,  and  the  benediction. 
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We  have  thus  given  a  brief  outline  of  the  service,  in  answer  to  those  who 
may  ask  :  “What  mean  ye  by  this  service?”  and  to  show  that  there  is  a  vital 
connection  between  the  parts,  which  require,  therefore,  only  to  be  faithfully 
used  in  order  deeply  to  impress  themselves  upon  the  mind  and  conscience  of 
the  Church. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  this  order  is  that  it  emphasizes  the  place  of 
worship  in  the  public  service  of  the  sanctuary.  The  elements  of  prayer  and 
of  praise,  the  responsive  acts  of  the  congregation  in  the  Creed,  and  in  other 
parts  of  the  service,  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  are  not  mere  appendages  of 
the  sermon,  but  are  distinct  and  vital  parts  of  the  order  of  service.  While  its 
fitting  prominence  is  given  to  the  sermon,  one  feels  that  a  congregation  using 
such  a  service  does  not  derive  all  its  edification  from  that  source.  The  peo¬ 
ple  do  not  go  merely  to  hear  the  sermon,  but  they  are  invited  to  the  worship 
of  God.  Such  a  restoration  of  the  service,  it  is  felt,  must  be  welcomed  by  the 
minister  as  well  as  by  the  congregation.  By  the  minister,  since  for  a  goodly 
portion  of  the  time  he  is  a  worshiper  among  his  fellow  worshipers,  and  does 
not  feel  the  perpetual  strain  upon  him  by  his  individual  efforts  to  sustain  the 
interest  of  the  service.  The  congregation  must  welcome  it  because  they  will 
not  be  dependent  entirely  upon  the  individuality,  the  subjectivity,  and  the 
varying  moods  or  gifts  of  the  preacher,  but  have  a  certainty  of  enjoying  the 
essential  elements  of  the  service  of  the  Lord’s  house,  even  though  the  minis¬ 
ter  should  not  touch  the  high  water  mark  of  what  is  expected  from  him. 

Another  feature  of  the  proceedings  of  the  committee  is  the  fact  that  while 
the  normal  order  has  been  found  and  indicated,  it  is  not  necessary  in  every 
instance  to  use  it  in  all  its  parts.  Some  of  the  brief  responses  may  be  omitted 
by  those  who  do  not  desire  to  use  them.  And  so  long  as  the  general  order  of 
parts  is  observed,  it  will  still  be  a  Lutheran  service,  even  though  the  exact 
language  of  the  forms  given  be  not  used.  The  widest  liberty  is  thus  given  to 
all  congregations,  and  while  the  service  is  such  that  it  might  well  tax  the 
noblest  gifts  and  culture  of  our  strongest  choirs  and  congregations,  it  is  also 
adapted  to  the  simple  worship  of  the  few  who  are  gathered  in  some  western 
cabin,  to  bring  the  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise. 

It  would  not  however  be  right  for  us  to  present  such  a  complete  restoration 
of  the  ancient  service  of  the  church,  which  to  some  minds  may  seem  more 
like  a  revolution  than  a  restoration,  without  anticipating  some  of  the  objec¬ 
tions  that  might  be  raised  by  those  who  prefer  a  simpler  service. 

Some  will  say:  “  It  is  too  long.”  We  answer:  “  Thirty  minutes  at  the  be¬ 
ginning,  and  ten  minutes  at  the  end  of  the  service,  is  not  too  long  a  time  in 
which  to  worship  God.” 

Some  will  say:  “  We  do  not  like  these  short  responses,  *  The  Lord  be  with 
you,’  and  the  ‘Hallelujah.’”  Answer:  “These  are  the  very  things  that 
characterize  a  responsive  service,  that  relieve  it  of  its  monotony,  and  when 
once  a  congregation  has  learned  them  they  will  be  slow  to  surrender  them 
again. 

Of  the  Hallelujah  Luther  said  it  is  the  perpetual  voice  of  the  church  [vox 
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perpetua  ecclesicz').  But  if  you  do  not  like  them,  you  are  at  perfect  liberty  to 
omit  them. 

“  The  people  will  not  learn  the  service.”  The  ease  with  which  difficult 
festival  services  are  learned  by  schools  and  congregations,  clearly  proves  that 
there  is  no  reason  inherent  in  the  service  why  the  people  should  not  learn  it. 

“  We  are  all  accustomed  to  offer  the  General  Prayer  before  the  sermon.” 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  your  doing  so,  and  you  may  still  remain  a  good 
Lutheran.  Only  the  spirit  of  the  service  is  such,  as  naturally  to  bring  the 
General  Prayer  at  the  close,  and  the  change  once  made,  will  commend  itself 
to  every  one. 

“  But  we  do  not  believe  in  liturgies  at  all,  be  they  good  or  bad.  They  lead 
to  formality  and  they  sap  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church.”  If  such  is  the 
case,  away  with  them.  Away  with  the  prayers  of  St.  Chrysostom  and  the 
hymns  of  St.  Bernard.  Away  with  the  prayers  of  Luther  and  Melanchthon, 
and  Johann  Arndt.  Away  with  the  hymns  of  Gerhardt.  Away  indeed  with 
all  hymns  and  all  singing,  for  hymns  are  nothing  more  than  the  versified 
liturgy  of  the  church,  and  the  argument  if  it  is  worth  anything  must  include 
all  set  forms  of  worship  and  prayer. 

But  no, 

“  Thy  Church  is  praying  yet, 

A  thousand  years  the  same. 

We  mark  her  goodly  battlements. 

And  her  foundations  strong; 

We  hear  within  the  solemn  voice 
Of  her  unending  song.” 

And  if  the  services  of  non  liturgical  churches  were  less  exposed  to  the 
danger  of  formality  there  might  still  be  some  ground  for  the  fear  thus  ex¬ 
pressed.  But  every  one  knows  that  -there  is  no  formality  so  rigid  as  that  of 
some  of  the  non-liturgical  denominations. 

But  our  chief  claim  to  the  right  of  using  the  liturgy  is  our  historical  char¬ 
acter  as  a  Church.  The  Reformers  did  not  found  a  new  church.  They  re¬ 
stored  the  old.  Whatever  is  contrary  to  pure  doctrine,  to  the  teachings  of 
God’s  word,  must  be  rejected.  But  in  all  other  respects  we  have  gladly 
availed  ourselves  of  the  use  and  experience  of  the  past. 

There  are  strong  reasons  why  we  should  maintain  and  jealously  guard 
whatever  properly  belongs  to  us  as  a  historical  Church.  We  have  no  peculiar 
polity,  and  the  disintegrating  forces  of  the  times  affect  us  much  more  seriously 
than  they  do  those  denominations  in  which  a  strong  central  government  exists 
to  hold  them  together. 

When  Methodists,  Baptists  or  Presbyterians  seek  new  homes,  they  also 
seek  their  own  churches  in  these  new  homes,  because  there  is  some  distinctive 
characteristic  of  their  church  which  they  cannot  ignore  without  undergoing 
almost  a  revolution  in  character.  With  Lutherans  it  is  not  so.  In  city  and 
country  all  over  ' the  land  we  find  Lutherans  in  large  numbers  in  other 
churches  who  have  had  no  difficulty  in  shaking  off  their  early  associations  and 
who  find  themselves  perfectly  at  home  in  their  new  church  relations. 
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Now  when  there  is  one  thing  in  which,  without  sacrifice  of  doctrinal  con¬ 
viction,  we  might  practice  a  degree  of  uniformity,  and  thus  train  up  our 
people  to  love  the  services  of  their  own  church,  is  it  not  the  part  of  wisdom 
earnestly  to  seek  after  such  a  form  as  will  on  the  one  hand  satisfy  the  wants  of 
the  congregations  at  the  present  time,  and  on  the  other  hand  is  a  true  expres¬ 
sion  of  the  life  of  our  Church  in  the  past.  No  Church  can  long  expect  to 
retain  its  influence  and  power  for  good,  if  it  proves  untrue  to  the  principles 
to  which  it  owes  its  existence  and  to  the  development  which  Providence  in  its 
history  has  marked  out  for  it. 

There  are  also  signs  of  the  times  to  which  we  would  do  well  to  take  heed. 
To  say  nothing  of  the  strong  hold  which  it  is  manifest  the  liturgical  churches 
have  upon  their  people,  there  has  for  years  been  a  growing  disposition  among 
all  denominations  to  increase  the  element  of  worship,  and,  by  responsive  ser¬ 
vices,  to  bring  about  a  more  active  participation  of  the  congregation  in  the 
services.  With  us  such  a  course  is  no  innovation.  We  are  only  coming  back 
to  our  inheritance. 

Nor  is  it  only  in  this  country  that  such  a  movement  is  observed.  In  many 
countries  of  Germany,  where  a  century  of  rationalism  and  indifference  had 
almost  buried  the  old  prayer  books,  a  true  revival  has  taken  place;  and  one  of 
its  best  fruits  is  the  restoration  of  the  services  of  the  Church,  in  most  cases, 
on  the  same  general  principles  which  have  guided  your  Committee  in  their 
work. 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  and  faithfully  examined  the  documents  in 
this  case,  and  they  have  come  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  there  is  a 
Lutheran  liturgy  ;  and  that,  while  there  is  in  many  countries  and  at  different 
times  a  slight  variation  in  unimportant  respects,  there  nevertheless  is  a  sub¬ 
stantial  unity ;  and  that,  with  some  slight  .variations,  the  order  which  they  here 
present  is  the  order  of  service  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

They  offer  their  report  with  the  conviction  that  no  Committee  can  ever  be 
appointed  which  can  possibly  bring  in  a  report  on  the  question  as  to  what 
constitutes  the  Liturgy  of  the  Lutheran  Church  that  will  vary  in  essential 
matters  from  the  one  which  they  here  present. 

They  also  believe  that  no  approximation  to  uniformity  can  ever  be  secured 
except  by  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  rule  which  has  guided  the  Committee ;  that 
such  a  sacrifice  of  individual  wishes  and  prejudices  will  not  diminish,  but 
rather  strengthen  the  spiritual  energy  of  the  Church,  and  that,  after  so  many 
years  of  anxious  waiting  and  effort,  the  time  has  come  when,  forgetting  the 
prejudices  of  the  past,  we  should  make  a  determined  and  faithful  effort  to 
demonstrate  to  the  world  the  substantial  unity  of  our  Church.

Report  of  Committee  on  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 

Society. 

Your  Committee  on  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  progress  made  in  this  part  of  our  church  work  has,  during  the  past  two 
years  far  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  expectation,  and  has  proven  itself  worthy 
of  the  encouragement  and  co-operation  of  every  minister  of  the  General 
Synod. 

At  the  last  Convention,  held  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  tw'o  years  ago,  there  were 
18  Synodical  societies  organized,  and  five  yet  remained  without  organization. 
To  day  we  are  able  to  report  one  additional  Synodical  organization.  Two  years 
ago  w'e  reported  213  auxiliary  societies,  a  gain  of  63  over  the  two  years  prior. 
To-day  wre  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  302,  a  gain  in  the  past  two  years  of 
89  ;  and  to  these  w'e  add  29  young  ladies’  societies,  making  in  all  331  auxil¬ 
iaries.  At  the  Springfield  Convention  there  was  reported  5,299  members, 
which  w'as  a  gain  over  the  report  of  the  former  meeting  of  1,290;  now'  we  can 
report  8,676,  a  gain  the  past  two  years  of  3,377.  Besides  these  there  are  760 
honorary  members,  and  85  life  members. 

The  contribution  reported  at  the  last  meeting  was  $11,022.57,  an  increase 
over  the  former  report,  two  years  prior,  of  $4,754.64;  to-day  we  can  report  for 
the  past  two  years  $18,882.98,  again  over  theprevious  twoyearsof  $7,060.41. 
The  grand  w'ork  that  the  women  of  these  societies  are  doing  in  taking  up  Free¬ 
port,  Lincoln,  Denver  and  San  Francisco,  and  their  undertaking  in  India, 
will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards,  and  need  not 
be  repeated  here. 

This  magnificent  w'ork  has  not  only  been  rapidly  growing,  but  the  prospects 
/  for  the  future  promise  greater  things  than  even  those  of  the  past.  There  is 
still  a  vast  amount  of  latent  power  in  the  55,000  daughters  of  our  Lutheran 
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Zion  that  have  not  as  yet  identified  themselves  with  this  noble  band  of  organ¬ 
ized  workers. 

Brethren,  in  view  of  this  magnificent  exhibition  of  efficiency  in  this  work  of 
the  women,  it  behooves  us  to  bid  them  God's  speed,  and  lend  them  a  helping 
hand.  And,  furthermore,  it  behooves  us  to  bestir  ourselves  or  at  the  end  of 
two  decades  they  will  lead  the  van  in  the  work  of  benevolence.

Report  of  Committee  on  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 

of  Hudson,  N.  Y.

Report  on  the  Emigrant  Mission. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Wedekind,  D.  D.,  of  the  Foreign  Emigration 
Committee,  read  the  following  : 

Twenty-two  years  ago,  the  undersigned  commenced  his  work  in  this  field  of 
Christian  labor.  It  was  a  field  not  of  his  own  seeking,  but  of  his  reluctant 
submission  to  the  earnest  entreaties  of  brethren,  most  of  whom  have  gone  to 
their  rewards  in  glory. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  1865,  he  has  stood  at  the  flood-gate  of  this 
living  stream  of  humanity,  counted  by  millions  upon  millions,  as  the  friend  of 
the  friendless,  and  as  the  helper  of  the  helpless.  He  has  lived  and  labored, 
suffered  and  battled,  for  the  rights  and  the  protection  of  these  strangers,  which 
no  one  can  fully  appreciate,  except  he  has  participated  in  this  labor  of  love. 
And  before  God  and  man  he  can  say,  not  boastfully,  but  truthfully,  that  his 
“labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.” 
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From  the  very  outset  he  was  obliged  to  use  the  pen  and  the  press,  not  only 
furnishing  in  his  reports  and  the  many  newspaper  articles,  both  here  and  in  the 
Fatherland,  useful  and  important  information,  but  also  in  exposing  colossal 
wrongs,  in  correcting  shameless  abuses,  and  in  directing  the  attention  of  the 
Church  to  the  unknown  and  unimagined  sufferings  of  many  of  her  members 
in  the  ranks  of  these  strangers. 

Of  course,  he  was  thus  brought  face  to  face  with  those  who  for  years  had 
battened  on  the  sufferings  of  these  emigrants,  and  who  now,  seeing  their 
craft  endangered,  like  Demetrius  of  Ephesus  and  his  consorts,  “were  full  of 
wrath.”  Nor  are  they  appeased  to  this  day. 

From  the  beginning,  the  main  duties  of  the  Emigrant  Mission  have  been  to 
aid  these  strangers  by  word  and  deed — that  is,  by  friendly  counsel  and  by 
Christian  charity  to  the  poor.  The  former  is  done  by  handing  them  a  printed 
card  with  such  direction  and  advice  as  their  peculiar  situation  demands.  One 
point  is  specially  emphasized,  viz.,  not  to  stay  over  in  the  city,  but  to  go 
directly  through  to  their  place  of  destination,  for  which  proper  arrangements 
have  been  made.  The  latter,  of  course,  remained  substantially  the  same  up 
to  this  day.  “  The  poor  ye  have  always  with  you.”  The  main  difficulty  here 
is  the  limited  means  at  the  missionary’s  command. 

The  receipts  for  the  general  use  of  the  mission  have  been  $446.15.  For  the 
poor  fund  $366.81. 

From  relatives  here  in  aiding  their  friends  to  come  to  this  country,  $1 1,500. 
In  cases  of  dire  necessities  he  has,  on  his  personal  credit,  extended  aid  to  the 
amount  of  $2013,  all  of  which  has  been  refunded  to  within  $28.  He  has  also 
aided  others  in  the  way  of  reduction  of  fares  and  free  passage  to  the  amount 
of  $944.96.  His  correspondence  has  reached  2716  letters  and  105  articles  for 
different  papers.  He  has  given  out  tickets  for  meals  2258,  for  lodgings  1373, 
and  clothing  212.  In  all,  3843  have  been  helped  in  the  city.  He  has  had  3 
baptisms,  7  marriages,  and  6  funerals. 

He  commends  herewith  his  work  to  the  General  Synod,  and  to  his  Heavenly 
Father,  under  whose  gracious  supervision  and  merciful  guidance  he  has 
labored  here  these  many  years.  The  chief  obstacle  in  his  way  is  the  want  of 
an  office  near  Castle  Garden,  for  which  he  cannot  furnish  the  rent,  and  asks 
this  body  in  some  way  to  aid  him  in  this  matter.

Report  of  Committee  on  Amounts  Asked  for  by  the  Boards. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  amounts  requested,  for  their 
respective  work,  by  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension;  and  to  recommend  a  method  of  yearly  apportionment 
which  might  be  satisfactory  to  the  District  Synods,  wou'd  respectfully  report : 

First,  that,  whereas  the  respective  fiscal  years  of  the  Boards  are  in  operation 
several  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  District  Synods,  thus  making  it  im¬ 
possible  for  them  to  apportion  their  congregations  to  meet  increased  demands 
for  funds  immediately,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  yearly  amounts  asked  at 
each  General  Synod  shall  begin  on  the  1st  of  April  of  the  year  following  the 
date  of  convention ;  e.  g.,  the  amount  asked  from  the  32d  Convention  of  the 
General  Synod,  held  May  27,  1885,  will  begin  April  1,  1886. 

Second,  that  we  recommend  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  to  change  the 
date  of  their  fiscal  year  so  that  it  will  close  on  the  31st  of  March  of  each 
year. 

Third,  that  we  recommend  the  yearly  amount  to  be  given  to  the  respective 
Boards  for  the  next  two  years,  beginning  April  I,  1886,  and  ending  April  1, 
18S8,  be  as  follows  :  $30,000  per  year  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  $30,000 
to  the  Home  Mission  Boord,  $25,000  to  the  Church  Extension  Board. 

Fourth,  we  recommend  that  all  the  District  Synods,  in  order  to  raise  these 
amounts,  be  requested  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
General  Synod  to  apportion  for  their  congregations  on  the  basis  of  the  amounts 
asked  for  at  the  preceding  General  Synod.

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Report  from  the  Committee  on  the  German  Paper,  The  Kirchen- 

freund. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  committee  on  the  affairs  of  the 
Kirchenfreund  was  appointed,  of  which  the  undersigned  is  the  chairman, 
who  now  hereby  respectfully  reports  as  follows : 

The  resolution  required  the  committee  “  to  examine  all  the  books  and  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Kirchenfreund ,  covering  the  entire  time  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Sever- 
inghaus’s  editorship  of  the  same,  ascertain  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  make 
such  arrangements  for  its  continued  publication,  either  at  Chicago  or  else¬ 
where,  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  best,  with  the  strict  understanding  that 
it  be  conducted  hereafter  as  heretofore,  in  the  spirit  and  interests  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 

The  Committee,  consisting  of  S.  W.  Harkey,  F.  Hasse,  M.  D.,  and  YV. 
Niestadt,  esq.,  of  Chicago,  met  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Hasse,  in  Chicago,  on  the 
14th  day  of  July,  18S3,  and  faithfully  attended  to  their  duty.  Rev.  Severing- 
haus  gave  them  free  access  to  his  books,  and  kindly  afforded  them  all  needful 
aid  in  their  examination.  We  found  that  there  was  a  debt  due  to  Rev.  Sever- 
inghaus,  on  account  of  the  publication  of  the  paper,  over  and  above  all  the 
income  which  it  had  yielded,  of  $1,472.38,  the  accumulation  of  several  years, 
for  which  the  General  Synod  had  made  itself  responsible  by,  from  time  to 
time,  adopting  the  reports  on  the  subject.  At  the  same  time  it  appeared  that 
there  was  a  larger  amount  due  the  paper,  on  unpaid  subscriptions,  than  would 
pay  the  debt  if  those  subscriptions  could  be  collected.  After  mature  delibera¬ 
tion  it  was  finally  and  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Kirchenfreund,  with  ail 
its  books,  papers,  subscription  lists,  claims,  and  assets  of  any  and  every  sort, 
be  transferred  to  certain  brethren  of  the  Wartburg  Synod  on  the  conditions 
named,  who  were  to  settle  with  Rev.  Severinghaus,  and  pay  his  claim,  so 
as  to  release  the  General  Synod  from  all  pecuniary  obligations;.  The  paper 
has  been  continued,  as  all  know,  and  is,  I  think,  successfully  accomplishing 
its  mission.  It  has  since  had  its  ups  and  downs,  but  is  now  understood  to  be 
upon  a  more  solid  foundation  than  ever  before.  It  deserves,  and  ought  to 
have,  the  earnest  support  of  all  our  German  people.

Report  of  Committee  on  Disabled  Ministers’  Home. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Disabled  Ministers  be  re¬ 
ceived,  and  that  an  extract  of  it  be  printed  in  the  minutes,  and  the  committee 
be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  report  first  calls  attention  to  a  long-felt  want  in  our  Lutheran  Zion  to 
provide  in  some  way  for  old  or  otherwise  disabled  brethren  in  the  ministry, 
and  then  mentions  the  insufficiency  of  the  present  methods  of  insurance  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  such  cases;  also  the  insufficiency  of  the  efforts  thus  far  made  by  the 
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church  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  disabled  ministers.  This  being  the  case, 
a  great  responsibility  devolves  upon  those  of  us  who  are  strong  to  provide  for 
the  weak.  To  meet  the  demands  of  the  situation,  it  is  proposed  first  to  take 
an  annual  collection  in  all  our  congregations,  and  second  to  establish  a  “  Com¬ 
mon  Brotherhood”  or  “  Ministerial  Aid  Society,”  by  whose  members  regular 
contributions  shall  be  paid  towards  the  establishment  and  support  of  a  suitable 
home.  If  deemed  desirable  and  practicable,  the  numbers  of  homes  may  be 
increased,  so  that  all  sections  of  the  church  may  have  one  near  at  hand.  In 
addition  to  these  larger  homes  or  general  asylums  of  rest,  smaller  lands  and 
houses  may  be  purchased  so  that  those  who  desire  can  enjoy  a  quiet  little 
home  of  their  own,  where  with  their  families  they  may  end  their  days  in 
peace.  But  be  this  as  it  may,  first  of  all,  a  “  society  of  mutual  aid  ”  ought  to  be 
founded  by  us  which  will  admit  to  membership  both  the  clergy  and  the  laity 
of  our  Church.

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  the  duties  of 
our  various  Boards,  together  with  their  respective  Secretaries,  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due  and  are  hereby  offered  to  them,  with 
the  assurance  also,  that  they  shall  have  our  hearty  sympathies,  prayers  and 
co-operation,  in  the  furtherance  of  the  interests  committed  to  their  care. 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  American  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Immigrant  Missionary  Society. 

The  paper  placed  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee  is  a  Memorandum  of 
the  sixth  General  Convention  of  the  Am.  Ev.  Luth.  Im.  Mis.  Society,  held  at 
Washington,  D.  C.,  May  25  and  26,  1885,  signed  by  Revs.  W.  E.  Parson  and 
J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  Committee. 

In  this  memorandum  the  Society  proposes  to  issue  a  tract,  in  the  German 
and  Scandinavian  languages,  against  the  Mormon  heresy,  requesting  this  body 
to  endorse  the  same.  * 

It  further  suggests  that  some  suitable  action  be  taken  commending  the 
Society  to  the  favor  of  our  churches;  urging,  at  the  same  time,  to  renewed 
diligence,  consecration  and  liberality,  that,  with  more  men  and  money,  we 
may  occupy  the  great  field  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  is  given  to  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  the  following  action  to  be 
taken : 

I.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  Society  to  the  favor  of  all  our  synods, 
pastors  and  congregations. 
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2.  Resolved ,  That  we  consider  the  proposed  tract  as  timely,  and  that  our 
officers  be  instructed  to  endorse  the  same;  subject  to  their  judgment,  how¬ 
ever. 

3.  Resolved,  That  our  Foreign  Emigrant  Committee  and  Home  Mission 
Board  do  all  in  their  power  to  save  our  immigrants  to  the  Church  of  their 
fathers.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

We  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Immediately  after  its  appointment,  the  Committee  met,  selected  the  under¬ 
signed  its  President,  and  authorized  him  to  correspond  with  the  appropriate 
persons  of  the  German  Church,  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the  last  report 
of  the  committee,  in  regard  to  a  supply  of  students  for  our  theological  semi¬ 
nary  (page  15). 

Obedient  to  this  commission  the  undersigned  corresponded : 

1.  With  Pastor  Chr.  Jennsen,  of  Brecklum,  Schleswig-Holstein.  This 
brother  is  the  founder  and  director  of  a  large  institution,  serving  the  various 
interests  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  that  province  of  Germany.  He  professes  the  milder  form  of  Luth¬ 
eranism,  which  considers  its  chief  aim  in  life,  the  love  of  Jesus,  for  whom  the 
souls  must  be  won,  and,  therefore,  declares  himself  unable  to  get  along  with 
the  strictness  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri.  He  recognizes  the  General  Synod 
as  that  branch  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  America,  with  which  he  and  his 
friends  could  associate  and  codperate.  He  proposes  to  establish  a  cobperation 
with  the  General  Synod.  By  means  of  the  institution  of  Brecklum  and  of  the 
papers  published  in  its  behalf,  he  says,  he  might  gather  and  educate  a  great 
number  of  young  men — mentioning  the  numbers  40  to  60 — so  far  that  one 
year’s  additional  study  in  our  seminary  might  make  them  ready  for  service  in 
our  congregations.  He  wishes  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  General 
Synod  about  such  an  arrangement,  and  in  order  to  reach  that,  either  would 
come  over  himself  or  have  somebody  sent  as  delegate  of  this  body,  authorized 
for  that  purpose.  He  would  expect  in  return  from  the  General  Synod,  assist¬ 
ance  towards  the  engagement  of  an  additional  teacher.  Not  authorized  to 
make  any  promises,  I  could  do  nothing  but  refer  him  to  the  next  convention 
of  this  body. 

In  the  meantime,  he  proposed  to  send  some  well  prepared  candidates  to  us. 
The  first  one  coming,  an  ordained  minister,  I  recommended  to  the  President 
of  the  Wartburg  Synod  ;  but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  not  provided  for 
by  any  work,  he  withdrew  his  application,  and  joined  the  Synod  of  the  West, 
This  unlucky  result  brought  the  correspondence  to  an  end  for  the  time  being. 
But  the  desire  of  Pastor  Jennsen  remains  the  same — to  co-operate  with  the 
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General  Synod  to  provide  the  German  Church  of  America  with  “converted” 
ministers— expressing  his  conviction  that  we  would  see  mighty  things,  and 
even  wonders,  dene  by  our  Lord  to  the  very  day,  if  we  would  work  with  all 
our  might. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  year  I  received  another  communication  from  Pastor 
Jennsen,  in  which  he,  undismayed  by  our  unreadiness  to  fall  in  with  his  prop¬ 
ositions,  again  offers  to  send  a  worthy  candidate  for  our  Seminary;  but, owing 
to  the  impression  that  the  lack  of  sympathy  which  our  Seminary  experiences 
must  result  in  a  speedy  close  of  it,  I  did  not  dare  to  accept. 

2.  Another  correspondence  was  opened  with  Dr.  Borchardt,  of  Ummen- 
dorf,  near  Eisleben,  Secretary  of  the  Diaspore  Conferenz.  This  society  was 
organized  in  1882,  by  German  ministers  who  have  served  for  some  time 
German  congregations  outside  of  Germany,  and  by  friends  of  the  cause. 
The  purpose  is  to  keep  the  German  Protestants  in  the  Diaspore  in  close  con¬ 
nection  with  the  mother  Church,  and  to  provide  for  their  ecclesiastical  wants; 
especially  to  provide  them  with  ministers.  America  is,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
understood  to  be  the  main  field  of  its  operations.  The  Diaspore  Conferenz 
consists  of  a  number  of  prominent  men  of  the  different  State  Churches  of 
Germany,  and  promises  to  take  an  eminent  position  in  the  German  Church. 

The  Conferenz  expected  its  first  large  convention  during  the  Luther  fes¬ 
tival  to  be  held  in  Wittenberg  in  the  summer  of  1883.  I  found  in  the  com¬ 
mission  received,  the  authority  to  address  the  Conferenz  in  the  name  of  the 
General  Synod  in  a  letter  dated  August  11,  1883,  expressing  our  sympathy 
with  the  purposes  of  this  Society,  and  our  hope  for  their  consideration  of  our 
wants,  especially  in  behalf  of  the  German  Seminary,  and  its  provision  with 
candidates. 

I  received  an  answer  dated  December  4,  1S83,  in  which  the  Secretary,  in  a 
longer  report  about  the  Wittenberg  meeting,  informs  me  : 

“  The  main  subject  of  the  discussions  was  the  cry  coming  from  North 
America  :  ‘  Send  us  earnest,  pious  young  men  for  our  theological  seminaries.’ 
The  number  of  ministers  sent  yearly  from  Germany  stands  in  no  'proportion 
to  the  duty  imposed  upon  our  Evangelical  Church  by  emigration. 

“  The  important  subject  was  discussed  by  the  Conferenz  with  great  con¬ 
scientiousness.  The  officers  are  aware  of  the  great  responsibility  resting  upon 
them  to  send  only  such  young  men,  who  are  well  prepared  and  worthy  to 
serve  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  The  letter  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Synod  has  been  the  object  of  earnest  consideration,  and  will  be  ex¬ 
plicitly  answered  by  the  officers.” 

This  was  done  in  an  English  communication  dated  February  19,  1884, 
directed  to  the  General  Synod,  under  my  address,  signed  by  all  the  officers  of 
the  Conferenz. 

The  practical  results  of  this  correspondence  have  again  not  been  as  great  as 
could  be  expected,  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  prosperity  of  our  semi¬ 
nary  and  the  ensuing  hopelessness  on  our  side.  Three  applicants  have  been 
received  from  the  Diaspore  Conferenz,  an  ordained  minister  in  maturer  years, 
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■who  is  waiting  for  a  call,  a  student  who  after  two  years  of  study  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Berlin,  continued  his  studies  in  our  seminary,  waiting  now  to  be 
examined  by  the  Wartburg  Synod,  and  a  younger  man  just  arrived. 

Dr.  Borchardt  of  late  repeatedly  expresses  the  hope  that  the  General  Synod 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  seminary  in  order  to 
give  it  due  influence  over  the  German  immigration,  convinced  that  the  future 
of  the  General  Synod  rests  on  such  a  line  of  action. 

From  these  communications  and  occasional  remarks  about  the  General  Synod 
in  the  German  Church  papers,  we  think  ourselves  entitled  to  infer  that  the 
name  of  the  General  Synod  is  winning  in  the  view  of  the  Church  of  Germany, 
and  its  opportunity  good  enough  to  engage  for  it  most  of  the  favors  which 
the  mother  of  the  Lutheran  Church  may  have  to  bestow  on  her  most  important 
daughter,  the  Lntheran  Church  of  America. 

It  is  finally  to  be  mentioned  that  Dr.  Borchardt  advises  an  official  declaration 
in  favor  of  Rev.  Robert  Neumann,  our  missionary  for  the  immigrants  in  New 
York.  The  brother  finds  so  much  opposition  in  Germany,  that  the  publication 
in  some  of  the  papers  of  Germany  of  such  a  declaration  signed  by  the  officers 
of  the  General  Synod  seems  to  Dr.  Borchardt  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  save 
his  influence  as  our  agent.

The  German  Secretary  would  respecfully  report  that  he  has  performed  the 
duty  laid  upon  him  by  the  action  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
according  to  page  18  of  the  Minutes,  but  in  a  way  somewhat  modified.  Seeing 
that  the  amount  of  printing  conceded  for  the  German  abstract  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  General  Synod  was  out  of  proportion  to  the  English,  I  hesitated  to 
prepare  the  abstract  according  to  the  letter  of  the  resolution,  and  consulting 
the  President  of  the  General  Synod,  I  was  authorized  by  him  to  publish  a  re¬ 
port  of  the  actions  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  Kirckenfreund,  thus  saving 
half  of  the  cost  ($50),  and  securing  a  greater  circulation  of  this  report.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday-schools. 

During  the  two  years  just  closed  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the  General 
Synod  has  made  most  encouraging  progress,  not  alone  in  growth  as  to  num¬ 
bers,  but  also  as  to  improvement  in  Bible  study,  the  study  of  the  catechism 
and  Lutheran  self-respect  and  consciousness.  The  committee  have  made 
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earnest  efforts  to  secure  accurate  statistics  concerning  the  Sunday-schools  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  also  of  the  parochial  and  Sunday-schools  of  the  other 
Lutheran  bodies,  so  as  to  present  the  strength  of  the  future  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  as  now  seen  in  its  Sunday  and  Parochial-school  armies.  In  this 
however  we  have  been  only  partially  successful,  as  many  obstacles  are  in  the 
way  of  securing  accurate  figures. 

The  schools  of  the  General  Synod,  according  to  the  latest  reports  which 
have  come  to  us,  number  as  follows:  officers,  teachers  and  scholars,  169,752; 
contributions,  $66,305.84.  We  are  glad  to  note  by  information  from  all  sec¬ 
tions  a  growing  interest  in  the  instruction  of  our  children  in  the  catechism,  an 
increase  in  missionary  spirit  and  missionary  giving,  and  almost  universal  loyalty 
to  the  Sunday-school  periodicals  of  the  General  Synod.  We  rejoice  to  note 
that  nearly  all  our  Sunday-schools  are  now  using  the  authorized  Sunday-school 
literature  of  the  General  Synod,  thus  giving  the  treasuries  of  the  Boards  of  the 
General  Synod  funds  which  would  otherwise  go  to  individual  publishers,  and 
the  scholars  and  teachers  instruction  which  it  is  a  duty  and  privilege  to  give 
them. 

Representation  on  the  International  Sunday-school  Lesson  Committee  has 
been  continued,  Rev.  H.  L.  Baugher,  D.  D.,  having  been  re-appointed  at 
Louisville,  Ky.,  in  May,  1884.  The  Sunday-school  headquarters  at  the 
Chautauqua  Assembly  have  been  continued  each  year  through  the  liberality 
of  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Schieren,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  Mr.  Ross  Mitchell,  of 
Springfield,  O.  Thus  our  Church  and  our  literature  were  made  known  to 
thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  Christian  workers  of  every  denomination. 

The  committee  have  had  a  number  of  requests  concerning  “  Children's 
Day,"  some  schools  desiring  a  change  from  first  Sunday  after  Epiphany  (as 
ordered  two  years  ago)  to  May  or  June,  because  of  abundance  of  flowers; 
others  asking  for  October  31,  anniversary  of  Reformation;  and  others  again 
for  Sunday  nearest  November  10,  Luther  Day,  corresponding  to  the  day 
suggested  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

The  committee  do  not  feel  competent  to  decide  this  question  as  to  the  best 
day,  and  therefore  refer  it  to  General  Synod. 

A  number  of  appeals  have  come  to  the  committee,  urging  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  General  Synod  for  the  appointment  of  a  Sunday-school  Secretary.  Had 
we  an  overplus  of  men  adapted  to  such  work  we  would  feel  free  and  glad  to 
make  such  recommendation,  especially  when  considering  the  immensity  and 
importance  of  our  Sunday-school  work  in  its  relation  to  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension.  But  we  have  not  the  men  at  this  time  to  spare  for  such  a 
work.  The  necessity  we  recognize,  having  now  nearly  10,000,000  of  children 
who  were  born  in  America,  whose  parents  emigrated  from  the  Lutheran  lands 
of  Europe.  To  gather  these  into  Lutheran  Sunday-schools  of  the  General 
Synod  and  instruct  them  until  pastors  can  be  secured  and  churches  organized, 
would  be  a  grand  and  far-reaching  work,  but  alas !  we  have  no  workmen  to 
spare  from  our  pulpits  and  pastorates.  We  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  Lutherans  of  the  General  Synod,  wherever 
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they  may  be  located,  to  organize  Sunday-schools,  and  thus  gather  the  children 
and  instruct  them,  preparing  the  way  for  church  organization.

Report  of  Committee  on  Transportation. 

Your  Committee  on  Transportation  for  the  present  convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  are  glad  to  report  that  reduced  rates  were  secured  on  every  line 
of  railroad  entering  Harrisburg,  and  also  on  every  connecting  line  over  which 
delegates  and  visitors,  in  any  number,  would  be  obliged  to  travel. 

A  meeting  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  Baltimore  in  March, 
and  one  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  in  April,  from  which  time  to  this  hour  no  effort 
has  been  spared  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  advantage  and  comfort  to  del¬ 
egates  and  visitors.  Of  course  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  everything  asked 
of  us,  as  we  do  not  own  nor  control  the  railroads  of  the  United  States.  To 
do  all  asked  of  us  in  some  cases  would  have  been  to  furnish  an  entire  railroad, 
with  a  general  manager  and  Pullman  Palace  car  thrown  in. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  Committee  on  Transportation  to  be  appointed  for 
the  thirty-third  convention,  we  desire  that  the  General  Synod  make  it  distinctly 
understood  that  the  prime  duty  of  the  Committee  is  to  secure  reduced  rates 
to  the  place  of  meeting,  and  not  for  outside  visitation,  or  business,  or  pleasure. 
If  these  things  can  be  enjoyed  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  and  in  no  wise  interfere  with  it,  well  and  good  ;  but  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  clerical  and  lay  delegates  are  chosen  (or  ought  to  be)  to  attend 
the  General  Synod,  and  do  its  work. 

From  some  of  the  hundreds  of  letters  received,  the  Committee  might  almost 
have  concluded  that  they  were  arranging  for  almost  everything  else  than  the 
Lutheran  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  also  suggest,  for  the  benefit  of  their  successors,  that  the 
work  be  left  to  those  entrusted  with  it,  and  that  individual  delegates  or  visit¬ 
ors  who  are  wiser  than  the  Committee  give  the  members  thereof  the  benefit 
of  their  wisdom.  Thus  much  trouble  and  annoyance  may  be  avoided. 

It  was  our  purpose  to  report  exactly  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  the 
delegates,  and  the  saving  on  each  mile  through  the  liberality  of  the  various 
railroads;  but,  the  Mileage  Committee  having  kept  no  record  of  the  distances, 
we  are  not  able  to  make  this  showing.  Your  Committee  offer  the  following  :

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
be  adopted,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  ten¬ 
dered  to  the  Committee  on  Transportation. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Immigrant  Work  at  Castle  Garden. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  set  forth,  that  an  examination  of  the 
matters  with  which  they  have  been  charged,  discloses  the  following  facts  and 
particulars : 

1.  At  the  convention  in  1877,  held  at  Carthage,  Ill.,  two  persons  were 
named  as  representatives  of  this  body  to  cooperate  with  the  members  of  an 
existing  local  committee  in  New  York,  formed  for  the  furtherance  of  the  in¬ 
terests  of  immigrants. 

2.  At  subsequent  meetings  of  General  Synod,  full  committees,  widely  sepa¬ 
rated  as  to  residence,  were  appointed ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  these  com¬ 
mittees  were  ever  convened,  or  even  consulted,  in  the  management  of  this 
work. 

3.  Written  statements,  purporting  to  be  reports,  detailing  the  methods  of 
operation,  the  agencies  employed,  and  the  results  attained,  have  from  time  to 
time  been  submitted  to  General  Synod  by  one  or  more  individuals  identified 
with  this  work  at  Castle  Garden,  or  interested  in  it.  These  statements  have 
been  received  as  sources  of  information,  and  have  been  inserted  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  our  body. 

4.  That  the  connection  of  our  General  Synod  with  this  cause  has  been  so 
loose  and  unsatisfactory  in  the  past  as  to  give  it  neither  influence  nor  respon¬ 
sibility  in  the  doings  of  individuals  concerned  in  its  management;  and  as  ex¬ 
isting  arrangements  and  regulations  to  a  great  extent  accomplish  the  ends 
contemplated  by  the  appointment  of  previous  committees,  we  would  respect¬ 
fully  recommend  that  all  cooperation  and  connection  with  the  local  commit¬ 
tee  at  New  York  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  severed  and  annulled,  and  that 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  foreign  immigration  be  discontinued.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological 

Institutions. 

The  numerous  existing  colleges  and  theological  seminaries  of  our  Church  in 
this  country  are  the  natural  outgrowth  of  the  spirit  that  animated  the  honored 
patriarchs  of  American  Lutheranism.  It  may  be  questioned,  indeed,  whether 
there  has  not  been  a  too  great  eagerness  to  increase  the  number  of  these  institu¬ 
tions,  instead  of  more  adequately  endowing  those  already  established. 

No  less  than  eighteen  theological  seminaries  already  exist  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  church  in  this  country,  English,  German  and  Scandinavian. 
Still  more  numerous  are  the  colleges  and  classical  schools  for  both  sexes. 

The  zeal  and  liberality  displayed  by  our  foreign-born  population  in  estab¬ 
lishing  many  of  these  institutions  is  such  as  to  excite  our  admiration  and  stim¬ 
ulate  us  to  greater  efforts  in  behalf  of  those  already  long  existing  among  us. 

Of  those  within  the  purview  of  the  General  Synod,  the  oldest  is  the 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY,  OTSEGO  CO.,  N.  Y. 

This  institution  was  established  in  1815,  and  is  now  presided  over  by  Rev. 
Professor  Pitcher,  who  describes  its  present  condition  as  full  of  encourage¬ 
ment  ;  its  patronage  being  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  buildings.  The 
standard  of  scholarship  has  recently  been  raised,  and  the  work  of  endowment 
is  being  steadily  prosecuted.  The  Seminary  has  been  made  one  of  the  residu¬ 
ary  legatees  in  the  estate  of  the  late  James  F.  Clarke,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  from 
which  source  it  is  hoped  its  revenues  may  be  largely  increased.  “  With  but 
one  or  two  exceptions,”  Prof.  Pitcher  writes,  “  all  the  candidates  for  the  min¬ 
istry  from  the  General  Synod  churches  in  this  State  are  pursuing  their  studies 
here ;  yet  the  number  is  lamentably  small,  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  our  own  churches,  to  say  nothing  of  missionary  work,  even  on  our 
own  territory.” 

As  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  and  the  German  Theological 
Seminary  in  Chicago  are  bound  by  their  constitutions  to  report  their  condition 
and  prospects  to  this  body  at  every  stated  meeting,  we  pass  them  here  without 
further  remark.  Concerning 

WITTENBERG  COLLEGE,  SPRINGFIELD,  OHIO. 

Rev.  Dr.  Sprecher  writes  as  follows :  “  The  number  of  students  is  227.  Of 
these,  ten  are  in  the  theological  department.  The  standard  of  the  Collegiate 
course  has  been  raised.  Three  years  are  now  required  in  the  Preparatory 
Department.  Post-graduate  courses  have  been  established  in  Science,  Phil¬ 
osophy  and  Classics,  each  three  years. 

Dr.  Ort  is  now  professor  of  Systematic  Theology,  and  a  committee  has  been 
appointed  to  nominate  a  suitable  person  for  the  chair  of  Sacred  Philology. 
The  Theological  Course  is  now  three  years.  The  new  building,  at  the  cost  of 
$ 70,000 ,  will  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session.” 
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MISSIONARY  INSTITUTE,  SELINSGROVE,  PA. 

Rev.  Dr.  Born  furnishes  the  following  statement : 

“  This  school  is  enjoying  a  good  degree  of  prosperity.  Its  biennial  cata¬ 
logue  enrolls  in  the  Classical  Department  120  students.  Of  these  75  have 
been  in  connection  with  this  department  during  the  last  Scholastic  year.  The 
number  having  the  ministry  in  view  in  the  Classical  Department  is  20.” 

“  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  nineteen  students  were  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Theological  Department.  Eight  of  these  since  then  have 
entered  the  ministry.” 

“  The  prospect  for  a  large  increase  of  students,  in  both  departments,  is  very 
encouraging.” 

“  With  a  view  to  accommodate  the  families  of  married  men  who  wish  to 
prepare  for  the  ministry,  the  Board  of  Directors,  years  ago,  erected  on  the 
campus  grounds  ten  houses.  These  houses  men  with  families  occupy  free  of 
rent.” 

“  Our  great  need  is  more  teaching  force  in  the  Theological  Department, 
and  more  endowment.” 

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE. 

The  Vice-President  of  this  institution,  Prof.  L.  H.  Croll,  furnishes  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement : 

“  Pennsylvania  College  has  been  pursuing  her  work  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod  with  the  same  earnest  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  professors  as  has  heretofore  characterized  their  labors.  The 
patronage  has  continued  about  the  same,  although  it  is  evident  that  the  halls 
of  the  institution  would  be  overcrowded  if  our  people  more  fully  appreciated 
the  advantages  of  an  education  offered  to  them  on  their  own  territory.  One 
of  the  chief  wants  of  the  College  is  a  supply  of  well-equipped  teachers,  and 
good  preparing  schools  in  nearly  all  our  towns  and  larger  villages,  that  more 
pupils  might  be  induced  to  begin  a  course  of  study,  and  be  adequately  drilled 
to  enter  the  Freshman  class.  Whilst  Pennsylvania  College  has  kept  well 
abreast  of  the  best  colleges  of  the  country,  she  has  been  continuously  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  extra  toil  of  making  up  the  deficiencies  of  applicants  in  several 
departments  of  work. 

“  The  new  President,  H.  W.  McKnight,  D.  D.,  has  been  at  work  during 
the  present  year,  learning  the  needs  and  the  prospects  of  the  College  ;  and, 
from  the  evident  favor  with  which  he  has  been  received,  both  by  the  institu¬ 
tion  itself  and  by  all  its  friends,  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  most  hopeful.  He 
will  be  formally  inducted  into  his  office  at  the  opening  of  the  next  Collegiate 
yep.r,  and  the  indications  of  a  large  accession  of  new  students  are  unusually 
encouraging.  The  new  railroad  between  Gettysburg  and  Harrisburg  increases 
the  facilities  of  communication  northward  and  westward,  so  that  the  plea  of 
inaccessibility  is  no  longer  admissible  to  the  constituency  of  the  College.” 

CARTHAGE  COLLEGE 

has  recently  passed  through  a  sad  and  trying  experience.  Its  present  condi- 
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tion  and  prospects  are  thus  described  by  its  President,  Rev.  E.  F.  Bartholo¬ 
mew  : 

“The  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  excessive  toil  and  discouragement. 
Outwardly,  everything  apparently  was  against  us.  Internally,  the  year  has 
been  one  of  peace,  harmony,  and  successful  work.  The  grade  of  scholarship 
has  been  raised;  the  course  of  study  remodeled,  enlarged,  and  improved;  a 
liberal  list  of  elective  studies  has  been  added ;  and  various  other  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made,  all  looking  towards  a  higher  standard  of  culture.  A 
deep  and  healthy  religious  sentiment  has  prevailed  among  the  students,  and 
the  order  has  been  exceptionally  good.  Nearly  all  of  our  students  are  pro¬ 
fessing  Christians.  Quite  a  number  united  with  the  Church  at  our  Easter 
communion.  There  is  a  strong  leaning  towards  the  Classical  course.  Our 
entire  enrollment  is  101.  The  class  just  about  to  graduate  numbers  six.  Our 
needs  are  many  and  urgent.  Considering  the  peculiarly  adverse  circumstances 
under  which  the  College  opened,  the  straitened  financial  condition,  and  the 
reduced  teaching  force,  we  regard  the  work  successful,  and  the  outlook  is  en¬ 
couraging.” 

THE  HAGERSTOWN  SEMINARY  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES. 

Rev.  C.  L.  Iveedy,  President  of  this  institution,  writes;  “We  have  125 
pupils,  15  teachers,  1,350  volumes  in  the  library,  good  apparatus.  We  are 
putting  up  a  third  building.  Have  excellent  patronage,  excellent  prospects, 
most  beautiful,  valuable  property,  and  are  doing  efficient  work.  Have  raised 
the  standard  of  graduation,  and  require  now  four  years  to  graduate.  Fifteen 
will  graduate  in  June  next.  Alumnse  number  275.” 

LUTHERVILLE  FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

Rev.  Prof.  Turner,  President,  sends  us  the  following  statement:  “The  at¬ 
tendance  at  Lutherville  has  been  larger  this  year  than  for  fifteen  years.  Eighty- 
two  pupils  enrolled — more  than  sixty  of  whom  are  boarders.  The  thorough¬ 
ness  of  this  institution  and  its  high  standard  is  attracting  to  it  friends  in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  The  graduating  class  numbers  twelve.  Eight  teachers 
devote  their  time  to  teaching.  The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  excellent. 
Luther’s  catechism  is  regularly  taught,  and  our  Augsburg  Lesson  Leaves  are 
used  at  the  Sabbath  exercises.  The  future  prospects  of  the  school  are  ex¬ 
cellent.” 

In  the  light  of  the  above  official  statements,  the  Committee  feels  authorized 
to  recommend : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  express  its  high  gratification  at  the  success  that 
has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  liberal  education  in  our  Church  in  the 
establishment  of  such  efficient  literary  and  theological  institutions. 

2.  That  the  Synod  also  express  its  profound  regret,  nevertheless,  that  our 
people  are  so  slow  to  respond  to  the  appeals  of  these  institutions  for  a  more 
generous  endowment. 

3.  That  the  Synod  earnestly  exhort  all  our  pastors  to  cooperate  with  those 
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who  represent  these  institutions,  in  adding  to  the  number  of  their  students  and 
the  amount  of  their  endowment.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  German  Theological 
Seminary  at  Chicago,  Ill. 

Soon  after  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  the  directors  of  the  German 
Theological  Seminary  in  Chicago  held  a  meeting  in  Chicago,  at  the  residence 
of  Dr.  F.  Hasse,  organized,  and  elected  F.  W.  Steffens  as  Secretary;  such  busi¬ 
ness  was  transacted  as  was  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  successfully;  par¬ 
ticularly  a  financial  agent  appointed  in  the  person  of  Rev.  Steffens. 

In  September  of  the  same  year,  it  became  necessary  to  elect  a  steward  for 
the  Seminary;  Rev.  A.  W.  Reinhard  was  elected  for  this  office,  with  a  salary 
of  $175.00  annually,  including  rent  and  boarding;  Reinhard  and  Schiilzke 
were  also  elected  financial  agents,  the  last  especially  for  the  West,  and  Rein¬ 
hard  for  the  East. 

In  February,  1884,  a  meeting  was  held  again  in  Chicago,  and,  as  the  run¬ 
ning  expenses  (particularly  the  payment  for  the  lent  of  two  houses)  were 
getting  too  burdensome,  it  was  resolved  to  reduce  them  by  erecting  a  building 
in  the  suburbs  of  the  city;  a  committee  was  appointed,  and  the  collecting 
agents  were  instructed  to  collect  money  for  this  special  purpose. 

Of  all  the  offers,  the  one  made  by  Mr.  Eberhard  in  Chicago  Lawn  was 
considered  most  favorable,  viz.:  To  present  7  lots  of  ground  on  condition  that 
in  the  fall  a  building  specified  be  built.  He  placed  50  lots  at  the  market 
price  of  $200  00  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  to  be  sold  by  them,  with  the 
understanding  that  half  of  the  purchasing  money  should  flow  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Seminary ;  9  of  those  lots  have  been  sold,  and  contributed  to  some 
degree  to  the  support  of  the  Seminary.  In  March,  1884,  the  Seminary  was 
transferred  to  Chicago  Lawn.  In  the  midst  of  the  summer,  however,  it  be¬ 
came  evident  that  we  could  not  come  up  to  the  conditions  of  the  agreement, 
and  that  a  change  would  be  necessary.  Mr.  Eberhard  was  consulted  about  it, 
but  he  refused  a  permission  to  build  at  smaller  proportion,  wanted  even  better 
building;  as  soon  as  we  would  be  ready,  he  would  give  more  ground  and  assist 
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the  erection  of  the  building  by  collecting  among  his  friends;  for  the  time  be¬ 
ing  he  proposed  to  sell  the  house  occupied  for  rent  at  $3,000.00.  The  direc- 
torium  held  a  meeting  in  Chicago  to  consider  the  proposal,  had  the  house  ex¬ 
amined  by  a  committee,  which  resolved  to  accept  the  offer,  and  another 
committee  was  chosen  to  execute  the  bargain,  judging  the  proposed  install¬ 
ments  very  favorable. 

To  make  the  first  payment  it  was  agreed  to  loan  the  $500.00  °f  the  endow¬ 
ment  fund. 

In  September  2,  1884,  Prof.  Giese  sent  in  his  resignation  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  directorium  ;  a  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called  to  meet  in  Beardstown, 
September  25,  at  which  meeting  in  the  forenoon  regular  session  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Prof.  Giese  was  accepted,  and  $500.00,  which  he  owed  the  Seminary, 
were  cancelled. 

But  at  the  urgent  request  of  some  intimate  friends  of  Prof.  Giese,  a  session 
somewhat  ii regular  was  held  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  members  present  all 
agreed  to  give  Dr.  Giese  permission  to  reopen  the  Seminary,  under  the 
expressed  condition  that  of  the  $1,000.00  of  his  salary  $500.00  should  be 
collected  by  Mr.  Eberhard  among  his  friends,  and  Prof.  Giese  to  collect  the 
other  $500.00  himself ;  this  agreement  to  be  until  the  meeting  of  next  General 
Synod.

Report  of  Board  of  Directors  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home. 

In  presenting  the  report  on  the  Orphans’  Home  of  the  General  Synod  at 
Loysville,  we  desire  to  ask  for  this  noble  charity  the  special  and  active  inter¬ 
est  of  the  Church.  For  this  reason  we  call  your  attention  to  the  purpose,  the 
work,  and  the  needs  of  this  institution. 

THE  PURPOSE. 

The  Home  at  Loysville  was  established  in  1867.  It  was  founded  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  home  for  the  fatherless  and  homeless,  and  especially  those  of  our  own 
household  of  faith,  where  they  might  be  sheltered  and  trained  and  cared  for. 
Surely  this  object  commends  itself  to  the  special  interest  of  all  Christian  peo¬ 
ple,  as  an  essential  element  of  that  religion  which  we  profess  before  God  the 
Father.  By  the  terms  of  its  charter  and  constitution  this  Home  is  given 
inalienably  to  be  held  and  controlled  in  the  interest  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
is  the  only  institution  at  present  wholly  belonging  to  and  under  the  care  of  the 
General  Synod,  for  the  shelter  and  training  of  our  fatherless  children.  The 
institution  thus  commends  itself  specially  to  the  fostering  care  of  our  church. 

THE  WORK. 

In  carrying  out  its  object  the  work  of  the  Home  has  been  a  most  noble

one  and  has  been  most  signally  blessed  of  God.  Since  June  I,  1869,  there 
have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Home  424  orphans,  170  Church  orphans,  and 
254  Soldiers’  orphans  specially  provided  for  by  the  State.  Many  homeless 
ones  have  been  given  a  home,  many  friendless  ones  have  found  friends,  many 
of  these  have  gone  out  into  the  world  to  lives  of  usefulness  and  honor.  At 
present  there  are  under  the  care  of  the  Home  142  children,  of  which  number 
72  are  Church  orphans.  During  all  these  years  the  Lord  has  most  signally 
blessed  the  Home  with  a  wonderful  degree  of  good  health  among  the  chil¬ 
dren.  During  the  past  year  the  health  has  been  remarkable,  there  being  only 
two  cases  of  sickness,  and  these  only  trifling  cases.  A  visit  to  the  Home  is 
amply  repaid  by  the  bright,  rosy  faces  and  the  happy  songs  of  the  little  ones. 
For  all  the  success  of  the  Home  the  credit  is  due  in  great  measure  to  its 
noble  and  self-sacrificing  superintendent,  known  throughout  the  Church,  Rev. 
P.  Willard. 

THE  NEED. 

Two  years  ago  the  most  pressing  need  of  the  Home  was  stated  to  be  an  ad¬ 
ditional  building.  This  need  has  now  been  met.  At  a  cost  of  about  #10,000 
a  large,  commodious,  and  convenient  building  has  been  erected.  There  re¬ 
mains  on  this  an  indebtedness  of  #3,000,  which  will  be  provided  for  without 
much  difficulty.  The  new  building  will  accommodate  275.  We  have  now 
room  to  receive  the  numerous  worthy  applicants.  And  now  we  must  ask  the 
church  to  furnish  the  money  to  provide  for  these  orphans.  It  is  not  for 
great  things  that  we  ask.  During  the  last  year  the  amount  received  from  the 
church  was  over  #2,200.  Surely  this  great  body  of  Christians  can  increase 
that  amount  very  largely  by  a  little  interest. 

To  secure  such  increased  interest  we  ask, 

1.  That  the  claims  of  the  Loysvdle  Home  be  presented  by  the  delegations 
to  their  various  Synods  ;  that  such  Synods  as  are  not  represented  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  elect  members  who  can  be  present;  that  those  already  in  connec¬ 
tion  take  steps  to  secure  the  amounts  apportioned  in  them. 

2.  That  the  pastors  and  lay  delegates  here  present  speak  of  this  matter  in 
their  various  congregations,  that  the  Church  may  know  of  this  noble  work. 

3.  That  this  object  of  caring  for  the  children  be  specially  presented  to  the 
children  of  the  church  in  our  Sunday-schools,  and  their  contributions  asked.

Report  of  the  Sunday-school  Music  and  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Sunday-school  music  and  hymn 
book  held  two  preliminary  meetings  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  before  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  at  which,  after  laying  out  some 
general  plans  of  work,  it  was  decided  to  meet  in  the  following  autumn  to 
complete  their  work,  and  hand  over  the  result  to  the  proper  authorities  for 
publication.  Most  of  the  Committee,  however,  being  pastors,  and  much 
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occupied,  it  was  found  impossible  to  be  satisfactorily  prepared  in  the  time 
allotted.  It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to  extend  the  time.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  suggestions  and  contributions  from  the  Church  (having  been  solicited 
through  the  Church  papers)  were  being  received,  and  it  was  thought  that  thus 
a  better  idea  of  the  Church’s  want  would  be  obtained.  Hence  to  wait  and 
mature  our  work  seemed  the.  part  of  wisdom.  The  next  best  opportunity  for 
a  meeting  was  in  the  following  spring,  and  it  was  accordingly  proposed  to 
meet  early  in  May.  But,  learning  that  the  committee  on  “  Common  Service 
Book’'  would  meet  shortly,  and  feeling  that  it  would  be  desirable,  for  the  sake 
of  uniformity,  to  incorporate  from  their  work  such  parts  as  would  be  needed 
in  the  opening  services  of  our  book,  we  were  again  constrained  to  defer.  At 
the  kind  solicitation  o'f  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Wedekind,  D.  D.,  and  at  the  request 
of  others  of  the  Committee,  who  found  it  impracticable  to  meet  at  a  more 
central  point,  it  was  decided  to  meet  in  New  York.  The  Committee  met  on 
the  2d  of  July,  1884.  All  were  present  except  Rev.  S.  W.  Harkey,  U.  D., 
and  Mr.  P.  A.  Schindler.  The  former  could  not  be  present  because  of  the 
great  distance,  but  forwarded  the  result  of  his  valuable  labors.  Mr.  Schindler 
found  it  impossible  to  be  present  at  the  time,  and,  with  some  valuable  recom¬ 
mendations,  asked  to  be  excused.  The  Committee  proceeded  to  diligent 
labor,  frequently  extending  their  sessions  into  the  night ;  and  at  the  expiration 
of  one  week  completed,  as  they  supposed,  their  work.  The  rules  that  gov¬ 
erned  their  selections,  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  were  :  The  merit  of 
the  hymns,  the  beauty  and  fitness  of  the  time,  the  adaptation  of  words  and 
music,  a  book  suited  to  the  Church  Year  without  being  too  restricted  thereto. 
But  too  little  regard  was  paid  to  the  possible  cost  of  permission  to  use  copy¬ 
right  music.  At  once  the  work  was  committed  into  the  hands  of  the  editor 
of  the  Augsburg  Series  of  S.  S.  Lesson  Helps  for  editing  and  publishing, 
under  the  auspices  of  our  Publication  Society,  to  the  Superintendent  of  whose 
Publication  House  was  committed  the  matter  of  securing  the  copyright  music 
and  hymns  among  our  selections.  After  considerable  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
Superintendent,  in  conference  with  the  editor,  and  the  lapse  of  several 
months,  the  Committee  were  informed  that  the  book  could  not  be  published 
as  selected,  inasmuch  as  many  of  their  selections  could  not  be  had  at  any  price, 
and  such  as  could  be  had  would  cost  so  much  money  that  it  was  deemed  un¬ 
wise  to  incur  so  great  an  expense.  The  Committee  thereupon  set  themselves 
to  revise  upon  the  basis  of  what  could  be  had  within  proper  limits  of  cost, 
but,  after  such  revision,  it  was  felt  that  the  work  was  so  thoroughly  impaired 
that  its  publication  might  not  meet  with  a  very  liberal  indorsement  and  patron¬ 
age  by  the  Church.  Being  in  doubt  as  to  the  proper  course  to  pursue,  and 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  being  not  very  far  distant,  we  determined 
to  suspend  our  efforts  in  view  of  some  action  of  the  General  Synod.  It  is 
with  much  regret  that  we  come  thus  to  recognize  our  failure  in  not  having 
already  in  the  hands  of  our  Sunday-schools  a  most  excellent  Sunday-school 
music  book,  a  failure,  however,  for  which  we  do  not  feel  ourselves  justly  re¬ 
sponsible.  It  is  only  necessary  to  add,  that  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society 
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paid  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee  incurred  in  the  labors  above 
detailed.  We  wish  also  to  give  public  expression  of  our  thanks  to  the  many 
kind  friends  in  the  Church  who  tendered  us  the  aid  of  their  suggestions  and 
contributions  during  our  labor. 

Your  Committee  await  further  instructions  from  the  General  Synod,  or  dis¬ 
charge.

Report  of  Committee  on  Ansgari  College. 

The  papers  placed  in  our  hands  are  first,  a  proposal  by  the  City  Council  of 
Knoxville,  Ill.,  offering  to  lease  the  Ansgari  College  building  located  in  that 
place  to  this  General  Synod  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  conducting  in  it 
a  boys’  academy,  and  second,  a  lengthy  and  courteous  communication  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  S.  W.  Harkey,  giving  the  history  of  this  institution  and  his  views 
with  regard  to  the  above  named  proposal. 

From  these  papers  it  appears  that  this  Ansgari  College,  established  in  1873 
for  the  education  especially  of  Su’edish  Lutheran  ministers,  and  which  was 
for  a  number  of  years  under  the  control  of  this  body,  when  the  Swedish 
Ansgari  Synod,  which  had  the  immediate  controlling  power  in  it,  became  un- 
failhlul  to  the  Lutheran  Church,  reverted  to  the  City  Council  of  Knoxville ; 
that  this  Council  by  the  terms  of  the  trust  by  which  they  held  the  property 
cannot  deed  it  away,  but  must  hold  and  use  it  for  educational  purposes;  that 
they  now  propose  to  lease  it  to  this  body  for  such  uses;  and  that  the  condi¬ 
tions  upon  which  they  propose  thus  to  transfer  its  use  to  us,  are  :  1st.  That 
the  building  be  kept  in  good  repair;  2d.  That  an  insurance  of  $10,000,  be 
carried  upon  it,  and  3d.  That  at  the  expiration  of  three  years  and  therealter, 
there  be  not  less  than  twenty-live  pupils  in  attendance  in  the  Academy  thus  to 
be  established. 

Your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  all  the  facts  involved  in  this 
proposal,  which,  in  many  respects,  they  deem  a  generous  one,  but  whose  ac¬ 
ceptance  would  virtually  be  the  founding  of  another  church  institution  in  that 
locality,  for  which  there  appears  to  your  Committee  to  be  no  need,  and  hence 
recommend  that  the  proposal  by  the  City  Council  of  Knoxville,  Ill.,  to  lease 
to  this  body  for  educational  uses  the  buildings  formerly  known  as  the  Ansgari 
College  at  Knoxville,  Ill.,  be  not  accepted.

Action  With  Regard  to  Appeals  for  Help  from  Other  Lutheran 
Bodies  and  Churches  Than  Our  Own. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  frequent  appeals  for  help  are  made  to  our  churches 
by  solicitors  and  collectors  for  churches  and  institutions  not  connected  wdth 
this  General  Synod,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  these  appeals  some- 
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limes  come  to  us  without  satisfactory  official  endorsement  or  commendation 
from  the  Synodical  bodies  with  which  the  objects  appealed  for  stand  con¬ 
nected,  and  with  no  sufficient  assurance  that  they  are  worthy  of  our  confidence 
and  liberality;  and  in  view  also  of  the  fact  that  by  the  tolerance  of  this  loose 
and  irresponsible  canvassing  of  our  churches  for  help  for  such  objects  outside 
our  own  proper  work  our  people  are  subject  to  much  annoyance  and  possi¬ 
ble  imposition  and  abuse  of  their  confidence,  and  the  liberality  of  our 
churches  is  measurably  diverted  from  the  causes  and  objects  of  benevolence 
existing  among  us  and  for  which  they  now  by  this  body  are  asked  to  give, 
therefore 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  look  with  disfavor  upon  all  appeals  to  our  churches 
for  help,  which  come  without  the  official  endorsement  and  commendation  of 
the  highest  synodical  authority. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  our  people  and  churches  to  receive 
into  their  confidence  and  make  recipients  of  their  benefactions  only  such 
appeals  as  are  thus  endorsed  by  the  authority  of  the  synod  within  whose 
bounds  the  object  for  which  aid  is  asked  is  located. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  further  recommend  that  all  such  appeals  for  help  for 
churches  and  institutions,  not  belonging  to  us,  shall  have  not  only  the  en¬ 
dorsement  of  their  own  synodical  bodies,  but  shall  also  have  the  official  ap¬ 
proval  and  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  district  synod  within 
whose  bounds  the  appeal  is  proposed  to  be  made ;  and  that  our  churches  be, 
and  are  herewith,  encouraged  not  to  give  to  objects  lacking  such  proper  official 
endorsement. 

Adopted. 

Resolutions  of  Thanks  to  G.  &  H.  R.  R.  and  C.  V.  R.  R.  Com¬ 
panies  for  Excursion  to  Gettysburg  and  Carlisle. 

Whereas,  We  have  heard  of  the  arrangements  consummated  by  the  Rev. 
Albert  H.  Studebaker,  whereby  the  members  of  the  General  Synod  and  all 
visiting  clergymen,  are  to  be  conveyed  by  a  special  train  to  Gettysburg  and 
Carlisle,  at  the  conclusion  of  this  Convention ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  officials 
of  the  Cumberland  Valley  and  Gettysburg  &  Harrisburg  Railroads  for  this 
expression  of  their  kind  consideration. 

Adopted. 

Committee  on  Music  for  Excursion. 

Whereas,  It  would  add  much  to  the  beauty  and  impressiveness  of  the 
General  Synod’s  excursion  to  Gettysburg  to  accompany  the  event  with  ap¬ 
propriate  music ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  secure  the  necessary  group  of 
musicians;  and  further,  that  a  collection  be  taken  up  by  this  body  to  defray 
the  expenses  incident  upon  such  action.

Whereas,  More  system  and  efficiency  are  needed  to  advance  our  educa¬ 
tional  interests,  especially  in  the  west,  northwest  and  southwest ;  therefore 
we  the  representatives  of  the  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas  and  Nebraska  synods, 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  us,  memoralize  this  body  for  the 
creation  of  a  General  Synod  Board  of  Education. 

On  motion,  this  petition  was  referred  to  a  committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  the  chairmen  of  delegations  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas  and 
Nebraska  synods. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

Your  Committee  on  correspondence  with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  would 
respectfully  report:  The  only  documents  put  into  their  hands  were  the  follow¬ 
ing,  viz.: 

1st.  The  report  of  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Sprecher,  as  delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  U.  T.  Church,  at  its  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  states 
that  he  “  was  most  cordially  received  by  that  body,  and  your  Christian  saluta¬ 
tions  were  very  kindly  reciprocated.” 

2d.  A  letter  of  excuse  from  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Hay  for  non-attendance 
upon  the  meeting  of  General  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  He  writes 
that  “  Amid  the  pressure  of  other  official  engagements,  I  overlooked  the  fact 
of  my  appointment.” 

We  would  add  to  the  above  that  for  reasons  we  deem  satisfactory,  neither 
the  primarius,  Rev.  Dr.  L.  E.  Albert,  nor  his  secundus,  Rev.  Dr.  S.  A.  Ort, 
was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Also  that  your  principal,  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  nor  his 
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alternate,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  B.  Reimensnyder,  was  in  attendance  upon  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America.  The  former, 
however,  conveyed  your  fraternal  greetings  and  salutations  by  letter,  and 
likewise  sent  that  body  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  our  Convention  at  Spring- 
field,  Ohio.

Resoived,  That  the  thanks  of  this  General  Synod  are  due  and  are  hereby 
cordially  extended  to  the  organist,  leader  and  members  of  the  choir  of  this 
(Zion’s  Evangelical  Lutheran)  church  for  the  great  kindness  with  which  they 
have  met  the  many  and  severe  demands  for  their  assistance  during  our  numer¬ 
ous  and  protracted  services. 

Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the  admirable 
selections  and  highly  satisfactory  rendering  of  the  truly  devotional  as  well  as 
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really  classical  music  with  which  we  have  been  so  constantly  entertained  and 
edified. 

Resolution  of  Thanks  for  Entertainment. 

The  following  was  heartily  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  extends  its  most  hearty  thanks  to  Rev.  A.  H.  Stu- 
debaker,  Rev.  H.  S.  Cook  and  Rev.  S.  Dasher,  their  parishioners,  and  the 
people  of  Harrisbuig  generally,  for  their  most  cordial  reception  and  kind  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  specially  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  thorough  and  satisfac¬ 
tory  arrangements  for  its  comfort  and  efficiency  made  by  Zion's  Church  and 
its  pastor,  Rev.  A.  H.  Studebaker. 

On  motion,  the  President  of  Synod  was  requested  to  read  the 
above  resolutions  of  thanks  for  music  and  entertainment  to  the 
congregation  at  the  last  session  of  Synod. 

Sabbath  Observance. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  on  Sabbath  Observance  on  pages 
46  and  47  General  Synod  Minutes,  1883,  were  reaffirmed  and 
ordered  to  be  reprinted. 

Whereas,  The  Christian  Sabbath  has  its  appointment  in  the  word  of  God 
as  a  day  of  rest  and  sacred  employment,  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  creation, 
and  continuing  all  down  the  line  of  ages  for  thousands  of  years  with  unbroken 
authority  ;  And  whei'eas,  the  Lord’s  day,  observed  from  the  resurrection  of  our 
Lord  by  himself  and  his  disciples,  as  well  as  the  apostolic  church,  has  been 
recognized  by  the  founders  of  our  national  and  religious  life,  thus  becoming  an 
inseparable  part  of  our  common  history,  entering  into  the  establishment  of  all 
our  institutions,  and  the  framing  of  all  our  laws,  constituting  a  distinguishing 
and  glorious  feature  of  our  republic;  And  whereas,  this  divine  and  time-hon¬ 
ored  institution  has  been  declared  by  our  greatest  statesmen  in  every  genera¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  by  the  fathers  in  the  church,  to  be  one  of  the  pillars  of  our  na¬ 
tional  and  social  life,  upon  which  this  great  temple  of  liberty  and  justice  has 
been  erected  ;  And  whereas,  it  is  well  known  that  the  present  generation  is 
one  of  growing  disregard  and  open  opposition,  on  the  part  of  certain  classes  of 
our  citizens,  and  of  irregularity  and  questionable  conduct  on  the  part  of  many 
professing  Christians  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we,  the  ministers  and  laymen  composing  the  delegates  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  declare  our  belief  in  the  divine  authority  of  the  Christian  Sabbath  as 
a  day  of  sacred  restand  religious  instruction  and  worship  of  Almighty  God. 

2d.  That  we  most  earnestly  recommend  to  all  corporations,  firms,  compa¬ 
nies  and  employes,  the  propriety  as  well  as  the  duty  of  observing  the  Lord’s 
Day  as  a  day  of  rest,  demanded  alike  by  the  laws  of  natural  life  governing 
man  and  beast. 

3d.  In  view  of  the  vital  importance  connected  with  the  observance  of  the 
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Lord’s  Day,  as  the  foundation  of  our  national,  social  and  religious  life,  we  urge 
upon  all  Christian  people  the  necessity  of  awakening  to  the  responsibility  rest¬ 
ing  upon  them  as  the  light  of  the  world,  that  they  be  examples  of  its  proper 
observance. 

4th.  That  we  recommend  to  the  respective  Synods  of  the  General  Synod, 
that  they  take  such  action  from  time  to  time  as  shall  lead  to  more  frequent  and 
earnest  appeals  from  all  the  pulpits  of  our  church  upon  this  all-important  sub¬ 
ject. 

5th.  That  with  uplifted  hands  to  that  God  who  is  the  Father  of  us  all,  we 
unceasingly  implore  that  the  day  be  hastened  when  all  the  earth  shall  be  freed 
from  the  power  of  sin,  and  when  life  shall  be  one  universal  Sabbath  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth. 

Synodical  Order. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  relation  which  the  district  synods  comprising 
the  General  Synod  sustain  to  each  other,  there  should,  in  the  interests  of 
order  and  fellowship,  be  due  respect  and  Christian  regard  maintained  for  the 
action  of  one  synod  which,  in  any  way,  affects  the  action  of  a  sister  synod. 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Church. — In  its  organized  capacity  the  Lutheran  Church  of  this  coun¬ 
try  is  comprised  chiefly  of  four  general  bodies,  namely:  The  General  Synod 
of  the  United  States,  the  General  Synod  (South),  the  General  Council  of 
North  America,  and  the  Synodical  Conference  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  » 

These  four  ecclesiastical  bodies  embrace  57  synods,  3,708  ministers,  6,634 
congregations,  and  891,931  communicants. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  to  which  this 
report  specially  refers,  embraces  23  district  synods,  875  ministers,  1,460  con¬ 
gregations,  and  in  round  numbers  140,000  communicants. 

Among  the  educational  agencies  in  connection  with,  and  specially  organized 
for  the  work  of  the  General  Synod,  there  are  3  Colleges,  5  Theological  Semi¬ 
naries,  4  Young  Ladies’  Seminaries,  4  Academies,  as  also  our  Church  papers, 
periodicals  and  the  Publication  Board. 

Our  Mission  Boards  are  three  in  number,  namely,  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

And  for  a  similar  Christian  work  on  the  part  of  the  women  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Church,  a  Woman' s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  as 
also  a  Children' s  Missionary  Society  have  been  organized. 

With  regard  to  our  educational  work  in  institutions  of  learning,  we  note 
with  great  satisfaction  that  although  they  are  yet  insufficiently  equipped  and 
endowed,  nevertheless  the  standard  of  education  in  these  our  Church  schools 
is  as  high  as  that  which  is  found  in  similar  schools  and  colleges  any  where. 

And  therefore  do  these  institutions  of  learning  also  most  strongly  and 
rightfully  appeal  to  our  people  to  accord  to  them  whatever  of  patronage  and 
support  they  may  in  any  manner  be  able  to  give. 
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And  we  are  still  further  inclined  to  add  that  in  view  of  their  relation,  not 
to  the  Church  only  but  to  the  world  at  large,  there  can  be  no  stronger  appeal 
to  our  liberality  than  that  which  comes  from  our  educational  institutions. 

Higher  Christian  education  combined  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  are 
the  two  great  agencies  under  God  for  the  defense  of  the  “  faith  once  delivered 
to  the  saints,”  and  for  the  salvation  of  men. 

With  regard  to  our  Mission  Boards  and  our  Missionary  Societies,  we  have 
also  great  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  most  manifest  approval  and  signal  blessing 
of  God  in  aiding  and  directing  them  in  the  accomplishment  of  their  great 
work  in  bringing  the  gospel  to  the  destitute  in  our  own  and  in  foreign  lands. 

Progress. — A  brief  survey  of  Church  progress  may  not  be  without  interest 
in  this  report. 

On  the  7th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  1868,  the  General  Synod  met  in  its  23d 
convention  in  this  church. 

At  that  convention  there  was  an  enrollment  of  126  delegates,  representing 
21  synods. 

On  the  27th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  1885,  the  32d  convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  met  in  this  church. 

At  this  convention  there  is  an  enrollment  of  190  delegates,  representing  23 
synods. 

In  1868  there  were  572  ministers  in  the  General  Synod;  at  present  there 
are  875  ministers  in  the  General  Synod,  making  a’gain  of  303  in  17  years. 

In  1 868 'there  were  944  churches  in  the  General  Synod;  at  present  there 
are  1400  churches,  making  a  giin  ot  456  churches  in  the  same  time. 

In  1868  there  were  86,770  communicants  in  our  churches.  At  present 
there  are  in  round  numbers  140,000  communicants,  making  a  gain  of  53,330 
in  17  years,  or  an  annual  gain  of  3,137. 

In  1868  there  were  about  700  communicants  in  our  Indian  and  African 
missions;  at  present  there  are  3,358,  or  a  gain  of  2,658  in  17  years,  or  about 
7  times  the  gain  over  that  of  the  churches  in  this  country,  considering  the 
number  of  ministers  and  missionaries  employed. 

Progress  in  Contributions. — The  contributions  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  for  the  two  years  ending  with  the  year  1868  were  $8,257.00. 

The  receipts  reported  by  this  Board  for  the  two  years  ending  with  this 
meeting  of  Synod  are  $46,984.00,  or  an  increase  of  $38,727.00  over  the  first 
two  years  named,  or  an  increase  of  470  per  cent. 

The  contributions  reported  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Synod  in  the  year  1868  were  $8,681.00. 

The  receipts  of  the  same  Board  in  the  two  years  now  closing  have  been 
$60,500.00,  or  an  increase  of  $51,919.00  beyond  the  two  years  closing  with 
1868,  or  again  an  increase  of  586  per  cent. 

In  the  year  1868  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  reported  $549.00. 

In  the  year  1885  the  same  Board  reported  an  income  for  two  years  of  $77,- 
806.92,  or  an  income  directly  from  the  apportionment  to  the  Synods  of  $37,- 
472.99,  making  a  difference  of  nearly  $37,000.00  in  the  income  from  the 
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apportionment,  or  a  difference  of  more  than  $77,000.00  in  the  income  to  the 
Church  Extension  Board  from  all  sources,  or  an  increase  of  6721  per  cent, 
on  the  apportionment  income. 

Such  has  been  the  progress  of  work  and  benevolence  in  the  General  Synod 
from  Harrisburg  in  the  year  1868  to  Harrisburg  in  the  year  1885,  compris¬ 
ing  a  period  of  seventeen  years.  And  whilst  such  has  been  the  increase  in 
the  membership  of  the  Church,  and  the  advancement  in  its  benevolence,  as 
also  the  growth  in  material  wealth  and  prosperity  in  general,  it  is  also  most 
gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  notice  the  spirit  of  Christian  unity  and  the 
harmony  of  Christian  purpose  which  have  prevailed  throughout  the  Church, 
and  in  all  its  Synodical  conventions,  in  the  period  of  the  Church  to  which  we 
have  referred. 

The  Psalmist’s  words  have  again  been  verified — first  peace,  then  prosperity 
— and,  as  an  illustration  also  of  the  principle  that  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  Church  brings  success,  and  success  produces  Church  love,  and  Church 
love  in  turn  again  secures  co-operation,  which  again  brings  success. 

Sunday  Schools. — And  not  the  least  only,  but  also  indeed  one  among  the 
most  gratifying  items  of  progress  to  which  your  Committee  call  attention,  is 
the  interest  and  the  success  with  which  the  whole  Church  is  coming  forward 
in  the  capacity  of  a  teacher  of  the  children  in  our  Sunday  schools.  And  this 
arm  of  the  Church  must  never  fail  of  its  strength,  if  we  would  continue  a 
healthy,  steady  growth  as  a  Church. 

Our  General  Synod  Lutheran  Sunday-schools  now  number  not  less  than 
an  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  children  and  members.  Further  also,  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
ministry  of  our  churches  to  gather  the  children  of  our  families  into  catecheti¬ 
cal  classes,  in  order  to  instruct  them  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
and  especially  to  win  them  to  the  Saviour  as  early  as  they  have  attained  the 
years  of  understanding  and  of  moral  accountability. 

This  we  deem  a  vital  matter  also  for  the  Church  and  the  world  at  large,  in 
view  of  the  relation  which  such  instruction  must  necessarily  sustain  to  the 
great  moral  reforms  of  the  day. 

It  has  been  no  less  gratifying  to  learn  also  from  the  reports  of  individual 
congregations  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod,  that  the  blessing  of  God 
has  attended  the  special  services  held  in  our  churches  during  and  following 
the  Weeks  of  Prayer,  and  in  the  services  pertaining  to  Passion  Week  and  the 
usual  Easter  communion. 

And  we  desire  to  urge,  also,  the  removal  of  the  thought  entirely  that  there 
is  a  conflict  between  catechetical  instruction  and  special  religious  services  in 
the  building  up  of  our  churches.  No  one  of  these  methods  alone  can  pro¬ 
duce  the  well  instructed,  active,  benevolent  and  prayerful  Christian  so  well  as 
both  those  methods  combined. 

Four  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Birthday  of  Luther. — Since  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  last  held,  there  occurred  the  400th  anniversary 
of  the  birthday  of  Martin  Luther  (November  10,  1483 — November  10,  1883). 
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And  not  Lutherans  only,  in  our  own  and  in  other  lands,  but  almost  the  entire 
Protestant  world,  united  with  special  ceremonies,  services  and  addresses,  in 
commemoration  of  the  anniversary  o!  the  birthday  of  the  great  and  the  good 
man  who,  under  God,  became  the  breath  of  life  to  the  Church  in  the  Reform¬ 
ation  of  the  1 6th  century. 

In  conclusion,  we  add  that  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ — the  Church  of  the  Reformation — we  should  not  fail  of  our  mission, 
but  be  fully  conscious  of  the  important  duty  resting  upon  us,  especially  in  re¬ 
lation  to  this  country. 

We  should  give  special  heed  to  the  fact  that  the  Church  in  the  United 
States,  above  all  other  places,  cannot  afford  to  be  otherwise  than  wide  awake, 
benevolent  and  aggressive,  if  it  is  to  accomplish  what  it  may  regard  its  special 
work  and  mission  among  the  people  generally.  It  must  have  the  spirit  of 
both  the  time  and  the  place  in  which  it  intends  to  do  its  work.  Progress  and 
aggression  are  the  life  of  the  Church. 

The  powers  with  which  the  Christianity  of  our  day  comes  in  contact  are 
positive  powers,  and  they  cannot  be  successfully  met  and  overcome  by  nega¬ 
tive  or  indifferent  influences  in  any  manner.  And  what  the  people  now  also 
generally  wish  to  know,  and  also  have  a  right  to  know,  is:  What  is  Christian¬ 
ity  when  it  is  in  motion  ? — not  what  is  Christianity  when  it  is  at  rest,  and  wor¬ 
shiping  merely,  but  what  does  Christianity  do  for  the  moral  advancement  and 
the  spiritual  life  and  salvation  of  men. 

And  with  regard  to  our  duty  to  extend  the  gospel  to  foreign  and  destitute 
lands,  we  should  not  fail  to  remember,  but  should  be  deeply  impressed  with 
the  inquiry  of  the  dying  man  in  India.  Said  he  to  the  missionary  :  “  Do  you 
say  that  Christ  died  for  the  heathen  more  than  eighteen  centuries  ago  ?” 
“Yes,”  said  the  missionary.  “Then,”  replied  the  dying  man,  “  why  did  not 
some  one  come  and  tell  us  the  good  news  long  ago?” 

Let  us  not  only  endeavor  to  think  and  to  say  the  best  things  we  can  for  the 
cause  of  our  blessed  Master,  but  let  us  also  do  the  most  benevolent  things  we 
can,  that  all  nations  may  have  the  knowledge  of  salvation  in  Christ  Jesus. 
The  harvest  is  great,  the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  that  the  Lord  may  send 
laborers  into  the  harvest.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 

at  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

In  behalf  of  the  Hoard  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  we  would  report 
the  following : 

.Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg 
has  been  progressing  with  gralifying  results. 

There  were  37  students  in  attendance  in  1883  and  ’84,  and  35  in  1884  and 
’85.  Of  this  number  21  have  completed  their  theological  course,  and  have 
entered  upon  the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  There  are  at  present  thirty- 
five  young  men  prosecuting  their  studies,  eleven  of  which  number  will  be 
ready  to  take  charges  in  July. 

Since  our  last  convention  we  have  been  compelled  to  chronicle  the  death 
of  another  one  of  our  professors  in  this  institution,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Board,  a  suitable  testimonial  of  high  regard  was  framed  and  recorded. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Board,  on  the  19th  of  March, 
1884,  which  was  largely  attended,  an  election  was  held  to  fill  the  chair  made 
vacant  by  the  death  of  the  late  lamented  and  much-beloved  brother,  Charles 
A.  Stork,  D.  D.  By  a  most  wonderful  unanimity  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Board  at  said  meeting,  Dr.  Milton  Valentine,  then  President  of  Pennsylvania 
College,  was  chosen,  on  the  first  ballot,  to  fill  that  most  important  position. 

On  the  29th  of  last  September,  in  the  college  church  in  Gettysburg,  the  Doctor 
was  duly  inducted  into  office  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  ;  the  President  of  the 
Board  delivering  the  charge,  and  the  Professor  taking  the  usual  obligations. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  full  confidence  in  the  abilities,  efficiency 
and  zeal  of  all  the  professors,  for  the  positions  they  occupy. 

The  endowment  fund  has  been  somewhat  increased  during  the  last  two 
years,  amounting  now  to  the  sum  of  $91,000.00,  all  of  which  is  available. 
But  even  this  is  nothing  like  what  it  ought  to  be. 

The  Board  at  its  last  meeting  resolved  to  make  a  vigorous  effort  to  secure 
an  additional  $20,000.00  for  the  endowment  of  a  fourth  professorship.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  a  committee  was  appointed  to  endeavor  to  secure  said  amount. 

The  Professor’s  new  house,  which  was  in  process  of  building  when  this 
body  last  met,  has  been  completed,  and  is  an  ornament  to  our  property  there, 
a  credit  to  those  who  contributed  the  money,  and  is  a  decided  comfort  to  the 
Professor,  who  labored  so  assiduously  to  secure  the  necessary  funds. 

This  parent  institution,  which  has  done  so  much  for  the  prosperity  and  suc¬ 
cess  of  our  Church  in  this  country,  well  deserves  the  sympathy,  prayers  and 
pecuniary  and  moral  support  of  all  its  friends.

Report  of  the  German  Orphan  Board. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  last  convention,  the  members  appointed  to 
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organize  and  incorporate  a  Board  for  the  founding  and  managing  of  one  or 
more  orphan  homes,  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Synod,  took  such  steps 
as  in  their  judgment  seemed  calculated  to  realize  the  purpose  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment.  As  there  were  only  three  members,  two  of  them  living  in  Chicago, 
and  one  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  we  deemed  it  necessary  to  enlarge  the  num¬ 
ber;  and,  to  this  end,  associated  with  us  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Deininger,  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Oberlander,  of  Syracuse,  thus  securing  a  working 
majority  in  one  place,  so  as  to  obtain  legal  rights,  and  also  having  representa¬ 
tives  in  the  East  and  in  the  West. 

These  preliminaries  having  been  arranged,  we  agreed  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  a  legal  incorporation  ;  and,  when  that  was  settled,  the  three 
members  residing  in  Chicago  employed  an  attorney  and  notary  public  to  aid 
them  in  securing  the  following 

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION, 

to  wit :  To  all  to  whom — 

(See  certificate  of  incorporation  on  file  with  the  archives  of  the  General 
Synod.) 

This  action  was  taken  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the  following  resolution,  as 
found  on  p.  49  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Geneal  Synod  of  1883  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  a  Board  of  Directors  be  appointed  with  authority  to 
secure  such  legacies  and  donations  for  the  purposes  named,  and  proceed  to 
the  inauguration  of  such  an  institution  that  shall  be  able  to  enlist  the  sym¬ 
pathies  of  our  German  people,  and  look  for  its  support  to  their  free-wdll  offer¬ 
ings.” 

The  General  Synod  was  induced  to  take  this  action  by  the  reported  fact 
that  one  of  our  pastors  had  already  taken  steps  toward  the  founding  of  a  Ger¬ 
man  orphans’  home,  and  for  this  purpose  collected  some  $4,000;  another  one 
was  reported  to  have  a  member  in  his  charge  w'ho  had  willed  $50  for  such  a 
purpose,  and  still  another  one  had  intimated  that  he  was  ready  to  donate  a 
farm  toward  establishing  an  orphans’  home  in  the  west.  To  secure  these  leg¬ 
acies  and  donations,  and  bring  them  under  the  control  and  in  the  service  of 
the  General  Synod,  p.  board  of  directors  legally  incorporated  was  deemed 
necessary.  Moreover,  it  was  hoped  that  these  beginnings  in  a  work  so  dear  to 
the  German  heart  would  open  the  way  for  other  and  larger  gifts,  and  that  a 
“  mission  house,”  combining  the  care  for  orphans  and  their  education  for 
church  w'ork,  would  develop  a  spirit  of  benevolence  and  active  charity  such 
as  have  heretofore  been  unknown  in  our  midst,  and  at  the  same  time  prove  a 
healthy  impetus  to  our  German  wmrk  in  general. 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  much.  All 
the  above  prospects  of  future  work  still  exist,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to 
take  any  steps  in  the  advance.  Some  money  has  been  collected  in  our 
churches  for  this  purpose,  but  it  was  sent  directly  to  divers  institutions  by  the 
donors,  so  that  our  treasurer  has  but  a  very  short  report  to  offer.  Yet  we 
deem  it  advisable  that  the  General  Synod  continue  the  German  Orphan  and 
Educational  Board,  and  to  this  end  propose  the  following  resolutions  : 
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1.  Resolved,  That  the  action  taken  by  the  German  Orphan  Board  in  securing 
an  act  of  incorporation  be  approved. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  new  Board  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  incorporation  act,  and  that  the  members  thereof  be  selected  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  local  distribution  of  our  German  churches,  so  as  to  create  three 
or  mor &  general  centres  for  orphan  and  mission  work. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  German  pastors  and  congregations  who  have  already 
taken  steps  in  this  work  be  encouraged  to  persevere,  and  be  authorized  to 
found  such  institutions  as  mav  become  “mission  centres”  to  our  German 
work,  where  orphan  children  can  be  provided  for  and  educated,  and  with 
which  other  church  objects  may  be  combined,  provided  they  look  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  Board  for  advice  and  direction  as  to  the  accumulation  of  property  and 
the  management  of  the  educational  interests. 

4.  Resolved,  That  all  collections  made  in  any  of  our  churches  for  such  mis¬ 
sion  work  should  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  German  Board,  and  by  him 
be  distributed  according  to  the  rules  and  measures  adopted  by  the  Board. 

These  recommendations  are  based  on  the  experience  and  conclusions  we 
have  gained  in  our  preparatory  steps.  At  Syracuse,  Rev.  Oberlander  is  ready 
to  lay  the  foundation  for  just  such  an  institution,  with  which  a  Home  for  aged 
ministers,  and  other  mission  facilities,  will  probably  be  combined.  They  have 
collected  a  very  handsome  amount  of  money  for  this  purpose  at  home,  and 
now  look  with  confidence  for  assistance  from  abroad.  In  the  West  this  work 
has  not  yet  taken  any  definite  shape,  but  may  develop  into  very  hopeful  propor¬ 
tions  in  the  near  future,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Groenmiller  at  Hanover, 
Kansas.  In  Chicago,  St.  Mark’s  mission  church  is  contemplating  a  work  of 
this  kind,  in  connection  with  several  other  Lutheran  churches,  and  has  secured 
a  large  lot  centrally  located  and  well  adapted  for  an  orphans’  home,  together 
with  a  seminary  for  parochial  school  teachers.  Thus  there  are  prospects  of 
realizing  what  our  German  work  needs,  and  the  providential  distribution  of 
these  centres  encourages  us  to  hope  that  they  will  at  once  secure  general  co¬ 
operation,  and  be  regarded  as  a  work  of  the  whole  Church. 

We  need  these 

MISSION  CENTRES 

to  vitalize  and  strengthen  our  German  work.  The  Germans  of  the  General 
Synod  have  not  a  single  institution  they  can  call  their  own,  and  that  could  en¬ 
list  their  sympathy.  They  will,  indeed,  and  do  co-operate  with  what  we  have; 
but  it  is  hoped  that  something  like  this  will  strengthen  the  consciousness  of 
their  importance,  will  attract  general  attention,  cultivate  “  pure  and  undefiled 
religion”  in  their  hearts,  establish  our  synodical  and  confessional  identity  more 
firmly,  and  gather  material  for  the  future  teachers  of  our  parochial  schools,  as 
well  as  preachers  for  our  pulpits. 

Like  the  orphan  institutions  at  Halle,  Bristol,  Hamburg,  Neuendettelsau, 
and  other  cities,  there  is  a  special  blessing  attending  the  care  of  the  fatherless 
children,  and  the  churches  doing  this  work  have  developed  a  strength  such  as 
they  would  have  seemed  incapable  of  putting  forth.  May  we  not  hope  in  this 
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way  to  build  up  an  active  and  healthy  German  work  that  shall  prove  faith¬ 
ful  to  the  interests  and  spirit  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  as  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  General  Synod  ? 

The  same  plea  might  be  made  for  the  Scandinavian  work,  and  other  centres 
besides  those  he»ein  mentioned  may  soon  call  for  similar  efforts  in  their  midst, 
and  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod,  all  of  which  should  receive 
our  most  hearty  encouragement  and  our  most  generous  support.

We  recommend  that  Rev.  Sylvanus  Stall  be  requested  to  prepare  statis¬ 
tical  table  for  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  as  contemplated  by  its  action 
at  Altoona  in  1881,  and  that  he  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  same. 

4th.  We  recommend  him  to  prepare  such  tables  to  be  printed  in  the  Min¬ 
utes  of  the  present  Convention.

It 
incorporates  all  that  is  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  resolutions,  without  the  expense  of  re¬ 
printing  the  names  of  pastors  and  charges  on  three  different  pages,  and  without  the  inconven¬ 
ience  which  would  result,  were  the  reports  of  each  church  broken  into  three  parts  and  dis¬ 
posed  in  different  portions  of  the  minutes. 

Before  the  meeting  of  each  synod,  printed  blanks  sufficient  in  number  for  all  the  pastors, 
will  be  sent  to  each  of  the  secretaries,  and  each  synod  is  expected  to  adopt  this  uniform 
parochial  blank  for  use  in  the  printed  minutes  of  both  the  district  and  of  the  General  Synod. 

Synods  desiring  to  report  other  items  than  those  named  in  the  blanks,  should  incorporate 
them  in  a  separate  table,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  unilormity  of  this  blank,  designed  for 
use  by  all  the  synods.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bequest  of  Mr.  John  Rung, 

Deceased. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  United  States  in  Convention  assembled  at  Harrisburg, 
A/ay  2 qth,  A.  D.,  1885  : 

Your  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  John  Rung  bequest 
to  the  said  General  Synod,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

The  facts  involved  in  the  matter  submitted  are  briefly  these:  John  Rung, 
late  of  Huntingdon  County,  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  died  about  the  5th 
day  of  May,  A.  D.  1877,  testate,  leaving  a  widow  to  survive  him,  but  no  chil¬ 
dren,  and  seized  of  certain  real  estate  in  said  county,  a  part  of  said  real  estate 
being  a  separate  tract  of  timber  land,  containing  one  hundred  acres.  By  the 
provisions  of  his  will,  his  widow,  Mary  Rung,  was  to  receive  among  other 
things,  one  half  of  the  income  of  his  real  estate  during  her  natural  life,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  Petersburg, 
Huntingdon  Co.,  Pa.  The  income  devised  to  the  widow  being  considered 
insufficient  for  the  proper  support  of  the  widow,  the  Orphans’  Court  of  said 
county  of  Huntingdon  was  petitioned,  under  the  act  of  Assembly  providing  for 
such  case  to  permit  the  executors  in  said  will  of  John  Rung  to  make  sale  of  the 
said  timber  land,  and  to  invest  the  net  proceeds  thereof  for  the  said  widow  during 
her  natural  life.  The  said  will  of  John  Rung  provided  further  that  at  the  de¬ 
cease  of  his  said  widow  all  his  real  estate  should  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  divided  and  distributed  as  follows  :  $ 2,000  to  the  said  Lutheran  church 
at  Petersburg,  Huntingdon  county,  and  the  residue  to  be  divided  as  follows: 
one-half  to  the  Missionary  Institute  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at 
Selinsgrove,  Snyder  Co.,  Pa.,  one-fourth  to  the  Publication  House  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  at  Philadelphia,  and  one-fourth  to  the  above  said  General 
Synod.  In  pursuance  of  the  above  said  petition,  the  said  Orphans’  Court 
authorized  the  said  executors  to  sell  the  said  tract  of  timber  land,  which  sale 
so  as  aforesaid  directed  was  made,  and  the  sum  realized  therefor  was 
$2419.90,  and  after  deducting  all  necessary  expenses  of  sale  and  audit,  there 
was  a  net  balance  for  distribution  under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  about  $2,100. 
This  the  auditor  distributed,  one-half  to  the  said  Missionary  Institute  at  Selins¬ 
grove,  one  -fourth  thereof  to  the  said  Publication  Society  at  Philadelphia,  and 
one-fourth  thereof  to  this  General  Synod  after  the  decease  of  the  said  widow. 
The  said  court  confirmed  the  report  of  said  auditor  permitting,  however,  the  said 
legatees  in  remainder  to  have  their  respective  shares  paid  to  them  immediately 
upon  their  giving  security  to  pay  over  to  the  said  widow  her  share  of  the  in¬ 
come  thereof  during  her  natural  life. 

Your  committee  therefore  deem  it  advisable  for  the  General  Synod  not  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  permission  to  take  immediate  possession  of  the  above 
bequest,  but  to  allow  the  executors  to  invest  the  same  under  the  rules  of  said 
court  until  such  time  when  the  said  General  Synod  will  be  entitled  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  will  to  have  absolute  possession  of  the  corpus  of  said 
bequest. 
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Your  committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  By  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  in  Convention  assembled  at  Harrisburg,  May  29th,  1885,  that  it 
is  deemed  inexpedient  to  take  charge  of  the  bequest  contained  in  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  John  Rung,  deceased,  until  after  the  said  Synod  shall  be  ab¬ 
solutely  entitled  to  the  corpus  of  the  said  bequest.

PROCEEDINGS 

RELATING  TO  THE 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 


Rev.  Geo.  Scholl,  D.  D.,  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Board,  read 

The  Twenty-third  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers,  and  Brethren:  In  the  providence  of  God 
we  are  permitted  to  present  to  you  the  Twenty-third  Biennial  Report  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  Church.  With  deep  gratitude  to  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  for  the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  our  work  in  this 
particular  department  of  Christian  effort  in  the  past  two  years,  and  the  earnest 
prayer  for  its  enlargement  and  greater  success  in  the  future,  we  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  the  following  items  : 

I.  THE  CHURCH  AT  HOME. 

i.  Death  of  Dr.  Stork:  Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Synod  the 
Church  has  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Rev.  Chas.  A.  Stork,  D.  D., 
the  honored  and  efficient  President  of  the  Board,  and  editor  of  the  Foreign  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Missionary  Journal,  who  entered  into  rest  December  17,1883. 
The  character  and  standing  of  our  sainted  brother  are  too  well  known  through¬ 
out  the  Church  to  make  it  necessary  to  speak  of  him  and  his  work  in  the  many 
different  positions  which  he  so  ably  filled.  It  is  only  to  his  work  in  connection 
with  Foreign  Missions  that  we  refer  in  this  report,  and  those  of  our  number 
who  were  intimately  associated  with  him  for  a  period  of  six  and  a  half  years, 
feel  that  no  encomium  of  ours  can  fully  express  the  high  esteem  in  which  we 
hold  his  memory.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  he  was  a  zealous  member,  a 
wise  counsellor,  and  an  efficient  presiding  officer  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Stork  was 
himself  a  bom  missionary.  Few  men,  perhaps,  who  have  been  in  the  actual 
service,  have  manifested  a  deeper  or  more  Christly  interest  in  the  evangelization 
of  the  heathen  than  he.  To  him  this  was  the  one  grand  work  of  the  church, 
to  “  go  into  all  the  world  and  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.”  The 
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man  of  India  and  the  man  of  Africa  were  constantly  present  to  his  vision,  and 
their  cry,  “  Come  over  and  help  us,”  was  ever  in  his  ear.  Even  the  fact  that 
his  plans  had  occasionally  to  be  modified  by  the  more  business  like  minds  in 
the  Board  was  a  credit  to  him  ;  for  the  fault  was  not  in  the  suggestion  or  plan 
proposed,  but  in  the  inadequate  means  and  instrumentalities  supplied  by  a 
tardy  church,  which  made  it  impossible  to  practically  realize  the  end  contem¬ 
plated.  When  the  progress  of  the  disease  which  carried  him  to  the  grave  ren¬ 
dered  him  incapable  of  speech,  he  still  used  the  pen,  sending  words  full  of 
encouragement  and  inspiration  to  those  who  were  endeavoring  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  the  work  which  was  so  near  to  his  heart  up  to  the  day  of  his  death.  “He 
rests  from  his  labors  and  his  works  do  follow  him.” 

2.  Receipts  ami  Expenditures  :  At  the  close  of  our  last  biennium,  March 
31,  1883,  our  Treasurer  had  a  balance  on  hand,  belonging  to  the  general  fund, 
of  $7,161.10,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  a  special  fund  for  the  training  of  native 
teachers  and  preachers  of  $2,000.00,  making  a  total  balance  of  $9,161.10. 
At  the  meeting  in  Springfield,  Ohio,  General  Synod  endorsed  the  call  of  the 
Board  for  $60,000.00  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  during  the  succeeding 
two  years,  laying  it  upon  the  heart  and  conscience  of  the  Church  as  a  solemn 
duty  to  heed  the  call,  and  not  allow  the  work  to  languish  or  be  hindered  in 
its  progress  by  the  want  of  means  for  its  support.  That  call,  we  are  happy  to 
report,  has  been  generously  responded  to.  From  March  31,  1883,  to  March 
31,  1885,  the  Board  received  from  all  sources  for  the  General  Fund  the  sum 
of  $60,576.72.  This  amount  is  an  increase  over  the  contributions  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  two  years  of  $9,835.64,  or  almost  20  per  cent.,  and  is  about  double 
the  amount  reported  four  years  ago.  This  sum,  together  with  the  $566.37  ap¬ 
propriated  out  of  the  legacy  received  from  the  Coher  estate  for  buildings  in 
Muhlenberg  mission,  and  the  balance  carried  over  from  March  31,  1883,  has 
given  the  Board  a  working  capital  of  $68,304.19  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the  same  period  have  been  $60,814.16. 
The  total  amount  spent  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  Board  for  the  last 
two  years,  exclusive  of  the  publication  of  its  last  Biennial  Report,  is  $253.40, 
or  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a  balance  of  cash  in  hand  for  current  use, 
March  31,  1885,  of  $6,545.03.  Besides  this,  we  still  have  $4,400.00  of  the 
Coher  legacy,  invested  in  Baltimore  City  5  per  cent,  stock,  held  in  reserve  for 
special  work  in  Africa.  We  have  also  safely  invested  a  permanent  fund  of 
$2,000.00,  established  five  years  ago  by  a  “  Friend  of  Missions,”  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  native  teachers  and  preachers  in  India.  Also  a  special  contribution  of 
$1,000.00,  to  be  appropriated  for  some  special  object,  according  to  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Board.  We  also  hold  Memorial  Church  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$1,000.00,  as  collateral  security  for  payment  of  an  annuity  of  $50.00,  to  be 
applied  to  the  support  of  a  native  worker,  to  be  known  as  “the  Stork  Evan¬ 
gelist.”  The  Board  also  holds  six  notes,  amounting  to  $873.00,  being  part  of 
a  legacy  left  by  the  late  David  Woy,  of  Dixon,  Illinois. 
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For  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  we  refer  the  Synod  to 
the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

3.  The  Last  Biennial  Report :  In  order  that  all  our  pastors,  and  through 
them  the  whole  membership  of  our  Church,  might  be  as  fully  informed  as 
possible  as  to  the  past  success,  the  present  condition  and  future  needs  of  our 
Foreign  Work,  and  believing  that  our  last  Biennial  Report  would  be  as  com¬ 
plete  and  satisfactory  a  setting  forth  of  the  whole  subject  as  we  could  well 
make,  the  Board  had  20,000  copies  of  that  document  printed  in  pamphlet 
form  and  sent  out  to  our  pastors,  distributing  them  in  proportion  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  their  communicant  membership.  As  the  matter  was  already  in  type 
for  the  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  the  additional  cost  of 
issuing  that  Report  of  twenty  three  pages  in  separate  form  was  less  than  one 
and  a  third  cents  per  copy.  Though  we  have  no  means  of  determining  what 
effect  this  pamphlet  may  have  had  in  increasing  the  contributions  of  the  last 
two  years,  still  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  results,  as  shown  by  the 
Treasurer's  Report,  have  justified  the  small  outlay  necessary  to  bring  the  in¬ 
formation  before  our  people. 

4.  L  egacies  :  The  Board  has  received  two  legacies  during  the  past  two 
years,  viz.:  From  John  Kribbs,  of  Lamartine,  Clarion  County,  Pa.,  $474. 50, 
and  from  David  Woy,  of  Dixon,  Illinois,  157-75  i'1  cash,  and  $873  in  six 
notes  maturing  respectively  on  December  10,  1885,  1886,  1SS7,  1888,  1889 
and  1890.  The  last-named  bequest  was  left  in  trust  to  Rev.  William  Uhl,  of 
Dixon,  III.,  for  such  benevolence  as  he  might  elect,  and  was  bv  him  turned 
over  to  this  Board.  The  Treasurer  has  also  received,  in  anticipation  of  an 
intended  legacy,  the  sum  of  $100.  The  whole  amount  realized  from  these 
three  sources  is,  in  cash  and  notes,  $1,605. 25- 

5.  Reorganization  of  the  Board :  At  a  regular  meeting  in  September,  1884, 
Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  for  more  than  seven  years  the  efficient  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Board,  and  since  September,  1883,  also  General  Secretary  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  deeming  it  inexpedient  to  occupy  the  same  office  in 
both,  tendered  his  resignation  of  the  former  position.  We  feel  it  to  be  due 
to  Brother  Clutz  to  say  that  immediately  after  his  acceptance  of  the  position 
of  General  Secretary  of  the  Home  Board  he  offered  his  resignation  as  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  of  our  body,  and  that  it  was  only  at  the  earnest  solicitation 
of  our  Board  that  he  consented  to  continue  to  conduct  its  correspondence  as 
long  as  he  did. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  Board  having  secured  an  amendment  to  its  char¬ 
ter  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  enabling  it  to  fill  vacancies,  Rev. 
Luther  Kuhlman,  pastor  of  the  Second  Lutheran  Church,  Baltimore,  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Stork.  The  Board  was 
then  reorganized  by  electing  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  President,  Wm.  M. 
Kemp,  M.  D.,  Vice-President,  Oliver  F.  Lantz,  Esq.,  Treasurer,  and  Rev. 
George  Scholl,  D.  D.,  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary. 

6.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  :  Of  this  important  auxiliary  it  is  not 
necessary  for  us  to  SDeak  at  length,  as  its  fourth  biennial  meeting  will  take 
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place  in  a  few  days  at  York,  when  a  full  report  of  its  work  will  be  given  to 
the  Church.  It  would  even  seem  to  us  to  be  a  work  of  supererogation  to 
commend  this  young  but  vigorous  and  rapidly-growing  society  to  the  Church 
at  large.  It  needs  no  commendation  except  that  which  its  own  work  gives  it. 
It  is  known  by  its  fruits.  This  work  was  not  fully  organized  until  six  years 
ago  at  Canton,  Ohio,  where  the  first  Woman’s  Missionary  Convention  of  our 
Church  was  held.  At  that  time  only  four  out  of  the  twenty-two  synods  had 
synodical  societies,  two  of  the  largest  eastern  synods  had  together  only  three 
auxiliary  societies,  and  many  had  none  at  all.  To-day  19  of  our  22  synods 
have  synodical  societies,  embracing  331  auxiliaries  with  a  total  membership  of 
9,525,  and  the  contributions  of  these  societies  during  the  two  years  amount  to 
$18,825.98.  Of  this  amount  $9,602.50  has  been  received  by  your  Board  for 
the  work  in  the  Foreign  field.  This  Society  is  now  supporting  Miss  Anna  S. 
Kugler,  M.  D.,  and  Miss  Fannie  M.  Dryden,  two  most  active  and  efficient 
Zenana  workers  at  Guntur,  besides  contributing  largely  toward  the  erection  of 
buildings,  the  support  of  schools,  and  other  operations  growing  out  of  this 
branch  of  the  work. 

7.  The  Children' s  Foreign  Missionary  Society :  This  organization  is  still 
doing  a  good  work,  though  the  increase  of  its  contributions  during  the  last  over 
the  previous  biennium  is  comparatively  small.  Certificates  have  been  sent 
out  to  209  schools,  and  the  receipts,  amounting  to  $4,837.65,  $4,179.1 1  of 
which  was  paid  over  to  our  Board,  indicate  that  the  membership  is  not  far 
from  10,000.  At  the  request  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society,  the  Board,  at 
its  meeting  in  September,  1883,  designated  Rev.  L.  B.  Wolff  as  Associate 
Children’s  Missionary  with  Rev.  Chas.  Schnure.  We  feel  confident  that  this 
important  auxiliary  of  the  Board  may,  under  the  energetic  management  of 
our  pastors  and  Sunday-school  superintendents,  be  made  a  much  greater 
power  for  good  in  our  Church  than  it  has  heretofore  been.  In  connection 
with  our  General  Synod  churches  we  have  between  900  and  1,000  Sunday- 
'  schools,  with  a  membership,  according  to  the  minutes  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  of  169,951  scholars.  If  even  one-fourth  of  this  number  would  be¬ 
come  members  of  the  Society,  its  annual  contributions  would  amount  to  more 
than  $10, coo.  There  is  no  good  reason,  however,  why  at  least  one-half  of 
all  the  children  in  our  Sunday-schools  should  not  be  members,  in  which  case 
the  Board  would  be  able  to  send  into  the  field  almost  if  not  quite  double  the 
number  of  missionaries  now  in  their  employ.  All  who  have  had  any  con¬ 
siderable  experience  in  the  management  of  children  will  admit  that  they  are 
peculiarly  susceptible  to  such  appeals  as  are  continually  coming  to  us  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  people  of  heathen  lands.  We  all  realize,  too,  that  if  the  Church 
of  the  future  is  to  take  a  more  advanced  and  aggressive  stand  in  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  Master’s  commission,  it  must  be  brought  about  by  developing  the 
spirit  of  benevolence  in  the  young  people.  Our  Church,  which  has  all 
through  its  history  of  almost  four  centuries  laid  special  emphasis  on  the  relig¬ 
ious  training  of  the  young,  ought  not  to  neglect  the  cultivation  of  the  grace 
of  giving.  The  Children’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  furnishes  to  our 
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pastors  and  superintendents  an  admirable  means  through  which  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  most  desirable  result. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  may  we  not  hope  that  at  the  close  of  the 
present  biennium  the  great  majority  of  our  Sunday-schools  shall  have  been 
organized  into  Children’s  Missionary  Societies? 

The  following  tabulated  report,  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  of  that  Society, 
Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  shows  the  amount  contributed  through  the  treasurers  of  the 
different  Synods,  as  compared  with  the  contributions  reported  at  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  :

8.  The  Work  in  the  South  :

ing 

to  the  increasing  interest  manifested  in  the  Foreign  work  by  our  brethren  of 
the  General  Synod  South.  The  initiatory  steps  in  this  branch  of  Christian 
activity  were  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  but  since  that  time  the  work  has 
been  thoroughly  organized,  and  we  are  now  able  to  report  encouraging  pro¬ 
gress.  At  a  meeting  of  your  Board  in  March,  1884,  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz  was 
appointed  to  the  work  in  India,  with  the  request  that  he  start  in  time  to  reach 
Guntur  not  later  than  October  1st  of  the  same  year. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  ordered  that  a  communication  be  sent  to  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  South,  suggesting  that  as  they 
had  declared  the  purpose  of  sending  a  missionary  to  India  through  the  agency 
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of  our  Board,  they  assume  the  support  of  Bro.  Swartz  until  such  time  as  the 
Church  South  should  furnish  a  suitable  person  as  missionary  to  India. 

During  the  same  month,  Rev.  Swartz  began  the  work  of  canvassing  the 
churches  in  the  South  in  the  interest  of  Foreign  Missions;  but  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  time  was  too  short  for  that  much-needed  work,  if  the  mission¬ 
ary  under  appointment  was  to  leave  for  the  foreign  field  at  the  time  specified 
in  the  agreement.  Accordingly  in  September  last,  your  Board  having  received 
an  earnest  request  to  that  effect  from  the  Southern  Board,  it  was  resolved  to 
postpone  the  time  of  Rev.  Swartz’s  departure  for  one  year,  in  order  to  give  him 
time  to  complete  the  canvass  of  the  Southern  churches.  An  agreement  was 
entered  into  between  the  two  Boards,  by  the  terms  of  which  it  was  provided 
that  the  entire  expenses  of  the  work  be  borne  by  the  Southern  Board.  We  are 
happy  to  state  that  the  labors  of  Bro.  Swartz  have  been  abundantly  fruitful  of 
good  results.  Wherever  he  went  pastors  and  people  received  him  cordially, 
and  co  operated  heartily.  All  the  Synods  visited  took  favorable  action  touch¬ 
ing  the  work,  and  pledged  themselves  to  support  the  same.  The  Southern 
Board  feels  encouraged  and  highly  gratified  with  the  prospects.  The  imme¬ 
diate  and  practical  results  secured  by  the  year’s  work  are  the  organization  of 
55  Children’s  Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  40  Auxiliary  Woman’s  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  and  4  Synodical  Societies,  in  the  General  Synod 
South.  The  Southern  Board  has  paid  the  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of 
the  missionary,  and  has  a  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  about  $500.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  secure  a  man  to  go  to  India  as  the  Children’s  Missionary, 
and  a  young  lady  from  the  South  has  offered  herself  as  a  Zenana  worker,  her 
salary  and  outfit  to  be  provided  by  the  Woman’s  Society.  The  time  is  not  far 
distant,  therefore,  when  we  expect  to  have  three  workers  in  India  supported 
by  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  South,  and  so  the  words  w  ith  which 
the  President  of  the  Southern  Board  closes  one  of  his  letters  will  be  fulfilled, 
“  The  North  and  the  South  strike  hands  in  India." 

9.  The  Missionary  Journal:  We  would  call  special  attention  to  this  valua¬ 
ble  aid  to  missionary  work  in  our  Church.  This  monthly,  though  furnished  to 
subscribers  at  the  exceeding  low  rate  of  30  cts.  a  year,  or  at  25  cts.  if  taken  in 
clubs  of  ten  or  more,  has  not  only  never  cost  the  Church  a  dollar,  but  on  the 
other  hand,  has  paid  into  the  treasuries  of  the  various  Boards  which  it  repre¬ 
sents,  $300.  Though  10,000  copies  have  been  regularly  issued  every  month 
during  the  last  two  years,  still  there  are  many  of  our  pastors  who  do  not 
take  the  Journal ,  and  in  a  large  number  of  our  congregations  only  a  few'  papers 
are  taken,  while  in  many  not  a  single  subscriber  is  to  be  found. 

Among  a  communicant  membership  of  more  than  1 30,000,  we  believe  it 
would  be  comparatively  easy  to  add  from  five  to  ten  thousand  names  to  the 
present  subscription  list ;  and  we  believe,  too,  that,  as  a  rule,  our  pastors  will 
find  the  Journal  a  most  efficient  helper  in  bringing  their  people  into  an  intelli¬ 
gent  sympathy  with  the  work,  and  stimulating  them  to  an  increased  liberality 
in  the  same. 

10.  The  American  Tract  Society  generously  continues  its  annual  appropria- 
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(ion  of  $100  to  our  India  Mission,  for  the  free  distribution  of  undenomina¬ 
tional  tracts  among  its  members  and  adherents. 

ii.  Missionaries  under  Appointment :  At  the  meeting  on  the  7th  of  March, 
1884,  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz,  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  Gettysburg,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  work  in  India.  It  was  the  intention  of  Bro.  Swartz  to  go  to 
the  foreign  field  last  summer;  but  as  it  was  thought  best  for  him  to  postpone 
his  departure  for  one  year,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  canvass  the  Southern 
churches  in  the  interests  of  the  work,  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made  under  the  head  of  “Work  in  the  South,”  he  is  still  with  us.  The  Board 
feel  that  the  course  pursued  was  wise,  inasmuch  as  Rev.  Swartz  has  created  a 
deep  interest  in  the  work  in  the  section  of  the  country  visited,  and  will  now 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  interest  in  and  sympathy  with  his  future  labors  which 
a  personal  acquaintance  alone  can  arouse  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  He 
expects  to  sail  for  India  in  July  next. 

Rev.  John  Nichols,  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class  in  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary,  Gettysburg,  was  appointed  to  the  same  field  of  labor  on  the  20U1  of  last 
month.  As  Bro.  Nichols  does  not  leave  for  India  until  next  year,  he  will  de¬ 
vote  himself  in  the  meantime  to  a  course  of  study  especially  calculated  to 
qualify  him  for  the  arduous  work  to  which  he  has  consecrated  himself.  Both 
these  young  brethren  are  with  us  to  day,  and  we  solicit  in  their  behalf  the 
personal  acquaintance,  the  hearty  sympathy  and  earnest  prayers,  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  body. 

II.  THE  CHURCH  IN  INDIA. 

I.  Departure  of  Dr,  Unangst  and  the  Arew  Missionaries:  On  the  25th 
of  August,  1883,  Rev.  E.  Unangst,  D.  D  ,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 
daughter,  together  with  Rev.  L.  B.  Wolff  and  wife,  and  the  two  Zenana  ladies 
sent  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  Miss  Anna  S.  Kugler,  M.  D.,  and  Miss  Fannie  M.  Dryden,  sailed 
from  Philadelphia  for  India  in  the  steamship  British  P/ince.  Rev.  J.  F.  F. 
Massinger,  of  Selinsgrove,  Pa.,  who  was  also  under  appointment  for  the  work 
in  India  at  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod,  resigned  his  com¬ 
mission  two  months  previous  to  the  time  of  sailing.  The  depaiture  of  seven 
missionaries  at  one  time  was  quite  an  event  in  the  history  of  our  Church,  so 
large  a  force  having  never  before  been  sent  out  to  any  of  our  missions  to¬ 
gether.  Local  farewell  meetings  were  held  at  Lewistown,  Gettysburg  and 
Ardmore,  the  homes  respectively  of  Dr.  Unangst,  Rev.  Wolff  and  Miss  Kug¬ 
ler.  A  general  farewell  meeting  was  held  in  the  Memorial  Church,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  on  Tuesday  evening,  August  21st.  Brief  but  earnest  and  heartfelt 
words  were  spoken  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Unangst,  Rev.  Wolff,  Dr.  Kugler,  and 
Miss  Dryden.  Addresses  were  also  delivered  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Synod  South, 
and  Rev.  J.  W.  Strickler,  at  that  time  under  appointment  for  work  in  India 
from  the  Southern  Church,  but  who  subsequently  was  compelled  to  resign  on 
account  of  failing  health,  after  which  Dr.  Butler  closed  with  a  brief  address’ 
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in  which  he  bade  the  missionaries  a  hearty  God  speed  in  the  name  of  the 
Board,  the  audience,  and  the  Church  in  general,  and  assured  them  of  the 
sympathy,  the  prayers  and  support  of  the  whole  Church.  It  is  a  matter  of 
sincere  congratulation  that  we  have  been  able  to  send  such  a  large  reinforce¬ 
ment  to  our  hard-worked  missionaries  in  India,  and  we  confidently  trust  that 
it  will  be  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our  foreign  work. 

The  missionaries  arrived  at  Madras,  October  15th,  but  owing  to  heavy 
rains  which  caused  breaks  in  the  canal,  they  were  not  able  to  reach  Guntur 
until  November  29th.  Rev.  Uhl,  referring  to  the  arrival  of  the  party  says  : 
“  Their  coming  will  be  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  missionaries.” 

-2.  health  of  the  Missionaries :  Mrs.  Schnure,  on  account  of  prolonged 
and  severe  illness,  was  obliged  to  spend  a  number  of  months,  at  different 
times,  at  the  hills,  but  during  the  last  year  she  has  again  been  able  to  prose¬ 
cute  her  work  in  the  schools  of  which  she  has  charge.  With  this  one  excep¬ 
tion  the  health  of  our  missionaries  has  been  remarkably  good,  for  which  we 
have  occasion  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  a  kind  heavenly  Father.  W'e  have 
reason  to  believe  that,  year  by  year,  as  our  missionaries  become  better  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  peculiarities  of  the  India  climate  and  learn,  by  their  practi¬ 
cal  experience,  to  adapt  themselves  to  their  new  surroundings,  they  w  ill  be 
able  to  live  and  do  their  work  in  South  India  with  a  large  degree  of  comfort 
and  with  comparatively  small  risk  to  life  and  health. 

3.  Evangelistic  Work  :  This  department  of  work  has  devolved  mainly 
upon  Dr.  Unangst  and  Rev.  Schnure,  assisted  by  the  ordained  native  pastors, 
Rev’ds.  B.  John  and  M.  Nathaniel,  together  with  other  native  helpers  of 
whom  there  are  2  Bible  and  4  tract  colporteurs,  1  evangelist,  16  catechists, 
and  67  village  preachers.  Of  the  result  of  the  work  during  1884,  Dr. 
Unangst  writes :  “  There  is  a  clear  gain  of  914  members  compared  to  what 
we  had  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year.  Including  the  candidates  for  bap¬ 
tism,  we  have  10,520  souls  to  look  after,  to  instruct  and  to  care  for  in  various 
ways.  You  will  thus  perceive  what  a  work  we  have.  Add  to  this  the  super¬ 
intendence  required  in  our  Educational  Department,  and  you  have  a  work  for 
a  dozen  missionaries.  We  do  what  we  can  in  order  to  attend  to  this  great 
work,  though  we  are  often  conscious  that  we  are  not  doing  justice  to  all  the 
demands  of  the  situation.  Our  native  workers  help  11s  in  our  arduous  work, 
so  that  we  are  able  to  preserve  what  we  have  in  hand,  notwithstanding  the  in¬ 
roads  of  the  Baptists.  We  occasionally  make  excursions  into  the  heathen  re¬ 
gions  around  us.” 

The  statistical  report  for  1883  and  1884  indicates  encouraging  progress. 
Some  of  the  principal  items  of  that  report  are  as  follows :  Number  of  villages 
in  which  there  are  native  Christians,  296;  an  increase  of  71  over  the  report 
of  1883;  number  of  men  baptized  in  two  years,  619;  women,  524;  children, 
1,097  ;  total  accessions  during  1883  and  1884,  2,240.  The  net  gain  for  the 
two  years,  after  deducting  all  losses,  is  1,790  ;  a  net  gain  of  400  over  the  net 
gain  of  the  previous  biennium. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  work  and  the  general  status  of  the  mission  at 
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the  close  of  1884,  is  given  in  the  following  statistical 
the  Report  made  at  Springfield,  O.,  are  also  given,  and 
each  item  indicated,  in  order  to  give,  at  a  glance,  a  full 
progress  made  during  the  last  two  years :

These  statistics  show  a  loss  in  only  one  item,  viz  :  in  the  number  of  women 
received  by  baptism.  The  number  of  native  ordained  pastors,  evangelists  and 
Bible  colporteurs  are  the  same  as  two  years  ago,  while  in  all  the  other  items 
there  has  been  a  clear  gain.  The  force  of  village  preachers  has  been  increased 
by  24,  a  gain  of  55  per  cent.  ;  the  number  of  catechists  has  been  more  than 
doubled  ;  the  list  of  towns  and  villages  in  which  people  have  been  won  for 
Christ  has  been  increased  by  71  ;  the  number  of  chapels  or  prayer-houses  has 
been  increased  from  37  to  75,  a  gain  of  more  than  100  per  cent.;  the  contri¬ 
butions,  though  not  large,  have  increased  during  the  last  two  years  40  per 
cent.,  and  the  communicant  membership  36  per  cent.,  which  gives  a  rate  of 
increase  more  than  three  times  as  great  as  that  which  the  General  Synod  had 
from  1881  to  1883. 

4.  h  durational  Work:  In  our  India  mission  this  department  of  work  is 
represented  by  118  schools,  presided  over  by  147  teachers,  who,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Revs.  Uhl  and  Wolff,  are  native  Christians,  Hindoos  and  Moham¬ 
medans.  At  the  close  of  1884,  there  were  2781  pupils  in  attendance,  1336 
of  whom  are  Christians  and  1445  non-Christian.  Of  these  1725  are  males 
and  1056  females. 

Our  missionaries  in  the  field  are  coming  to  see  more  clearly  every  year  that 
the  religious  training  of  the  young  is  the  best  paying  work  of  the  Church. 
Its  immediate  results  may  not  be  so  apparent,  but  in  its  final  outcome  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  method  is  clearly  seen.  The  stronghold  of  heathenism  is  in  the 
social  institutions  and  home  life  of  the  people.  By  educating  and  Christian¬ 
izing  the  future  mothers  of  India  the  work  of  evangelizing  the  country  will 
have  been  largely  accomplished. 

Our  mission  has  9  schools  for  caste  girls  exclusively,  4  of  which  are  in  the 
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town  of  Guntuf,  and  5  in  the  district.  These  schools  have  14  teachers  and 
531  pupils,  an  increase  of  384  over  the  last  biennium.  A  building  is  soon  to 
be  erected  for  the  use  of  a  Caste  Girls’  School  in  Guntur,  at  a  cost  of  $3,000. 
Of  this  sum,  “  A  Friend  of  Missions”  has  contributed  $700;  $[,300  has  been 
appropriated  by  the  Woman's  Society,  and  a  grant  of  $1,000  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  English  Government.  This  educational  enterprise  is  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Women’s  Society,  and,  as  the  name  of  the  school  implies, 
it  is  to  be  conducted  in  the  interest  of  the  high  caste  girls. 

The  project  of  establishing,  in  connection  with  our  Guntur  mission,  a  col¬ 
lege  and  seminary  for  the  education  of  native  teachers  and  preachers  has  been 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  by  suggestions  as  well  from  our  mission¬ 
aries  in  India  as  friends  of  the  cause  in  this  country.  The  Board  have  the 
matter  under  consideration  but  are  not  at  present  prepared  to  make  any 
recommendation  on  the  subject. 

5.  Bra/u/tin  Converts-.  Reference  was  made  in  our  last  report  to  the  con¬ 
version  and  baptism  of  Prabala  Ramachandrayya  Garu  and  his  subsequent 
matriculation  in  the  Madras  Christian  College  where  he  was  then  pursuing  an 
advanced  course  of  study  with  the  view  of  preparing  himself  to  labor  among 
his  high  caste  brethren.  He  has  since  graduated  from  that  institution  with 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  Belonging  to  the  Telugus,  he  of  course  speaks  that 
language,  but  he  also  understands  Sanscrit  and  speaks  the  English  language 
well.  Possessed  of  these  intellectual  qualififcations  and  being  a  thoroughly 
earnest  man,  burning  with  zeal  to  preach  Christ  to  his  countrymen,  we  may 
hope  that  he  will  yet  prove  a  most  efficient  co  worker  with  our  missionaries 
in  their  labors  among  the  high  caste  people.  To  those  who  recall  the  bitter 
persecutions  to  which  this  man  subjected  himself  in  breaking  with  his  caste 
and  connecting  himself  -with  the  Christian  Church,  being  disowned  by  all  his 
kindred  and  former  friends,  and  even  by  his  own  wife,  it  will  be  especially 
gratifying  to  learn  that  during  the  early  part  of  last  year  Prabala  Ivamamma 
Garu,  his  wife,  also  embraced  Christianity  and  received  baptism  in  the  Guntur 
Church.  Mr.  Uhl  writes:  “She  showed  that  she  already  had  a  Christian  ex¬ 
perience.  She  firmly  and  clearly  answered  all  the  questions  put  to  her,  and 
has  now  begun  her  public  life  for  Christ.  It  is  the  seventh  baptism  of  a  caste 
person,  and  the  third  baptism  of  a  Brahmin  in  our  mission.”  In  a  letter  of 
July  7th,  1884,  Rev.  Wolff  informed  the  Board  of  the  conversion  and  baptism 
of  two  more  persons  of  the  Brahmin  caste,  K.  Narrayyana  Rau  and  his  wife. 
Mr.  Wolff  says:  “Another  Brahmin  has  had  the  boldness  to  takeoff  the 
sacred  thread,  and  by  that  act,  as  his  Brahmin  friends  say,  has  become  a 
Pariah  (outcast) ;  but  we  say  has  renounced  Brahminism — has  put  on  the 
Lord  Jesus.  He  was  baptized  last  Sunday  morning  (July  6th)  in  our  chapel. 
For  years  he  has  been  favorably  disposed  toward  Christianity,  and  was  re¬ 
moved,  by  his  friends,  from  the  church  mission  school  at  Masulipatam,  be¬ 
cause  of  his  Christian  tendencies.  More  than  a  year  since,  he  became  the 
teacher  of  a  branch  of  our  High  School,  and  then  already  declared  to  Mr. 
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Uhl  his  intentions.  After  much  study  and  many  earnest  talRs  with  him,  Mr. 
Uhl  thought  he  was  a  proper  person  to  receive  the  holy  rite  of  baptism.  A 
place  must  be  made  to  shelter  him,  or  his  friends  would  soon  put  a  stop  to 
his  proceedings,  as  they  have  done  in  many  similar  cases.  The  Uhls  opened 
their  home  and  bid  him  welcome.  The  best  part  of  the  story  is  yet  to  be  told. 
Narrayyana  Rau’s  wife  is  with  him  in  this  matter.  She  had  been  coming 
secretly  to  Mr.  Uhl’s  and  had  declared  her  willingness  to  forsake  heathenism 
with  her  husband.  Together  they  came  to  Mr.  Uhl’s  house,  and  together 
they  received  baptism.  This  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  occurrences  that 
have  taken  place  in  Southern  India  It  has  but  one  parallel  in  this  part  of 
India — some  few  weeks  ago  a  Brahmin  and  his  wife  were  baptized  at  Masuli 
patam.  The  struggle  between  friends  and  relatives  and  the  new  converts, 
during  the  week  which  preceded  their  baptism,  was  indeed  a  hard  one,  but 
they  both  stood  firm.  , 

It  is  no  light  cross  that  they  must  take  up,  who  are  seeking  to  follow  Christ 
in  this  dark  land,  darkened  by  the  curse  of  ignorance,  superstition,  and 
human  traditions.  But  we  rejoice  that  a  sympathizing  Saviour  is  standing  bv, 
ready  to  take  by  the  hand  those  who  are  willing  to  follow  where  he  leads, 
and  speaking  those  blessed  words :  “  My  grace  shall  be  sufficient  for  thee.” 
Let  all  the  Church  rejoice  with  Narrayyana  Rau  and  his  wife,  that  God  has 
given  them  the  boldness  to  declare  themselves  on  “  the  Lord’s  side,”  and  pray 
that  he  may  perfect  the  good  work  that  has  been  begun. 

Mr.  Uhi  writes,  “  We  have  now  received  thirteen  caste  people  into  the  mis¬ 
sion  in  its  history.  One  is  in  government  service,  one  was  forcibly  carried 
away  and  sent  to  distant  parts,  one  is  in  the  Church  Mission  Society,  and  one 
has,  of  choice,  gone  to  his  friends.  Nine  of  the  thirteen  are  still  with  us, 
and  this  is  an  encouraging  beginning.” 

6.  The  Recall  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Schnure :  Since  the  last  report  of  the 
Board  some  serious  differences  have  arisen  in  India  between  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Schnure  and  the  other  missionaries,  which  the  Board,  after  the  most  patient 
efforts,  have  found  it  impossible  to  reconcile.  They  have  therefore  deemed 
it  expedient,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  mission,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the 
governing  power  vested  in  the  Board  in  accordance  with  a  standing  rule  cov¬ 
ering  the  case,  to  recall  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Schnure  to  America  this  summer. 

7 .  The  Encroachment  of  the  Baptists  :  In  accordance  with  instructions 
given  to  the  Board  by  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  a  committee, 
Consisting  of  Revs.  Clutz  and  Scholl,  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  American  Baptist  Union  in  reference  to  the  aggressions  of  their 
missionaries  and  agents  on  our  territory  in  India.  The  committee  went  to 
Boston  on  November  the  15th,  and  on  the  1 6th  met  Eustace  C.  Fitz,  esq., 
President  of  the  American  Baptist  l/nion,  and  Rev.  J.  N.  Murdock,  D.  D., 
Corresponding  Secretary,  with  whom  an  interview  was  held  and  a  substantial 
understanding  arrived  at.  The  matter,  however,  is  still  the  subject  of  corres¬ 
pondence  between  the  two  Boards. 

8.  Return  of  Rev .  Uhl  and  family :  On  the  7th  of  December,  1872,  Rev. 
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L.  L.  Uhl  and  \life  sailed  for  India,  arriving  at  Guntur  March  26,  1875, 
After  a  term  of  faithful  service  in  that  country  extending  through  a  period  of 
twelve  years,  lacking  but  ten  days,  they  left  Guntur  on  the  1 6th  of  March 
last,  landing  at  New  York  on  the  23d  inst. 

The  following  action,  taken  by  the  India  Conference  on  the  eve  of  their  de¬ 
parture  for  this  country,  is  presented  with  this  report  as  a  well  deserved  tri¬ 
bute  to  the  self  sacrificing  labors  of  Rev.  L.  L.  Uhl  and  wife  : 

“  In  view  of  the  contemplated  visit  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Uhl  to  their  native 
country,  it  is  most  fitting  that  we,  as  a  Conference,  should  give  expression  to 
our  feelings  in  some  formal  manner.  Therefore, 

“  Resolved,  That  in  their  departure  to  America  the  mission  will  lose  the 
counsel,  advice  and  active  sympathy  of  two  most  devoted  workers,  and  the 
natives  of  this  place  will  likewise  be  deprived  of  two  most  faithful  and  trusty 
friends.  Since  March,  1873,  they  have  stood  at  their  posts  with  that  zeal  and 
continuity  which  few  can  maintain  in  this  trying  climate,  and  have  worked  on 
with  remarkable  success  and  earnestness  amid  all  the  discouragements  and 
hindrances  which  only  those  know  who  have  tried  mission  work  in  this  coun¬ 
try  of  caste  prejudice  and  superstition.  We  can  only  say  that  we  as  a  Con¬ 
ference  will  most  sadly  miss  their  familiar  faces  and  voices,  and  only  hope 
that  they  may  speedily,  as  speedily  as  their  health  will  permit,  be  restored  to 
us  and  to  our  councils. 

“  That  while  we  regret  very  much  that  we  shall  lose  such  faithful  workers, 
we  most  heartily  recommend  and  think  they  have  most  honestly  earned  a 
rest  from  their  labors,  and  we  can  only  add  the  hope  as  a  Conference  that 
their  visit  may  be  one  full  of  blessings,  a  visit  which  shall  redound  to  their 
good  and  to  the  good  of  the  church,  and  which  shall  send  them  back  to  us 
with  new  zeal,  new  life,  new  hope,  and  new  inspiration  for  the  blessed  work 
of  rescuing  the  perishing.  Let  them  remember  that  as  they  go,  they  go  with 
our  hopes  that  many  years  of  usefulness  will  fill  up  the  measure  of  their  days, 
and  that  many  souls  yet  through  their  instrumentality  may  be  won  from 
;  darkness  to  light,’  and  may  shine  as  diadems  in  their  crowns  of  rejoicing. 
They  go  home  with  our  wishes  and  prayers,  that  they  may  get  a  new  lease  of 
life  and  a  new  inspiration,  and  that  they  may  impart  a  new  and  holy  enthu¬ 
siasm  to  the  dear  church  of  our  choice.  We  can  only  pray  that  a  double 
measure  of  the  Spirit  may  attend  and  fill  them  with  the  fitting  word— the  word 
which  shall  burn  into  the  hearts  of  those  that  hear  and  return  in  showers  of 
blessing  upon  this  great  work.” 

The  Zenana  Conference  joins  most  heartily  in  the  above  resolutions. 

Through  a  kind  Providence  these  missionaries  are  with  us  to-day,  and  we 
extend  to  them  a  most  hearty  welcome. 

III.  THE  CHURCH  IN  AFRICA. 

i.  Sailing  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Day  and  wife:  On  the  6th  of  October,  1883, 
after  a  rest  of  a  little  less  than  six  months  in  this  country,  Rev.  Day  and  wife 
sailed  from  New  York  to  Monrovia,  Africa,  where  they  arrived  December  9th. 
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Speaking  of  his  reception  by  the  people  of  the  Mission,  Rev.  Day  writes,  “We 
reached  Monrovia  on  Sunday  night.  Early  Monday  morning  I  came  ashore, 
made  arrangements  with  the  custom  house,  and  about  dark  in  the  evening  left 
for  the  Mission,  where  I  arrived  at  two  o’clock  in  the  morning.  No  one  knew 
we  had  arrived,  and  the  surprise  was  very  great.  Just  imagine  about  a  hun¬ 
dred  men,  women,  boys  and  girls,  running  with  all  their  negro  impetuosity  at 
me.  Some  caught  me  by  the  legs,  some  by  the  arms,  some  hugged  me,  and  I 
had  to  submit  with  a  martyr’s  patience.  It  seems  that  the  impression  had  gone 
ut  that  the  ship  was  lost  and  they  were  having  special  prayers  for  us  ev  e  ry 
day.  This  sudden  appearance  in  the  middle  of  the  night  was  considered  the 
reply.  I  found  the  Mission  in  much  better  condition  than  I  expected.” 

2.  Ordination  of  David  Davidson  :  Rev.  Day,  having  called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  a  native  African,  David  Davidson  by  name,  who,  in  his  judg¬ 
ment,  was  worthy  of  admission  into  the  gospel  ministry,  the  President  of  the 
Synod  of  which  Bro.  Day  is  a  member,  was  requested  to  appoint  Rev.  D.  A. 
Day  a  committee  to  examine  and  ordain  Bro.  David  Davidson,  of  Muhlen¬ 
berg  Mission,  Africa. 

In  informing  the  Board  of  the  performance  of  this  service,  Rev.  Day  writes: 
■“Last  Sunday  afternoon  (March  23d,  1884)  we  ordained  David  Davidson, 
our  first  native  preacher.  The  chapel  was  crowded,  so  that  the  Mission  chil¬ 
dren,  who  themselves  almost  filled  it,  had  to  leave  the  house.  There  were 
present  a  number  of  Liberian  colored  ministers,  and  the  service  was  watched 
with  intense  interest  throughout.  The  fact  that  the  candidate  was  a  Hative, 
trained  on  the  ground,  a  man  known  far  and  wide  for  his  uprightness  and  in¬ 
tegrity  of  life,  broughtalarge  number  of  people  from  the  Liberian  settlements. 
Rev.  S.  J.  Campbell,  of  the  African  M.  E.  Church,  preached  the  sermon,  and 
your  Missionary,  assisted  by  a  number  of  others,  conducted  the  ordination. 
This  man,  we  promise,  shall  not  cost  the  church  one  cent,  but  we  hope  you 
will  prayerfully  take  into  consideration  the  vast  field  now  opening  to  Christian 
effort  in  this  part  of  Africa.” 

3.  A  ATew  House  and  Another  Missionary  ;  At  a  meeting  in  June,  1883,  the 
Board  authorized  Rev.  Day  to  erect  an  additional  house  in  Muhlenberg  Mis¬ 
sion  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $1,500,  and  also  resolved  to  send  out  an  additional 
Missionary  to  Africa  when  the  house  was  ready  to  receive  him.  Rev.  Day’s 
part  of  the  work  has  been  completed,  but  the  Board  has  not  yet  succeeded  in 
finding  a  suitable  man  to  reinforce  the  Muhlenberg  Mission.  The  Secretary 
has  corresponded  with  a  number  of  men  on  the  subject,  and  the  hope  is  in¬ 
dulged  that  one  of  the  young  men  now  in  the  seminary  at  Gettysburg  will  offer 
himself  for  the  work  in  the  course  of  this  year.  There  is  no  more  promising 
field  for  missionary  effort  open  to  the  Church  at  this  time  than  that  which 
Africa  offers,  and  perhaps  at  no  point  on  the  West  Coast  would  the  new  mis¬ 
sionary  find  a  more  thoroughly  organized  work  or  a  more  competent  and  suc¬ 
cessful  fellow  workman  than  at  Muhlenberg. 

4.  Evangelistic  Work:  “  During  the  last  year,”  writes  Bro.  Day,  “  with  a 
few  exceptions,  we  have  refused  to  take  new  pupils  but  have  devoted  our- 
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selves  chiefly  to  perfecting  and  strengthening  the  Mission  by  better  organiza¬ 
tion  and  a  higher  standard  of  training,  and  in  this  way  develop  native  efforts 
among  the  people. 

“  As  a  result  our  native  pastor,  Rev.  David  Davidson,  has  been  supported, 
and  regular  and  stated  Sabbath  services  been  held  in  different  towns.  After 
our  communion  service  on  the  14th  of  December  last,  we  took  a  collection 
for  the  erection  of  a  church  in  the  interior,  amounting  to  eighty-six  dollars 
and  ten  cents  (#86.10).  As  it  will  be  built  mostly  of  bamboo  and  thatch,  we 
think  it  will  not  cost  over  fifty  dollars,  and  with  the  remainder,  and  another 
effort,  we  hope  to  build  a  second. 

“  Next  Saturday  the  Committee  will  go  out  and  select  the  place  and  give, 
out  the  contract.  The  Chief  has  offered  the  land  free  and  the  people  of  the 
town  will  give  half  the  labor  free.  When  erected  it  will  be  supplied  with 
regular  services.  Some  of  the  subscribers  gave  the  entire  earnings  of  one 
month.  We  are  at  last  beginning  to  gather  fruit  from  the  years  of  hard  sow¬ 
ing.  The  people  who  gave  this  money  are  young,  very  few  of  them  being 
over  twenty  one.  In  ten  years  most  of  them  will  have  married  and  founded 
homes  of  their  own,  and  some  will  have  accumulated  considerable  property 
out  of  which  they  will  give  liberally  to  the  work  of  the  Lord.  When  we 
consider  what  these  people  were  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  what  they  are 
doing  now',  it  is  really  wonderful.  Many  of  them  have  told  me  they  had 
pledged  to  the  Lord’s  work  one  tenth  of  all  they  made.  The  new  church  in 
the  interior  will  be  six  hours’  journey  from  the  Mission  station.  I  would 
rather  have  this  one  little  church  built  and  supported  by  themselves,  than  a 
dozen  built  with  money  from  home.  Our  whole  aim  has  been  to  help  them 
to  help  themselves. 

“  At  the  close  of  1884,  the  Sabbath-school  assumed  self-support,  and  here¬ 
after  will  furnish  its  own  working  material,  such  as  books,  lesson  helps,  etc., 
thus  relieving  the  Mission  of  this  expense.  On  the  23d  of  March  we  had 
our  regular  quarterly  communion,  and  it  was  an  exceedingly  precious  season. 
Twenty-two  persons,  all  natives,  were  admitted  into  the  church  by  baptism. 
With  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  all  of  them  can  read  the  Bible.  Two  of 
them,  a  man  and  a  woman,  are  quite  aged;  the  others  are  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  three,  bright,  intelligent,  well  trained  and  grounded  in  the  funda¬ 
mental  truths  of  Christianity.  There  is  a  quiet  work  of  grace  going  on  in 
the  Mission,  deepening  continually,  and  gradually  making  its  influence  felt 
among  the  people  about  us.  Our  daily  prayer  is,  that  Muhlenberg  may  be¬ 
come  a  great  force,  preaching  mighty  sermons  to  the  benighted  heathen  by 
our  pupils  living  the  principles  of  the  blessed  Saviour.” 

On  March  25,  1884,  he  writes:  “  Last  week  a  native  chief  residing  about 
tw'elve  miles  from  the  Mission  came  into  see  the  ‘  God  Man,’  in  reference  to 
his  soul.  In  his  own  words,  1  l  been  hear  about  Gid,  and  my  heart  been 
burn.  What  ting  I  go  do  ?’  He  remained  here  several  days  receiving  in 
structions,  promised  to  give  up  all  his  wives  but  one,  throw  away  his  fetiches, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  influence  his  people  in  the  same  direction.  One  even- 
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ing  at  prayers  he  came  forward,  and  in  the  presence  of  seventy  children,  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  questions  of  the  Missionary,  and  with  tears  running  down  his 
dark  face,  received  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  I  never  before  was  so  fully 
impressed  with  the  wonderful  power  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  as  when  I  saw 
this  man  with  perhaps  eighty  years  of  savage  life  behind  him,  changed  and 
humble  as  a  child,  bearing  testimony  to  its  efficacy.  He  is  a  man  of  influence, 
and  a  warm  welcome  awaits  the  Christian  teacher  who  will  go  to  his  people. 

“  Next  Sabbath,  God  willing,  we  shall  go  out  and  organize  some  system  of 
service,  just  what  we  scarcely  know.” 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  work  for  the  two  years,  closing  with  1884,  is 
given  in  the  following  table  furnished  by  Rev.  D.  A.  Day.  The  figures  of 
the  previous  Biennial  Report  are  also  given  and  the  gain  or  loss  under  each 
item  indicated.

5.  The  Industrial  .Department  ;  Of  this  branch  of  the  work,  Rev.  Day  says: 
“  In  addition  to  the  5,700  lbs.  of  coffee  raised,  we  furnished  all  the  vegetables 
required  for  food.  Of  these  we  raise  a  large  quantity,  but  as  they  cannot,  for 
the  want  of  market,  be  sold,  we  keep  no  special  account.  Perhaps  the  most 
promising  feature  of  our  work  is  the  increasing  desire  of  the  pupils  to  get  homes 
and  settle  down.  During  the  months  of  December  and  January  last  about  a 
dozen  of  the  older  boys  planted  fifteen  acres  of  sugar  cane  on  land  which  they 
cleared  with  their  own  hands;  no  small  task,  as  those  who  know  anything 
about  African  jungle  can  testify.”  These  young  men  are  now  through  Mr.  Day, 
engaged  in  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  a  portable  engine,  cane  mill  and 
other  apparatus  necessary  for  manufacturing  sugar.  Mr.  A.  B.  Farquhar,  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Works  at  York,  who  has  been  corre- 
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spontled  with  on  the  subject,  has  generously  offered  to  furnish  them  with  an 
engine  at  half  price  in  order  to  encourage  the  enterprise. 

Mr.  Day  writes,  “  We  also  need  and  must  have  a  small  blacksmith  and 
carpenter  shop.  Some  of  the  boys  have  developed  special  talent  in  these  di¬ 
rections  and  should  be  taken  care  of.  A  splendid  mechanic,  an  emigrant  from 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  offers  his  service  three  days  in  each  week  at  a  mere  nominal 
sum,  and  the  building  once  up  and  furnished  this  department  would  forever 
take  care  of  itself.  These  necessities,  growing  naturally  out  of  our  peculiar 
method,  have  been  forcing  themselves  upon  us  during  the  last  year.  The 
work  here  is  entirely  different  from  any  other  part  of  the  world.  We  not  only 
have  to  preach  the  Gospel,  but  break  up  the  whole  social  fabric  and  literally 
create  a  new  civilization. 

“  All  Boards,  educational  and  religious,  are  beginning,  some  of  them  after 
half  a  century  of  struggling,  to  understand  that  this  is  the  only  successful  plan  ; 
and  now  even  Liberia  College  is  to  be  pulled  down,  moved  up  the  river,  and 
reorganized  on  the  plan  of  Muhlenberg  Mission — that  of  manual  labor. 

“  Our  work  here  is  pre-eminently  practical  and,  from  its  nature,  necessarily 
slow.  It  is  not  simply  preaching  the  Gospel — this  one  might  do  to  crowds  as 
often  as  he  wanted,  but  it  is  character-building,  teaching  the  people  how  to  till 
the  soil,  to  make  homes  and  to  use  the  blessings  God  has  so  profusely  be¬ 
stowed  on  the  land  where  ‘  every  prospect  pleases,  and  only  man  is  vile.’  ” 

In  accordance  with  a  standing  rule  of  the  General  Synod,  we  have  pre¬ 
pared  a  number  of  resolutions  concerning  the  different  items  of  the  report, 
which  are  herewith  submitted  to  your  consideration.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

i.  Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  our  sainted  brother,  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  A. 
Stork,  our  Board  has  lost  a  zealous  member,  a  wise  counsellor,  and  a  most 
efficient  presiding  officer ;  the  Foreign  Mission  cause  has  lost  one  of  its 
warmest  friends  and  most  able  expounders  and  advocates;  and  the  Church 
has  lost  one  of  her  most  gifted  and  cultured  ministers;  a  scholar  at  once  pro¬ 
found  and  clear,  a  theologian  who  was  liberal  and  yet  loyal  to  the  standards 
of  the  Church,  a  teacher  who  could  not  only  impart  instruction  to  his  pupils, 
but  inspire  them  with  the  love  of  truth,  and  a  preacher  of  rare  spiritual  in- 
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sight  and  power,  who  was  able,  beyond  most  men,  to  “  rightly  divide  the  word 
of  truth.” 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  bow  in  humble  and  trustful  submission  to  the  divine 
will,  as  revealed  in  this  sore  bereavement,  knowing  that  God’s  ways  are 
always  wise  and  good,  and  assured  that  our  loss  is  our  brother’s  gain. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  will  ever  cherish  the  memory  of  our  departed 
brother’s  virtues  and  graces  as  a  most  precious  legacy,  and  will  seek  to  emu¬ 
late  his  noble  disposition,  his  deep  and  earnest  piety,  his  broad  catholicity  of 
spirit,  his  generous  interest  in  every  good  cause,  his  thorough  consecration  of 
heart  and  life,  and  his  untiring  activity  in  the  Master’s  service,  believing  that 
we  will  thus  most  honor  him,  and  best  glorify  God. 

4.  Resolved,  That  as  a  testimony  of  our  esteem  for  the  deceased  these  reso¬ 
lutions  be  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  and  deep  gratitude 
to  God  of  the  continued  success  which  our  missionaries  have  had  in  the  work 
of  evangelization,  both  in  India  and  Africa  ;  and  though  the  work  had  to  be 
carried  on  amid  many  trials,  difficulties  and  privations,  our  heroic  men  and 
women  in  the  field  have  never  faltered  in  the  prosecution  of  their  noble  call¬ 
ing. 

6.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  men  and 
money,  growing  out  of  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  our  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  the  past  years,  we  pledge  ourselves  anew,  as  a  Church,  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  supply  both  these  demands. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  General  Synod  are  due  to  the  retiring  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  who  for  seven  and  a  half  years  has 
so  ably  and  satisfactorily  filled  the  responsible  position  from  which  he  has 
been  called  to  the  no  less  important  duties  of  General  Secretary  to  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  which  office  he  now  fills. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  deep  gratification  of  the  work  in  be¬ 
half  of  Foreign  Missions  among  our  brethren  of  the  General  Synod  South, 
that  we  extend  to  them  our  hearty  congratulations  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  their  efforts,  that  we  do  now  and  will  continue  to  extend  to 
them  a  hearty  welcome  to  a  fellowship  in  this  work,  and  will  ever  join  with 
them  in  the  prayer,  “  Thy  kingdom  come.” 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  are  especially  gratified  to  have  present  with  us  at  this 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  L.  Uhl,  who  have  won 
for  themselves  the  hearty  sympathy  and  lasting  affection  of  the  whole 
Church  by  their  faithful  and  heroic  devotion  to  the  work  in  which  they  have 
been  so  successfully  engaged  for  twelve  years,  and  that  we  extend  to  them  a 
most  cordial  welcome. 

10.  Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  hearty  congratulations  to  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  in  view  of  the  efficient  management, 
the  rapid  growth  and  the  eminent  usefulness  which  has  characterized  that 
body  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  that  we  urge  all  con- 
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gregations  connected  with  the  General  Synod  to  organize  auxiliary  societies 
among  their  members. 

1 1.  Resolved,  That  we  again  most  earnestly  urge  a  more  active  support,  on 
the  part  of  pastors  and  people,  of  the  Lutheran  Missionary  Journal,  confi¬ 
dently  believing  that  they  will  find  this  little  monthly  at  the  same  time  the 
most  inexpensive  and  helpful  means  for  the  securing  of  missionary  informa¬ 
tion  that  is  now  available  to  them. 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  -Missionary  Journal  be  specially  commended  to  the 
district  synods  through  the  chairman  of  each  of  the  several  delegations  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  his  respective  Synod. 

13.  Resolved ,  That  we  urge  upon  the  Pastors  and  Sunday-school  superin¬ 
tendents  the  duty  of  organizing  Children’s  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  in 
their  schools,  and  that  we  do  this  under  the  deep  conviction  of  the  importance 
of  developing  in  the  young  people  the  spirit  of  benevolence  if  the  church  of 
the  future  is  to  become  increasingly  a  missionary  church. 

14.  Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  endorse  the  call  of  the  Board  for 
$60,000  for  the  prosecution  of  the  foreign  work  during  the  next  two  years,  to 
be  paid  directly  by  the  churches  on  the  apportionment ;  and  that  as  ministers 
and  laymen  we  pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  utmost  endeavor  to  realize  this 
amount;  and  at  the  same  time  call  upon  the  whole  church  which  we,  as  a 
General  Synod  represent,  to  heed  the  earnest  call  of  our  missionaries  for  help, 
and  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  to  “  Go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.” 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  scarcity  of  young  men  offering  themselves 
for  foreign  work  we  respectfully  request  the  professors  in  our  Colleges  and 
Theological  Seminaries  to  lay  this  work  especially  upon  the  hearts  and  con¬ 
sciences  of  the  students  under  them,  and  that  we  likewise  urge  Christian 
parents  to  keep  this  high  claim  of  the  Master  for  service  in  the  great  world- 
field  before  the  boys  and  girls  with  whose  spiritual  training  they  are  entrusted. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted.

Education  of  a  Native  Ministry  in  India. 

The  following  prevailed  : 

Whereas,  We  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  raising  up  an 
educated  native  ministry  in  the  Church  in  India  who  shall  be  competent  to 
assume  independent  charge  of  the  work  in  that  field;  and, 

Whereas,  Such  a  ministry  can  be  qualified  only  by  means  of  an  institution 
containing  collegiate  and  theological  departments;  and, 

Whereas,  We  have  been  informed  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  in 
their  report,  that  proposals  to  erect  such  an  institution  have  been  made  both 
by  the  India  Conference  and  by  friends  of  the  mission  in  this  country; 
therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  body  the  time  has  come  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  college  and  seminary  in  the  town  of  Guntur,  and  that  we  heart¬ 
ily  commend  this  great  cause  to  the  benevolence  of  our  people. 

Letter  from  the  India  Conference. 

On  motion,  the  following  letter  was  read  and  ordered  to  be 
spread  upon  the  Minutes: 

Guntur,  April  9,  1885. 

To  President  of  General  Synod — Brethren  and  Fathers  :  The  Guntur 
Mission  Conference  sends  greetings  to  the  General  Synod,  in  Convention  as¬ 
sembled.  We  would  most  earnestly  ask  that  special  prayers  be  offered  to  our 
Father  in  Heaven  for  His  blessings  upon  the  work  of  your  India  Mission 
Conference,  and  upon  the  laborers  in  our  field.  If  men  need  the  sympathy 
and  prayers  of  their  brethren  in  any  work,  then  most  certainly  do  we  stand  in 
the  greatest  need,  for  no  work  is  so  fraught  with  difficulties,  so  trying  upon 
human  endurance  and  so  full  of  discouragements.  The  missionary  in  this 
land  needs  many  Aarons  and  Hurs  to  hold  up  his  hands  lest  he  let  them  fall, 
and  the  work  suffer  thereby.  The  past  two  years  have  been  full  of  success 
and  failure,  doubts  and  fears,  care  and  strife,  joy  and  sorrow.  That  there  has 
been  a  forward  movement  all  along  the  line,  no-  one  can  doubt.  New  plans 
have  been  formed  ;  new  work  undertaken.  While  the  movement  of  this  land 
toward  the  true  God  is  by  no  means  rapid,  while  the  Devil  seems  to  be  en¬ 
trenched  here  behind  an  embankment  of  caste  prejudice  and  superstition, 
which  rises  mountain  high,  yet  we  feel  sure  that  we  have  been  witnesses  of 
that  power  by  which  God  will  change  the  face  of  this  great  and  proud  nation. 

Brethren,  we  need  prayers ,  we  need  gifts,  we  need  men.  Let  them 
ascend;  let  them  be  brought  into  God’s  store-house;  let  them  come.

PROCEEDINGS 

RELATING  TO  THE 

Board  of  Home  Missions. 


Rev.  Jacob  A.  Clutz,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  read 

The  Eighth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren:  At  the  last  General  Synod, 
the  following  persons  were  constituted  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  the 
succeeding  two  years:  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Albert,  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D., 
Rev.  J.  C.  Roller,  Rev.  A.  S.  Hartman,  Rev.  H.  W.  Kuhns,  D.  D.,  Mr. 
diaries  S.  Weiser,  Mr.  John  W.  Rice,  Mr.  L.  Z.  Doll,  and  Dr.  Wm.  M. 
Kemp.  They  held  their  first  meeting  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  June  5,  1883, 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Chas.  S.  Albert  as  President;  M.  W. 
Hamma,  D.  D.,  as  Secretary  pro  tem,,  and  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Weiser  as  Treasurer. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting  held  July  5th,  Mr.  L.  Z.  Doll,  finding  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  him  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  tendered  his  resig¬ 
nation,  and  Mr.  E.  D.  Miller  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  this  same  meeting,  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  the  efficient  Western  Secretary 
under  the  former  Board,  was  re-elected  to  the  same  office,  and  on  July  13th, 
Rev.  Jacob  A.  Clutz,  then  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  Baltimore,  was  elected 
as  General  Secretary,  and  began  his  duties  October  1st. 

The  Board  was  thus  fully  organized  for  work,  and  it  is  with  devout  grati¬ 
tude  to  God  for  his  guidance  and  help  in  their  labors,  that  they  now  present 
to  vou  this  report  of  the  trust  committed  to  their  care. 

I.  THE  RECEIPTS. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Board,  from  all  sources,  as  shown  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  report,  have  been  $54,311.33.  From  this,  however,  must  be  deducted 
the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  as  per  last  report,  $4,819.32, 
and  also  the  amount  received  from  the  estate  of  the  former  Treasurer, 
$2,507.51.  We  thus  have  $46,984.50,  as  the  actual  receipts  of  the  Board  from 
the  Church  during  these  two  years  of  labor.  This  is  $9,790.86  more  than 
was  received  during  the  preceding  two  years,  which,  all  things  considered, 
shows  a  very  encouraging  increase  in  the  benevolence  of  our  people. 
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But  it  is  still  $13,015.50  less  than  the  $60,000  asked  for  by  the  Board  at  the 
last  General  Synod,  and  then  apportioned  to  the  District  Synods. 

Moreover,  the  receipts  from  the  Synods  themselves,  directly  on  the  appor¬ 
tionment,  have  been  only  $38,818.15,  or  a  little  less  than  two-thirds  of  the 
amount  apportioned.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  for  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  the  first  year,  the  Synods  were  working  under  the  old  apportionment 
of  $25,000,  laid  at  the  preceding  General  Synod,  and  that  the  second  year 
has  been  one  of  almost  unparalleled  business  depression  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  there  is  no  great  reason  for  discouragement,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  more  than  $6,000  ($6,149.95)  over  the 
receipts  from  this  source  for  the  preceding  two  years.  Still  it  shows  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  more  earnest  work  in  order  to  bring  our  churches  up  to  the  standard 
of  liberality  demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  work  God  is  laying  upon  us 
as  a  denomination. 

The  remaining  $8,166.35  has  come  from  the  following  sources,  which  we 
deem  worthy  of  special  mention  : 

1.  The  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Socieiy. — The  receipts 
from  this  excellent  Society  have  been  $3,325.  This  is  $925  more  than  was 
received  from  them  for  the  previous  two  years.  But  much  greater  things  may 
be  expected  from  them  in  the  future.  In  addition  to  the  missions  previously 
supported  by  them  in  Freeport,  Ill.,  and  Lincoln,  Neb.,  they  last  fall  un¬ 
dertook  the  support  of  the  new  mission  in  Denver,  Col.,  and  they  are  npw 
ready  to  begin  work  in  San  Francisco  as  soon  as  the  Board  can  prepare  the 
way  and  secure  a  suitable  man.  It  should  be  said  also  that  in  addition  to 
this  amount,  contributed  directly  to  our  work  in  money,  the  woman’s  societies 
have  made  up  and  sent  to  our  missionaries  and  other  needy  pastors,  a  large 
number  of  very  valuable  “  boxes”  of  clothing,  and  other  family  supplies,  thus 
contributing  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  success  of  many  of  our  missionaries, 
and  in  some  cases  relieving  the  Board  of  the  necessity  of  affording  further  aid. 
At  least  100  of  these  “  boxes,”  have  been  furnished  by  the  Society,  estimated 
to  be  worth  not  less  than  $5,000.  We  take  great  pleasure  in  commending  this 
Society  to  the  confidence  and  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors  and  people,  and 
would  respectfully  urge  the  organization  of  an  auxiliary  society  in  every  con¬ 
gregation  in  the  General  Synod. 

2.  Legacies. — Besides  the  two  legacies  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  both  of 
which  have  since  been  paid,  the  Board  has  received  a  third  one  of  $237.25 
from  Mr.  John  Kribbs,  of  Clarion  Co.,  Pa.,  making  the  total  receipts  from 
this  source,  $1,690.45. 

Two  of  the  legacies,  however,  are,  by  the  terms  of  the  wills  under  which 
they  were  received,  set  apart  for  special  work.  The  one  from  Mr.  Alexis 
Smith,  amounting  to  $1,097.20,  is  “to  be  used  in  support  of  missions  along  the 
line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad.”  The  one  from  Mr.  Adam  Scheffer, 
of  Lamartine,  Pa.,  is  to  be  used  “  for  the  purpose  of  educating  wmithy  young 
freedmen  for  the  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.”  This  one 
amounted  to  $356. 
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We  commend  the  example  of  these  departed  worthies  to  the  living.  We 
think  that  the  receipts  of  the  Board  from  this  source  should  be  much  greater 
than  they  have  been.  There  are  many  persons  so  situated  financially  that  they 
are  unable  to  give  largely  to  this  work  during  life,  who  could  easily  do  so 
through  their  wills,  without  wronging  any  of  their  heirs.  We  would  espe¬ 
cially  ask  our  pastors  to  keep  this  matter  before  the  minds  of  their  people  by 
occasional  public  reference  to  it,  and  also,  when  suitable,  by  private  sugges¬ 
tion,  especially  to  persons  of  large  means,  or  such  as  have  no  heirs.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  that  many  more  persons  would  cheerfully  make  bequests  to 
this  and  other  benevolent  operations  of  the  church,  if  their  attention  were  only 
properly  directed  to  it. 

3.  The  1  ntheran  Board  of  Publication. — We  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  $T,ooo  from  this  source,  the  first  fruits  of  a  rich  harvest  of  benefac¬ 
tions  that  the  Church  may  hope  to  reap  from  our  Publication  Mouse  in  the 
future,  if  it  is  patronized  as  it  deserves  to  be  by  our  pastors  and  people.  We 
are  glad  to  embrace  this  opportunity,  also,  to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of 
our  Board  of  Publication  in  making  a  very  liberal  reduction  to  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  the  price  of  all  their  own  Sunday-school  periodicals. 

4.  The  Sunday-schools. —  Realizing  the  importance  of  interesting  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  young  people  of  the  Church  in  our  Home  Missson  work,  the  Board 
issued  an  appeal  to  all  our  Sunday-schools,  asking  for  a  special  collection  for 
Home  Missions,  on  November  11,  1883,  the  Sunday  following  the  400th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  birth  of  Martin  Luther.  As  a  further  encouragement  to  a 
general  and  liberal  response  to  this  sppeal,  the  Board  proposed  to  use  the 
money  contributed  on  that  day  to  found  one  or  more  Children’s  Memorial 
Home  Missions. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  response  was  not  very  general,  only  about  fifty 
Sunday-schools  reporting  collections.  The  amount  received  from  these  fifty 
was,  however,  very  encouraging,  and  showed  what  might  have  been  done  if 
all  our  Sunday-schools  had  been  given  an  apportunity  to  contribute. 

The  mission  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  was  subsequently  started,  and  named  the 
Children’s  Memorial  Mission;  and  the  Sunday  schools  are  being  asked  to  de¬ 
vote  one  collection  a  year  to  this  work,  and  the  Sunday  of  each  year  nearest 
the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Luther  is  suggested  as  the  time  for  taking  the 
collection.  We  hope  that  our  pastors  and  Sunday-school  superintendents 
generally  will  take  an  interest  in  this  effort  to  bring  the  children  of  the  Church 
into  line  with  the  older  members,  and  make  them,  thus  early  in  life,  helpers 
in  the  great  work  of  caring  for  our  own  people  in  our  own  land.  With  proper 
effort  on  the  part  of  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents,  we  have  no  doubt 
that  in  a  few  years  we  might  have  a  score  of  children’s  missions,  instead  of 
one,  supported  wholly  by  the  Sunday-schools.  The  amount  credited  to  this 
source  in  the  Treasurer’s  report  is  $784.79. 

Besides  these  contributions,  the  two  Sunday-schools  named  in  the  last 
report,  the  Dayton,  Ohio,  Sunday-school,  Rev.  Dr.  Barclay,  pastor,  and  St. 
Paul’s,  York,  Pa.,  Rev.  Dr.  Gotwald’s,  have  continued  to  support  the  missions 
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in  Topeka,  Kansas,  and  Nevada,  la.  The  former  paid  $700  during  the  two 
years,  and  the  latter  $30;'.  The  Sunday-school  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  Rev.  Dr.  Domer  pastor,  has  also  joined  this  list,  and  is  now  con¬ 
tributing  $300  per  annum  towards  the  support  of  the  mission  at  Eureka,  Kan¬ 
sas,  of  which  $200  has  been  paid  on  the  first  year.  All  these  amounts,  how¬ 
ever,  have  been  paid  in  through  the  regular  channels,  and  are  included  in  the 
receipts  from  their  respective  Synods  on  the  apportionment.  We  hope  that 
still  others  of  our  large  Sunday-schools  will  go  and  do  likewise. 

The  Young  People’s  Society  of  St.  Matthew’s  church,  Philadelphia,  Dr. 
Baum,  have  also  recently  undertaken  to  support  a  mission,  and  have  paid  $200 
to  our  Treasurer  for  that  purpose. 

5.  Individual  Gifts — $1,116.67  are  credited  in  the  Treasurer’s  report  as  re¬ 
ceived  from  “individuals.”  Most  of  this  came  in  small  amounts,  sent  directly 
to  the  Treasurer,  instead  of  being  forwarded  through  the  regular  channels. 
But  several  of  the  contributions  were  in  larger  sums  of  $50  or  more.  One 
amounted  to  $500. 

We  speak  of  this  here,  to  emphasize  again  the  appeal  for  “  special  gifts  ” 
of  this  kind,  made  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  last  report,  as  it  was 
sent  out  for  general  distribution  in  the  churches.  Are  there  not  many  indi¬ 
viduals  scattered  throughout  the  churches  who,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
contributions,  could  and  should  sometimes  make  “special  gifts”  to  this  work 
in  larger  amounts,  $$o,  $100,  $500,  $1000,  or  more — thank-offerings  to  God 
for  special  mercies  or  blessings? 

6.  Special  from  Iowa  Synod . — The  amount  credited  under  this  head  is 
$189.44.  This  was  part  of  a  special  fund  of  $1000  pledged  by  the  Iowa  Sy¬ 
nod  for  the  founding  of  a  mission  in  Burlington,  Iowa.  It  was  afterwards 
decided  by  the  Synod  that  this  fund  should  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  lots, 
or  the  securing  of  a  church  building,  in  Burlington,  and  by  request  of  the 
Synod,  the  amount  named  above,  which  had  already  been  paid  intothehands 
of  our  Treasurer,  was  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  as  directed. 

7.  Collection  at  Last  General  Synod. — This  was  the  collection  taken  on  the 
evening  of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  which  amounted 
to  ^>60. 

II.  THE  WORK. 

I.  Its  Extent  and  Results. — Owdng  to  the  increased  liberality  of  the 
churches,  and  our  ever-extending  field,  the  work  done  during  the  past  two 
years  has,  we  believe,  been  greater  in  extent,  and  more  fruitful  in  results, 
than  it  has  ever  before  been  the  privilege  of  your  Board  to  report. 

The  number  of  separate  missions  receiving  aid  from  the  Board,  during  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  from  May  18,  1883, 
to  May  29,  1885,  has  been  87.  The  number  of  missionaries  employed 
has  been  97.  The  number  of  quarterly  reports  received  is  410,  covering 
more  than  1200  months  of  labor,  or  over  100  years  of  work  for  one  mis¬ 
sionary. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  results  accomplished  in  this  field,  as  in¬ 
dicated  by  the  reports :

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2.  Its  Distribution. — The  87  Missions  reported  above  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows  by  states:  In  Canada,  1  ;  New  York,  5;  Connecticut,  I; 
Pennsylvania,  14;  Maryland,  3  ;  District  of  Columbia,  1;  Ohio,  6;  Indiana, 
3;  Michigan,  1;  Illinois,  7;  Kentucky,  1;  Tennessee,  3;  Missouri,  1; 
Iowa,  8;  Minnesota,  I;  Dakota,  1;  Nebraska,  15;  Kansas,  12;  Colorado, 
2  ;  Wyoming,  1. 

By  Synods,  they  were  distributed  thus  :  The  Synod  of  Maryland,  4  ;  West 
Pennsylvania,  2  ;  Hartwick,  1;  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  4;  East  Ohio, 
2;  Allegheny,  2;  East  Pennsylvania,  7;  Miami,  2;  Central  Illinois,  1  ; 
Wittenberg,  2;  Olive  Branch,  3;  Northern  Illinois,  7;  Northern  Indiana,  2; 
Central  Pennsylvania,  1;  Iowa,  8  ;  Southern  Illinois,  1;  Franokean,  2;  Sus¬ 
quehanna,  2;  Kansas,  15;  Nebraska,  16,  and  Middle  Tennessee,  3. 

3.  Its  Progress. — Of  the  missions  reported  on  the  Board  at  the  last  General 
Synod,  six  have  become  self-sustaining,  viz.:  The  First  Church,  Kansas 
city,  Mo.,  April  1,  1883;  Newton,  Iowa,  and  Hazelton,  Pa.,  July  1,  1883; 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  July  1,  1884;  Ohiowa,  Neb.,  November  1,  1S84,  and 
Washington,  D.  C.  (Capitol  Hill),  May  1,  1885. 

Thirty- eight  new  missions  have  been  added,  twenty  one  of  them  being  in 
entirely  new  fields,  where  no  previous  work  had  been  done.  Many  of  them 
are  in  great  centers  like  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Kansas  City  and  Denver,  or 
in  large  and  growing  towns  such  as  Altoona  and  Connellsville,  Pa.,  Rich¬ 
mond  and  Logansport,  Ind.,  Burlington  and  Sioux  City,  la.,  Beatrice  and 
North  Platte,  Neb.,  Ottawa  and  Emporia,  Kansas. 

One  of  the  new  missions  also  has  become  self-supporting,  the  German  mis¬ 
sion  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  which  received  aid  only  one  year.  One  other, 
the  Swedish  mission  at  Warren,  Minn.,  has  been  discontinued,  the  field 
not  being  found  sufficiently  promising  to  justify  further  aid.  The  Messiah 
Lutheran  church,  in  Freedom  District,  Carroll  county,  Md.,  only  received 
aid  from  the  Board  for  six  months  from  January  1,  1884,  but  will  again  come 
on  our  funds  October  1,  1885,  as  part  of  another  mission. 

The  whole  number  of  missions  thus  reported  self-sustaining  is  not  very 
large,  being  only  seven.  But  most  of  them  are  in  important  points,  and 
nearly  all  of  them  are  now  well  established  and  promising  churches  of  which 
we  may  be  justly  proud  as  a  denomination. 

Moreover,  quite  a  number  of  others  have  very  considerably  reduced  the 
amount  of  aid  asked  from  the  Board,  thus  indicating  steady  growth  and  in¬ 
creased  ability  to  take  care  of  themselves,  and  promising  speedy  self-support. 

Besides  this,  an  unusual  number  of  the  missions  have  either  built,  or  bought 
new  houses  of  worship  or  parsonages  during  the  past  two  years,  or  have 
made  extensive  improvements  in  those  previously  occupied,  as  will  be  shown

These  79  missions  have  100  organized  congregations  and  21  unorganized 
preaching  stations.  They  have  74  church  buildings  and  12  parsonages,  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  worth  $383,710.85.  They  have  5802  members,  and  S927  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  Sunday-schools. 

At  least  12  new  churches  will  be  erected  and  dedicated  during  the  coming 
summer  and  fall. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  to  begin  work,  about  July  1st,  in  East 
Baltimore,  and  in  Union  Bridge,  Md.,  besides  which  aid  has  been  promised  to 
several  other  points  as  soon  as  pastors  can  be  secured,  and  the  proper  applica¬ 
tion  forwarded  to  the  Board. 


III.  THE  FIELD. 

No  presentation  of  our  Home  Mission  work  would  be  complete  without  at 
least  a  glance  at  the  great  and  important  field  presented  to  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  this  country.  Wherever  we  look,  East,  West,  North  or  South,  we 
see  almost  innumerable  opportunities  for  our  denomination.  In  nearly  all  our 
eastern  cities  are  hundreds  and  thousands  of  our  own  household  of  faith  either 
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without  church  privileges,  or  being  gathered  into  other  folds.  Especially  is 
this  the  case  in  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore.  In  each 
of  these  great  cities,  other  denominations,  with  not  a  tithe  of  the  material 
naturally  belonging  to  them  that  we  have,  are  planting  one  mission  church 
after  another,  and  pushing  them  to  speedy  self-support,  and  are  doing  it  largely 
from  Lutheran  material.  And  yet  we  have  but  six  missions  in  these  four 
great  cities.  We  ought  to  have  as  many  in  each. 

Besides  this,  in  the  East,  as  well  as  in  the  West,  new  towns  are  being  built 
up,  old  towns  are  taking  on  new  life  and  growth,  and  thus  new  fields  for  our 
Church  are  being  developed,  and  loudly  call  for  the  assistance  of  your  Board. 
Even  New  England,  the  home  of  the  Puritan  for  generations,  is  coming  to 
have  a  large  Lutheran  population,  drawn  there  chiefly  from  abroad,  by  the 
opportunity  for  employment  in  the  mills  and  manufactories  which  are  the 
chief  source  of  New  England’s  wealth  and  prosperity.  These  should  be 
looked  after,  and  gathered  into  the  fold  and  shepherded  by  pastors  of  their  own 
faith,  before  they  become  indifferent  to  the  church  of  their  fathers,  or  are 
drawn  away  by  other  associations.  In  a  generation  or  two,  the  children  of 
many  of  those  who  now  occupy  humble  places  as  laborers,  will  become  pro¬ 
prietors  and  mill  owners;  and  now  is  the  time  for  the  Church  to  care  for  the 
fathers,  that  the  children  may  then  care  for  the  Church. 

But  it  is  especially  when  we  look  westward  that  we  see  the  great  mission- 
field  of  our  church  “  white  unto  the  harvest.”  In  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Kentucky,  and  Tennessee,  and  in  nearly  all  the  States  and  Territories  west  of 
the  Mississippi,  on  to  the  Pacific  coast,  there  are  almost  unlimited  openings  for 
work.  The  natural  increase  of  the  population  in  this  territory,  and  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  towns  and  cities,  the  constant  influx  of  the  large  numbers  of 
persons  moving  each  year  from  our  older  Eastern  States  to  the  West,  and  the 
vast  Immigration  of  foreigners,  especially  from  Lutheran  lands,  all  conspire 
together  to  present  such  a  spectacle  of  rapid  increase  of  population  and 
development  of  material  resources,  as  the  world  has  never  seen  before,  in  any 
other  land  or  nation.  Here,  then,  is  the  great  Home  Mission  field  of  all  the 
denominations,  but  especially  of  the  Lutheran  church.  A  very  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  population  already  on  the  ground  is  Lutheran.  Many  of  those 
who  go  West  from  the  East,  have  been  brought  up  in  Lutheran  homes,  and 
trained  at  Lutheran  altars.  From  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  those  who  come 
from  abroad,  come  from  Lutheran  lands,  and  belong  by  right  to  the  Lutheran 
church. 

To  all  these  we  have  a  special  mission,  and  for  them  a  special  respon¬ 
sibility.  They  are  ours,  the  children  of  the  church,  and  as  such,  we  should 
care  for  them  and  save  them.  Of  course  the  General  Synod  is  not  the  only 
Lutheran  body  to  whom  these  millions  can  look  for  the  bread  of  life.  We 
gladly  recognize  the  work  done  by  other  Lutheran  bodies,  and  rejoice  in  their 
enterprise  and  success.  But  we  feel  that  we  have  a  share  in  the  field  and 
the  responsibility,  and  must  take  our  share  of  the  work,  if  we  would  be  faith¬ 
ful.  And  our  experience  in  the  past  has  led  to  to  the  conviction  that  there 
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are  many  of  these  people,  especially  of  the  English-speaking  ones,  whom  we 
can  reach  more  successfully  than  any  other  general  body  of  the  Lutheran 
church.  And  we  have  reason  to  believe,  that  when  our  position  is  rightly 
understood,  many  of  our  German  and  Scandinavian  people,  from  whom  some 
of  our  Lutheran  brethren  of  other  bodies  would  entirely  exclude  us,  will  find 
a  more  congenial  spirit,  and  feel  more  at  home,  in  the  General  Synod  than 
anywhere  else. 

Such,  then,  is  the  field  presented  to  us — the  largest,  the  most  important, 
and  the  most  promising  presented  to  any  denomination  in  the  land,  a  field  in 
which  all  the  other  denominations  are  making  constant  and  eager  inroads,  be¬ 
cause  they  know  the  worth  of  our  people,  and  because  they  see  thousands 
and  thousands  of  them  uncared  for  by  their  own  church. 

We  have  not  mentioned  special  places  in  which  work  is  needed,  because  it 
is  needed  almost  everywhere.  There  is  hardly  a  city  or  large  town  in  the 
country,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  in  which  a  Lutheran  missionary,  of 
the  right  spirit,  and  properly  supported  by  the  church,  could  not,  in  a  compara¬ 
tively  few  years,  build  up  a  self-sustaining  church.  All  we  have  to  do  is  to  ap¬ 
preciate  our  opportunity,  and  go  forward  to  possess  the  land  as  fast  as  we  are 
able. 

This  brings  us  to  the  fourth  and  last  item  to  which  we  call  your  attention, 
viz.: 

IV.  THE  NEEDS. 

Two  great  wants  stare  your  Board  in  the  face  every  time  they  look  out, 
from  their  high  post  of  observation,  upon  the  great  field  which  has  been  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  care. 

I.  A/ore  men  in  the  ministry. — We  put  this  first  because  just  now  it  is  re¬ 
ally  the  more  important,  and  the  more  pressing. 

The  greatest  difficulty  the  Board  has  had  to  contend  with  in  its  work,  has 
been  that  of  securing  suitable  men  to  do  the  work.  In  most  cases  it  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  only  by  going  into  our  old  and  well  established  churches,  and  taking 
from  their  pulpits  the  men  who  were  there  rendering  acceptable  and  success¬ 
ful  service.  But  this  is  only  filling  one  vacancy  by  making  another.  In  some 
cases  it  has  given  no  small  offense  to  the  congregations  thus  deprived  of  the 
services  of  faithful  men.  In  every  case  it  seems  like  cutting  off  our  supplies 
in  the  rear  while  extending  our  work  in  the  front,  since  vacant  congregations 
seldom  give  as  liberally  to  the  benevolent  work  of  the  church  as  when  sup¬ 
plied  with  earnest  pastors.  At  this  rate  our  work  can  never  be  pushed  as 
vigorously  as  the  circumstances  demand.  '  We  should  have  ministers  enough 
to  go  out  and  occupy  the  new  fields,  without  weakening  our  ranks  by  leaving 
vacancies  in  the  old^fields.  We  must  have  this  before  we  can  hope  to  do  a 
really  great  work,  or  have  any  great  success.  The  number  of  young  men 
going  into  our  ministry  each  year  is  now  scarcely  more  than  enough  to  make 
up  for  the  losses  by  death  and  disability.  How  then  can  we  extend  our  bor¬ 
ders,  and  occupy  the  new  fields  to  which  God  is  inviting  us? 
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We  repeat,  therefore,  that  inore  men  for  the  ministry — men  of  the  right 
kind,  men  of  at  least  fair  ability  and  of  consecrated  spirit,  men  who  will  be 
“  apt  to  teach,”  and  “  able  rightly  to  divide  the  word  of  truth,”  both  in  the 
pulpit  and  from  house  to  house,  and  who  are  full  of  “  common  sense,”  as  well 
as  of  the  Holy  Ghost — this  is  just  now  our  great  need,  if  we  are  to  worthily 
play  our  part  in  the  evangelization  of  this  land.  Let  the  cry  go  out  through 
all  the  churches  and  Sunday-schools,  and  into  all  our  homes— “  Men,  men, 
MEN,  for  the  ministry  ! !  ”  It  is  God’s  call,  and  if  it  is  not  heard  and  heeded, 
we  fear  that  the  curse  of  Meroz  will  be  upon  our  church.  We  would  earn¬ 
estly  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  General  Synod,  looking  to 
the  waking  up  of  the  church  on  this  subject,  and  the  filling  up  of  our  ranks. 

2.  More  Money. — This  follows  as  a  matter  of  course.  “  How  can  they 
preach  except  they  be  sent?”  And  the  only  thing  that  will  enable  us  to  send 
men  into  the  field,  and  keep  them  there,  is  the  means  of  supporting  them,  or 
assisting  in  their  support,  until  the  missions  can  become  self-sustaining. 

It  is  true  that  the  Treasurer’s  report  will  show  a  very  considerable  balance 
of  cash  in  his  hands  April  1st.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  receipts 
will  now  be  very  small,  until  the  meeting  of  the  fall  Synods.  Moreover,  quite 
a  number  of  the  missions  now  on  the  Board  have  been  taken  up  only  recently, 
so  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  per  month  will  be  considerably  larger 
in  the  future  than  they  have  been.  This  balance  will,  therefore,  be  speedily 
exhausted. 

Hence,  if  our  work  is  to  be  enlarged  in  any  degree  at  all  corresponding  with 
our  enlarging  opportunities,  it  can  only  be  done  by  an  adequate  increase  of 
our  receipts.  And  this  increase  is  the  more  needed  at  this  time,  because  your 
Board  feel  that  to  do  our  work  wisely,  a  very  large  proportion  of  it  should 
be  done  in  our  cities  and  larger  towns,  whether  in  the  East. or  in  the  West. 
Too  long  has  our  Church  followed  the  suicidal  policy  of  neglecting  the  great 
centres  of  population,  and  wealth,  and  influence.  Not  that  we  would  at  all 
underrate  the  importance  of  work  in  the  country  and  smaller  towns.  We 
rejoice  in  all  that  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  It  has  been  wisely  and  well 
done,  and  its  neglect  would  have  been  a  great  mistake.  But  while  doing  this, 
the  other  should  not  have  been  left  undone.  And  now,  if  we  are  not  to  lose 
all  the  natural  advantages  accruing  from  our  strength  in  the  country  districts, 
wc  must  give  more  attention  to  the  cities.  Notwithstanding  our  great  agricul¬ 
tural  resources,  and  the  rich  opportunities  offered  to  our  young  men  on  the 
farm,  the  constant  tendency  of  population  is  from  the  country  to  the  city.  In 
every  city  of  the  land  will  be  found,  not  simply  scores  and  hundreds,  but 
thousands  and  tens  of  thousands,  who  have  gone  there  from  the  farms  and 
villages.  And  they  are  ordinarily  the  most  stable,  successful,  and  valuable 
part  of  the  population.  Among  them  are  many  of  our  own  Lutheran  people, 
and  the  only  way  to  save  them  to  our  church  is  to  plant  missions  in  the  cities 
to  which  they  go,  and  offer  them  a  spiritual  heme  of  their  own,  instead  of 
allowing  them  to  stray  away  to  the  churches  of  other  denominations,  or  live 
in  total  neglect  of  the  house  of  God  or  other  means  of  grace. 
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But  this  work  is,  of  course,  more  costly.  All  the  expenses  of  living  are 
higher  in  the  city  than  in  the  country.  It  is  more  difficult  also;  and  our  mis¬ 
sionaries  there  to  do  effective  work  must  have  a  sufficient  support,  to  give 
themselves  wholly  to  their  labors,  without  any  care  or  anxiety  about  the 
necessaries  of  life. 

We  ask,  therefore,  that  the  Church  will  come  to  our  assistance  by  increased 
liberality  and  enable  us  to  go  forward  vigorously  in  this  direction,  as  well  as 
in  all  others,  in  which  God  in  his  providence  may  lead  us.  Not  that  we  have 
any  complaints  to  make  for  the  past.  We  have  no  invidious  comparisons  to 
make  between  our  Lutheran  people  and  those  of  any  other  name.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  on  a  fair  comparison,  our  General  Synod  churches  would  have  no 
great  reason  to  be  ashamed,  alongside  of  those  of  any  other  denomination. 

Besides,  there  has  been  great  and  encouraging  progress  in  benevolence 
among  our  people.  As  said  before,  the  receipts  for  Home  Missions  during  the 
past  two  years  have  been  $9, 790. 86  more  than  during  the  preceding  two  years, 
and  the  advance  during  the  last  four  years  has  been  $20,793.74. 

But  have  we  done  our  duty  yet?  Have  we  given  “  as  the  Lord  has  pros¬ 
pered”  us?  Have  we  at  all  come  up  to  the  measure  of  either  our  ability, 
or  our  responsibility  ?  Would  the  Master  say  of  us,  “  They  have  done  what 
they  could?”  We  fear  not.  Nay,  we  are  sure  that  he  would  not.  An  aver¬ 
age  of  less  than  20  cents  per  member  per  annum  is  not  all  that  our  people  are 
able  to  give  to  the  great  work  of  home  evangelization.  It  is  not  the  half  they 
are  able  to  give.  God  has  not  dealt  meanly  with  us  as  a  people.  The  fore¬ 
fathers  of  most  of  us  came  here  poor.  Some  of  us  are  poor  still.  But  as  a 
church,  while  not  ranking  with  the  wealthy  denominations  of  this  country,  we 
are  by  no  means  poor.  God  has  blessed  and  prospered  us,  and  the  half  of  a 
tithe  of  our  increase,  given  to  the  Lord  each  year,  would  fill  all  our  treasuries 
to  overflowing. 

We  earnestly  ask,  therefore,  that  a  speciabeffort  be  made  to  bring  up  all  our 
churches  to  the  standard  of  liberality  indicated  by  the  apportionment  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  so  that  we  may  have  at  least  $30,000  a  year  for  our  work,  di¬ 
rectly  from  the  churches  on  the  apportionment,  and  independently  of  receipts 
from  other  sources.  This  would  give  us  probably  about  $70,000  for  the  next 
two  years,  which,  while  far  below  our  needs,  would  perhaps  enable  us  to  do  all 
the  work  for  which  we  can  command  suitable  men. 

In  accordance  with  the  standing  rule  of  the  General  Synod,  we  have  pre¬ 
pared  the  following  resolutions  touching  the  several  items  of  this  report,  and  now 
recommend  them  for  your  consideration  and  adoption. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  and  profound  gratitude 
to  God,  of  the  increased  receipts  of  our  Board  of  Home  Missions,  the  extension 
of  their  work,  and  the  large  measure  of  success  which  has  crowned  the  labors 
of  our  faithful  and  self-denying  Home  Missionaries. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  commendation  of  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  contained  in  the  report  just  heard, 
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and  recognizing  it  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  useful  aids  to  our  Board, 
would  earnestly  recommend  the  organization  of  an  auxiliary  society  in  every 
congregation  in  the  General  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  cordially  approve  of  the  effort  being  made  by  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  to  interest  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  church  in  this 
branch  of  our  benevolent  work,  and  exhort  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents 
to  second  the  effort  by  bringing  the  matter  before  their  respective  schools,  and 
seeing  that  at  least  one  collection  per  annum  is  given  to  this  cause. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  also  commend  the  example  of  those  Sunday  schools 
which  have  undertaken  the  support  of  individual  missions,  as  especially  cal¬ 
culated  to  foster  in  the  young  an  intelligent  interest  in  Home  Mission  work, 
and  the  habit  of  giving  regularly  and  liberally  to  its  support. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  second  the  appeal  of  the  Board  to  individuals  whom 
God  has  blessed  with  means  to  remember  this  great  work  of  the  Church  by 
special  contributions,  when  able,  and  also  by  legacies,  when  disposing  of  their 
estates,  in  order  that  they  may  thus  lay  up  for  themselves  a  good  reward 
against  the  time  to  come. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  special  interest  of  the  great  and  in¬ 
viting  field  which  God,  in  his  providence,  is  placing  before  our  Church  in  this 
country,  and  that  we  recognize  in  this  a  loud  and  urgent  call  to  all  our 
churches  for  increased  zeal  and  activity  in  this  great  work  of  home  evangel¬ 
ization,  in  order  that  we  may  not  be  found  unfaithful. 

7.  Resolved,  That,  fully  appreciating  the  great  and  urgent  need  of  more 
ministers,  in  order  that  we  may  do  the  work  committed  to  us  by  God  in  this 
country,  we  do  most  earnestly  call  upon  our  pastors  and  students  for  the  min¬ 
istry  and  our  Sunday-school  officers  and  teachers  to  search  out  young  men  of 
piety  and  promise,  and  turn  their  attention  to  the  sacred  office.  We  call  upon 
Christian  parents,  and  especially  upon  those  possessed  of  sufficient  means  to 
educate  their  sons  without  aid  from  the  church,  to  give  their  boys  to  the  Lord 
in  this  work;  and  we  call  upon  the  boys  and  young  men  themselves,  in  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  a  high  and  holy  spirit  of  self-denial  and  self  consecration,  to  turn 
aside  from  the  attractive  paths  of  secular  business  and  professions  that  promise 
larger  pecuniary  gains,  and  devote  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  him  who 
came  not  to  be  ministered  unto  but  to  minister,”  and  wdio  calls  his  disciples  to 
the  greatness  of  serving  and  doing  good ;  and  we  further  recommend  that 
men,  possessing  the  requisite  qualifications,  be  encouraged  to  enter  the  minis¬ 
try,  even  when  somewhat  advanced  in  life,  irrespective  of  domestic  ties  already 
formed. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  also  the  request  of  the  Board  for  at  least 
$ 60,000  for  the  work  of  ffome  Missions,  for  the  next  two  years,  to  be  paid 
directly  by  the  churches  on  the  apportionment ;  believing  that  our  people  are 
well  able  to  contribute  this  amount,  and  that  God  will  hold  us  responsible  if 
we  withhold  our  offerings  in  this  time  of  great  opportunity  and  need. 

9.  Resolved,  That  believing  that  the  ministers  of  the  church  are  to  be  the 
teachers  and  leaders  of  the  people  in  this,  as  in  every  other  good  work,  we 
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exhort  all  our  pastors  to  read  these  resolutions  to  their  people  from  the  pulpit, 
and  press  upon  them  their  duty  to  respond  to  this  call  of  God  and  the  Church 
for  more  men  and  more  money  to  do  the  Lord’s  work ;  and  also  to  make  an 
earnest  and  systematic  effort  to  secure  the  contributions  of  all  their  people,  up 
to  at  least  the  full  amount  of  the  apportionment.

The  Eighth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  With  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  mercies 
and  blessings,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  submits  the  following  as 
its  eighth  biennial  report: 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  as  appointed  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  in  convention  at  Springfield,  O.,  viz.,  Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly,  Rev.  A. 
H.  Lochman,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  A.  Gotvvald,  D.  D.,  Messrs.  E.  G.  Smyser,  M. 
B.  Spahr,  David  Emmett  and  E.  C.  Bender — assembled  June  14,  1883,  for  the 
purpose  of  effecting  an  organization.  Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent;  Mr.  E.  G.  Smyser  was  elected  Treasurer;  Mr.  E.  C.  Bender  was 
elected  Temporary  Secretary. 

The  General  Synod  having  “  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary 
who  should  give  his  time  exclusively  to  promoting  the  interests  of  the  cause 
of  Church  Extension,”  on  the  eighteenth  of  August,  1883,  Rev.  J.  W.  Rich¬ 
ard,  of  Carthage,  Illinois,  was  elected  Secretary.  On  the  first  of  September 
ensuing,  the  Secretary-elect  began  the  duties  of  his  office. 

DEATH. 

In  August,  1883, The  Board  was  called  to  mourn  the  loss  by  death  of  Mr. 
E.  C.  Bender,  who  for  several  years  had  faithfully  served  the  Church  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  of  which  for  a  considerable  time  he  had  been  Secre¬ 
tary.  The  Board  recorded  a  suitable  minute  in  expression  of  its  sorrow  over 
the  death  of  Mr.  Bender,  and  in  testimony  of  the  many  virtues  and  excellen¬ 
cies  which  adorned  his  Christian  character.

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ACKOWLEDGMENT. 

The  Board  thankfully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  two  thousand  dollars 
from  the  Board  of  Publication.  It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation  that  our 
Publication  House  is  thus  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Church;  and  this  in  turn 
suggests  the  duty  of  larger  patronage  for  this  House. 

LITERATURE. 

In  February,  1884,  the  Board  sent  into  the  churches  twenty-four  thousand 
copies  of  a  tract  of  eight  pages.  This  tract  contained  an  explanation  of  the 
method  of  the  Board’s  operation,  and  called  attention  to  numerous  important 
features  of  the  work  of  Church  Extension.  In  September  of  the  same  year 
several  thousand  copies  of  a  printed  card  were  circulated.  This  card  ex¬ 
hibited  the  receipts  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  the  number  and  location 
of  the  congregations  which  had  received  aid  during  the  corresponding  period. 

In  addition  to  these  publications,  articles  touching  various  features  of  the 
work  appeared  from  time  to  time  in  the  Lutheran  Observer  and  in  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Evangelist ;  and  the  columns  for  Church  Extension  in  the  Lutheran 
Missionary  Jour7ial  contained  such  reports  and  discussions  as  were  deemed 
best  calculated  to  promote  the  interests  of  this  branch  of  the  Church’s  work. 
In  this  way  an  effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  intelligence  and  activity 
of  the  Church  in  regard  to  a  cause  and  a  work  which  have  not  hitherto  re¬ 
ceived  the  attention  which  their  importance  demands.  That  the  effort  has 
not  been  without  success,  and  that  an  unusual  interest  has  been  taken  in  the 
work  of  Church  Extension  during  the  last  two  years,  is  sufficiently  evidenced 
by  the  following  exhibit  of

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  for  the  last  two  years  are  greatly  in 
excess  of  those  reported  for  any  former  biennium  of  the  Board’s  history, 
and  thus  have  we  cause  for  devout  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Head  for  the 
spirit  of  active  beneficence  which  he  has  vouchsafed  to  the  Church  during 
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these  last  two  years.  They  mark  a  period  of  progress  in  our  work  of  Church 
Extension,  and  show  what  it  is  possible  for  the  Church  to  do.  And  yet  it  is 
proper  to  remember  that  much  of  this  increase  of  receipts  is  due  to  answers  to 
special  appeals,  to  returned  loans,  and  to  the  part  taken  in  Church  Extension 
by  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  These,  during  the 
last  two  years,  have  been  potent  factors  in  the  work ;  but  making  all  due  allow¬ 
ance  for  their  presence  and  help,  it  is  still  true  that  marked  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  last  two  years,  and  the  hope  is  inspired  that  with  these  same 
agencies  at  work  in  the  years  to  come,  even  larger  receipts  may  be  reported 
than  those  above  recorded. 

APPEALS. 

Chicago. — In  February,  1883,  the  Board  purchased  lots  for  a  church  in 
Chicago,  Illinois.  The  price  paid  was  $17,000.  An  appeal  was  then  made 
to  the  Church  at  large  for  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  one  thousand  of  which 
was  intended  for  interest  on  the  deferred  payments.  The  appeal  has  been 
kept  before  the  Church  continuously  up  to  the  present  time,  and  has  been 
urged  in  many  ways  before  Synods,  Conferences  and  congregations.  The 
amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  to  date  is  $10,961.14.  Several  thousand 
dollars  additional  have  been  promised  by  individuals  and  by  Synods,  but  there, 
has  not  been  that  prompt  and  hearty  response  to  this  appeal  which  was  de¬ 
sired  and  expected  by  the  Board. 

As  this  is  the  most  important  and  expensive  work  of  the  kind  ever  under¬ 
taken  by  the  General  Synod,  and  as  the  property  purchased  is  rapidly  grow¬ 
ing  in  value,  and  as  the  mission,  both  in  itself  and  as  a  centre  of  future  influ¬ 
ence  and  operations,  has  deep  and  far-reaching  significance,  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  some  vigorous  method  may  be  adopted  and  executed  for  the  full 
realization,  at  an  early  day,  of  the  entire  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

On  these  lots  owned  by  the  Board,  the  congregation  known  as  Grace  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  church  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  has  erected,  and  is  engaged  in 
paying  for,  a  house  of  worship  which  has  cost  about  fourteen  thousand  dol¬ 
lars.  When  this  building  shall  have  been  completed  according  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  plans,  and  as  the  wants  of  the  congregation  may  require,  it  will  be  a 
large  and  substantial  structure,  and  will  stand  as  a  monument  of  the  com¬ 
bined  wisdom  and  liberality  of  those  who  have  taken  part  in  the  noble 
achievement. 

Kansas  City. — In  July,  1884,  the  Board  authorized  the  Children’s  Memorial 
Lutheran  Church  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  appeal  to  the  Sunday-schools  of 
the  General  Synod  for  $5,000.00  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  chapel.  The 
amount  reported  as  pledged,  May  1,  1885,  is  $3,340.86.  But  the  entire  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  is  needed,  and  ought  to  have  been  secured  before 
this  time.  With  that  sum  in  hand,  the  chapel  can  and  will  soon  be  erected. 
Then  the  second  English  Lutheran  church  will  be  established  in  this  large 
and  growing  cily  of  the  South-west. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  congregation  has  purchased  an  eligible  building 
site,  and  has  adopted  plans  for  a  chapel. 
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Brooklyn. — In  February,  1885,  the  Board  granted  permission  to  Grace 
English  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Rev.  G.  F.  Beh¬ 
ringer,  pastor,  to  make  a  private  appeal  to  the  churches  of  the  Synod  of  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  for  $1,000.00,  to  aid  in  the  purchase  of  a  church.  Rev. 
Behringer  has  not  yet  reported  receipts  to  the  Board. 

New  York. — The  appeal  of  Church  of  Christ  in  New  York  city,  Rev.  G. 
U.  Wenner,  pastor,  authorized  in  March,  1882,  is  still  before  the  church.  The 
amount  asked  for  is  $5,000.00.  To  May  1,  1885,  the  total  receipts  were 
$2,550.48,  of  which  seven  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  twelve  cents  have 
been  received  since  the  last  report  was  rendered  to  the  General  Synod.  The 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  appeal  is  worthy  of  a  more  liberal  response 
than  it  has  yet  received.  It,  with  the  other  three  appeals,  is  heartily  com¬ 
mended  to  the  prompt  liberality  of  the  Church. 

These  four  are  the  only  appeals  now  before  the  Church  which  have  been 
authorized  by  the  Board.  Many  other  congregations  have  asked  permission 
to  appeal  to  the  Church  for  aid ;  but  the  Board  declined  to  grant  the  several 
requests,  on  the  ground  that  to  flood  the  Church  with  appeals  would  be  to 
distract  its  benevolence,  and  to  create  disorder  in  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

RETURNED  LOANS. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  Board  has  been  active  in  collecting  loans 
made  in  former  years.  The  method  pursued  has  been  to  lay  the  duty  of 
prompt  payment  heavily  on  the  consciences  of  the  congregations  aided.  But 
the  Board’s  experience  justifies  the  statement  that  these  loans  are  not  easily 
collected.  Congregations  are  disposed  to  make  many  excuses,  and  to  ask  for 
indulgence,  and  to  pay  all  other  claims  before  giving  attention  to  those  of  the 
Board ;  sometimes  also,  advisory  boards  and  conferences  and  officers  of 
synods  interpose  in  behalf  of  the  congregation,  and  plead  for  an  extension  of 
time,  or  for  the  conversion  of  a  loan  into  a  donation;  still  the  policy  of  the 
Board  has  been  to  urge  the  payment  of  loans  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment  after  maturity.  The  success  it  has  had  during  the  last  two  years  is 
seen  in  the  following  list  of  receipts.  From

These  receipts  have  been  turned  back  directly  into  the  work,  and  have  con¬ 
tributed  im  ortant  results  in  the  enlarged  operations  of  the  Board.  But  the 
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moral  effect  of  these  collections  on  the  Church  will  doubtless  be  to  awaken  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  work  of  Church  Extension,  inasmuch  as  it  will  be  seen 
that  these  sums  loaned  return  again  into  the  treasury,  and  are  kept  ever  active 
in  building  the  house  of  God.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  the  Board  reports  that 
in  not  a  single  instance,  in  collecting  these  dues,  did  it  resort  to  legal  process, 
or  even  make  threats,  and  that  in  every  instance,  both  pastor  and  people  in 
returning  these  loans  have  returned  hearty  thanks  not  only  for  the  use  of  the 
money,  but  for  indulgence  shown  in  the  collection  of  the  same. 

CHURCHES  PURCHASED. 

In  June,  1884,  the  Board  purchased  at  sheriffs  sale  a  very  desirable  church 
property  in  Burlington,  Iowa,  for  $3913.39.  A  mission  was  shortly  afterwards 
organized  in  the  church,  and  is  now  in  a  prosperous  condition,  under  the  pas¬ 
toral  care  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Culler.  The  property  is  estimated  as  worth  $6,500. 
Under  the  laws  of  Iowa,  the  former  owner  has  the  right  of  redemption  for  one 
year  from  date  of  sale';  but  it  is  believed  that  no  effort  will  be  made  to  re¬ 
deem.  Should  redemption  be  made,  however,  the  Board  will  receive  interest 
at  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  investment. 

In  the  same  year  a  deed  was  secured  for  a  church  property  in  Hastings, 
Nebraska.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  in  order  to  secure  itself  in  the 
case  of  a  loan  made  the  year  before  to  a  mission  which  had  been  organized 
in  that  place.  The  property  is  worth  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  is  now  used 
by  a  Danish  Lutheran  congregation.  As  Hastings  is  a  large  town  and  a  county 
seat,  it  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  sell  this  property,  but  to  hold  it  in  the 
hope  that  ere  long  a  General  Synod  Lutheran  congregation  may  be  organized 
in  it. 

FREEPORT,  ILL. 

Early  in  the  year  1883,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  under  endorsement  of  the  Board,  issued  an 
appeal  to  the  women  of  the  church  for  $8,000.00  to  aid  in  erecting  a  house  of 
worship  at  Freeport,  Illinois.  By  the  first  of  August  of  the  same  year,  a  suffi¬ 
cient  amount  was  in  hand  to  make  a  beginning  feasible.  From  that  time  on 
the  work  was  carried  forward  as  rapidly  as  the  receipts  would  justify ;  and  on 
the  2 1st  of  December,  1884,  the  house  was  dedicated  to  the  service  and  glory 
of  the  Triune  God.  It  is  a  solid  and  substantial  structure,  well  finished  and 
well  furnished,  and  will  stand  as  a  monument  of.  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  our 
noble  Lutheran  women.  The  receipts  to  May  1,  1885,  are  $7,045,00,  all  of 
which  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
which  has  had  the  direction  of  the  work. 

PLANS  FOR  CHURCHES. 

The  announcement  was  made  more  than  a  year  ago  that  the  Board  would 
publish  a  book  of  plans  for  churches.  It  was  thought  that  a  book  containing 
a  dozen  or  more  plans  for  churches,  including  specifications,  cost,  etc.,  would 
serve  the  purposes  not  only  of  economy,  but  those  also  of  utility,  adaptability, 
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and  architectural  beauty,  in  the  erection  of  houses  of  worship.  But  on  inquiry 
it  was  found  that  such  a  book  as  was  contemptated  would  cost  about  one  thous¬ 
and  dollars.  As  the  Board  had  had  no  instructions  on  this  subject  from  the 
General  Synod,  it  did  not  feel  prepared  to  expend  so  large  a  sum  of  money  for 
such  a  purpose. 

RELATIONS  WITH  THE  BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  relations  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  with  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  are  in  every  way  harmonious  and  amicable.  During  the  last  two 
years  the  respective  secretaries  have  traveled  thousands  of  miles  in  each 
other’s  company,  and  together  have  represented  the  work  of  the  Boards  before 
Synods  and  congregations.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  make  the  work  of 
Church  Extension  and  that  of  Home  Missions  one  work,  and  to  effect  the 
best  and  largest  results  by  honest  and  diligent  co-operation.  It  has  been  the 
special  aim  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  to  render  prompt  aid  to  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  whenever  possible;  but  in  numerous  instances  it 
was  restrained  by  lack  of  funds  from  rendering  aid  in  places  where  aid  was 
greatly  needed. 

LACK  OF  FUNDS. 

Apropos  to  the  above  item,  it  is  proper  to  report  that  the  receipts  of  the 
Board  have  not  been  approximately  adequate  to  the  demands  of  the  work. 
This  is  evidenced,  first,  by  the  fact  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  the  Board  has  declined  very  many  applications  for  aid  on  the  ground 
solely  that  the  treasury  was  without  the  requisite  funds  ;  secondly,  from  the 
fact  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  19th  inst.,  applications  were 
read  aggregating  $14,500,  with  only  $4,728  available  in  the  treasury.  Indeed, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  as  the  records  of  the  Board  will  plainly  show,  that 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  not  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the 
worthy  applications  made  to  the  Board  within  the  last  two  years.  From  the 
East  and  from  the  West,  from  the  North  and  from  the  South,  from  cities  and 
towns  and  country  districts,  has  come  the  cry  for  help  to  build  the  house  of 
God.  But  time  and  again  has  the  Board  answered  back,  with  sorrow  but  in 
truth  :  “  The  treasury  is  exhausted;  help  cannot  come  now.” 

This  shows  the  greatness  of  the  work  and  the  need  of  larger  contributions 
to  meet  it.  Here  is  a  field  in  which  our  men  of  wealth,  God’s  stewards,  can 
rear  monument  after  monument  which  will  outlast  the  marble  and  the  granite 
that  may  mark  the  resting-place  of  their  ashes.  For  money  placed  in  the 
Loan  Fund  will  assist  in  erecting  the  house  of  God  when  the  donors’  names 
shall  be  forgotten,  and  when  children’s  children  shall  be  no  more  in  the  land 
of  the  living. 

LOTS. 

At  this  time  when  towns  are  rapidly  springing  up  in  the  West,  Southwest, 
and  Northwest,  a  wise  policy  would  suggest  that  efforts  be  made  to  procure 
lots  of  ground,  to  be  held  for  future  use  in  founding  missions,  and  in  building 
churches.  In  some  places,  lots  might  be  obtained  for  the  asking  merely;  in 
other  places,  they  could  be  procured  at  a  small  cost  in  money.  The  Board  has 
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its  eye  open  to  this  interest,  and  will  endeavor  to  serve  the  Church  in  this 
matter  as  opportunity  may  be  offered. 

BALANCE  IN  THE  TREASURY. 

Of  the  available  balance  in  the  treasury,  viz.:  $4728.00,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  had  already  been  appropriated  before  the  Treasurer's 
account  was  closed,  May  1,  1885.  This,  in  fact,  leaves  on  hand  a  very  small 
sum  with  which  to  begin  the  work  of  another  term.  And  yet  the  work 
stretches  out  in  every  direction,  and  multiplies  its  demands  every  day.  A  mis¬ 
sion  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  another  in  Denver,  Colorado ;  another  in  Ottawa, 
Kansas  ;  another  in  Minneapolis,  Kansas — has  each  an  application  before  the 
Board  at  this  time.  But  with  a  treasury  practically  almost  empty,  the  Board 
has  not  deemed  it  wise,  so  near  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  to  make 
any  promises  of  aid. 

But  congratulating  the  General  Synod  on  the  work  done  and  the  progress 
made  during  the  last  two  years,  and  with  the  honest  conviction  that  Church 
Extension  is  now  the  most  important  operation  of  the  General  Synod,  this 
report  is  respectfully  submitted,  with  the  following 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

i.  That  the  sum  of  $25,000,  annually,  be  apportioned  among  the  district 
synods  for  Church  Extension. 

.  2.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  make  special  appeals,  according  to  such 
plans  as  it  may  adopt. 

3.  That  no  appeal  shall  be  made  to  the  Church  for  aid,  except  through  the 
Board.  A.  W.  LILLY,  President.

On  motion,  the  entire  report,  with  recommendations,  was 
unanimously  adopted.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

After  the  lapse  of  two  years  since  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  held,  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  its  last  meeting,  we  are  again 
assembled  under  the  auspices  of  a  kind  Providence.  As  in  duty 
bound,  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  is  hereby  rendered  to 
the  Society;  being  the  17th  public  presentation  of  the  business 
and  financial  condition  of  this  important  interest  of  the  Church. 

Without  detaining  you  with  any  preliminary  comments,  your 
attention  is  at  once  invited  to  the  reports  lately  submitted  to 
the  Board  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  and  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Society  and  Board,  respectively,  together  with  the 
verifications  of  the  auditors.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Lutheran  Board  of 

Publication  : 

Brethren  :  It  affords  me  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  make  the 
following 

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Notwithstanding  that,  owing  to  the  general  business  depression, 
our  sales  for  the  year  are  less  than  they  otherwise  would  have 
been — since  your  last  biennial  report  to  the  Society  we  have 
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earned  for  and  credited  the  General  Synod  with  $1,432.88  for 
royalty  on  Books  of  Worship,  Catechisms,  and  Liturgies;  paid, 
under  a  resolution  of  the  Society,  which  prevailed  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  held  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  1883,  to  the  Boards  of  Home 
Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Church  Extension,  and  the  Parent 
Education  Society,  $6,000;  donated,  under  a  resolution  of  your 
Board,  in  the  shape  of  extra  discounts,  to  Sunday-schools  under 
the  care  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  $449.81 ;  reduced  and 
charged  off  from  the  cost  value  of  stereotype  plates,  under  the 
ten  per  cent,  rule  adopted  in  1878,  $1,350.45;  charged  off 
$166.23  f°r  “wear  and  tear”  of  Store  and  Board-room  fixtures; 
and  charged  off  to  Profit  and  Loss  Account,  $250.96  for  “bad 
debts”  or  dubious  accounts— -a  total  of  $9,650.33  ! 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  1883,  your  net  assets 
amounted  to  $61,767.77.  Now  they  are  $68,083.91 — a  gain  of 
$6,316.14.  It  must  certainly  be  gratifying  to  all  the  friends  of 
the  Society  and  the  House  to  know  that  while  $6,000  was  do¬ 
nated  and  paid  to  the  various  Boards  of  the  Church,  we  yet  in¬ 
creased  the  net  assets  to  $68,083.91. 

The  Church,  the  Society  and  the  Board  have  cause  for  grate¬ 
fulness  to  a  kind  Providence  for  wise  guidance.

Brethren:  Your  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  to  ex¬ 
amine  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1S85,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Superin- 
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tendent’s  report,  herewith  submitted,  was  duly  presented  by  him 
to  your  committee  for  their  examination,  and  together  with  him 
and  the  book-keeper  they  have  carefully  compared  the  same 
with  the  general  accounts  of  the  House,  and  find  them  correct 
according  to  the  books. 

Although  the  business  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  House  has 
not  been  exempt  from  the  effects  of  the  general  business  depres¬ 
sion  existing  during  the  year,  there  is  much  to  encourage  and 
stimulate  to  greater  efforts,  and  we  most  earnestly  urge  upon 
the  members  of  this  Society  and  through  them  upon  the  pastors 
and  members  of  all  the  churches  in  connection  with  the  General 
Synod,  the  duty  and  importance  of  a  more  full  and  cordial  sup¬ 
port  of  the  efforts  being  made  by  this  Board  in  the  dissemination 
of  Lutheran  literature  throughout  the  Church,  and  the  expansion 
of  the  general  business  of  the  Publication  House,  that  its  influ¬ 
ence  may  be  increased  and  its  valuable  aid  in  the  general  work 
of  the  Church  greatly  augmented,  thereby  supplementing  the 
careful  and  energetic  management  of  the  business  that  has  char¬ 
acterized  the  efforts  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  books  of  account  show  unusual  neatness  and  completeness 
of  system  as  they  are  kept,  and  together  with  all  the  departments 
of  the  business  as  they  have  come  under  the  notice  of  your  com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  efficient  discharge  of  duty  by  the  various  em¬ 
ployees,  merit  our  cordial  commendation.  As  is  shown  in  detail 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  the  circulation  of  our  lesson 
helps  has  been  increased  nearly  10,000  copies  during  the  year. 

The  real  estate  has  also  been  greatly  improved  and  enhanced 
in  value. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  a  profit  of  $6,3 16.14  has  been 
carried  to  capital  account,  and  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  and 
on  deposit  increased  to  $12,981.46.

All  these,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  the  Superintendent’s 
Report,  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  are  steadily  advanc¬ 
ing  in  circulation. 

BOOKS  BEING  WRITTEN. 

The  book  on  the  History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America, 
requested  by  the  Board  to  be  produced  in  compliance  with  res¬ 
olutions  of  the  Historical  Society  and  General  Synod,  is  still  in 
course  of  preparation  by  the  competent  hands  to  which  the  work 
is  committed. 

By  request  of  the  Board,  several  gentlemen  are  now  writing 
Life  Sketches  of  about  a  dozen  of  our  most  prominent  deceased 
ministers.  It  is  provided  that  several  books  of  moderate  size 
shall  thus  be  constituted,  three  biographies  to  comprise  a  volume. 

RESPECTING  APPROPRIATIONS. 

After  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  the  Board  felt  some  per¬ 
plexity  in  regard  to  the  one  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by 
the  Society  over  and  above  the  liberal  recommendations  of  the 
Board,  which  had  amounted  to  five  thousand  dollars.  It  was 
conceived  as  possible  that  some  day  the  Board  might,  through 
absolute  commands  laid  upon  it,  become  unhappily  involved 
beyond  discretion  or  ability.  The  matter  was  accordingly  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  at  the  meeting  in  June,  1883, 
to  report  a  proper  rule  of  action. 

At  the  next  meeting,  held  July  17th,  said  committee  recom¬ 
mended  “that  the  one  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the 
Publication  Society,  at  the  General  Synod,  to  the  Parent  Edu¬ 
cation  Society,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Valentine; 
also  that  a  resolution  be  passed,  suggesting  to  the  Society  the 
great  importance  of  making  all  appropriations  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Publication.”  (Adopted.) 

DECEASE  OF  A  MEMBER. 

Rev.  Peter  Raby,  who,  at  your  last  biennial  meeting,  was 
re-elected  to  serve  in  the  Board,  is  not  with  us  to-day.  He  died 
at  Kimberton,  thirty  miles  from  Philadelphia,  October  2,  1S84. 
Several  members  of  the  Board  were  present  at  the  funeral,  and 
took  part  in  the  services.  It  is  highly  due  to  the  memory  of 
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this  departed  brother  to  make  record  here  that  he  was  long 
among  the  most  faithful  in  the  service  of  the  Society  and  Board. 
In  the  Board  he  was  an  efficient  member  during  the  last  eighteen 
years  of  his  life;  at  six  biennial  meetings  of  the  Society  he  acted 
as  Recording  Secretary  ;  for  several  years  he  served  as  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  during  that  period  when  the 
office  involved  the  laborious  experience  of  extensive  travelling, 
frequent  public  speaking,  and  gathering  of  funds,  amidst  expos¬ 
ure  to  all  kinds  of  weather;  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
the  Treasurer  of  the  institution. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  STORE  BUILDING. 

Within  the  last  year  some  necessary  changes  were  made  in  a 
part  of  the  store  building.  More  eligible  rooms  were  prepared 
for  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  the  accommodation  of  officers 
who  may  require  retirement  for  consultation  and  writing;  need¬ 
ful  arrangements  were  made  for  the  storing  of  manufactured 
stock  ;  and  some  requisite  supporting  of  the  lower  floor  was 
effected.  The  entire  improvement,  which  was  superintended  by 
a  judicious  committee  of  experienced  business  men,  was  com¬ 
pleted  at  a  cost  of  $1,067.65. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Board,  on  reviewing  the  probable  work  for  the  near 
future,  and  the  means  at  command  for  accomplishing  the  same, 
believe  that  five  thousand  dollars  may  at  present  be  safely  spared 
from  the  available  funds,  and  therefore  hereby  recommend  to 
the  Society  the  following  distribution  to  the  Boards  of  the  Church 
herewith  named,  for  the  advancement  of  their  respective  inter¬ 
ests  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  two  thousand  dollars  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension. 

2.  Resolved,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Horne 
Missions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

4.  Resolved,  That  one  thousand  dollars  be  given  to  the  Parent  Education 
Society. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Thirty  years  have  now  elapsed  since  good  men,  most  ot  whom 
“  are  fallen  asleep,”  met  and  put  into  organic  form  the  project 
of  providing  a  publishing  house  for  our  Church.  God  heard 
their  prayer  and  blessed  the  work  of  their  hands;  he  gave  them 
to  see  precious  results  from  their  labor  ;  and  to-day  we  are  wit¬ 
nesses  that  he  is  still  pleased  to  command  his  favor  upon  this 
cherished  interest  of  our  Zion.  Not  without  respect  to  human 
instrumentality  has  the  divine  blessing  been  expected  or  realized  ; 
for  thus  does  not  the  Lord  teach  in  regard  to  the  practical  ques¬ 
tions  pertaining  to  his  earthly  kingdom,  nor  would  those  who 
have  wisely  learned  his  ways  thus  interpret  his  instructions.  The 
long  and  incessant  earthly  working  and  watching  on  the  part  of 
the  Board — not  unfrequently  in  seasons  of  perplexity  and  painful¬ 
ness,  and  always  without  a  cent  of  pecuniary  remuneration — 
have  been  acknowledged  by  the  heavenly  benediction. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  people  of  our  Church  are 
gradually  becoming  more  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  propriety 
and  importance  of  encouraging  and  fostering  their  own  Publica¬ 
tion  House,  by  giving  it  their  cheerful  and  continuous  patron¬ 
age.  Such  patronage  will  insure  the  ability  to  add  to  our  Luth¬ 
eran  literature  numerous  valuable  works,  while  affording 
increasing  aid  in  advancing  the  benevolent  operations  which  the 
church  is  so  anxious  more  and  more  largely  to  devise  and  prose¬ 
cute. 

Let,  then,  all  our  people  learn  to  give  this  institution  more 
fully  their  love  and  confidence.  Whether  applying  in  person  or 
by  letter  to  our  esteemed  and  trusted  Superintendent,  Mr.  Boner, 
they  will  always  find  in  him  and  his  assistants  Christian  gentle¬ 
men,  who  will  give  a  welcome  reception  and  strive  to  meet  all 
reasonable  expectations  by  way  of  affording  satisfaction.

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Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  1883,  150 
pamphlets  and  40  bound  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library. 

The  Board  of  Publication,  appreciating  the  value  of  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh’s 
collection  of  American  Lutheran  books  and  pamphlets,  desired  to  purchase  it 
for  our  Society,  but  was  debarred  by  an  article  of  its  constitution,  limiting  its 
benefactions  to  the  causes  of  education  and  missions.  By  a  change  in  that 
article  effected  yesterday,  the  Board  is  now  empowered  to  make  the  desired 
purchase,  and  the  Historical  Society  may  now  congratulate  itself  upon  the 
prospect  of  soon  possessing,  in  the  combination  of  our  archives  with  this  col¬ 
lection,  an  almost  complete  array  of  American  Lutheran  literature. 

The  Society  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  voluntary  contributions  of  its 
friends  for  the  funds  needed  to  bind  its  large  accumulation  of  valuable 
pamphlets  and  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  glass  cases  in  which  to  preserve 
these  and  the  additional  treasures  about  to  be  added  to  our  archives.  It  is 
therefore  respectfully  suggested  that  a  collection  be  taken  up  here  and  now 
for  this  purpose,  as  the  report  of  our  Treasurer  will  show  that  without  a 
liberal  gift  of  this  kind  the  Society  will  be  sadly  crippled  in  its  operations. 
O  that  the  Lord  would  open  the  heart  of  some  brother,  blessed  with  this 
world’s  goods,  and  inspire  him  with  the  noble  purpose  to  honor  himself  and 
the  Master  by  bidding  us  go  on  and  make  these  needed  improvements  and 
send  him  the  bill  for  liquidation. 

We  would  be  glad  to  add  largely  to  our  already  fine  collection  of  minis¬ 
terial  photographs,  pictures  of  churches,  literary  and  theological  institutions, 
etc. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  a  number  of  the  brethren  are  employed  in 
hunting  up  materials  for  preparing  histories  of  their  churches  from  the  date 
of  their  establishment,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  will  do  the  same.  No 
'time  should  now  be  lost.  Brethren,  hunt  up  the  venerable  documents; 
gather  up  the  facts  as  they  are  remembered  by  your  aged  church  members; 
read  to  your  people  all  that  can  be  learned  about  the  establishment  and 
growth  of  their  churches,  and  then  deposit  the  document  in  our  archives,  in 
manuscript,  if  necessary,  or,  better  still,  in  print.

PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances  ;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was 
established  on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with 
the  General  Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be  :  “  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
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themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  namely  : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send  one; 
if  it  contain  sixteen,  two  ;  if  twenty-four,  three ;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if  forty,  five; 
if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and  if  it  contain  one 
hundred  and  upwards  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained  ministers,  and  an 
equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present  connected  with  this 
body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay  representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod,  according  to 
this  ratio,  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may 
seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving,  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canon¬ 
ical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines-  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  Word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General 
Synod  by  adopting  this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or 
should  any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  send¬ 
ing  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President  and  Secretary ;  and 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained 
minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  origi¬ 
nate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and 
proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the 
ministers  or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of 
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the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least 
two  months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give 
written  notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods,  imme¬ 
diately  upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  submitted 
at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be  re¬ 
quired  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  He 
shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an 
order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of 
the  assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  in¬ 
capable  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some 
capable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall  have 
the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general  char¬ 
acter.  The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are 
chiefly  the  following: 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for 
the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly  several 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  provid¬ 
ing  the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and 
in  the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Plymn  Books 
and  Catechisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the 
General  Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those 
furnished  by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows 
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and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions,  It 
shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practicable  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations 
of  the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds, 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards, -any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury*  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7-  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us ;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations,  or  individual  Ministers  or  Laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  Delegates  appearing  with  proper  credentials, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 


Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  convention ;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  ex¬ 
act  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Pres¬ 
idents  of  the  District  Synods  In  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request 
that  they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  Minutes 
that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall 
be  declared  adopted. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  motion 
made,  seconded,  and  committed  to  writing;  and  the  mover  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  withdrawing  such  motion  at  any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

2.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects  to  its 
being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this 
subject  be  discussed?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be 
dismissed;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes, 
unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

3.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more  points, 
it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken  sepa¬ 
rately. 

4.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion  under 
consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second  degree. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained,  except, 

(1)  To  adjourn; 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

(3)  To  close  debate; 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  specified  time; 

(6)  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod ; 

(7)  To  refer  to  a  special  committee; 

(8)  To  amend ; 

which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  numbered. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  member 
has  the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

7.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to  post¬ 
pone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

8.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pending  be¬ 
fore  the  Convention  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  as  provided 
in  Rule  fifth. 

10.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided,  shall  pre¬ 
clude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

1 1.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  member  has 
a  right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall  be  stated 
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in  the  following  manner:  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  President  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention?”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude  all  debate  of 
the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals  taken  while  a 
debatable  motion  is  before  the  Convention. 

12.  In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  when  requested  by 
five  members  of  the  Convention. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his  seat  and 
respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality;  nor  shall  he  be  interrupted 
except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
the  permission  of  the  Convention. 

16.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before  the 
Convention,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member,  and  he  shall 
have  the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  the 
chair  when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

17.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

(1)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(2)  On  Credentials. 

(3)  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(4)  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

(5)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(6)  On  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

(7)  On  Mileage. 

19.  These  rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately  after 
the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

SPECIAL  ORDERS. 

1.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  shall  be  the  special  order 
for  the  first  Thursday  morning  of  the  session  aLio  o’clock. 

2.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  in  like  manner  the  special 
order  for  the  first  Friday  morning. 

3.  The  business  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  the  special  order 
for  the  first  Saturday  morning  at  9  o’clock,  after  which  the  remainder  of  the 
day  shall  be  devoted  to  a  fraternal  conference  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the 
churches,  the  discussion  of  subjects  of  general  interest  not  included  in  the  reg¬ 
ular  order,  and  devotional  exercises,  concluding  with  the  services  preparatory 
to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

4.  The  Publication  Society  the  special  order  for  the  first  Monday  morning. 

5.  The  Parent  Education  and  Historical  Societies,  the  special  order  for  the 
first  Tuesday  morning. 

6.  The  anniversaries  of  said  Boards  and  Societies  shall  be  held  on  the  even¬ 
ings  of  the  days  set  apart  for  the  transaction  of  their  business. 

7.  The  second  Wednesday  morning,  at  to  o’clock,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
election  of  Delegates  to  Corresponding  Bodies,  members  of  the  several  Boards 
and  of  Standing  Committees,  and  the  selection  of  the  time  and  place  for  hold¬ 
ing  the  next  Convention  of  Synod. 

8.  The  religious  services  of  Synod  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Devotional  Exercises,  subject  to  the  action  of  this  body. 

9.  That  a  business  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  whom  all  matters  de¬ 
signed  to  come  before  this  body,  not  indicated  in  the  regular  order,  be  referred. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  his  report  on  the  third  day  of  the  session, 
immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 


BY-LAWS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 


Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  The  first  meeting  of  each  Convention  of  this  Synod  shall  be  organ¬ 
ized  according  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  III.  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  presiding  officer 
shall  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of  delegates  from  Synods  already 
connected  w  ith  this  body ;  but  an  appeal  may  be  made  from  his  decision  to 
the  members  admitted,  when  the  whole  number  of  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented. 

Art.  3.  According  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  V.  of  the  Constitution,  written  certificates 
of  the  appointment  of  delegates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  which  they  represent,  shall  be  required. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority 
of  the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  the  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  proceedings  of  the  former  Convention  shall  be  read,  unless 
dispensed  with  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  7.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  connected 
with  this  body,  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  admitted  to 
a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  should  be  made,  in  which  case  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote. 

Art.  8.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  participate  in  the  debate,  but  cannot  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  vote  on,  originate,  or  second  a  proposition. 

Art.  9.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  every  Convention  a  committee  of 
eleven  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  reports  and 
minutes  of  District  Synods,  with  instructions  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

Art.  10.  The  time  and  place  for  the  next  Convention  shall  be  fixed  by 
ballot. 

Art.  II.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  maybe  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanitnotts  consent  of  the  Convention.
